The  Knights  Companions  following,  in  their 
Tuantleg  and  collars ;  yvt, :  His  Rojal  Highness 
the  Dnke  of  Cambridge,  the  Marquess  of  Exeter, 
tlie  Marquess  of  Lansdowne,  the  Marquess  of 
Salisbary,  the  Duke  of  Cleveland,  Earl  de  Grey, 
the  Maiqneas  of  Abercom,  the  Marquess  Camden, 
the  Earl  of  Clarendon,  the  Earl  of  Carlisle, 
TisQoont  Palmerston,  Earl  Granville,  the  Mar- 
qneaa  of  Westminster,  and  the  Dnke  of  Devon- 
shire,  attended  by  the  following  Officers  of  the 
Qrdor;  tIz.  :  the  Prelate,  the  Chancellor,  the 
Register,  and  Grorter,  assembled  in  the  Entr^ 
Boom,  where  th^  were  called  over  by  Grarter. 

Her  Majesty,  His  Royal  Highness  The  Prince 
Consort,  and  His  Royal  Highness  The  Prince  of 
Wales,  having  passed  into  the  Chapter  Room,  the 
Knights  Companions  and  Officers  proceeded  into 
tiie  presence  of  the  Sovereign* 

Tlie  Sovereign  and  Knights  Companions  being 
aented,  and  the  Officers  standing  in  their  respective 
places^  the  Chancellor  signi^d  to  the  Chapter 
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Her  Majesty's  royal  will  and  pleasure  that  the 
vacant  stall  in  St.  George's  Chapel  should  be 
filled. 

Then,  by  command  of  the  Sovereign,  the  Earl  of 
Harrowby  was  introduced  by  Garter,  and  bein^ 
conducted  to  Her  Majesty,  received  the  honour  of 
Knighthood,  and  having  had  the  honour  to  kiss 
Her  Majesty's  hand,  withdrew  ;  the  Earl  of  Derby 
was  next  introduced  by  Garter,  and  conducted  to 
Her  Majesty,  and  having  been  knighted,  and  had 
the  honour  to  kiss  Her  Msjesty's  hand,  withdrew. 

The  Knights  Companions  then  proceeded  to  an 
election,  and  the  suffrages  having  been  collected 
by  the  Chancellor,  were  by  him  presented  to  the 
Sovereign,  who  commanded  him  to  declare,  and  he 
accordingly  declared,  that  the  Right  Honourable 
Dudley,  Earl  of  Harrowby,  had  been  duly  elected 
a  Knight  of  the  Most  Noble  Order  of  the  Garter. 

Then,  by  command  of  the  Sovereign,  his  Lord- 
ship was  received  at  the  door  of  the  Chapter-room 
by  the  Marquess  of  Westminster  and  the  Duke 
of  Devon»liire,  the  two  junior  Knights  present, 
and  conducted  between  them  to  Her  Majesty, 
preceded  by  Garter,  bearing  the  ensigns  of  the 
Order.  The  Earl  of  Harrowby,  kneeling  near 
the  Sovereign,  Garter,  on  his  knee,  presented  the 
Garter,  and  Her  Majesty,  assisted  by  His  Boyal 
Highness  the  Prince  Consort  and  His  Royal 
Highness  the  Prince  of  Wales,  the  two  senior 
Knights  Companions,  buckled  it  around  his  Lord- 
j^hip's  left  leg,  the  ChanceUor  pronouncing  the 
usual  admonition. 

Garter  next  presented,  in  like  manner^  the 
Ribband  and  George,  and  Her  Majesty,  asnsted 
as  before,  put  the  same  over  his  Lordship's  left 
shoulder,  the  Chancellor  pronouncing  the  admoni- 
tion. His  Lordship  then  again  had  the  honour  to 
kiss^Her  M^^t/s  hand,  and  having  received  the 
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eongratulations  of  each  of  the  Knights  CompanioiiB, 
retired. 

The  Chancellor,  by  the  Sovereign's  command, 
then  read  a  new  statute,  wherebj  all  statutes, 
fimiting  the  number  of  the  Order,  were  dispensed 
with  bj  the  Sorereign,  for  the  purpose  of  mani- 
festing, in  an  especial  manner,  Her  rojal  appro- 
bation of  the  distinguished  services  and  eminent 
merits  of  Her  right  trusty  and  right  well-beloved 
Cousin  and  CouncUlor,  Edward  Geoffrey,  Earl  of 
Derby,  late  First  Lord  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury, 
and  whereby  the  Earl  of  Derby  was  declared  a 
Knight  of  the  said  Most  Noble  Order,  any  rule  or 
usage  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  The 
Sovereign's  pleasure  was  at  the  same  time  declared, 
that  no  further  election  of  any  Knight  Subject 
shall  take  place  until  the  vacancy  of  a  stall  of  a 
Knight  Subject  shall  have  happened  subsequently 
to  the  reduction  of  the  number  of  Knights  Subjects 
to  the  original  number  of  twenty-five  Knights 
Companions. 

The  Chancellor  having  accordingly  announced 
to  the  Chapter  that  the  Earl  of  Derby  had  been 
so  dedared  a  Knight  of  the  Most  Noble  Order  of 
'.  the  Grarter,  his  Lordship  was  received  at  the  door 
of  the  Chapter-room  by  the  Marquess  of  West- 
minster and  the  Duke  of  Devonshire,  and  conducted 
to  Her  Majesty  by  Garter,  when  he  was  in  like 
manner  invested  with  the  Garter,  Ribband,  and 
George,  and  his  Lordship,  having  again  kissed  Her 
Majesty's  hand,  and  received  the  congratulations 
of  each  of  the  Knights  Companions,  withdrew. 

The  Chapter  being  concluded,  Garter,  by  Her 
Majesty's  command,  again  called  over  the  Knights 
Companions,  who,  together  with  the  Officers,  with- 
drew firom  the  presence  of  the  Sovereign  with  the 
usual  reverences.

THIS  day  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  ac- 
companied by  the  Bishops  and  Clergy  of  the 
Province,  waited  upon   Her  Majesty  to  present 
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the  following  Address ;  which  was  receired  by 
Her  Majesty  on  ihe  Throne  : 

Most  Oracious  Sovereign^ 

WEy  yoar  Majesty's  faithful  subjects,  the 
Archbishop,  Bishops^  and  Clergy  of  the  province 
of  Canterbury,  in  Convocation  assembled,  ap* 
proach  your  Majesty  with  the  renewed  assurance 
of  our  attachment  to  your  Majesty's  Throne  and 
Person,  and  with  our  earnest  prayer  for  a  con- 
tinuance of  the  prosperity,  with  which  it  has 
pleased  Almighty  God  to  bless  your  Majesty's 
Royal  Family  and  the  Nation. 

We  thank  God  for  the  restoration  of  tranquillity 
to  your  Majesty's  Indian  Dominions ;  and,  whilst 
we  deprecate  any  attempt  to  promote  our  Holy 
Religion  by  any  compulsion  from  the  arm  of 
secular  power,  we  cannot  but  hope  that  the  present 
season  of  .peace  may  afford  the  opportunity  of  ex« 
tending  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  in  that  land  of 
idolatry  and  superstition,  so  that  British  rule  may 
eventually  become  a  blessing  to  our  fellow  subjects 
there,  not  only  for  time,  but  for  eternity.  For 
the  attainment  of  this  great  object,  we  venture  to 
express  our  earnest  hope,  that  your  Majesty  may 
be  gracionaly  pleased  to  encourage  any  efforts  that 
may  be  made  for  a  sub-division  of  the  vast  dioceses 
already  formed  in  that  part  of  your  Majesty's 
dominions. 

Tlie  short  period  which  has  elapsed  since  we 
had  last  the  privilege  of  addressing  your  Majesty, 
has  been  marked  by  important  events  with  regard 
to  the  interests  of  the  Church  at  home. 

The  increase  of  population  and  the  abuses  inci- 
dental  to  the  system  of  appropriated  pews  have 
produced  the  effect  of  practically  excluding  from 
oar  churches  a  large  proportion  of  the  population. 

Id  such  a  state  of  things,  we  have  viewed  with 
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thankfiilneflB  the  institotion  of  additioDal  servicei 
with  BermonSy  which  hare  been  held  in  our  ca^e< 
dnd  and  other  spadons  churches,  where,  withoal 
distinction  of  persons,  all  have  been  eqaally  ad- 
mitted. 

The  large  namber  and  attentive  congregations 
which  these  services  have  bronght  together,  have 
shown  that  the  absence  of  a  part  of  our  popalation 
from  the  ontward  means  of  grace  has  in  a  great 
degree  arisen  from  the  inadequate  sopplj  of  them. 

It  has  proved  that  many,  who  st^emed  to  have 
been  hopelessly  estranged  from  the  public  worship 
of  God  may  be  recovered  to  His  fold,  when  thas 
brought  under  the  influence  of  His  Holy  Word. 

We  have  only  the  more  reason  to  lament  the 
still  existing  eviU  the  insufficiency  of  our  church 
accommodation,  and  of  our  number  of  Clergy  to 
meet  the  demands  of  an  increased  and  increasing 
population.  Unfortunately,  while  that  increase 
is  going  on  with  unparalleled  rapidity,  the  exist- 
ing endowments  of  the  Chui*ch  appear  to  admit 
of  no  proportionate  extension ;  and  although  pri- 
vate liberality  has  effected  much,  and  is  daily- 
making  fresh  exertions,  it  has  hitherto  been  totally- 
unable  to  overtake  the  existing  destitution. 

Under  these  circumstances,  we  would  humbly- 
express  our  earnest  prayer,  that  the  resources  of 
the  Church  may  not  be  further  diminished  by  the 
abolition  of  Church  Rates,  a  measure  which  Mrould 
despoil  the  poor  of  a  part  of  that  provision  which 
was  made  by  the  piety  of  our  forefathers  for  the 
maintenance  of  Divine   Worship   and  Christian 
Instruction   without    charge,    and    which  would 
disturb    the    foundations  of   the   Church    as   a 
National  Institution,   from  which    the    greatest 
blessings,    spiritual    and    temporal,    have    been 
diffused  into  every  quarter  of  the  land. 

We  avail  ourselves  of  this  opportunity  of  res- 
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pectfnUj  conveying  to  your  Majesty  onr  deep 
conviction  that  one  of  tiie  most  effbctiial  means 
under  Grod  of  extending  the  blessing  of  the 
National  Church  will  be  found  in  an  increase  of 
the  Episcopate^ 

We  cannot  refrain  from  taking  this  occasion  of 
expressing  to  your  Majesty,  an  opinion  concerning 
certain  attempts  which  have  been  recently  made 
to  bring  about  a  change  in  the  Prayer  Book  ;  we 
beiieTe,  that  the  force  of  one  argument  for  such 
change  depending  upon  the  alleged  undue  length 
of  some  of  the  .services,  has  to  a  certain  extent 
been  remoTed  by  the  recently  authorized  use  of 
the  Litany  as  a  separate  service ;  and  looking  to 
the  general  question,  we  declare  our  decided  con- 
viction that  the  supposed  advantages  of  a  revision 
of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  are  far  outweighed 
by  the  manifest  disadvantages  of  such  a  course, 
especially  at  the  present  time. 

We  cannot  conclude  without  tendering  to  your 
Majesty  the  thanks  which  we,  as  Ministers  of 
Peace,  owe  to  your  Majesty  for  the  endeavours  so 
anxiously  made  to  avert  the  hostilities  in  which 
some  of  the  great  Powers  of  Europe  are  unhappily 
engaged.  We  earnestly  pray  for  the  growth  ot 
those  Christian  principles  which  tend  to  prevent 
the  miseries  of  war  by  restraining  the  passions 
which  excite  it.  Principles  which  happily  do  so 
far  prevail  in  this  country,  that  the  maintenance 
of  peace,  consistently  with  the  national  honour 
and  national  security,  is  the  universal  desire,  and 
we  trust  the  universal  prayer  of  your  Migesty's 
fidthful  people. 

To  which  Address  Her  Migesty  was  pleased  to 
return  the  following  most  gracious  Answer  :

**  I  beaitil J  ooociir  in  joar  feeKngs  of  gratitude 
to  Almightj  God  for  the  restiHution  of  tranquil- 
litj  to  mj  Indian  dominions  ;  and  it  is  vaj  earnest 
desire  that  the  Government  of  that  country  should 
he  oondacted  in  the  spirit  of  mildness  and  charity^ 
which  is  the  distinguishing  attribute  of  oor  holy 
religion. 

**  I  relj  upon  the  christian  sentiments  of  my 
subjects  for  supporting  the  pacific  policy  whic^ 
has  consistently  guided  my  counsels. 

''It  will  ever  be  my  anxious  wish  that  all 
measures  may  be  adopted  which  have  for  their 
object  the  diffusion  of  true  religion  among  all 
classes  of  my  people,  and  which  may  tend  to  ren« 
der  the  National  Church  an  efficient  instrument 
for  promoting  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  increas* 
ing  population  of  this  realm."

And  whereas  by  an  Act  of  Parliament,  passed 
in  the  eighth  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present 
Majesty,  intituled  '*  An  Act  for  the  better  regula* 
tion  of  Colonial  Posts,"  power  is  also  given  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  by 
Warrant  under  their  hands,  to  alter  and  fix  anj 
of  the  rates  of  colonial  postage  payable  by  law  for 
the  transmission  of  letters  by  the  post,  and  to  sub- 
ject the  same  to  rates  of  postage  according  to  the 
weight  thereof,  and  a  scale  of  weight  to  be  con- 
tained in  such  Warrant,  and  from  time  to  time, 
by  Warrant  as  aforesaid,  to  alter  or  repeal  any  of 
such  altered  rates,  and  make  and  establish  any 
new  or  other  rates  in  lieu  thereof.

and  subject  to  the  regulations,  orders,  directions, 
and  conditions  therein,  or  in  some  or  one  of  them 
respectively  mentioned  and  contained,  such  packets 
shall,  in  certain  cases,  be  chargeable  with  certain 
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letter  rates  of  postage  therein,  or  in  some  or  one 
of  the  said  Warrants  respectively  mentioned ;  and 
it  is  expedient  in  all  such  cases  that  power  should 
be  given  to  the  Postmaster- General  to  charge 
such  packets  with  a  less  amount  of  postage  than 
such  respective  letter-rates  of  postage  in  the 
manner  hereafter  mentioned.

I  HAVE  the  honour,  in  accordance  with  your 
request,  to  enclose,  for  submission,  to  the  Kight 
Honourable  the  Governor-General,  documents 
regardmg  the  eminent  services  rendered  by  Cap- 
tain Russell,  Commissary  of  Ordnance,  on  the 
occasion  of  the  mutiny  of  the  Native  Troops  at 
Allahabad,  in  June,  1857. 

2.  These  documents  are  sufficiently  conclusive, 
that  the  disarming  of  the  Native  Guard  in  the 
fort  of  Allahabad  having  been  successfully  carried 
out,  under  circumstances  of  peculiar  danger  and 
difficulty,  was  mainly  attributable  to  the  admi- 
rable foresight,  coolness,  and  courage  of  Captain 
Bussell,  and  that  to  him  is  chiefly  due  the  credit 
of  having  saved  the  fort  from  falling  into  the 
hands  of  mutineers.. 

3.  His  heroic  courage  and  self  devotion  were 
still  more  conspicuous  in  the  preparation  he  bad 
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mde  iat  Wowing  up  the  M-aenal,  ib  case  of  the 

piTBCHi  heing  OTerpowered. 

i.  Captain  Russell's  services,  in  connection  with 
the  duties  of  his  appointment,  were  no  less  ro- 
aMk&ble ;  and  it  was  in  a  great  measure  owing 
to  his  anwearied  energy  and  fertility  of  resource, 
thx  i]»  armies  employed  in  the  North  Western 
ProTinoes  and  Oade,  were  abundantly  supplied 
with  ammunition  and  materiel,  fi-om  the  first 
mrtfcpeak  until  the  present  campaign. 

5.  Serried  such  as  these  are  eminently  deserv- 
ing of  reward,  and  I  therefore  take  the  liberty  of 
«ni€stly  recommending  Captain  Russell  to  the 
XftTonrable  notice  of  Government.

and  by  the  1st  of  June,  as  &r  as  I  oould  judge, 
eyerytliing  depending  on  their  exertions  was  aa 
complete  as  circumstances  would  admit  of;  with- 
out mcreasing  the  alarm,  or  showing  symptoms  of 
fear,  still  their  labours  continued;  and  we  fre- 
quently consulted  each  other,  as  to  the  best  mode 
of  averting  the  evil  too  clearly  seen  by  us  to 
admit  of  doubt  of  its  near  approach. 

On  the  evening  of  the  6th  of  June,  having 
received  from  Lieutenant  Alexander  (the  late),  a 
note,  showing  that  the  mutiny  of  the  6th  Begi- 
ment,  N.I.,  £ueu1  commenced,  I  at  once  communi- 
cated the  &cts  to  both  these  officers,  recommend- 
ing aUence,  and  requesting  them  to  be  prepared  to 
assist  in  keeping  off  the  outside  mutineers,  as 
well  as  for  any  emergency  inside  the  fort.  They 
were  with  me  instantly,  and  from  place  to  place 
silently,  until  our  separate  duties  separated  us 
occasionally.  Thus  for  three  days  and  nights 
we  never  slept  for  more  than  a  few  minutes  at 
once,  watchmg  with,  and  earnestly  for  each  other, 
solemnly  and  confidently  trusting  to  our  Creator 
for  relief;  and  others  were  so  completely  ex- 
hausted that  we  could  scarcely  find  a  man  to  stand 
sentry  or  work  the  guns.  I  frequently  saw  them 
working  as  gunners,  <kc.,  much  to  the  admiration 
and  encouragement  of  others,  although  themselves 
fre-quently  compelled  from  exhaustion  to  desist  for 
a  few  seconds;  and  I  confidently  assert  that, 
during  a  short  stay  at  Allahabad,  (leaving  that 
garrison  myeelf  on  the  SOth  of  June,  1857,)  with- 
out enumerating  particular  acts,  the  service 
rendered  by  Captains  Bussell  and  Brown  could 
not  have  been  excelled  by  any  one  in  their  posi- 
tion ;  and,  in  my  humble  opinion,  they  are  both 
eminently  deserving  of  reward.

IN  my  letter  No.  186,  of  28th  instant,  to  the 
address  of  the  Quartermaster  General  of  the 
Army,  I  gave  a  short  statement  of  the  successfdi 
attack  made  on  the  morning  of  the  28th  instant, 
by  a  portion  of  the  force  under  my  command,  on 
the  rebels  posted  in  the  first  range  of  the  Nepal 
Hills ;  and  I  have  sow  the  honour  to  forward,  for 
the  information  of  Major-General  Sir  Hope  Grant, 
K.C.B.,  a  more  detailed  account  of  the  sfiSkxr^ 
which  I  request  he  will  have  the  goodness  to  trans- 
mit for  submission  to  his  Lordship  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief 

2.  The  force  intended  for  the  attack  was  divided 
into  two  columns  ;  tliat  on  the  right,  commanded 
by  Captain  Stafford,  7th  Pimjab  Infantry,  con- 
sisted of  that  regiment  and  a  detachment  of  92 
men  of  Her  Majesty's  13th  Light  Infantry,  com- 
manded by  Lieutenant  Gilbert ;  the  left,  under 
Captain  Benny,  of  his  own  regiment,  the  3rd  Sikh 
Inrantry,  and  a  detachment  of  92  men^  of  Her 
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Majestjs  13tli  light  Infantry,  nnder  Captain 
Peel :  the  strength  of  these  columns  is  given  in 
the  margin.* 

3.  The  remainder  of  the  Force,  consisting  of  the 
Raid  Battery  Boyal  Artillery,  under  Major  Henry ; 
the  remainder  of  the  Tnng  Her  Majesty's  13th 
Li^t  Infantry,  nnder  Lieutenant-Colonel  King ; 
Her  Majesty's  34th  R^ment,  under  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Simpson;  the  J&t  Horse,  under  Major 
Murray;  Lahore  Light  Horse,  imder  Captain 
Jackson,  Her  Majesty's  70th  Regiment;  and 
Fathan  Horse,  under  Lieutenant  Vivian,  were 
distributed  in  a  chain  of  pickets  skirting  the 
J^UB^e,  to  cut  o£f  the  escape  of  the  enemy,  iSiould 
the^  attempt  it  fipom  the  direction  of  the  base  of 
tfce  hills.  Three  companies  of  Her  Majesty's 
34th  Regiment^  under  Major  Maxwell,  were  left 
to  guard  our  camps,  which  were  left  standing. 

4.  At  daybreak,  the  attacking  columns  left  the 
cami^  and,  pushing  through  the  dense  belt  of  jungle 
■kirting  the  base  of  the  hills,  commenced  their  steep 
Moent  at  the  points  selected  by  me  the  previous 
evening ;  and,  skilfully  led  by  Captains  Stafford 
sad  Benny,  they  ascended  the  spurs  of  the  hills,  by 
which  they  commanded  the  gorges  on  either  side ; 
Mid,  notwithstanding  the  opposition  made  by  the 
rebels,  greatly  superior  to  them  in  numbers,  with 
rfl  the  advantages  of  position  in  their  favour,  £sdrly 
Afove  them  from  rid^  to  ridge  completely  over  the 
crest  of  the  range,  inflicting  on  them  a  loss  of  at 
feast  four  hundred  in  killed  alone,  and  a  quantity 
<rf  arms  of  all  sorts  thrown  away  by  them  :  six

5.  Our  loss  amounted  to  five  men  killed,  and 
one  European  officer,  Lieutenant  and  Adjutant 
Baillie,  7th  Panjab  Infantry  (who,  although 
severely  wounded,  is,  I  am  glad  to  say,  doing  well), 
one  native  officer  and  eight  men  wounded,  total 
five  killed  and  ten  wounded ;  which,  although  to 
be  regretted,  will  not,  I  hope,  be  considered  out  of 
proportion  to  the  advantage  gained. 

6.  I  enclose,  for  the  information  of  the  Major- 
General,  the  reports  of  their  operations,  made  to 
me  by  Captains  Benny  and  Stafford ;  and  I  trust 
that  he  will  support  my  recommendation  that  their 
valuable  services  on  this  occasion,  as  well  as  on  that 
of  the  affiiir  of  the  2oth  instant,  may  receive  some 
recognition.  The  conduct  of  all  engaged,  both 
officers  and  men,  was  admirable. 

7.  The  difficulties  of  a  steep  ascent  through  a 
thick  jungle,  and  under  a  burning  sun,  and  exposed 
to  a  heavy  fire,  were  overcome  with  cheerfumess, 
and  with  a  resolution  which  overcame  all  opposi- 
tion, and  left  the  enemy  no  resource  but  i^hi ; 
and  I  beg  to  recommend  to  the  notice  of  Sir  Hope 
Grant  the  names  of  the  officers  and  men  mentioned 
by  Captains  R3nny  and  Staffi>rd,  viz,,  Captain 
Peel  and  Lieutenant  Gilbert^  Her  Majesty's  13th 
Light  In&ntry;  Lieutenant  Boberts,  Her  Ma- 
jesty's 87th  Be^ment,  2nd  in  Command  3rd  Sikh. 
Infantry ;  Lieutenant  Gordon,  Her  Majesty's  Gist 
Regiment,  2nd  in  Command  7th  Punjab  Inmntry ; 
Lieutenant  and  Adjutant  BaiUie  of  the  same  Corps 
(severely  wounded)  ;  also —

8.  The  enemy  made  some  attempts  to  escape  on 
our  right  and  left  flanks  through  the  jungle  ;  but, 
a  fire  being  opened  on  them  by  the  pickets  of  Her 
Majesfy's  13th  and  34th  Eegiments  stationed 
thoe,  about  twenty  were  killed,  and,  I  think,  few 


In  addition  to  the  officers  oommanding  corps 
and  detachments  I  have  abeady  mentioned,  I  beg 
to  express  my  eenae  of  the  services  rendered  by 
lieatenant-Colond  Ghirilt  and  Major  Maxwell,  who 
oemmanded  posts  on  this  occasion,  and  Lieutenant 
Coduane,  the  Staff  Officer  to  the  Column.  I  have

FOB  the  information  of  Colonel  Kelly,  C.B., 
commanding  the  Field  Force,  I  have  the  honour 
to  report  that,  agreeably  to  instructions  received 
fram  him  on  the  previous  evening,  I  marched  yes- 
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terday  morning  at  four  o'clock  a.k.,  with  tib 
troops  noted  in  the  margin,*  for  the  purpose  o 
attacking  the  enemy's  position  in  the  hills  nortii  o 
the  camp. 

On  reaching  the  edge  of  the  jungle  a  little  to  thi 
westward,  I  drew  up  the  troops  in  the  fbllo^viriiii 
order : — 

One  company  of  the  3rd  Sikh  In&ntry  extended 
as  skinnishers  in  front,  with  a  sub-division  in  the 
same  order  on  either  flank :  the  detachment  oi 
Her  Majesty's  13th  Light  Infantry  and  another 
comx>any  of  the  3rd  Sikhs  in  support. 

In  tins  order  we  advanced  through  the  heavy 
jungle,  and  ascended  the  ridge  of  the  steep  hiU  to 
the  north-west. 

When  half  way  up  the  hill,  I  was  enabled  to  re- 
connoitre the  position  of  the  enemy,  and  deter- 
mine my  plan  of  attack. 

Two  columns,  consisting  of  two  companies  of  the 
3rd  Sikh  Infantry,  with  a  section  of  Her  Majesty'tf 
13th  Light  In£Bipntry  attached  to  each,  were  de- 
tached to  the  right,  with  orders  to  proceed  along 
the  spur  of  the  hill  running  out  to  the  north- 
east. These  detachments  were  commanded  by 
Captain  Peel,  of  Her  Majesty's  13th  Light  In- 
fantry, and  Lieutenant  Bobertis,  2nd  in  command^ 
3rd  Sikh  In&ntry. 

I  advanced,  with  the  remainder  of  the  column, 
along  the  ridge  to  the  top  of  the  hill,  from  whence 
two  more  parties  were  detached  under  Lieutenant 
H!anrison,  Adjutant,  drd  Sikh  Infantry,  and  Lieu- 
tenant Sartorius,  72nd  Native  Infantry,  attached 
to  Her  Majesty's  13th  Light  In&ntry. 

The  enemy  were  now  completely  surrounded, 
and  the  different  columns  commenced  the  descent 
simultaneously;  and,  although  we  had  to  pass  doum

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tkefius  of  the  hill,  through,  a  most  dense  and  dif- 
ficult jungle,  the  enemy  were  driven  horn  every 
fBtaikm,  with  great  daoghter,  into  the  Talley 
hdow.  Owing  to  the  nature  of  the  ground,  the 
few  &iropeaQ  officers  were  all  employed  in  com- 
Eund  of  separate  detacliments.  My  thankg  are 
due  to  aJl,  hut  more  particularly  to  Captain  Peel, 
of  Her  BiLa.jesty's  13th  Light  In&ntiy,  and  Lien- 
tenant  Soherts,  3rd  Sikh  Infantry,  on  whose 
detachments  fell  the  principal  share  of  the  fighting. 
No  troops  could  have  behaTed  hetter  than  those 
sitnsted  to  my  command,  both  European  and 
native. 

The  ptactioe  of  the  Enfield  rifles  of  Her  Ma- 
jestjr's  I3th  Light  Lifantry  -was  admirable ;  the 
daty  waa  most  arduous,  oyer  steep  hills,  precipices, 
and  a  heaTy  impenetrahle  jungle. 

Oni  loss  was  small,  owing,  I  believe,  to  the 
hei^tfi  being  occupied  before  commencing  the 
action:  that  of  the  enemy  could  not  hare  been 
under  three  hundred  and  fifty.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  informar 
tion  of  Brigadier  Kelly,  C.  B.,  Commanding  the 
frontier,  that,  agreeably  to  his  instructions,  I 
marched  from  camp  this  morning  at  four  o'clock, 
with  the  troops  marginally  noted,*  for  the  purpose 
of  attacking  the  rebels  in  the  low  range  of  the 
Nepal  Hills. 

2.  I  entered  the  belt  of  heavy  jungle,  which 
here  skirts  the  hills  to  a  depth  of  about  four  miles, 
at  break  of  day,  and,  having  thrown  out  four  com- 
panies of  the  7th  Punjab  Infantry,  two  extended 
and  two  as  supports,  under  Lieutenants  Gordon 
and  BaLUie,  to  cover  the  advance  of  the  column,  I 
pushed  on  through  the  dense  jungle  as  rapidly  as 
possible.  After  proceeding  about  four  miles,  and 
reaching  the  foot  of  the  hills,  the  skirmishers  sur- 
prised and  cut  up  a  cavalry  picquet,  capturing 
their  horses. 

The  rebeb,  having  then  become  aware  of  our  ap- 
proach, opened  a  heavy  fire  from  the  left  front, 
from  which,  however,  they  were  speedily  dislodged ; 
but,  finding  that  my  skirmishers,  though  gradually 
forcing  their  way  up  the  first  range,  were  greatly 
outnumbered  and  exposed  to  an  overwhelming 
fire,  I  determined  upon  occupying  an  elevated 
ridge  on  the  right,  from  which,  after  a  rapid  but 
toilsome  ascent,  I  was  enabled  materially  to  assist 
the  skirmishers  by  a  protecting  fire  from  the  rifles

Tike  bodies  of  the  eiieiny  kilLed,  which  lay  directly 
IB  tiie  path  of  the  troops,  ajnonnted  to  about  fifty* 
bat  there  can  be  no  doubt  but  that,  in  the  dense 
JBBgfe  to  the  right  and  left  of  our  advance,  and 
aito  which  the  fixe  was  chiefly  directed,  many 
moitlwve  fidlen. 

5.  Ko  troops  oonld  have  behaved  better,  and  I 
am  mach  indebted  to  Liieutenant  Gilbert,  com- 
manding detachment  Her  Majesty's  13th  Light 
In&ntEj,  for  his  support ;  also  to  Lieatenants 
GoTdon  and  Baillie,  7th  Punjab  Lifantry,  for  the 
plknt  manmra'  in  which  they  led  their  respective 
detadnoientB.  I  regret  to  say  the  latter  officer  was 
^nRmded  in  the  head  by  a  musket  balL

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  forward  the  correspon- 
dence noted  in  the  margin,*  received  firom  Briga- 
dier Hill,  commanding  Hyderabad  Contingent, 
reporting  his  having  fitUen  in  with,  and  dispersed^ 
parties  of  the  rebels  in  the  hills  west  of  Gawil- 
ghur. 

2.  I  have  much  pleasure  in  bringing  to  the 
favourable  notice  of  His  Excellency  the  Viceroy 
and  Qovemor-Qeneral  t  f  India,  the  gallant  con- 
duct of  Captain  Clogstoun,  second  in  command, 
2nd  Cavalry  Hyderabad  Contingent,  in  a  success- 
ful attack  made  by  him  on  a  large  body  of  rebels. 

3.  His  Lordship  is  aware  that  this  officer  was 
unable  to  take  a  share  in  the  late  Central  India 
Campaign,  with  his  comrades  in  the  Hyderabad 
Contingent,  his  services  being  required  in  the 
Deccan,  where  he  was  usefully  employed  in  main-

Sir,  December  9,  1858. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Resident,  that  yesterday  I  came  upon 
the  track  of  a  rebel  force  which  I  was  in  the  hope 
of  encountering  fix)m  the  information  which  was 
brought  to  me  by  a  few  grasscutters,  who  had 
preceded  my  force  by  about  h^ilf  an  hour. 

I  soon  came  up  with  the  advanced  guard  of  thd 
force,  numbering  30  or  40  cavalry  on  horses  and 
tattoos.  On  being  surprised  by  my  column  coming 
up  with  them,  the  greater  portion  fled  in  all  direc- 
tioius  in  the  jungle,  which  was  so  dense  from  trees, 
grafis  and  bamboos,  that  we  soon  lost  sighi  of 
them. 
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Conduding  that  the  main  body  eotdd  not  be 
very  far  off^  I  ordered  Captain  Glogstouni  oom- 
manding  2nd  Cavalry,  to  pursue ;  and  both  Captain 
HoseasoDj  my  Brigade-Major,  and  myself  aooompa- 
nied  the  cavalry ;  and,  for  a  few  miles,  we  found 
the  road  strewed  with  baggage,  and  nearly  blocked 
up  with  horses,  tattoos  and  bullocks  which  had 
just  been  left  by  their  riders,  who  had  escaped  to 
the  jungles ;  but,  still  hoping  to  meet  the  main 
force,  we  did  not  draw  rein  for  a  distance  of  twelve 
miles,  but  in  vain»  as  no  trace  of  them  could  be 
discovered. 

I  had  left  Captain  Scott,  commanding  6th 
Infantry,  with  the  artillery  and  infantry.  He  ex- 
tended his  infitntry  on  both  sides  of  the  road  to 
ascertain  if  any  rebels  were  secreting  themselves 
in  the  jungles,  and  several  prisoners  were  brought 
into  camp  in  the  evening. 

Although  I  was  not  successful  in  bringing  the 
rebels  into  action,  I  consider  that  an  important 
point  has  followed  my  having  remained  in  this 
range  of  hills,  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain 
beyond  a  doubt,  the  intention  of  Tantia  Topee, 
when  he  took  the  line  of  the  Taptee  through  these 
hills  towards  Poonah,  as  the  Resident  will  observe 
by  the  coot  of  a  letter  I  have  this  day  addressed 
to  Major-Oeneral  Michell,  which  may  probably 
guide  the  General  in  making  the  present  move- 
ments of  his  force  in  co-o])eration  with  the  troops 
now  in  the  field  south  of  the  Nerbuddah. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  high  spirit 
evinced  by  Captain  Clogstoun  and  all  his  men, 
who,  though  they  unfortunately  did  not  encounter 
the  rebel  force  in  such  strength  as  to  make  a  greater 
example  of  them,  nevertheless  upheld  the  name 
they  have  won  for  themselves  for  intrepidity  and 
celerity  in  all  they  do. 

The  enemy's  loss  was  three  killed,  among  whom 
was  a  Sowar  of  the  I4th  Bengal  Irregular  Cavalry, 
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as  indicated  by  the  carbine  which  was  taken  from 
him  after  be  was  shot.  Of  the  prisoners,  four 
were  Sowars  of  Scindiah's  body  guard,  one  of  the 
Gwalior  Contingent  Infantry,  and  a  Sepoy  sup- 
posed from  a  button  found  in  his  havresack  to  be  a 
man  of  the  70th  Bengal  Native  Infantry.  These 
were  shot  this  morning  by  sentence  of  a  Court- 
Martial,  which  tried  them  yesterday. 

There  was  no  loss  on  our  side.  As  the  reports 
I  have  received  lead  me  to  infer  that  not  four 
hundred  m,en,  inchiding  camp  followers,  have 
escaped  me,  I  have  written  to  Colonel  Becher,  who 
has  a  force  near  Peeplode,  to  stop  their  Luther 
progress ;  and,  as  Captain  McKinnon,  commanding 
at  Ellichpoor,  wrote  to  me  on  the  6th  instant,  to 
state  that  a  Dufiadar's  party,  of  the  4th  Cavalry 
Hyderabad  Contingent,  bad  observed  that  a  large 
body  (about  1,000)  had  crossed  the  road  near 
Sawulmainda,  and  were  taking  the  road  Tantia 
did,  which  is  immediately  in  our  front,  I  march 
to-morrow  to  Mootah,  and  next  day  to  Maisdy.

Resident^  Hyderabad. 

Sir,  Campy  Mootah^  December  10,  1858. 

IN  continuation  of  my  letter  of  yesterday's  date, 
reporting  my  having  fallen  in  v^th  a  small  body  of 
rebels  while  on  my  march  to  Hurldee,  I  have  the 
honour  to  state  that,  as  some  of  my  supplies  had 
not  arrived  in  consequence  of  having  marched 
thirty-two  miles  on  that  day,  I  directed  a  party  as 

1859,  5  I 
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per  margin.*  under  the  command  of  Captain  Clog- 
stoun^  of  the  2nd  Cavalry,  Hyderabad  Contingent, 
to  be  held  in  readiness  to  march  back  the  foUow- 
ing  morning  to  escort  them  into  my  camp. 

2.  Having  received  a  letter  from  tne  officer 
commanding  Ellichpoor,  dated  only  three  daya 
before,  stating  that  Captain  Prescott,  commanding 
an  outpost  at  8awulmainda,  had  reported  that  a 
considerable  number  of  rebels  had  there  been  seen 
by  his  Irregular  Cavalry,  and  that  they  were 
moving  in  the  direction  of  Maisday,  which  was  on 
the  direct  track,  as  that  which  was  taken  by 
Tantia  Topee,  and  which  was  immediately  in  my 
front,  I  considered  it  necessary  to  halt  at  Hurldee 
while  this  detachment  was  out,  as  well  as  another 
detachment  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant 
Sinclair,  of  the  6th  Infantry,  which  I  had  sent 
round  another  road  to  prevent  any  party  of  rebels 
getting  to  my  rear. 

3.  The  successful  termination  of  Captain  Clog- 
stoun*s  duty  is  described  in  the  accompanying  re- 
port from  that  officer,  which  I  have  the  honour  to 
forward. 

4.  It  was  very  pleasing  to  me  in  having  been 
able  to  speak  in  the  highest  terms  of  Captain  Clog- 
stoun  and  his  cavalry,  when  pursuing  the  enemy 
on  the  8th  under  my  own  observation ;  and,  though 
in  the  present  instance  thick  jungles  and  ravines 
threw  the  greatest  diffiiculties  in  their  way,  as  de- 
scribed by  Captain  Clogstoun,  nothing  could  ob- 
struct them  in  anticipation  of  meeting  with  an 
enemy,  and  I  feel  much  gratified  in  being  able  tio 
report  that  the  gallantry  and  intrepidity  of  Captain 
Cfogstoun  and  h«  men  were  rewarded  by  falling

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upon  a  part  of  ihe  rebels  again,  and  driving  them 
into  the  hills  in  the  direction  of  Oharwar  and 
Kurdar. 

The  In&ntiy  are  entitled  to  equal  praise  with 
theOaTalry,  having  marched  32  miles  the  day  previ- 
ooBf  and  neaoiy  37  miles,  besides  engaging  tlie  rebels, 
vhen  Captain  Olc^toun  reports  they  acted  with 
much  energy  and  courage,  and  this  party  joined 
me  at  three  p.m.,  on  the  10th  at  Mootah,  having 
marched  a  distance  of  101  miles  since  daylight  on 
the  8th  instant. 

I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  recommending 
hoth  Captain  Oogstoun  and  Lieutenant  Henchy 
(who  waa  the  only  available  European  officer  to 
command  the  in&ntry,  as  the  Adjutant  was  ill)  to 
the  notice  of  the  Kesident,  as  well  as  the  men  they 
oommasded. 

I  beg  also  strongly  to  recommend  for  promotion 
the  men  brought  to  my  notice  in  Captain  Clog< 
stoun's  report. 

In  consequence  of  my  having  for  some  days  been 
compelled  to  place  the  troops  upon  short  rations^ 
as  well  as  to  umit  the  cavalry  in  grain,  which  waa 
absolutely  necessary  to  enable  me  to  march  through 
this  deserted  part  of  the  coimtiy,  all  the  inhabit- 
ants having  fled  from  their  villages  into  the  jungles 
after  having  been  plundered  by  Tantia  Topee,  and 
aa  I  expected  a  hrge  force  in  my  front,  I  was  re- 
luctantly compelled  to  leave  the  complete  disper- 
sion of  this  small  party  of  rebels  to  the  force 
which  is  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Becher, 
who  protects  the  line  from  Peeplode  to  Hurdar, 
who  nas  informed  me  that  he  would  send  out 
detachments  in  the  several  directions  I  recom-' 
mended  to  hlm^  to  intercept  the  rebels;  and  I 
hope  he  will  be  successful  in  the  object  in  view.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  Brigadier  EGill,  commanding  Hyderabad 
Contingent,  and  Berar  Field  Force,  that  I  left  the 
camp  at  Hindee  at  six  o'clock  a«m.,  on  the  9  th 
instant,  with  the  detachment  as  per  margin,*  to 
proceed,  as  ordered,  towards  Sindwah,  to  reconnoi- 
tre, and  also  to  escort  supplies  expected  by  that 
route. 

Fifteen  miles  from  Hindee,  the  track,  taken  by 
the  rebels  repulsed  by  Brigadier  Hill's  force  on  the 
day  previous  was  pointed  out  to  me.  I  halted  the 
detachment,  and,  having  personally  ascertained 
that  a  large  body  of  men  and  horses  had  very  re- 
cently entered  the  jungle  at  the  spot  indicated,  I 
determined  to  follow  up  the  track,  more  par* 
ticularly  as  the  danger  which  threatened  the  sup- 
plies, the  immediate  object  of  the  duty  I  was  on, 
proceeded  from  the  very  party  on  whose  line  of 
retreat  I  had  struck. 

I  sent  on  the  baggage  under  a  guard  to  the  vil- 
lage of  Dawar  Takirai,  four  miles  in  advance  on  the 
road  to  Sindeewall,  and  commenced  the  pursuit. 
The  retreat  of  the  rebel  force  from  the  firat  mile 
followed  the  course  of  a  dry  and  stony  nullah, 
then  continued  through  dense  jungles  and  over  a

# 


sacoeaaion  of  low  bills  and  rocky  ravines  clothed 
vith  bamboo  and  long  grass ;  to  cross  the  ravines, 
the  cavalry  bad  frequently  to  dismount.  Having 
proceeded  for  some  eight  miles,  the  close  vicinity 
of  the  enemy  became  apparent.  I  therefore 
ordered  twenty  men  of  the  Infiuntry  to  the  front 
to  precede  the  Bisfwllah,  which  had  hitherto  led, 
and  the  advanoe  was  continued  with  as  little  noise 
as  possible.  On  emerging  from  a  thick  mass  of 
jungles  into  a  comparatively  clear  space  of  some 
hundreds  of  yards  in  extent  to  the  front  and  right, 
and  intersected  by  bushy  nullahs,  the  enemy  were 
seen  slowly  filing  through  the  long  grass^  and  quite 
unconscious  of  our  approach.  I  at  once  dashed  at 
them,  followed  by  my  Orderly  Sowar  Shaik  Hyder. 
The  troop,  led  by  Ressaidar  Mahomed  Shah,  as  it 
cleared  the  wood,  gaUoped  by  the  party  of  the 
in£uitry,  who  were  in  advance,  and  joined  in  the 
attack  and  melee  which  ensued.  The  enemy, 
completely  taken  by  surprise,  made  but  a  short  re- 
resistance,  broke,  and  fled  to  the  suxrounding 
jungles. 

Ueutenant  Henchy,  observing  a  party  of  the 
enemy  moving  off  to  the  right,  by  a  rapid  advance 
with  the  in&ntiy  under  his  command,  intercepted 
their  retreat,  ana  beat  them  back  into  the  nullahs 
above  mentioned,  when  a  number  were  shot  down. 
The  afldr  was  soon  over ;  the  nature  of  the  ground 
afforded  evety  fiunlity  for  the  escape  of  the  enemy, 
who,  taking  advantage  of  the  cover  at  hand,  soon 
evaded  us,  leaving  twelve  of  their  number  dead  on 
the  path,  besides  those  in  the  nullah  and  long 
grass.  It  is  impossible  to  say  how  many  escaped 
wounded  into  the  adjacent  jungle.  The  enemy's 
infimtiy  alone  suffered;  the  mounted  portion  of 
their  force.  Sowars  dressed  in  redulkaluks,  weie  in 
advance,  and  made  off  at  the  outset.  I  followed  as 
9oon  as  we  had  defeated  the  formerj  and  pursued 
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the  latter  far  seyeral  milefl  farther^  to  a  range  of 
high  hills,  np  a  ghat  of  which  they  had  aaoeuded. 
A  refereaoe  here  to  Lieutenant  Henchy's  watch 
warned  me  that  I  had  but  time  to  get  baok  to  the 
road  before  dark,  and,  having  no  guide,  I  deemed 
it  advisable  to  discontinue  the  pursuit  and  return. 
The  cavalry  reached  the  village  of  Dawan  Mikra 
at  five  o'clock  p.m.  ;  the  inJEantry  some  time  later. 

No  description  of  mine  can  convey  a  just  idea 
of  the  difficulties  surmounted  by  the  cavalry  and 
infantry  in  the  pursuit ;  and  rocky  ravines,  through 
which  there  was  no  path,  at  first  sight  appeared 
to  present  impassable  obstacles  to  further  progress, 
but,  ae  it  was  evident  that  the  enemy's  horse  had 
scrambled  through,  the  Hyderabad  Cavalry  essayed 
and  succeeded  in  doing  so  too.  The  banks  of  the 
rivers  and  nullahs  were  covered  with  high  reeds 
through  which  horse  and  foot  had  to  force  a  way 
with  an  exertion  which  added  considerably  to  the 
fatigue  of  a  loni;  day's  work,  which  was  so  cheer- 
fully and  zealously  accomplished  by  the  fine  fellows 
I  had  the  honour  to  command.  From,  the  distance 
traversed  in  pursuit  of  the  enemy  without  cotoing 
across  animsJs  laden  with  kit  or  supplies,  I  am 
led  to  conclude  that  the  report  regarding  the 
enemy  being  so  well  provided  with  provisions  is 
much  exaggerated. 

I  beg  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Brigadier  Hill, 
the  giJlantry  and  dash  shown  by  my  Orderly 
Trooper  Shaik  Hyder,  who  I  saw  spear  two  of  the 
enemy  at  the  commencement  of  the  attack.

Lieu- 
tenant Henchy  brought  to  my  notice  the  conduct 
of  Lance  Naik  Seewoo  Buksh,  who  exhibited  great 
courage,  and  set  an  excellent  example  to  the  men. 

1  beg  also  to  mention  that  I  received  every  sup- 
port from  Lieutenant  Henchy. 
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The  enemy's  foroe,  as  &r  as  I  could  judgei  was 
ocHnpoaed  of  Williaties  and  Purdaseea.

I  HAYE  the  honour,  by  desire  of  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, to  forward,  for  the  information 
of  his  Excellency  the  Governor-General  in  Council, 
a  report  dated  4th  instant,  No.  76,  from  Major 
R.  A.  Ramsay,  commanding  the  Kumaon  Batta- 
lion, of  ilk  having  relieved  the  Thanna  of  Ohow- 
radee,  and  enclosing  a  letter  from  Captain  H.  L.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  Major  Ramsaj,  commanding,  that,  agree- 
ably to  instructions  I  received  from  you,  I 
proceeded  yesterday  in  advance  of  the  Kumaon 
Battalion,  with  detachments  1st  Punjab  Cavalry 
and  Oude  Military  Police  (as  per  margin)*  at  a 
sharp  pace,  to  endeavour  to  intercept  a  body  of 
rebelB  (reported  to  be  500  Cavalry  and  1500 
Infiemtry)  who  had  left  the  jungle  at  the  foot  of 
the  hills,  and  were  threatening  (and  as  was  after- 
wards ascertained  by  me,  had  attacked)  the  Thanna 
of  Chowradee. 

On  aniving  within  three  or  four  miles  of  the 
Thanna,  my  advanced  skirmishers  suddenly  came 
Upon  a  body  of  the  rebel  cavalry  (their  outlying 
picquet)  to  whom  we  immediately  gave  chase; 
they,  and  an  infantxy  picquet  which  joined  them, 
retiring  as  precipitately  as  possible  on  their  main 
body  in  the  vicinity  of  the  jungle.  The  skir- 
mishers, under  Duffiidar  Sufdur  Khan,  2nd  Troop, 
1st  Punjab  Cavalry,  closed  in,  and  charged  them 
in  the  most  gallant  manner ;  the  odds  being  about 
seven  to  one.  The  gallantry  of  Du£QEidar  Sufdur 
Khan,  and  Lance  Duffadar  Kummeroodeen  Khan,

fipknoaa.  I  myself  saw  them  engage  four  men 
(cavalry),  all  of  whom  they  killed  ;  bat  I  regret 
that  Lflmoe  Duffiular  Kummeroodeen  Khan  re- 
ceived a  severe  sabre  woond  on  his  leffc  temple, 
and,  had  it  not  been  for  the  gallantry  displayed 
by  DnfEadar  Snfdur  Khan,  he  would  have  been 
killed. 

Fourteen  of  the  aiemy  were  left  dead  on  the 
fidd  ;  and  the  detachment  had  four  men  and  four 
horses  wounded  (as  per  accompanying  return.) 

I  continued  the  pursuit  at  the  gallop,  until 
brought  up  suddenly  by  a  nuddee  with  very  steep 
hanks.  Being  now  close  on  the  main  body  of  the 
rebels,  who  hdd  a  position  on  the  opposite  bank, 
we  sustained  for  a  short  time  a  very  heavy  fire 
from  musketry  and  rifles.  My  advance  being 
thus  checked,  I  retired  with  a  view  of  drawing  the 
enemy  out  into  the  open  country,  where  I  cotdd 
again  chaige  them  with  effect.  In  this  I  was  dis- 
appointed, as  they  clung  to  the  jungle.  Being 
unable  to  act  further,  I  immediately  despatched  a 
rnpest  that  the  infantry  might  be  brought  up,  as 
quickly  as  poBsible,  to  diislodge  them. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Lieutenant  A.  F.  Danvers, 
1st  Punjab  Cavaliy,  who  accompanied  the  detach- 
ment, and  showed  his  usual  zeal,  and  also  to  Lieu- 
tenant W.  L.  P.  Drummond,  of  the  Oude  Military 
Police,  for  the  able  assistance  rendered  by  himself 
and  his  men ;  one  of  whom  slew  four  of  the  enemy 
with  his  own  hand. 

Tbe  Thanna  of  Chowradee  held  its  own  against 
the  rebels ;  and  the  Sikh  Police,  who  fought  firom 
within  its  waUs,  killed  thirteen  of  the  enemy. 

I  r^;ret  to  add  that,  owing  to  the  severity  of 
the  pace  maintained  throiighout,  two  horses  of  my 
detachment  died  from  exhaustion,  and  a  few  were 
/aioed

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  informa* 
tion  of  Brigadier  Horsford,  C.B.|  commanding 
Trans  Grogra,  that,  yesterday  at  11  A.M.,  while 
changing  camp  from  the  village  Chunderpoor  to 
the  Thanna  of  Muaha,  where  the  Police  were 
located,  a  distance  of  two  miles,  Lieutenant  Drum* 
mond,  commanding  the  Military  Police,  acquainted 
me  that  the  rebels  in  force  had  attacked  the 
Thanna  of  Chowradee,  some  twelve  milea  east- 
ward, and  requested  me  to  maroh  at  once  to  its 
relief. 

At  12  o'clock  I  moved  out  with  the  detach- 
ment under  my  command,  strength  as  per  magin,* 
and,  when  about  five  miles  on  my  road,  I  directed 
Captain  Millett,  oommanding  Squadron  1st  Punjab 
Cavalry,  to  proceed  in  advance  of  the  in&ntry, 
accompanied  by  Lieuteoant  Drummond,  who,  with 
a  small  party  of  his  own  Sowars,  volunteercMl  his 
services  five  miles  further  on.  I  received  a  note 
from  Captain  Millett,  informing  me  that  he  had 
engaged  a  body  of  the  rebels,  computed  at  1500 
Infantry  and  500  Cavalry,  on  the  border  of  the

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bek  of  tanee  jungle  skirting  the  foot  of  the  hills, 
and  driven  them  into  the  forest.  I  pushed  oa 
rapidlj  to  join  him,  and,  on  reaching  the  spot,  I 
found  the  rebels  had  retired  into  a  dense  jungle 
inteneeted  with  deep  raying.  It  being  late  in 
the  afternoon,  and  Lieutenant  Drommond  having 
reported  that  the  enemy's  cavalry  had  been  seen 
to  take  the  direction  of  our  camp  at  the  Thanna 
of  Musha,  and  it  was  imperative  for  me  to  detach 
mj  cavalry  to  the  aid  of  the  Thanna  of  Chow- 
nidee,  I  determined  to  return  with  the  infantry 
to  the  support  of  my  own  position,  Captain 
MlDett  and  Lieutenant  Drummond  proceeding  on 
to  the  post  threatened. 

I  have  the  honour  to  enclose  Captain  Millett's 
nport. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  respectfully  to  bring  promi- 
nently to  the  favourable  notice  of  Brigadier  Hors- 
ford,  C.B.,  the  gallant  and  dashing  conduct  of 
Captain  Millett  and  his  squadron,  in  having 
attacked  and  routed  an  enemy  so  far  superior  in 
strength  to  his  own  detachment. 

My  detachment  returned  into  camp  at  8  p.m., 
fiit^ed,  having  marched  twenty  miles  under  a 
burning  sun.

IN  continuation  of  my  letter  No  40,  of  the  19ih 
instant,  I  have  the  honour  to  acquaint  you,  th^t 
the  expedition  under  my  command  reached  the 
vicinity  of  Paasee  Ghat  on  Saturday,  the  26th  in- 
stant, and,  on  Sunday  morning,  the  27th  instant, 
I  proceeded  from  that  point,  with  a  party  as  per 
margin,*  to  the  attack  of  Passee  and  the  adjoining 
Meyong  Abor  Village  of  Hong  Khong,  which  was 
effectually  carried  out,  and  those  two  positions 
taken  and  completely  destroyed  by  4  p.m.,  when  1 
returned  to  the  camp  established  at  Passee  Ghat. 

2.  I  beg  to  state  that  the  resistance  made  by 
the  Abors  to  our  advance  was  most  obstinate  and 
determined,  which  they  were-  enabled  to  do,  from 
their  thorough  knowledge  of  the  ground,  their 
peculiar  skill  as  marksmen,  and  their  formidable 
barricades  and  stockades,  eleven  in  number,  from 
the  river  bank,  nine  of  which  the  enemy  defended  ; 
and,  in  three  instances,  it  was  necessary  to  use  a 
12-pounder  howitzer  gun  to  open  a  way  for  the 
assault. 

3.  The  enclosed  list  of  killed  and  wounded 
(Europeans  and  Natives)  will  show  that  we  had  to 
contend  against  a  formidable  enemy,  armed  with  a

Kbampbees,  Singphoos  and  Doooeaf, 
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powerfdl  waapon  in  skilful  hands;  the  strong 
nature  of  the  oefences  keeping  the  attacking  party 
niiavoidably  ezpofiad,  not  only  to  the  fire  from  the 
fironty  bnt  &om  both  flanks^  and  from  trees  and 
heists  occnpied  by  the  enemy.  Howeyer,  all  vent 
down  before  the  gallantry  of  the  troops.  The  vil- 
hge  of  Rong  Khong  and  three  strong  positions 
were  carried  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet  by  onr 
gsllant  band  of  Europeans^  Indian  Navy,  and  the 
Advanced  Guard  under  Lieutenants  Lewis  and 
Oavies,  with  Mr.  Midshipman  Mayo.  The  posi- 
ticm  of  Passee  was  taken  by  Major  Beid  and 
myael^  the  main  body  of  .native  troops,  with  the 
Local  Artillery  and  a  l2-pounder  howitzer  gun. 

4.  In  such  jun^  positions,  and  with  the  pre- 
vailing practice  of  carrying  oft  their  wounded,  the 
lofls  of  iJie  enemy  cannot  be  ascertained,  but  they 
must  have  sufEered  considerably,  particularly  in  the 
defienoe  of  Bong  Khong,  where  the  conflict  was 
hand  to  hand.  One  body  was  found  at  Bong 
Khong;  and  the  traces  of  blood  from  the  different 
positions  they  held,  to  the  villages,  afforded  proofr 
of  their  bavins^  suffered. 

5.  I  beg  leave  to  express  my  utmost  satis&ction 
with  the  conduct  of  the  troops  engaged,  European 
and  Native.  I  would  especially  notice  for  your  in- 
fbrmation,  and  that  of  the  Bight  Honourable  the 
Conunander-in-Chie^  the  very  gallant  conduct  of 
the  Indian  Naval  Br^ade,  imder  Lieutenant  Lewis^ 
Indian  Navy,  with  Lieutenant  Davies,  and  Mr. 
Midahipman  Mayo,  Indian  Navy.  Lieutenant 
Lewis  had  a  narrow  escape ;  an  arrow  fired  at  a 
very  short  distance  kx^png  in  his  cap  pocket, 
lieutenant  Davies,  who  gallantlr  led  the  Advance 
Guard  i^hroughout  the  whole  of  the  operations  of 
the  day,  was,  I  am  sony  to  say,  severely  hit  in  the 
left  breast  and  left  arm.  Mr.  Midshipman  Mayo 
abo^  a  gallant  young  lad,  who  was  prominently  for-

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ward  on  all  occasions,  was  slightly  wounded  in  the 
finger.  I  beg  to  report  that  the  conduct  of  these 
officers  was  most  gallant  and  exemplary ;  and  I 
have  to  add  also  the  highly  meritorious  conduct  of 
Mr.  Assistant-Surgeon  White,  whose  devotion  and 
attention  to  the  woimded,  in  positions  of  great 
risk,  was  beyond  all  prait«. 

6.  I  haye  now  to  bring  to  your  notice  the  great 
assistance  which  has  been  afforded,  throughout  the 
expedition,  by  Major  Eeid  and  his  small  party  of 
Artillerymen,  being  an  eye-witness  to  their  gallant 
conduct  in  serving  the  guns  amidst  showers  of 
arrows  from  all  directioHS,  and  seeing  many  of  the 
men  hit,  their  continued  exertions  to  dislodge  the 
enemy  evinced  a  very  soldier-like  spirit. 

7.  My  Serjeant-Major  was  present,  and  he  be- 
haved with  his  usual  soldier-like  steadiness. 

8.  In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  state  that  I  have  re- 
ceived the  greatest  assistance  from  Captain  Bivar, 
your  principal  assistant,  with  me.  His  personal 
exertions,  in  regard  to  the  requisite  supplies,  car- 
riage and  boats,  and  on  bringing  the  large  fleet 
with  us  up  stream,  have  been  most  praiseworthy.

And  whereas  further  powers  are  given  to  the 
CommissionerB  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  by 
another  Act  of  Parliament,  passed  in  the  eleventh 
year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled 
''An  Act  for  giving  further  facilities  for  the 
transmission  of  letters  by  post,  and  for  the  regn* 
lating  the  duties  of  postage  thereon,  and  for  other 
purposes  relating  to  the  Post  Office."

should,  until  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  one  thour 
sand  eight  hundred  and  fifty<rnine  inclusive,  be 
forwarded  charged  with  the  amount  of  the  postage 
to  which  it  would  have  been  liable  if  the  postage 
had  been  paid  when  posted,  tt^ether  with  a  fur- 
ther and  additional  rate  of  postage  of  sixpence, 
and  irom  and  after  the  said  thirtieth  day  of  June, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-nine,  every 
such  letter,  instead  of  being  forwarded,  should  be

And  whereas  is  is  expedient  that  a  further  r^u- 
lation  should  be  made  as  to  the  letters  hereinafter 
mentioned. 

Now  we,  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Mtyesty^g 
Treasury,  in  exercise  of  the  powers  reserved  to  na 
in  and  by  the  said  hereinbefore  recited  Acts,  or 
ehher  of  them,  and  of  all  other  powers  enabling  us 
in  this  behalf,  do,  by  this  present  Warrant,  under 
the  hands  of  two  of  us,  the  said  Commissioners, 
by  the  authority  of  the  Statute  in  that  case  made 
and  provided,  order  and  direct  as  follows ;  that  is 
to  say :

fifty-nine  inclusive,  be  forwarded,  charged  with 
the  amount  of  the  postage  to  which  it  would  have 
been  liable  if  the  postage  had  been  paid  when  posted,

1.  On  every  letter  posted  in  the  United  King- 
dom, addressed  to  New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia,, 
and  Newfoundland,  and  on  every  letter  posted  in 
any  of  such  colonies,  addressed  to  the  United 
Kingdom,  the  postage  thereof  shall  be  paid  at  the 
time  of  the  same  being  posted.

3.  If  any  letter  shall  be  posted  in  New  Brunswick, 
Nova  Sootia,  and  Newfoundland,  addressed  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  without  any  postage  having 
been  paid  thereon,  every  such  letter  shall  be  for- 
warded, charged  with  the  amount  of  the  postage 
to  whi<^  it  would  have  been  liable  if  the  postage 
had  been  paid  when  posted,  together  with  a  further 
and  additional  rate  of  postage  of  sixpence. 

4«  J£  any  letter  shall  be  posted  in  the  United 
EingdcfiDf  addressed  to  New  Brunswick,  Nova 
Seoda,  or  Newfoundland^  or  be  posted  in  any  of 
such  colonies^  addressed  to  the  United  'Kmgiom, 
and  the  postage  paid  thereon  shall  be  less  in 
amount  than  the  rate  of  postage  to  which  suoh 
letter  would  be  liable  under  or  by  virtue  of  th» 
r^ulations  in  force  relating  thereto,  every  sueb 
letter  sfaaQ  be  forwarded,  chuged  with  the  amount 
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of  the  difference  between  the  postage  paid  thereon 
and  the  postage  to  which  it  would  have  been  liable 
if  the  postage  had  been  paid  when  posted,  together 
with  a  further  and  additional  rate  of  postage  of 
sixpence.

TKEASTTRY  WARRANT. 

WHEREAS,  by  an  Act  of  Parliament,  passed 
in  the  fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present 
Majesty,  intituled  ^  An  Act  for  the  regulation  of 
the  duties  of  postacpe,"  power  is  given  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Eter  Majesty's  Treasury,  from 
time  to  time,  by  Warrant  under  their  hands,  to 
alter  and  fix  any  of  the  rates  of  British  postage 
payable  by  law  on  the  transmission  by  the  post 
of  foreign  or  colonial  letters  or  newspapers,  or  of 
any  other  printed  papers,  and  to  subject  the  same 
to  rates  of  postage  according  to  the  weight  thereof, 
and  a  scale  of  weight  to  be  contained  in  such 
Warrant. 

And  whereas  itirther  powers  are  given  to  the 
Oommissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  by 
another  Act  of  Parliament,  passed  in  the  eleventh 
year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled 
"  An  Act  for  giving  further  fiudlities  for  the  trans** 
mission  of  letters  by  post,  and  for  the  regulating 
the  duties  of  postage  thereon,  and  for  other  pur-> 
poses  relating  to  the  Post-office." 

And  whereas  certain  powers  are  also  given  to 
the  Commiiwioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  by 
another  Act  of  Parliament,  pafi»ed  in  the  eighteenth 
year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled 
''An  Act  to  amend  the  laws  relating  to  the  stamp 
duties  on  newspapers,  and  to  provide  for  the  tran^- 
miasion  by  post  of  printed  periodical  publications." 

And  wbfflreas  a  Postal  Oonvention  has  been.

of  Nicaragua,  and  it  is  expedient  for  the  better 
carrying  out  of  the  same,  that  certain  r^ulationa 
shotdd  be  made  for  the  transmiasion  by  the  post 
of  the  letters  and  packets  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Now  we,  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury,  in  exercise  of  the  powers  vested  in  124 
in  and  by  the  said  recited  Acts  and  every  of  them, 
and  of  all  other  powers  enabling  us  in  this  behalf, 
do,  by  this  Warrant,  under  the  hands  of  two  of  us 
the  said  Commissioners,  by  the  authority  of  the 
statute  in  that  case  made  and  provided,  <»%l6r, 
direct,  and  declare,  as  follows  : 

1.  On  every  letter  not  exceeding  half  an  ounce 
in  weight,  posted  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
addressed  to  toe  Republic  of  Nicaragua,  or  posted 
in  the  Republic  of  Nicaragua,  addressed  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  transmitted  by  the  post 
between  any  pai't  of  the  United  Kingdom  and 
any  ])art  of  the  Republic  of  Nicaragua  (the  con- 
veyance between  the  United  Kingdom  and  the 
Republic  of  Nicaragua  being  by  British  packet- 
boat),  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  an  uniform 
rate  of  postage  of  sixpence. 

2,  On  every  letter  not  exceeding  half  an  ounce 
in  weight,  posted  in  or  addressed  to  any  part  of 
the  Republic  of  Nicaragua,  transmitted  by  the 
post  between  any  port  in  the  Republic  of  Nica- 
ragua and  any  of  fier  Majesty's  colonies,  or  any 
foreign  country  through  the  United  Kingdom 
(the  conveyance  between  the  Republic  of  Nica- 
ragua and  the  United  Kingdom  being  by  British 

Sicket  boat),  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken  a 
ritish  rate  of  postage  of  sixpence  for  the  convey- 
ance of  every  such  letter  between  any  port  in  the 
Republic  of  Nicaragua  and  anypeu*t  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  for  the  conveyance  of  every  such 
letter  between  the  port  in  the  United  Kingdom,

CQDTeyiiig  the  Bajne,  and  the  colony  or  foreign 
oooniiy  to  or  from  which  the  same  shall  be  for* 
wded,  Boeh  a  farther  or  additional  rate  of  postage 
tt  shall  irom  time  to  time  be  charged  and  pay- 
able for  BritiBh  postage  on  letters  not  exceeding 
half  an  ounce  in  weight  posted  or  delivered  at  the 
port  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  the  departure  or 
arriTid  of  the  packet  or  ship  conveying  the  same, 
and  transmitted  direct  between  such  port  and  any

in  weight  transmitted,  by  British  packet  boat  from 
any  port  in  the  Republic  of  Nicaragua  to  any 
other  foreign  port  without  passing  through  the 
United  Kingdom,  there  shall  be  charged  and  taken 
a  British  rate  of  postage  of  four  pence. 

4.  Ail  such  respective  letters  so  transmitted  as 
hereinbefore  in  the  1st,  2nd,  and  3rd  clauses  of 
this  Warrant  mentioned,  if  exceeding  half  an 
ounce  in  weight,  shall  be  subject  to  the  several 
further  and  additional  and  progressive  rates  of 
postage  hereinafter  mentioned  (that  is  to  say)  :

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And  for  every  additional  ounce  in  weigbt  of 
any  such  letter  above  the  weight  of  three 
ounoesy  there  shall  be  charged,  taken,  and 
paid  two  additional  rates  of  postage,  and  every 
fractional  part  of  such  additional  ounce  shaU 
be  charged  as  an  additional  ounce  in  weight, 
and  each  progressive  and  additional  rate 
chargeable  under  this  clause  shall  be  esti- 
mated and  charged  at  the  sum  which  any 
such  letter  would  be  charged  with  under  this 
Warrant  if  not  exceeding  half  an  ounce  in 
weight. 

5.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
in  anywise  to  annul,  prejudice,  or  affect  any  of  the 
exemptions  and  privileges  granted  by  the  said 
recited  Act,  passed  in  the  fourth  year  of  the  revgn 
of  Her  present  Majesty,  or  to  annul,  prejudice,  or 
affect  any  of  the  privileges  which  seamen  and 
soldiers  employed  in  Her  Majesty's  Service  are  now 
by  law  entitled  to,  of  sending  and  receiving  by 
the  post  letters  not  exceeding  half  an  ounce  in 
weight,  subject  to  the  regulations  and  restrictions 
in  respect  of  the  same. 

6.  On  every  printed  British  newspaper  posted 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  addressed  to  the  Republic 
of  Nicaragua,  and  on  every  printed  newspaper 
posted  in  the  Republic  of  Nicaragua,  addressed  to 
the  United  Kingdom,  transmitted  by  the  post 
between  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Republic 
of  Nicaragua  direct  by  packet>boat,  and  on  every 
printed  newspaper  posted  in  the  Republic  of 
Nicaragua,  and  transmitted  by  British  packet-boat 
from  any  port  in  the  Republic  of  Nicaragua  to 
any  other  port  without  passing  through  the  United 
Kmgdom,  there  shall  be  charged,  taken,  and  paid 
the  rate  of  British  postage  hereinafter  also  men- 
tioned (that  is  to  say),  if  not  exceeding  the  weight 
of  four  ounces,  a  rate  of  one  penny,  and  if  exceed- 
ing that  weight,  but  not  exceeding  the  weight  of

to  any  other  port,  without  passing  through  the 
United  EJngdom,  at  the  rates  of  British  postage 
hereinafter  mficitioned ;  that  is  to  say : 
On  ereay  such  padcet,  if  not  exceeding  fbur 
ounces  in  weight,  there  shall   be  charged, 
taken,  and  x>aid,  for  the  tranfonission  thereof 
respectiYely  as  aforesaid  the  uniform  single 
rate  of  postage  of  one  penny. 
And  on  every  such  packet  exceeding  four  ounces 
in  weight,  there  sliall  be  charged^  taken,  and 
paid,  progressive  and  additional  rates  of  pos- 
tage as  follows ;  that  is  to  say : 
On  every  such  packet,  if  exce^ing  four  ounces 
in  weight,  and  not  exceeding  eight  ounces  in 
weighty  two  rates  of  postage. 
And  on  every  such  packet,  if  exceeding  eiffht 
ounces  and  not  exceeding  one  pound  in  wei^t, 
four  rates  of  postage. 
And  on  every  such  packet,  if  exceeding  one 
pound,  and  not  exceeding  one  pound  and  the 
half  of  another  pound  in  weighty  six  rates-of 
postage.

8.  All  packets,  consisting  of  books,  publicationa, 
or  works  of  literature  or  art,   whether  British, 
colonial,  or  foreign,  and  all  packets,  consisting  of 
printed  votes  and  proceedings  of  the  Imperial  Par- 
liament, posted  in  the  United  Kingdom,  addressed 
to  the  Kepublic  of  Nicaragua,  or  posted  in  the 
Hepublic  of  Nicaragua  addressed  to  the  United 
Elingdom,  may  be  transmitted  by  the  post  between 
the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Kepublic  of  Nica- 
ragua (the  sea  conveyance  being  by  British  packet- 
bcMkt),  and  all  such  respective  packets  shall  be 
transmitted  in  conformity  with,  and  under  and 
subject  to  the  several  regulations,  orders,  direc- 
tions, and  conditions  hereinafter  mentioned  and 
contained  relating  thereto,  and  the  single  rate  of 
postage  for  the  transmission  of  such  packets  shall 
be  the  sum  of  three  pence,  and  all  such  respective 
packets  so  transmitted  and  chargeable  with  postage 
under  this  clause,  shall  be  subject  to  the  several 
progressive  and  additional  rates  of  postage  herein* 
after  mentioned  (that  is  to  say) : 

On  every  such  packet,  if  not  exceeding  four 
ounces  in  weight,  there  shall  be -charged, 
taken,  and  paid  for  the  transmission  thereof 
respectively,  as  aforesaid,  the  uniform  single 
rate  of  postage  of  three  penoa 

And  on  every  such  packet  exceeding  four  oimcea 
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in  weight  there  shall  be  charged,  taken,  and 
paid,  progressive  and  additional  rates  of  post- 
age as  foUonre ;  that  is  to  say : 

On  eTery  sadb  packet,  if  exceeding  'Scfot  onnoes 
in  weight  and  not  exceeding  eight  oimoes  in 
weighty  two  rates  of  postage. 

And  on  every  sach  packet,  if  exceeding  eight 
onnoes  and  not  exceeding  one  pound  in  weigbt, 
fenr  rates  of  postage. 

And  on  every  such  packet,  if  exceeding  one 
poond  and  not  exceeding  one  pound  and  the 
half  of  another  ponnd  in  weight,  six  rates  of 
postage,  and  for  every  additional  half  of  a 
pound  in  weight  of  any  sach  packet  above 
the  weight  of  one  ponnd  and  the  half  of 
another  ponnd,  there  shall  be  charged, 
taken,  and  paid  two  additional  rates  of  j^st- 
age  ;  and  every  fractional  part  of  such  addi- 
tional half  of  a  pound  in  weight  shall  be 
charged  as  an  additional  half  of  a  pound  in 
weight,  and  each  progressive  and  additional 
rate  chargeable  under  this  dause  shall  be 
estimated  and  charged  at  the  sum  which  any 
such  packet  would  be  charged  with  under  this 
Warrant  if  not  exceeding  four  ounces  in 
weight. 

9,  Every  packet  which  shall  be  transmitted  by 
the  post  under  the  6th,  7th,  and  8th  clauses  of  this 
Warrant,  shall  be  so  transmitted  in  conformity 
with,  and  under  and  subject  to,  the  several  regu* 
lations^  orders^  directions,  and  conditions  herein- 
after contained  (that  is  to  say) : 

Erecy  Britiah  newspaper  which  shall  be  posted 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Warrant,  shall  be  printed  and  pub- 
lished at  intervals  not  exceeding  thirty-one 
days  between  any  two  consecutive  numbers 
or  {larts  of  such  publication,  and  the  same 
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shall  be  registered  bj  the  proprietor  or  printer 
thereof  at  the  Qeneral  Post-offioe  in  London, 
and  shall  be  posted  within  fifteen  days  from 
the  date  of  its  publication,  and  the  title  and 
date  of  the  newspaper  shall  be  printed  at  the 
top  of  every  page  thereof.

The  terms,  '^  books,  publications,  or  works  of  lite- 
rature or  arty^inthis  Warrantused,shall,for  the 
purposes  of  this  Warrant,  mean  and  comprise  all 
such  articles  as  in  their  general  character  are 
either  literary  or  consist  of  printed,  written, 
engraved,  or  lithographed  matter  (although 
not  strictly  literary),  including  books  (whetl^ 
printed,  written,  or  plain),  publications,  or 
compilations  (whether  in  print  or  in  manu-

7th,  8th,  and  9th  clauses  of  this  Warrant,  or  the 
regulations,  orders,  directions,  conditions,  and

or  if  any  such  packet  shall  be  sent  otherwise  than

14.  If  any  packet  sent,  or  tendered,  or  deli* 
vered,  in  order  to  be  sent  by  the  post,  under  the 
8th  clanse  of  this  Warrant,  ftom  the  United 
Kingdom  to  the  Rqmblie  of  Nicaragua  (any 
vuk  packet  posted  in  London  and  sent  from  any 
department  or  office  in  or  connected  with  the 
public  service  of  Her  Majesty,  which  shall  keep  a 
postage  aooount  with  the  General  Post-office  in 
jLondan,.  and  the  p<»tage  thereof  being  charged 
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in  such  aocoont  only  excepted),  ahall  be  posted  ia 
the  XJnited  Kingdom  without  any  postage  paid 
thereon,  or  with  a  postage  paid  thereon  less  in 
amount  than  the  rate  of  postage  to  which  such 
packet  is  liable  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  regula- 
tions hereinbefore  contained,  every  such  packet 
shall  be  detained  and  opened,  and  at  the  option 
of  the  Postmaster-Genend  shall  be  dealt  with  and 
chargeable  in  like  manner  as  is  hereinbefore  di- 
rected with  respect  to  any  packet  not  open  at  the 
ends  or  sides,  or  exceeding  in  length,  or  breadth^ 
or  width,  the  dimensions  of  two  feet. 

15.  The  respective  letters  and  packets  trans* 
mitted  by  the  post  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Warrant  shall  be  subject  to  the  several  orders, 
directions,  regulations,  and  rates  of  postage  respeo* 
tively  contained  in  a  certain  Warrant  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  under 
the  hands  of  two  of  the  said  Commissioners,  bear- 
ing date  the  19  th  day  of  February,  1855,  relating 
to  redirected  rates  of  postage  upon  letters  and 
packets  which  shall  be  redirected  and  again  for- 
warded by  the  post. 

16.  The  rates  of  postage  chargeable  on  letters,

18.  The  several  terms  and  expressions  used  in 
this  Warrant  shall  be  construed  to  have  the  like 
meaning  in  all  rospects  as  they  would  have  had  if 
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mseiied  in  tbe  said  Act  paflsed  in  the  fourth  year 
of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty. 

19.  The  CommissionerB  for  the  time  heing  of 
Her  Majesty's  Treasary  may,  by  Warrant  under 
their  hands^  duly  made  at  any  time  hereafter,  alter, 
repeal,  or  revoke  any  of  the  rates  of  postage  hereby 
fixed  or  altered,  or  any  of  the  orders,  directions, 
legnlationa,  and  conditions,  hereby  made,  and  may 
make  and  establish  any  new  or  other  rates,  orders, 
direction^  regulations,  and  conditions,  in  lieu 
thereof,  and  from  time  to  time  appoint  at  what 
time  the  rates  which  may  be  payable  are  to  be 
paid. 

30.  This  Warrant  shall  come  into  operation  on 
the  first  day  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hun« 
dred  and  fifty-nine.

WHEREAS,  by  an  Act  of  Parliament,  passed 
in  the  fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present 
Majesty,  intituled  ^  An  Act  for  the  regulation  of 
"  the  duties  of  postage,**  power  is  given  to  the 
CommissiQners  of  Her  Majest^s  Treasury,  from 
time  to  time,  by  Warrant  under  their  hand%  to 
alter  and  fix  any  of  the  rates  of  British  postage 
payable  by  law  on  the  transmission  by  the  post  of 
raragn  or  colonial  letters  or  newspapers,  or  of  any 
other  printed  papers,  and  to  subject  the  same  to 
rates  of  postage  according  to  the  weight  thereof, 
and  a  scale  of  weight  to  be  contained  in  such 
Warrant. 

And  whereas  further  powers  are  given  to  the 
CommiasionerB  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  br 
SDoiiier  Aot  of  Parliimien^  passed  in  theeleyenth 
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year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  iniitoled 
'<  An  Act  for  giTing  fbruier  facilitiea  for  the  trauk 
^  mission  of  letters  by  post,  and  for  the  regulating 
"  the  duties  of  postage  thereon,  and  for  other 
'^  purposes  relating  to  the  Post-Ofiice.'* 

And  whereas  certain  powers  are  also  giren  to 
the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  by 
another  Act  of  Parliament,  passed  in  the  eighteenth 
year  of  the  reign  of  Her  present  Majesty,  intituled 
*'  An  Act  to  amend  the  laws  relating  to  the  stamp

direct,  and  declare  as  follows :

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post  between  any  part  in  the  Kingdom  of  the

all  cases  where  such  additionid  rate  includes  both 
inland  and  sea  services,  there  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  said  rate  of  sixpence  the  sum  of  one 
penny  in  respect  of  the  inland  conveyance,  under 
tlus  dauae,  of  every  such  letter  sent  through  the 
United  Kingdom.

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further  and  additional  and  progressiye  rates  oC 
postage  hereinafter  mentioned  (that  is  to  say) : 
On  eveiy  such  letter,  if  exceeding  half  an  ounce 
in  weight,  and  not  exceeding  one  ounce  in 
weight,  there  shall  be  chai^ged,  taken,  and 
paid  two  rates  of  postage.

sod  on  every  printed  newspaper  posted  in  the 
Kingdom  of  tne  Mosqnitos  and  transmitted  by 
BiitiBh  packet-boat  from  any  port  in  the  Kingdom 
of  the  Mbeqnitoe  to  any  other  port^  without  pass- 
ing ihnragh  the  United  Kingdom,  there  shall  be 
tjiaiged,  taken,  and  paid  the  rate  of  British  post- 
age hereinafter  also  mentioned  (that  is  to  say)  :

Every  packet  which  shall  be  transmitted  by 
the  post  under  the  6th,  7th,  and  8th  clanses  of 
this  Warrant  shall  be  so  transmitted  in  conformity 
with,  and  under  and  subject  to  the  several  regula- 
tions, orders,  directions,  and  conditions  hereinafter 
contained  (that  is  to  say): 

Every  British  newspaper  which  shall  be  posted

Sib,  Gondah,  April  15,  1859. 

I  HA  YE  the  honour  to  report  that,  in  conse- 
quence of  information  received  respecting  the 
rebels  destroying  the  village  of  Authona,  I,  on 
the  morning  of  the  7th  instant,  proceeded  to  Ma- 
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liarajhgimge,  with  a  force  (strength  as  per  margin)* 
aooompan^  by  Mr.  Boss.  Assistant  Commissioner. 
Od  anrivaly  the  intelligence  given  vasof  so  unsatis- 
&ctoiy  and  doubtfiil  a  nature  witk  respect  to  the 
movements  of  the  rebels,  that  I  remained  there 
until  the  evening  of  the  9th,  during  which  time  I 
received  a  note  from  Lientenant-Colonel  Hill,  Rifle 
Brigade,  stating  that  the  rebels  had  left  Anthona, 
and  were  proceeding  westwards.  The  1st  Sikh 
Cavalry  having  likewise  scoured  ths  country,  with- 
out seeing  any  signs  of  them  ^with  the  exception 
of  one  man  taken  prisoner,  w^o  stated  that  they 
left  that  neighbourhood  on  the  morning  of  our 
anival),  1  returned  to  Giondah  on  the  evening  of 
the  9th  April. 

The  following  evening  (10th  instant)  I  left  again 
^foroe  as  per  marginf)  with  Mr.  Ecford,  Assistant 
Commissioner.  At  our  first  halting  station,  Ohout- 
getteeGhat,  I  heard  that  the  rebels  were  at  Much- 
lee  Goan,  a  distance  of  about  five  miles  from  us. 
I  marched  there  on  the  morning  of  the  11th,  and 
firand  them  collected  in  force  in  an  extensive  jun- 
^ ;  any  operation  against  them  in  the  jungle  was 
almost  out  of  the  question  ;  but  Mr.  Ecford,  who 
always  obtained  reliaUe  intelligence,  having  heard 
that  a  portion  of  them  were  in  a  ravine,  not  &r  in 
the  interior  of  the  jungle,  I  immediately  proceeded 
there,  with  200  men  of  the  20th  Begiment^  imder 
the  command  of  Captain  Edridge ;  two  guns,  under 
Lieutenant  St.  Geoi^  (in  hopes  that  an  opportu- 
nity might  offer  of  bringing  them  into  play),  and  a 
portion  of  the  1st  Sikh  Cavalry,  commanded  by 
Captain  Jones.  We  advanced  the  20th  in  skirmish- 
ing order,  and  completely  surprised  the  rebels  at

4^  the  13th  insunt. 
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the  ravine  ;  who,  after  an  ineffectual  £re,  took  to 
the  dense  jungle,  followed  by  Captain  Edridge, 
with  his  men ;  evening  coming  on,  I  was  compelled 
to  recall  the  skirmishers,  and  returned  to  camp. 
The  rebels  lost  about  20  killed  and  a  number  of 
horses.  No  casualties  on  our  side.  On  the  morn-* 
ing  of  the  12th,  we  left  about  10  a.m.  for  Wuzeep- 
gimg.  Mr.  Ecford  having  heard  that  the  conuntt- 
nication  between  Oondah  and  Fyzabad  had  beea 
stopped,  we  deemed  it  advisable  to  take  that  route 
and  disperse  the  rebels.  On  the  morning  of  the 
13th  we  advanced  towards  Gondah  vi4  Koeber 
Jungle  and  the  village  of  Magowa.  The  reb^ 
weie  reported  to  be  in  the  Koeber  Jungle,  on  ap- 
proaching which,  we  saw  them  at  a  distance 
rapidly  retreating.  I  immediately  ordered  the 
artillery  to  the  front,  who  soon  got  within  range 
and  opened  a  most  destructive  fire ;  for  nearly 
three  hours  after  this,  it  was  nothing  but  one 
rapid  advance,  unlimbering  and  opening  fire  witli 
fearful  effect  on  them,  the  Sikhs,  under  Captain. 
Jones,  and  Hodson's  Horse,  under  Lieutenant 
Mecham,  charging  when  opportunities  offered ;  the 
rebels  were  at  last  driven  into  a  large  expanse  of 
water,  skirting  their  rear  j  they  were  now  entirely 
at  our  mercy ;  Captain  Jones  crossed  with  hia 
Sikhs  and  charged  amongst  them,  and  they  were 
completely  routed ;  very  few  indeed  escaped.  A 
very  large  number  remained  in  the  water,  and,  on 
Mr.  Ecford  offering  them  their  lives,  four  and 
twenty  gave  themselves  up  as  prisoners,  the  re- 
mainder were  shot.  The  rebels  consisted  of  sepoys 
from  the  1st,  53rd,  and  54th  Regiments,  having 
with  them  the  colours  of  the  53rd  Eegiment, 
which  were  captured  by  the  Sikhs,  together  with 
an  elephant  and  some  camels.  The  loss  of  the 
rebels  killed  was,  at  least,  between  300  and  400  ; 
their  strength  at  the  commencement  of  the  action,  I 
should  thinks  was  about  700  or  800.     I  have  now 
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onljto  state,  that  the  oondact  of  all  concerned  has 
been  ereijthing  that  one  could  desire.   To  Captam 
Edridge  and  the  men  of  Her  Majesty's  20th  Regi- 
meot  great   praise  is  due,  for  their  conduct  in 
action,  and  cheerfubieas  in  the  performance  of  all 
tlieir  arduous  duties.       To  Lieutenant   Franks, 
Commanding  the  Bengal  Horse  Artillery,  and  his 
men,  too  much  credit  cannot  he  given,  for  the 
steady  manner  they  went  into  action,  and  the  pre- 
cision of  their  fixe.     To  Captain  Jones  I  am  like- 
wise much  indehted,  for  Ins  adrioe,  energy,  and 
gallant  manner  in  which  he  led  his  Sikbis  into 
action,  who  followed  him  gallantly.     Lieutenant 
the  Honourable  J.  Yereker,  Her  Majesty's  20th 
Begiment,  acted  as  my  orderly  officer,  during  the 
time  I  was  out,  and  was  of  great  assistance ;  hut 
to  none  is  greater  praise  due  than  to  Mr.  Ecford. 
I  must,  in  justice  to  him,  state  that  the  result  of 
cor  great  sucoess  is  due  principally  to  him,  on 
account  of  the  very  good  information  he  always 
obtained.     I  beg  to  enclose  a  return  of  the  casual- 
ties.

ON  the  6th  instant,  I  had  tiie  honour  to  report 
for  the  information  of  the  Major-General  Com- 
manding the  Division,  that  at  the  first  movement 
of  the  enemy  into  the  Kymore  Hills,  I  detached 
the  Benares  Police  Cavaliy  with  orders  to  proceed 
to  Chundaree  9  miles  South  of  Jehanabad  ;  that  I 
moved  myself  with  the   infantry  into  the  hills, 
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and,  crosfliiig  the  front  of  the  enemy's  line  of 
march,  turned  him  upon  Manchee  in  Mirzapoite; 
tibat  I  then  descended  to  the  plains  by  the  Kotah 
Ghat,  and,  directing  the  detachment  of  the 
Loodianah  Regiment  to  take  post  at  Khotas,  and 
that  of  the  Indian  Naval  Bri^de  at  Dehree  Ghat, 
marched  apon  Jehanabad,  with  the  Detachment  of 
Her  Majesty's  77th  Regiment^  intending  to  effect 
a  junction  with  the  100  men  of  the  2nd  Battalion 
of  the  60th  at  Mohunea,  and  operate  with  them 
against  the  enemy. 

That  enemy,  having  been  met  and  roughly 
handled  by  the  Mirzapore  troops^  again  turned 
northwards  along  the  Kurumnasae,  and,  descend- 
ing the  Ramghur  Ghat,  marched  upon  Chynepore.  * 

Mr.  Bingham,  the  Deputy  Magistrate  there, 
having  been  apprised  of  the  movement,  sent  an 
^press  to  the  cavalry  to  move  to  his  assistance, 
and,  barricading  his  residence,  made  arrangements 
to  defend  it.  The  enemy,  however,  finding  him 
piepared,  declined  attacking,  and  moved  eastwards, 
along  the  foot  of  the  hills  to  Bognanpore. 

The  Deputy  Magistrate  of  Sasseram  having 
kindly  placed  at  my  disposal  40  of  the  Sasseram 
Sdnmdy  Levy,  under  Isserie  Sing  their  Sub- 
lieutenant ^an  efficient  and  able  Native  Officer), 
I  attached  tnis  party  to  the  Police  Cavalry  under 
Lieatenant  Stafford  at  Ohundaree,  who,  on  reoeive- 
ing  Mr.  Bingham's  application  for  assistance, 
marched  with  his  whole  force  at  5  p.  m.  and, 
fidiing  in  with  a  party  of  the  enemy,  directed  the 
Sab-£ieutenant  with  his  in&ntry  to  attack  them. 

Annexed  is  Lieutenant  Stafford's  Report  of  this 
operation. 

On  the  7th  instant,  I  directed  the  Detachment 
of  the  2nd  Battalion  of  the  60th  to  move  from 
Mohunea  to  Bhubhooa,  eight  miles  south,  but  the 
Officer  Commanding,  having  received  information 
that  the  enemy  was  making  for  the  Grand  Trunk 
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Itoad,  returned  to  MoKanea  the  same  evening  with 
the  Police  Cavalry,  who  had  also  reoeived  similar 
information :  they  were  however  too  late,  as  the 
enemy  had  already  crossed,  and  gone  north. 

No  information  of  any  description  having 
reached  me  from  the  Boad  Police,  Mr.  Bingham, 
or  the  cavalry,  I  felt  satisfied  that  the  enemy 
must  have  crossed  the  Trunk  Boad  in  small  bodies^ 
and  therefore  marched  with  the  Deiiachment  as 
per  margin*  upon  Kochus,  directing  the  cavalry 
and  2nd  60th  to  follow  me  with  all  possible  ex- 
pedition. 

Arrived  at  Kauraich,  within  a  few  miles  of  Ko- 
chus, I  learned  that  the  enemy  was  at  Toorkee,  a 
'village  3  miles  to  the  west.  I  turned  to  attack 
him,  but,  on  reaching  it,  found  that  he  had 
marched  at  5  ▲.  IL  It  was  then  10.  Halting  for 
the  men  to  break&st,  I  pushed  on  again,  at  2  p.  ic 
to  Sulkooa,  where  the  enemy  had  turned  eastward^ 
in  the  direction  of  Dinareh.  I  followed  tUl  dark, 
and  until  I  had  lost  all  intelligence  of  him,  and 
then  halted,  to  allow  the  men  to  get  their  dinners. 

In  this  manner  I  continued  the  pursuit  of  the 
enemy  for  the  next  three  days,  vi&  Kochu% 
Dinareh,  Bhaupore,  Munneepore,  Nawa,  Nugger, 
Kesuth,  and  Waina,  towards  the  Ganges,  never 
allowing  him  to  halt  for  more  than  a  few  hours, 
and  straining  every  nerve  to  push  him  upon  the 
Arrah  Police  Force,  which  I  had  been  informed 
was  on  the  line  between  Domiaon  and  Peeroo. 

In  this  I  was  partly  successful,  Mr.  Herschel, 
the  Magistrate,  having  since  informed  me  that  he 
was  enabled  to  compel  one  party  to  lay  down  their 
arms,  and  that  the  other  had  been  attacked  in 
crossing  the  Ganges^  and  lost  upwards  of  eighty 
killed. 

The  Police  Cavalry,  as  directed,  overtook  me

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near  Toorkee,  bat,  seeing  that  it  would  be  im- 
poflsibk  for  the  Detachment  of  the  2nd  60th  to  do 
10, 1  directed  it  to  return,  and  remain  at  Jehanabad. 

AH  occasion  for  the  sendees  of  these  troops 
baring  now  passed  awaj,  I  haye  ordered  them  to 
return  to  Blares,  by  the  usual  marches. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  you  will  caU  the  attention 
of  the  Major-€(eneral  Commanding  to  the  willing- 
ness with  which  the  troops  exerted  themselves  to 
keep  close  to  the  enemy,  and  drive  him  at  onoe 
from  the  district^  distressed  as  they  were  by  the 
scorching  hot  wind.

P.  S. — ^I  have  to  add  that  the  result  of  the 
attack  upon  the  enemy  by  Tsserie  Sing,  as  reported 
by  Mr.  Bingham,  has  been  4  tattoos,  6  muskets 
3  matchlocks,  some  ttdwars,  and  2  cloth  European 
ooata,  which  have  since  been  found  in  the  jungle.

HAVTI^G  received  a  letter  from  JEiir.  Bingham, 
the  Deputy  Magistrate  at  Chynepore,  on  the  6th 
instant,  at  5  o'clock  p.  iL,  stating  that  the  rebels 
(200  strong)  were  coming  down  the  Ramgurh 
Ghat,  and  would  most  likely  attack  his  house  at 
Chynepore,  I  at  once  marched  off  to  his  assistanoa 
After  having  marched  about  12  miles,  I  fell  in 
viih  a  party  of  rebels,  60  strong,  at  the  foot  of 
the  Kymore  TfiWn^  three  miles  &Bt  of  Ramgurh 
Ghat    Spreading  my  cavahy  ipto  the  plains,  tha 
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infantry,  as  per  maigin,*  under  my  oommand 
attacked  the  enemy  about  midnight,  and,  after  two 
or  three  hours'  sharp  firing,  drove  them  back  upon 
the  hills,  capturing  two  horses  and  two  muskets, 
and  killing  and  wounding  12  of  the  enemy  ;  as  it 
was  quite  dark  when  I  withdrew  the  infantry  in. 
order  to  proceed  to  Chynepore,  no  doubt  more 
arms  remained  unseen  by  us  on  the  ground. 
Jemadar  Ellie  Bux  Khan,  the  Senior  Native 
Jemadar  with  the  infantry,  I  wish  to  bring  to 
your  notice  for  promotion  for  the  determined  way 
in  which  he  followed  the  enemy  up.  I  rejoice  to 
say  that  I  have  no  killed  or  wounded  on  my  side 
on  that  occsasion.

2.  His  Excellency  in  Council  highly  appreciates 
the  good  judgment  of  the  officers,  and  the  discip- 
line of  the  troops,  which  marked  the  conduct  of 
these  troublesome  and  harassing  operations

Army  Head- Quarters,  Simla, 
Sib,  May  3,  1869. 

I  HAVE  the  honour,  by  order  of  the  Comman- 
der-in-Chief, to  bring  to  your  notice,  for  submis- 
sion to  his  Excellency  the  Viceroy  and  Governor- 
General,  the  series  of  events,  in  a  connected  form, 
which  have  taken  place  in  the  northern  district 
of  Oude,  in  Goruckpore,  and  the  Nepal  Frontier, 
since  the  rebels  were  driven  acroE»  tne  border  by 
his  Excellency  at  the  end  of  last  year. 

2.  It  will  be  in  the  recollection  of  the  Governor- 
General  that,  according  to  the  orders  of  Govern- 
ment, injunctions  were  given  forbidding  the  troops 
at  that  date  to  pursue  their  advantages  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  British  territory.  The  rebels 
had  retreated  en  masse  under  their  principal 
leaders  to  the  far  side  of  the  first  range  of  hills 
along  which  runs  the  frontier  of  Nepal.  They 
took  up  a  position  near  the  Sitka  Ghat  beyond  the 
first  pass,  while  Brigadier  Horsford  remained  en- 
camped on  the  bai^  of  the  Baptee  within  our 
own  boundary^  At  the  same  time,  the  enemy, 
who  had  been  beaten  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Toolseepore  by  Sir  Hope  Grant,  had  crossed  the 
moantains  opposite  the  latter  place.  They  re- 
mained in  the  first  valley  in  considerable  numbers. 
B.  At  the  end  of  January,  Maha  Bajah  Jung 
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Bahadoor  haying  expressed  a  wish  that  the  British 
troops  should  operate  in  Nepal,  Brigadier  Hors* 
ford  was  directed  hj  the  Commander-in-Chief  to 
move  forward  and  disperse  the  rebels,  who  weane 
still  encamped  beyond  the  Sitka  Ghat.  On  the 
10th  Eebruary,  the  Brigadier  gave  execution  to 
his  orders, ;  took  all  the  guns  possessed  by  the 
enemy,  thirteen  in  number ;  and  cleared  the  valley 
lying  between  the  first  two  ranges  of  hills.  He 
had  been  instructed  not  to  pass  the  second  range, 
to  be  most  careful  in  his  treatment  of  the  Nepaleae 
authorities  and  people,  to  put  an  absolute  stop  to 
plunder,  to  forbid  the  slaughter  of  kine  even  for 
the  use  of  his  British  troops,  and  to  cause  the 
whole  population  to  understand  that  his  march  in 
Nepal  was  merely  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
tranquillity  and  safety  for  them.  Brigadier  Hor&- 
ford's  measures  were  taken  throughout  in  exact 
accordance  with  his  instructions.  Compensation 
was  paid  for  damaged  crops ;  no  cattle  were  killed ; 
the  strictest  discipline  was  preserved ;  and  it  is 
gpratifying  to  know  that  the  inhabitants  of  the 
valley  testified  their  regret,  when,  the  object  of 
his  mission  having  been  accomplished,  Brigadier 
Horsford  retraced  his  steps,  after  a  fortnight's  oc- 
cupation of  the  country. 

4.  Brigadier  Horsford*s  advance  caused  a  great 
alarm  among  the  followers  of  the  Begum,  the 
Nana,  Bala  Rao,  Beni  Madho,  Jodh  Sing,  Mahomed 
Hussein,  and  other  rebel  leaders,  who  still  kept  the 
remnant  of  the  fugitive  Sepoys  together.  The 
numbers  of  these  Sepoys  were  largdy  stated  by 
the  Goorka  authoritlefr— much  more  so,  indeed, 
than  was  guaranteed  by  fact.  Nevertheless,  their 
number  was  considerable,  and  it  is  possible  they 
may  have  amounted  to  ten  thousand  fighting  men, 
exclusive  of  the  very  numerous  followers  in  at- 
tendance on  the  Begum  and  the  chiefs. 
.  5.  At  this  time^  Jung  Bahadoor's  plan  to  allow 
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all  ihe    rebels    who    had    retreated    across   the 
lieoond  range   of  hills  to  move  eastward  to   the 
Gunduk,  was  oommiinicated  to  the  Commander- 
m-Chief  by   Goyemment.     Jung  Bahadoor  pro- 
posed to  allow  this  body  of  people  to  get  as  &r  as 
the  Gunduk,  where  they  were  to  deliver  up  their 
arms  to  his  troops.     Thej  were  then,  having  been 
famished   with  passes  by  the  British  Resident  of 
Nepal, — ^to  be  led  down  in  bodies  of  a  thousand 
to  S^owlie,  for  the  purpose  of  being  thence  de- 
spatched to  their  homes  nnder  the  sanction  of  the 
British  authorities.     At  the  same  time,  Jung  Ba- 
hadoor manifested  a  wish  that  a  body  of  British 
troops  should  move  eastward  from  Oude,  through 
the  Goruckpore  district,  to  be  ready  to  co-operate 
with  his  army,  if  the  necessity  should  arise.    There 
ooold  be  no  doubt  of  the  expediency  of  such  a 
measure.     It  appeared  extremely  hazardous  to  the 
Commander-in-Chief  to  trust  altogether  to  the 
likelihood  of  the  Sepoy  disarmament,  as  proposed, 
and  apparently  hoped  for,  by  Jung  Bahadoor.    If 
the  Sepoy  rabble  had  appeared  at  the  passes  at  the 
Gunduk  without  a  sufficient  body  of  British  troops 
being  ready  in  that  neighbourhood  to  bar  their  oe- 
soent   into  our  neighbouring  provinces,  the  rich 
territory  of  Tirhoot  would  have  been  absolutely 
at  their  mercy.     This  being  the  case,  no  time  was 
lost  in  organizing,  by  order  of  the  Government,  a 
sofficient  brigade  of  all  arms,*  which  was  sent  for- 
ward by  corps,  to  take  post  at  Hamnuggur,  beyond 
the  Gunduk,  to  the  north  of  SegowHe.     Colonel 
Kelly,  34th  Foot,  was  placed  in  command  of  it, 
and  was  carefully  instructed  to  meet  the  views  of 
Jung  Bahadoor,  if  his  design  of  the  Sepoy  disar- 
mament should  succeed ;  but,  in  any  case,  to  be

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prepared  to  bar  the  progress  of  any  rebels  inta  tbe 
district  of  Tirhoot.  At  the  same  time,  her  Ma- 
jesty's 1 9th  Foot  was  held  in  readiness  atDinapore^ 
to  be  thrown  across  the  Ganges,  and  advance 
to  Tirhoot  itself^  if  any  contingency  of  the  cam- 
paign should  render  the  moYement  desirable. 
During  this  time  all  the  posts  were  maintained 
along  the  border  mnning  to  the  north  of  Gorack* 
pore  and  the  Trans-€k)gra  districts.  The  Moradi^ 
bad  Levy  arrived  in  due  course  to  reinforce  the 
troops  under  Brigadier  Horsford.  Her  Majesty's 
53rd  Regiment  and  the  Kemaoon  Battalion  were 
detained  on  the  frontier,  although  destined  for 
other  quarters. 

6.  Keports  reached  his  Excellency  at  short  inter- 
vals, of  the  progress  of  the  rebcJs  through  the 
couTitry  of  Nepal,  till  at  length,  at  the  beginning 
of  March,  they  appeared  on  the  Gunduk.  It  soon 
became  evident  that  Jung  Bahadoor's  expectations 
would  not  be  fulfilled  ;  and  that,  so  far  from  any 
disarmament  of  the  Sepoys  taking  place,  either 
voluntarily,  or  in  consequence  of  compulsion  by 
the  Goorka  forces^  there  was  reason  to  believe  th£^ 
sympathy  for  the  rebels  existed  in  the  Goorka 
ranks.  After  a  time,  Jung  Bahadoor  again  soli- 
cited the  aid  of  British  troops,  and  declared  that 
the  Sepojs  under  the  Begum  and  Nana,  who  hud 
reached  the  Gunduk,  were  beyond  his  controL 
Thereupon,  Colonel  Kelly  was  immediately  autho- 
rized by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  in  anticipation 
of  the  orders  of  the  Govemor^General,  which  fol- 
lowed shortly  afterwards,  to  pass  the  border  in  his 
front,  and  to  break  up  the  bodies  of  rebels  which 
had  moved  eastward.  He  was  also  empowered  by 
the  Commander-in-Chief  to  make  requisitions  on 
all  the  officers  commanding  troops  along  the 
Goruckpore  frontier,  that  a  combination  among 
the  various  forces  might  be  insured  for  the  com- 
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xnon  objects  Colonel  Kelly  acted  in  accordance 
with  liis  instractionsy  and  with  great  spirit.  He 
ad-vimoed  with  rapidity^  pressed  the  enemy  home, 
and  defeated  him  twice*  with  considerable  loss, 
taking  seven  gons  from  him,  and  effectually  turn- 
ing the  whole  body  to  the  westward. 

7.  The  immedu^  result  of  these  actions  was  the 
surrender  of  some  chiefis  of  note,  including 
Mahomed  Hussein,  and  the  Eanee  of  Toolseepore. 
The  rebel  Sepoys,  &irly  frightened,  made  rapidly 
to  the  westwud,  and,  in  the  second  week  of  April, 
authentic  reports  reached  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  that,  although  the  Begum  was  believed  to  be 
still  not  far  from  Bootwall,  she  had  but  one  hun- 
dred and  fif)y  followers  with  her.  This  was  very 
important,  as  much  alann  would  seem  to  have 
previously  prevailed  in  the  Tirhoot  district.  At 
the  request  of  the  civil  authorities  in  that  quarter, 
Her  Majesty^s  19th  Foot,  and  some  Sikh  cavalry, 
had  been  pushed  out  in  march  to  Tirhoot  from 
Binapore.  This  force  did  not  encounter  an  enemy. 
In  tbe  course  of  his  operations.  Colonel  Kelly 
£uled  to  meet  a  friendly  support  from  the 
(}oorkha  generals,  or  other  authorities.  These 
latter  peraoKted  in  their  attempts  to  blacken  the 
character  of  British  troops  in  the  Court  of  Nepal, 
ascribing  all  sorts  of  violence  and  outrage  to  them ; 
aud  they  actually  asserted  that  villages,  known  to 
have  been  burnt  and  plundered  by  the  rebels,  had 
been  destroyed  by  the  British  soldiery.  This  ap- 
pears to  have  be^i  met  with  great  calmness,  and 
his  Excellency  has  much  pleasure  in  asaoring  the 
Governor  General  that  Colonel  Kelly  has  been 
most  explicit  in  Ids  reports  on  the  good  discipline 
of  the  force  under  his  command.

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8.  About  the  last  week  of  March,  'the  rebels^ 
who  had  been  driven  westward,  began  to  show 
again  in  the  mountains  north  of  the  Trans  Gogra 
district.  They  were  starving,  and  in  a  mosfr 
wretched  condition.  They  had  become  satisfied 
that  nothing  was  to  be  obtained  in  Nepal  and  the 
Terai  but  the  most  scanty  subsistence,  and  a  cer- 
tainty of  jungle  fever.  They  seem  to  have  quickly 
ma/Ie  up  their  minds,  and,  after  having  been  en- 
gaged with  great  success  by  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Gordon,  of  the  1st.  Sikh  Infantry,  who  repulsed 
them  with  considerable  loss,  part  of  them  sue* 
ceeded  in  passing  Major  Eamsay's  post,  tinder  the 
hills,  and  made  for  the  Raptee.  The  troops  at 
Nawabgunge,  Barabinkee,  including  the  Queen's 
Bays,  a  regiment  of  Hodson's  Horse,  and  a  troop 
of  Horse  Artillery,  were  pushed  on  immediately 
across  the  Gogra  to  Secrora ;  and  Major-GeneiaL 
Sir  Hope  Grant,  K.C.B.,  was  directed  to  proceed 
himself,  in  person,  to  Fyzabad,  to  direct  the  opera- 
tions which  had  now  become  necessary  for  the 
final  destruction  of  the  last  remnant  of  the  rebel 
an  ay. 

9.  Sir  Hope  Grant  moved  rapidly  out  of  Luck- 
now,  with  another  regiment  of  Hodson's  Horse, 
and  two  Horse  Artillery  guns.  When  passing 
through  Durriabad,  he  made  arrangements  for  the 
safeguard  of  the  Gogra,  and  then  proceeded  to 
Gonda,  by  way  of  Fyzabad.  He  was  instructed 
to  infiise  the  utmost  energy  into  the  movements 
and  actions  of  all  the  officers  commanding  columns 
and  posts  in  the  district,  and  to  desire  that  the 
rebels  who,  it  was  known,  were  half-starved, 
worn-out,  and  utterly  demoralized,  should  be  at- 
tacked immediately,  wherever  they  could  be  found, 
and  imder  all  circumstances.  These  orders  have 
been  acted  up  to,  and  several  small  alfeirs  have 
taken  place,  all  with  signal  success,  with  hardly 
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9Jkj  loss  to  ouraelvesy  and  giving  the  best  practical 
proof  of  the  abject  state  to  which  the  rebels  are 
reduced,  and  that  the  final  and  utter  break-up  of 
the  last  remaining  insurgents  may  be  immediately 
looked  for.  The  affairs  to  which  allusion  have 
been  made  are,  one  in  which  Major  Cormick,*  of 
the  20th  Foot,  commanded ;  two  conducted  by 
Major  Yanghaii,  of  the  5th  Sikh  Infantry ;  ano- 
ther by  Major  Murray,  and  a  pursuit  led  by 
Colonel  Walker,  of  the  2nd  Dragoon  Guards,  and 
a  spirited  skirmish  under  Captain  Renni&  Briga- 
dier Horsford,  having  been  in  pursuit  of  the 
laigest  remaining  body  on  the  roads  towards  the 
Khyreeghur  jungles,  came  up  with  them  near 
Buneapoor  on  the  25th  April,  and  inflicted  heavy 
loss.  It  is  represented  that  the  unhappy  enemy 
is  only  seeking  to  escape  observation.  Several 
parties  have  given  themselves  up,  both  infantry 
and  cavalry,  besides  various  leaders,  of  whom, 
perhaps,  the  most  considerable  is  Jodh  Sing,  the 
Kajah  of  Ohurdah.  The  Nana  lately  wrote  in  to 
Brigadier  Howcroft,  attempting  to  excuse  himself. 
In  short.  Lord  Clyde  would  congi'atulate  his  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor-General  on  this  irruption 
having  taken  place  at  a  time  when  the  arrange- 
ments made  to  meet  such  a  contingency  three 
months  ago  were  still  complete.  Considering  the 
temper  of  an  influential  portion  of  the  Nepalese, 
it  is  not  impossible  that  the  permanent  residence 
of  the  rebel  chie&  and  their  Sepoy  followers  in 
Nepal,  might  have  caused  considerable  trouble 
hereafter  with  the  Crovemment  of  that  countzy, 
while,  at  the  same  time,  even  their  presence  on  a 
frontier  we  were  unwilling  to  cross,  was  a  stand- 
ing threat,  and  consequently  not  to  be  borne.  It 
IB  therefore,  in  Lord  Clyde's  opinion,  a  happy  cir- 
eambtance  that  these  wretched  people  were  urged

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to  take  the  coarse  they  have  pursued,  and  so  to 
bring  on  the  immediate  crisis  which  cannot  but 
prove  the  effectual  termination  of  that  great 
mutiny  and  rebellion  which  broke  out  exactly  two 
years  ago. 

10.  In  conclusion,  his  Excellency  desires  me  to 
say  that,  as  soon  as  it  can  be  done  with  prudence, 
no  time  shall  be  lost  in  sending  the  troops  into 
quarters.

Brigadier- General  Sir  It  Napier y  K,C.B,  Com- 
mandiny  Gwalior  Divition,  to  the  Chief  of  the 
Staff. 
Sir,  Camp,  Seronge,  April  21,  1859. 

IN  my  letter  No.  226,  of  the  8th  instant,  I  had 
the  honour  to  report  the  pursuit  and  dispersion  of 
the  rebel  force  imder  the  Rao  Sahib,  Feroze  Shahj 
Adil  Mahommed  Khan,  and  other  leaders. 
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There  remained  no  organised  body  of  rebels  to 
act  against ;  but  the  Seronge  jungles,  forming  a 
zone  of  about  forty  miles'  radius,  were  infested  with 
aeyeral  consideTable  bands,  acting  apparently  inde- 
pendently, yet  not  entirely  without  concert. 

The  pursuing  columns  of  General  Michel  had 
taken  up  positions  assigned  by  that  officer  at 
Munohur  Thana^  Puchowree  and  Beursia ;  and 
Brigadier  Wheler  had  moved  out  from  Saugor 
towards  the  Betwa,  ready  to  take  up  the  pursuit 
should  the  rebels  break  cover. 

General  Michel  kindly  placed  Colonel  De  Salis't 
column,  formed  of  a  remnant  of  Smith's  Brigade, 
at  my  disposal. 

A  strong  detachment  imder  Major  Ohetwode 
formed  a  cordon  between  Seronge  and  Beursia,  and 
thus  cut  off  a  portion  of  this  extensive  jungle,  and 
reduced  the  field  operations  considerably.  The 
columns  of  Colonels  Bich  and  De  Salis,  and  a 
detachment  of  the  92nd  Highlanders,  on  their  way 
to  Jhanai,  under  Colonel  Lockhart,  who  delayed 
his  march  a  few  days,  and  cordially  assisted, 
thoroughly  swept  the  northern  portion  of  the 
jungle,  but  unfortuately  without  success.  Such  of 
the  enemy  as  had  been  there  managed  to  evade 
their  pursuers  in  the  dense  thickets. 

Colonel  Lockhart  then  pursued  his  marr'h,  and 
Colonels  De  Balis  and  Bich,  with  undiminished  zeal, 
returned  to  the  southern  part  of  the  jungle,  and, 
with  better  knowledge  of  its  almost  impervious 
recesses,  succeeded,  by  combined  and  excellent 
arrangements,  in  driving  the  rebels  from  their 
futnesses,  and  defeating  them  with  very  severe 
loss,  which,  from  all  the  information  I  can  gather, 
I  estimate  at  about  500. 

These  rebels  were  weU  acquainted  with  the  pro- 
elaimed  amnesty,  and  had  opportunities  afforded 
them  of  accepting  it^  but  Mled  to  do  so,  and  mur-

dered  all  our  camp  followers  who  fell  into  tbeiir 
hands. 

I  regret  that  this  success  has  not  been  attaiiied 
without  the  loss  of  some  valuable  lives. 

I  beg  to  commend  to  the  favour  and  protection 
of  the  Bight  Hon.  the  Oommander-in-Ohief 
Colonel  De  Sails  and  Lieutenant-Colonel  Rich, 
commanding  the  two  columns  engaged,  for  the 
able  and  skilM  manner  in  which  th^  have  carried 
out  a  difficult  duty  j  and  also  the  European  and 
Native  officers  and  soldiers  of  both  arms,  for  their 
gallantry  in  action,  and  their  nnfailing  ardour  and 
endurance  in  a  long  and  Tmraaamg  pursuit. 

I  very  cordially  support  the  recommendations 
made  by  Colonel  De  oalis  and  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Rich,  of  the  officers  named  in  their  reports.

Camp  Moohsoodnuggtir, 
Sib,  Sih  April,  185^, 

I  WAS  encamped  at  this  place  on  the  2nd  inst. 
and  lieutenant-Colonel  Rich  was  at  Laituree. 
According  to  your  instructions  I  arranged  a  move- 
ment of  our  columns  south,  for  the  purpose  of 
sweeping  these  jungles. 

We  moved  accordingly  oa  the  3rd  inst.  but 
could  not  succeed  in  catching  the  rebeb,  who 
escaped  to  the  west,  crossing  the  Parbuttee ;  and, 
in  so  doing,  a  body  of  their  cavalry — about  200 — 
cut  through  the  long  column  of  my  baggage, 
which,  together  with  my  guns,  half  my  infantry, 
and  some  hussars^  I  had  sent  by  the  straight  or

lerel  road  which  skirts  the  jungles.  The  rebels 
bratallj  murdeied  the  native  band-master,  10th 
l^ative  In&ntry,  and  severely  wounded  two  Se- 
pojrs.  They  took  two  Enfield  rifles  from  our  bag- 
gage^ and  a  few  camels.  A  small  party  of  hussars 
ooiBe  up  very  soon,  upon  which  they  disappeared 
in  the  jungles. 

I  encamped  on  the  3rd  at  Gunjarree,  twelve 
mikB  south  of  this ;  and  Lieutenant-Colonel  Rich 
encamped  at  Deerghur,  about  eight  miles  east  of 
me,  but  on  the  other  side  of  the  belt  of  jungle. 

I  had  reason  to  believe  the  rebels  who  had 
erossed  the  Parbuttee  would  endeavour  to  return, 
and,  having  very  few  cavalry,  I  could  not  spare  any 
to  fdlow  them  without  urgent  reason. 

I  was  aware  we  had  left  other  rebels  under 
^eroxe  Shah  behind  us,  and,  on  the  4th  instant, 
Gqitain  Bolton,  Assistant  Quartermaster-€ren* 
eral,  procured  me  certain  information  of  their 
whereabouts.  I  arranged  with  Lieutenant- Colonel 
fiich  that  we  should  both  make  long  marches  that 
i^htto  the  north,  and  attack  them  simultane- 
ously from  different  sides. 

I  have  to  thank  Lieutenant-Colonel  Rich  for  his 
oordial  co-operation.  He  himself  will  report  to  you 
the  result  of  bis  movement. 

Aooordingly,  at  7  p.m.  on  the  4th  I  marched 
quietly  out  of  camp,  with  a  column  as  per  margin,* 
leaving  the  rest  of  my  force,  and  idl  my  tents 
standing,  in  order  to  deceive  the  enemy's  scouts. 

We  marched  back  to  Moohsoodnuggur,  and 
i^t  thirteen  miles  further,  to  a  point  north  of  a 
jungle  village  called  Boordah,  which  is  ten  miles 
luirth-north-east  of  iiioohsoodnuggur,  detaching 
igain  part  of  our  force,  twenty  Hussars,  thirty

lage in  the  heart  of  the  jungles,  about  five  miles 
south  of  Boordah.  This  detachment  was  com- 
manded by  Major  the  Hon.  E.  Massey,  95th 
Regiment. 

My  plan  was  to  attack  Boordah,  where  the  rebels 
were  encamped,  from  the  north,  and  endeavour  to 
drive  them  east  upon  Lieutenant-Colonel  Rich, 
who  was  to  be  at  Esurwas,  whilst  the  detachment 
at  Tinsia  was  to  show  itself  and  intercept  any  at- 
tempting to  go  soutL 

Accordingly,  at  day* break  on  the  5th,  I  was  a 
little  to  the  north  of  Boordah,  and,  forming  one- 
third  of  my  small  infantry  force  in  skirmishing 
order,  and  the  rest  of  us  in  four  supports,  we  ad- 
vanced quietly  through  the  thick  jimgle  in  the 
direction  where  the  enemy's  camp  was  said  to  be. 
On  nearing  it  we  were  challenged,  and,  finding 
the  alarm  given,  we  fell  upon  them  with  a  cheer 
j^m  our  Europeans  and  the  sound  of  all  our  bugles 
and  trumpets. 

We  killed  a  good  many  infantry  here ;  but  the 
cavalry,  who  were  encamped  on  the  other  side, 
and  whose  horses  lately  have  always  been  kept 
saddled,  managed  to  get  away. 

I  pushed  on  at  once  with  about  forty  hussars 
and  a  few  infantry  in  the  direction  of  Esurwas 
and  Lieutenant-Colonel  Rich ;  but,  finding  none 
of  the  enemy  near  us,  I  hastened  on  with  the 
hussars  alone,  and,  after  going  about  two  miles, 
we  discovered  the  enemy's  cavalry  moving  parallel 
to  us.  We  left  those  that  had  preceded  us  for 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Rich ;  and  Major  Seager,  com- 
manding the  8th  Hussars,  turned  to  his  right,  and 
attacked  what  was  before  us.  We  killed  forty  of 
them,  and  also  turned  back  their  camels  and  bag- 
gage that  were  following  them,  so  that  it  all  Mi 
into  the  hands  of  our  infantry  and  camp  followers. 
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The  rest  of  their  cavaliy  dispersed,  some  few  jump- 
ing off  their  Horses,  and  climbing  steep  rocks  in 
the  jungle. 

This  movement  brought  us  near  to  Tinsia,  where 
we  found  Major  Masaey's  party,  which  must  have 
been  dkcovered  by  the  rebels,  and  obliged  them 
to  go  off  east,  and  meet  us  and  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Rich. 

I  most  observe  that  the  whole  country  between 
Boordah,  Esnrwas,  and  Tinsia,  is  very  dense 
jun^e,  deep  glens,  andnuUahs.  Except  the  cavalry 
attack,  and  thirty-five  rebels  surrounded  in  one 
glen,  and  thirteen  in  another,  all  actual  fighting 
was  mere  individual  skirmishing. 

I  am  happy  to  say  we  have  only  one  wounded  (a 
Sepoy,  10th  Native  Infantry,  (kngerously),  two 
hones  killed,  and  no  one  missing. 

Several  of  the  cavahy  slain  were  the  old  Gwalior 
Body  Gaard,  their  clothes,  arms,  and  appoint- 
meots  in  excellent  order.  I  am  told  nearly  all  the 
in&ntry  who  fell  were  either  old  Sepoys  or 
y ekitees.  I>uring  our  night  march  our  spies  had 
infonned  us  that  200  men  who  had  crossed  the 
Parbuttee  were  just  returned  and  had  gone 
towards  Boordah,  and  there  we  recovered  one  of 
tlie  Enfields  and  several  camels  taken  from  our 
baggage  on  the  3rd  instant,  besides  several  Sandrae 
camels  taken  from  your  messengers  and  mine  at 
dififexent  times.  Subadar  Chuttur  Singh,  late 
Gwalior  Contingent,  and  lastly  general  in  the 
rebd  force,  was  said  to  have  commanded  the  attack 
on  our  baggage,  and  we  found  him  amongst  the 
dead. 

I  had  desired  my  camp  to  move  on  the  5th  to 
Moofasoodnuge^,  to  which  place  after  the  day's 
work  we  returned.  I  estimated  the  number  of 
rebels  before  us  at  1,500 ;  they  were  commanded 
by  Feroze  Shah. 
The  rebel  loss  can  never  be  aooorately  stated. 
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tt  extended  over  a  length  of  five  miles  and  breadtb 
of  two  miles  thick  jungle,  and  we  could  not  space 
officers  to  count  them.  It  is  certainly  not  leas 
than  300,  independent  of  what  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Rich  may  have  done.  The  natives  say  500,  and 
do  not  appear  sorry.  I  begin  to  think  that  fear 
of  the  rebels  alone  haa  prevented  them  affording  va 
every  assistance. 

I  beg  to  assure  you  that  the  very  correct  in-teUi- 
genoe  we  have  constantly  received  from  our  spies, 
and  the  arrangement  of  the  whole  plan  of  oar 
attack,  were  due  to  Captain  Bolton,  A.D.  Quaxter- 
master-General.  I  may  safely  say  that,  without 
him,  we  should  still  be  walking  after  the  rebels, 
and  I  have  the  greatest  pleasure  in  bringing  this 
officer's  excellent  services  on  the  present,  as  ^well 
as  on  several  former  occasions,  to  your  notice, 
hoping  you  will  present  them  in  the  proper 
quarter. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  spirit  evinced 
by  our  Europeans  on  this  occasion,  and  the  forti- 
tude and  endurance  shown  by  the  10th  Natiire 
Infantry.  We  have  all  been  out  in  the  field  niore 
than  fourteen  months.  Our  march  this  day  was 
not  less  than  forty  miles ;  the  heat  and  want  of 
wat^  in  the  jungles  were  most  oppressive.  Our 
men's  clothing  has  been  much  damaged  in  their 
rapid  advance  through  the  jungle. 

I  have  to  thank  Major  Seager,  Commanding  8th 
Hussars ;  Major  the  Honourable  E.  Hassey,  95th 
Regiment ;  Captain  Carmichael,  95th  Regiment, 
Commanding  Detachments  ;  Captain  Richards, 
Commanding  Detachment  10th  Native  In&ntry, 
and  my  Brigade  Major,  and  Comet  Goldsworthy, 
8th  Hussars,  for  their  zealous  able  assistance,  which 
enabled  mo,  first,  to  carry^ut  a  long  march  in  a 
very  dark  niii^ht,  and,  secondly,  to  attack  with  a 
definite  plan,  through  very  thick  jungles,  where 
.the  sun  was  the  only  thing  that  could  be  3een. 
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I  was  mach  pleased  by  the  spirit  and  intelli^ 
geoee  shown  by  Captain  Farkinson,  95th  Begi- 
ment,  Oaptain  Richards  and  Eiosign  I^ewport,  l(Hh 
Nstire  Infantry,  and  Comet  Palliser  of  the  8th 
HnsBazs.

I  HAVE  the  hononr,  in  now  forwarding  an 
official  report  of  the  expedition  of  my  Colamn  on 
tbe  5th  instanty  to  excuse  the  delay  in  not  sending 
it  yesterday,  on  account  of  endeayouring  to  collect 
afi  iDformation. 

On  the  2nd  instant,  hearing  there  was  the  Bao's 
party  of  rebeLs,  south  of  Laitnree^  I  co-operated 
with  Brigadier  de  Salis  in  drivii^  them  from  that 
)iin^:  they  fled  across  the  Farbnttee  Kiver,  and 
we  sfterwanis  lost  their  track.  On  the  4th  instant, 
I  Tode  to  Brigadier  De  Salis's  camp,  and,  knowing 
then;  was  another  body  of  rebels  to  the  north  of 
Ltitnree  and  Moohsoodnuggor,  I  there  agreed  to 
lus  proposed  arrangements,  a  copy  of  which  I 
mnex  (No.  1),  and,  in  accordance  with  them,  I 
stnick  camp  that  night  at  8  p.m.  made  a  forced 
march  to  Kotra  across  north-west  of  Esurwas, 
leaTing  all  my  baggage  with  a  strong  guard  at 
Ltituiee.  In  passing,  I  despatched  a  Jemadar 
and  thirty  Sepo3rSy  9th  Bombay  Native  Infantry, 
W  Tinsia.    I  ascertained  that  there  was  not  any 
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water  between  Kotra  and  Boordah,  and  therefore 
concluded  that  the  rebels,  if  driven  by  Colonel  I>e 
Sal  is,  would  either  come  to  Kotra  for  water  and 
then  fall  into  the  hands  of  my  force,  or  try  to 
escape  by  way  of  Tinsia,  their  favourite  resort.  It 
happened  as  I  expected.  Many  came  my  way,  and 
made  for  some  village  on  the  edge  of  the  jnngle 
favourable  to  their  cause.  We  cut  down  fifteen 
rebel  Sepoys  in  the  jungle,  and  then,  moving  my 
force  outside,  we  discovered  a  numerous  body  near 
the  village  of  ^ainwas,  half  a  mile  distant,  and 
some'  running  to  Esurwas.  I  immediately  mahed 
forward  with  my  force  as  per  margin.*  Tlie 
cavalry  surrounded  the  village,  and  cut  down  all 
those  in  the  open  country ;  the  infantry  entered 
the  village,  and  found  rebels  in  every  tenable 
house,  and  in  the  grass  stacks  outside,  all  of  whom 
were  killed.  Those  rebels  were  Vellaitees  and 
Sep>oys  of  Gwalior  Contingent,  Scindiah's  o'wn 
army,  and  a  few  of  different  regiments.  It  is  im- 
possible to  say  the  exact  number  killed,  but,  after 
consulting  officers  of  the  force,  and  from  my  own 
judgment,  I  compute  it  at  70,  independent  of  15 
cut  down  in  the  jungle,  amongst  whom  was  Chuttnr 
Sing,  a  Subadar  of  the  Gwalior  Contingent,  and 
others,  killed  by  my  detached  party  of  the  9th 
Bombay  Native  Infantry  under  Jemadar  Eamjee 
Cudum,  whose  report,  marked  No.  2, 1  attach,  and 
would  recommend  him  to  your  favoiu^ble  conside- 
ration. This  affair  was  carried  on  during  the  heat 
of  the  day.  We  returned  to  our  camp,  Laituree, 
at  half -past  two  o'clock,  p.m.

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too  Ingbly  of  the  conduct  of  Officers,  Non-Corn- 
missioned  Officers,  and  men  of  my  force,  both 
£an>pean  and  Nativa  All  exerted  themselves, 
and  endured  the  fatigues  of  the  day  and  night  with 
the  greatest  cheerfulness. 

I  would  spedallj  recommend  to  your  notice 
lieatenant  Bradfoni,  of  Mayne's  Horse.  From 
his  knowledge  of  the  Hindoostani  language,  by  hi* 
intelligence,  zeal,  and  activity,  he  has  enabled  me 
to  procure  information,  which  otherwise  I  could 
not  have  obtained. 

The  villagers  of  Nairwas  and  Esurwas  concealed 
the  rebelfl^  denied  any  rebels  being  there,  or  having 
seen  any.  I  was  obliged  to  bum  the  former  village 
to  get  the  rebels  out  of  it.

Correction.  —  Prom  intelligence  just  received 
from  a  wounded  rebel  of  the  72nd  Bengal  Native 
Infantry,  there  were  no  Yellaitees  in  the  rebel 
ibroe :  many  of  the  Sepoys  looked  like  Yellaitees, 
liecftQse  they  had  not  ^ved  for  a  veiy  long  time.

Camp,  Laitufee, 
Sib,  AprU  6, 1859. 

I  ABRIYED  in  command  of  a  party  of  thirty 
Sepojs,  9th  Bombay  Native  Li&ntry,  at  Tinsia, 
about  8  o^clock  a.m.  5th  instant.  Just  before 
Kriving  I  came  upon  a  party  of  rebels,  35  in 
number,  flying  in  all  directions.  I  extended  my 
loeQ,  and  attacked  them,  when  I  killed  30.    Two 
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or  tliree  were  Yellaitees :  abont  ten  were  moonted 
on  tattoos  and  horses,  and  the  rest  were  Gwalior 
Contingent  and  Budmashes,  all  armed  with  rega- 
lation  muskets  and  matchlocks.  I  then  went  on 
to  Tinsia.  On  arriving  I  saw  the  Brigadier^s 
force :  they  had  already  had  a  fight,  and  I  saw 
fifty  or  sixty  bodies  lying  abont.  The  Brigadier 
gave  me  a  note  to  tske  on  to  Colonel  Rich.  On 
arriving  at  Esorwas,  I  heard  firing,  and  saw  two 
horses  loose  belonging  to  the  14th  Dragoons,  which 
I  assisted  to  catch,  and  saw  a  Serjeant  of  the  14th 
Dragoons,  who  told  me  there  was  a  fight  going  on. 
I  then  extended  my  men  again,  and  killed  four 
rebels  who  were  fljdng  from  Colonel  Bich's  force. 
These  men  were  also  of  the  Gwalior  Contingent : 
all  had  black  belts  and  r^ulation  muskets.

I  HAVE  the  honour,  by  direction  of  the  Conn 
mander-in-Chief,  to  enclose  in  original,  for  the 
iaiormatioii  of  His  Excellency  the  Goyemor- 
General  in  Conncil,  reports  as  per  nuirgin,*  of 
inocesaful  affiurs  that  have  recently  taken  place 
with  rebels  in  the  Trans- Gt)gra  districts  of  Oude. 

2.  Lord  Clyde  has  pleasure  in  expressing  his

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  Major-General  Sir  J.  Hope  Grant,  K.C.B. 
commanding  in  Oude,  that,  having  ascertained 
that  the  rebels  (Nusserabad  brigade)  under  Davee- 
deen,  instead  of  proceeding  westward,  as  reported 
in  my  letter  of  the  24th  instant,  had  doubled  back 
to  their  old  ground  in  the  dense  jungle  south  of 
the  Koanee  River,  I  determined  to  fall  back,  and, 
if  possible,  get  in  rear  of  them,  so  as  to  carry  out 
the  Migor-General's  instructions  to  drive  them 
westward. 

Hearing  that  Major  Murray,  commanding  a 
moveable  column,  was  at  Bhowaniegunge,  some 
ten  miles  from  my  camp,  I  rode  over  to  consult 
with  him,  which  resulted  in  his  moving  down  the 
east  side  of  the  jungle,  whilst  I  moved  westward  ; 
we  thus  had  the  enemy  between  our  two  columns. 

Yesterday  morning,  when  on  the  line  of  march, 
I  received  intimation  from  Major  Murray,  that  he 
had  attacked  and  defeated  the  enemy  on  the  pre- 
vious day,  and  that  they  were  supposed  to  have 
gone  in  the  direction  of  Doomdah  Ghat  on  the 
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Biswah.  I  marched  at  once  for  this  Ghat, 
crossed  the  river,  and  encamped  at  the  viUage  of 
Bbavanie,  two  miles  to  the  south  of  it. 

Abont  twelve  o'clock  at  noon,  I  was  informed 
bj  my  ^ies,  that  the  rebels,  1,200  strong,  were 
60Qking  their  food  in  the  jungle  on  the  north  hank 
of  the  river,  about  two  miles  west  of  Doomdah 
Ghat  I  at  once  made  arrangements  to  attack 
them,  leaving  the  camp  standing  under  charge  of 
lieutenant  Smith,  Rojal  Artillery,  with  the  two 
funs  of  the  Field  Batterj,  one  company  of  Her 
Majesty's  34th  Regiment,  and  one  company  drd 
Sikh  Infantry.  I  marched  with  the  rest  of  the 
force,  as  per  margin,*  and,  after  posting  the 
cavalry  so  as  to  prevent  the  rebels  moving  along 
the  jungle  to  the  east,  I  advanced,  with  the 
infantry,  to  the  position  they  were  supposed  to 
occupy,  and  fortunately  succeeded  in  getting 
within  300  yards  of  them,  before  they  were  aware 
of  our  approach.  They  were  soon  on  the  alert, 
and,  after  firing  a  few  shots,  they  broke,  and  fied 
westwards,  throwing  away  many  of  their  arms 
and  accoutrements,  their  food,  clothes,  and  cooking 
utensils,  with  which  the  ground  was  strewed  for 
miles.  I  followed  them  in  skirmishing  order  for 
upwards  of  five  miles,  killing  a  great  number ; 
twenty-nine  dead  bodies  were  counted  on  the  field, 
and  I  am  given  to  understand  from  spies  and 
villagers  that  the  wounded  are  very  numerous,  and 
the  rebels  say  they  can  remain  no  longer  in  these 
jungles,  and  that  they  now  intend  proceeding  to 
Bhinga  Ghat,  north  of  the  Raptee.

I  HAVE  the  hononr  to  report,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Major-General  commanding  the  Oude 
force,  that,  in  accordance  with  yonr  memorandum 
received  at  7*15  a.k.  of  the  27th  instant,  I  at  once 
marched  from  hence  with  a  force,  as  per  State- 
ment No.  1,  to  join  Major  Buck,  53rd  Regiment, 
at  the  Bungaon  jungle. 

2.  I  found  the  foroe  under  his  command,  as  per 
Statement  No.  2,  posted  as  directed  by  jour 
memorandum,  but,  bearing  in  mind  the  M^jor- 
Genend's  wish  that  I  should  force  the  rebel  party 
from  the  direction  of  the  road  to  Fyzabad,  I  made 
arrangements  to  attack  the  fort  and  jungle  at 
Bungaon,  held  by  the  rebels  under  Gu^judur 
Sing,  in  the  following  manner. 

3.  I  recalled  the  main  body  of  the  53rd  Regi- 
ment posted  at  the  northern  angle  of  the  jungle, 
and  replaced  them  with  three  troops  of  the  2nd 
Dragoon  Guards,  under  M^or  Stapylton,  with 
orders  to  watch  the  northern  and  western  sides. 
I  ordered  the  Sikh  Horse,  under  Captain  Jones, 
to  remain  as  posted  on  the  eastward,  and  watched 
the  south-western  comer  with  the  detachment  of 
the  3rd  Hodson's  Horse. 

4.  I  drew  back  the  two  guns  under  Lieutenant 
Ficieringt  Royal  Artillery,  to  a  position  on  the 
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right  bank  of  the  Tehree  Nuddy,  from  whence  he ' 
abtaioed  a  good  cross-fire  on  the  fort  with  the 
i;nQa  under  M^jor  Soady,  Royal  Artillery,  who 
»mQ  into  action  at  600  yards  frcoa  the  fort,  ia 
advance  of  the  village  of  Bungaon. 

5.  Major  Buck,  53rd  Regiment,  was  directed  to 
lend  two  companies  through  the  jungles,  and 
ittack  the  fort  from  the  west.  Lieutenant  F^ince, 
S3rd  Regiment,  was  to  move  at  the  same  tim« 
Trora  the  bridge  marked  B.  on  my  former  plan. 

6.  Tbree  troops  of  the  2nd  Dragoon  Guards, 
under  Major  Hutchinson,  were  on  the  plain  near 
Lieutenant  Pickering's  guns,  and  the  remaining 
troop  was  in  support  of  Major  Soady. 

7.  Having  made  these  dispositions,  I  opened 
Sre,  directions  having  been  given  to  the  two  de- 
tachments of  the  53rd  Regiment,  that  they  were 
to  carry  the  fort  five  minutes  after  the  guns  ceased 
Iring. 

8.  So  resolute  was  the  advance  of  the  53rd, 
that  I  was  obliged  to  cease  firing  to  allow  them  to 
9nt«r  the  fort,  which  was  taken  in  twelve  minatea 
tiy  the  main  body  of  that  regiment,  led  in  the  moat 
pliant  manner  by  Captain  Dalzelt,  who  was  the 
Irst  man  on  the  top  of  the  bank. 

9.  Major  Buck  then  pushed  this  portion  of  the 
Porce  through  the  jungle  to  the  northward,  and  I 
•aused  Lieutenant  Prince,  with  the  party  from  B 
»nseway,  to  re-enter  the  jungle  in  the  same  dlrec- 

10.  The  cavalry  under  Major  Hutchinson,  and 
Lieutenant  Pickering's  guns,  were  at  om^e  ordered 
;o  join  me  at  the  causeway  B,  and  I  posted  the 
»valry  as  follows. 

1 1.  Near  the  causeway  I  left  the  2nd  Dragoon 
Guards  and  two  guns ;  beyond  them  I  pasted  a 
Toop  of  Wale's  Horse  j  further  on,  the  remainder 
if  that  corps ;  then,  the  detachment  of  3rd  Hod- 
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son's  Horse ;  and  I  foand  Major  Stapjlton  where 
I  had  poeted  him  in  the  morning. 

12.  All  tamed  out  as  I  expected.  The  63Td 
killed  a  considerable  number  of  rebels  in  the 
jungle,  among  them  their  leader,  Gudjudar  Sing, 
**  the  one-armed  Captain.''  The  main  body  were 
foorced  out  at  the  northward,  where  they  were  at 
oooe  met  bj  parties  of  the  2nd  Dragoon  Guards, 
53rd  Begiment,  Hodson's  Horse,  and  the  main 
portion  of  the  Sikh  Horse  under  Captain  Jones, 
who  at  once  charged  them  with  great  gallantry 
and  promptitude.  They  fought  fiercely,  but  were 
driTen  across  the  plain  into  some  jungly  ground  to 
the  northward,  and  were  cut  up  and  shot  down,  till 
only  a  remnant  of  between  40  and  60  men  sue* 
ceeded  in  escaping  across  a  nuddy  which  could 
tmly  be  crossed  by  swimming. 

13.  At  4  P.M.  I  withdrew  the  troops  ;  the  2nd 
Dragoon  Guards  and  Major  Soady's  guns  to 
^jg^ng  ;  Captain  Jones  and  Lieutenant  Picker- 
inj^  to  the  high  ground  near  causeway  B  ;  and  the 
53rd  Regiment  to  the  position  opposite  the  fort. 

14.  On  the  morning  of  the  28th,  I  re- visited 
the  fort,  and  identified  the  body  of  the  rebel 
leader  Gudjudur  Sing. 

15.  The  fort,  which  is  a  double  square  joining 
at  the  angles,  is  surrounded  by  a  most  difficult 
jangle,  and  is  provided  with  a  good  brick-work 
wall 

16.  I  cannot  refrain  from  calling  attention  to 
the  good  service  of  all  concerned. 

17.  To  Lieutenant-Colonel  Seymour,  2nd  Dra- 
goon Guards,  and  to  Majors  Hutchinson  and 
Stapylton,  I  am  much  indebted. 

18.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Seymour  was  indefati- 
gable in  superintending  the  positions  of  the  cavalry, 
and  afforded  me  most  valuable  advice. 

19.  The  practice  of  the  artillery  under  Major 
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Soaiy  and  Lieutenant  Fickerii^  iraa  acci 
most  efiectire, 

20.  I  cannot  say  too  much  of  the  5S 
Mijor  Buck  ;  to  his  readj  appreciaUon  ol 
of'  attack,  and  to  their  determined  advi 
steady  conduct,  our  success  is  mainly  to

AS  requested,  I  have  the  honour  to  report  the 
part  the  detachment  head-quarters  Ist  Sikh  Irre- 
gular Cavalry  lyider  my  command,  as  per  return 
annexed,  took  in  the  operations  of  yesterday,  at 
the  taking  of  Bungaon,  and  defeat  of  the  rebels 
under    Gudjudur    Sing  Talookdar.     I  received 
instructions   to  cover  the  south-east  spur  of  the 
jungle,  and  post  myself  near  the  village  of  Ramah-^ 
poor,  and  thus  prevent  the  rebels'  escape  in  this 
Erection.     My  videttes  were  on  the  look  out,  and 
I  moved  a  troop  under  Lieutenant  Sandeman,  to 
my  right  flank.     On  receiving  intimation  that  the 
rebels  were  moving  north,  I  advanced  in  the  same 
direction  to  prevent  their  leaving  the  jangle.     I 
was  immediately  afterwards  personally  ordered  by 
Colonel  Walker  to  move  to  the  north-east  side, 
with  a  squadron,  leaving  Lieutenant*  Sandemaa 
and  his  troop  in  mj  position.

Bat  I  am  indebted  to  Commanding  Officers  of 
Corps ;  to  Captain  Golly,  Major  of  Brigade^  and 
lievitenont  Hatchell,  43rd  Light  Infantry,  my 
Orderly  Officer,  for  their  exertions  to  keep  the 
men  together  in  this  difficidt  ground,  and  thns 
^stematically  search  it.  Captain  Disbrowe's  Com^* 
pany,  43rd,  followed  one  portion  of  the  rebels, 
over  a  gorge  in  the  hills  to  the  right,  with  good 
efibct. 

The  pofotion  in  which  I  attacked  these  rebels 
is  almost  impossible  to  describe,  and  I  am 
&&aid  cannot  be  understood  without  it  were 
mapped. 

It  may  generally  be  described  as  a  rather 
devated  valley,  surrounded  by  low  hills,  except  to 
the  North-East ;  that  it  is  about  four  miles  long, 
three  wide,  at  the  end  we  entered,  and  not  more 
than  half  a  mile  at  the  other,  where  there  is  a 
small  fort  called  Dowlutpoor,  overlooking  the 
^rattey  which  is  there  a  cul-denaac.  I  was  led  to 
believe  that  there  were  only  two  roads  and  three 
foot-paths  into  this  valley,  but  I  foimd  that  the 
lulls  were  not  very  steep,  aud  that  the  rebels 
conld  escape  almost  everywhere. 

The  force  had,  after  a  march  of  nineteen  milei^ 
nsd  a  trot  through  jangles  for  at  least  three,  to 
ic^^^oni  eight  or  nine  miles  to  camp  at  this  place.

Upon  the 
report  received,  I  was  enabled  to  forward  coirect 
infiormation  to  you.  It  is  stated  that  the  enemy 
numbered  500  men. 

Mr.  Assistant  Apothecary  Thomas  Gripps  con- 
ducted his  duties  to  my  entire  satisfaction,  and 
ihowed  great  attrition  to  the  wounded. 

It  is  worthy  of  notice,  that  the  guard  of  Pun- 
iwah  Sepoys,  tne  village  authorities  and  people  of 
Murruree  did  not  give  intimation  of  what  had 
taken  place,  although  the  viUage  was  situated  two 
inles  from  mj  camp.  They  must  have  been 
avaro  of  the  vicinity  of  the  enemy,  and  have 
■een  my  men  killed.

oommenoed  making  a  most  precipitate  retreat. 

6.  I  now  parsaed  with  caraliy  as  rapidly  as 
possible,  andy  in  spite  of  bonlder  rocks  and  dense 
jungly  which  gave  the  enemy  considerable  advan- 
tage^ my  men  succeeded  in  catting  up  a  good 
number.  Wh^i  the  pursuit,  which  was  continued 
anst  &ve  miles  of  this  difSicult  country,  was  at  last 
siY«Q  over,  owing  to  the  distressed  state  of  the 
norses,  the  rebels  were  so  thoroughly  dispersed 
that  I  do  not  think  that  a  body  of  more  than  three 
or  four  men  was  in  existence  in  any  part  of  the 
field,  and  certainly  not  one  remained  in  sight. 

7.  It  was  impossible  to  say  accurately  what  was 
the  actual  loss  of  the  enemy,  but,  judging  from  the 
nunber  of  bodies  lying  about,  I  should  say  there 
must  have  been  at  least  fifty  killed  in  the  pursuit 
only,  and  many  were  doubtless  killed  or  wounded 
by  the  well-directed  fire  of  the  Enfield  rifies  of 
the  grenadiers  of  the  drd  Madras  European 
B^^imentb 

.  8.  The  jungles  in  the  vicinity  of  Imleepanee 
vere  strewed  with  arms  and  property  of  all  kinds, 
sad  tattoos  and  camels  were  straying  about  in 
every  direction.  These  circumstances  will  show 
how  thoroughly  the  rebels  had  been  surprised  and 
Seated.  From  one  of  the  bodies  lying  on  the 
field,  jewels  worth  upwards  of  2,000  rupees  were 
taken  by  some  of  the  troops,  and  it  was  afterwards 
Bsoortained  from  prisoners  that  the  owner's  name 
^ntt  Heera  Singh,  formerly  Subadar  of  the  Kotah 
Contingrent,  and  performing  at  the  time  the 
functions  of  a  military  commander  of  the  rebels 
voider  Muckooud  Singh. 

9.  The  enemy  numbered  about  800,  of  whom 
100  were  said  to  be  cavalry,  belonging  formerly 
to  the  Lucknow  Contingent ;  and  the  infantry 
consisted  chiefly  of  Gwalior  and  Kotah  Contingent 
mutineerBL

10.  The  bloir  thus  stFUck  at  the  rebels  wiB 
show  them  at  all  events  that,  neither  in  dense 
jungles  nor  in  steep  rocks^  are  they  safe  from  the 
attack  of  Briti^  troops.  The  efiect  of  it  on  the 
minds  of  the  people  in  this  neighbourhood  is  oer- 
tainlj  that  of  instilling  confidence,  for,  whereas 
before  the  action  I  conld  gain  but  little  orii0 
information  of  the  movements  of  the  rebels^  this  is 
now  volunteered  on  all  sides. 

11.  The  conduct  of  the  whole  of  the  troops 
during  the  action  was  admirable. 

The  eager  and  rapid  advEmoe  of  the  grenadiers  of 
the  Brd  Madras  Eun^^ean  Regiment  to  the  attack 
was  perhaps  the  first  thing  to  strike  dismay  into 
the  enemy's  ranks.  The  bearing  of  the  men  ci  this 
fine  company  was  most  praiseworthy. 

The  two  companies  of  the  1st  Madras  Native 
Infantiy  emulated  the  excellent  example  set  them 
by  their  European  comrades  in  their  eagerness  to 
encounter  the  enemy. 

The  men  of  the  2nd  Sikh  Irr^ular  Gavaliy  also 
did  their  duty  most  gallantly,  galloping  over  rocks 
and  through  dense  thorny  jimgle,  that  few  under 
ordinary  circumstances  would  have  ventured  at  a 
walk.  In  all  parts  of  the  field  they  engaged  the 
enemy  in  desperate  hand-to-hand  conflicts^  and 
suffered  none  to  escape  who  once  came  within 
their  reach. 

12.  I  am  exceedingly  indebted  to  the  whole  of 
the  officers  of  the  detachment  for  their  efficient 
support. 

Lieutenant  Johnstone,  1st  Madras  Native  In- 
fentry,  my  second  in  command,  ably  commanded 
the  infantry  column,  whenever  my  presence  was 
elsewhere  required. 

Lieutenant  Hunt,  3rd  Madras  European  Regi- 
ment, in  command  of  his  grenadiers,  showed  hin^ 
self  a  most  efficient  officer  and  was  foremost  when 
leading  his  men  to  the  attack. 
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Lieutenant  Taylor,  Ist  Madras  Native  In&ntxy, 
and  lieateuaat  Graham,  3rd  Madras  Earopean 
Eegimeni,  excellexitly  supported  their  respeotiYe 
oonmiaiidmg  officers. 

To  A  wBHtaTit-Siirgeon  J.  Brake,  MD.  2iid  Sikh 
Iiregnlar  Cavalry,  my  particular  obligations  are 
dne^  lor  the  zealous  and.  devoted  manner  in  which 
he  performed  the  medical  duties  of  the  detach- 
ment ;  under  a  heavy  fire  I  observed  him  attend- 
to  the  cure  and  comfort  of  the  wounded. 

13.  I  venture  to  revest  that  Colonel  Apthorp 
will  be  pleased  to  recommend  Naib  Ressaldar  Khan 
^ngh,  of  the  2nd  Sikb  Irregular  Cavahy,  for  the 
Order  of  Merit,  for  oonapicuous  gallantry  in  the 
fidd.  Under  my  own  observation,  he  attacked 
and  cut  down  three  of  the  enemy,  all  of  whom 
fwight  with  much  determination.  His  own  horse 
has  been  rend^*ed  useless  from  woimds.  Other 
men  of  the  troop  behaved  as  well  as  the  Naib  Sea- 
flsldar,  but  I  am  aware  of  the  impossibility  of  an 
extensive  grant  of  this  much-prized  distinction, 
and  I  therefore  make  one  nomination  only. 

14.  I  respectfully  solicit  also  that  Colonel  Ap- 
thoq)  will  be  pleaa^  to  bring  the  services  of  the 
troops  under  my  command  to  the  &vourable 
notice  of  Major-General  Whitlock,  eommanding 
the  division.

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen^ 

WE  are  commanded  by  Her  Majesty  to  release 
yoa  from  further  attendance  in  Parliament; 
and  at  the  same  time  to  convey  to  you  Her 
Majesty's  acknowledgments  for  the  zeal  and 
assiduity  with  which  you  have  applied  yourselves 
to  the  performance  of  your  important  duties 
during  the  session  of  Parliament  now  about  to 
close. 

Various  circumstances  which  occasioned  inter- 
ruptions in  the  usual  course  of  business,  prevented 
the  completion  of  important  measures  which  Her 
M^esty  pointed  out  to  the  attention  of  Her 
Parliament  in  the  beginning  of  the  present  year  ; 
but  Her  Majesty  trusts  that  those  matters  will  be 
taken  into  your  earnest  consideration  at  an  early 
period  of  your  next  session. 

The  war  which  had  broken  out  in  Northern 
Italy  having  been  brought  to  a  close  by  the  peace 
of  Villafranca,  overtures  have  been  made  to  Her 
Majesty  with  a  view  to  ascertain  whether,  if  Con- 
ferences should  be  held  by  the  G-reat  Powers  of 
Europe,  for  the  purpose  of  settling  arrangements 
connected  with  the  present  state  and  future  con- 
dition of  Italy,  a  Plenipotentiary  would  be  sent  by 
Her  Majesty  to  assist  at  such  Conferences ;  but 
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ETer  Majestj  has  not  yet  received  the  information 
necessary  to  enable  Her  to  decide  whether  Her 
Majesty  may  think  fit  to  take  part  in  any  such 
Q^tiations. 

Her  Majesty  would  rejoice  to  find  Herself  able 
to  contribute  to  the  establishment  of  arrangements 
calculated  to  place  the  general  peace  on  satisfactory 
and  lasting  foundations. 

Her  Majesty,  in  accordance  with  the  stipula- 
tions of  the  Treaty  of  Tiensing,  has  instructed 
Her  Plenipotentiary  in  China  to  repair  to  the  Im- 
perial Court  at  Pdein ;  and  Her  Miyesty  trusts 
that  such  direct  communication  with  the  Imperial 
GrOTemment  will  have  a  beneficial  efiect  upon  the 
relations  between  the  two  countries. 

Her  Majesty  commands  us  to  inform  you,  that 
She  looks  forward  with  confidence  to  the  continued 
nudntenance  of  those  friendly  relations  which  so 
happily  subsist  between  Her  Majesty  and  all 
foreign  powers  and  states. 

Her  Majesty  is  glad  to  be  able  to  congratulate 
jou  OD  the  complete  restoration  of  tranquillity  in 
Her  Indian  Dominions. 

It  will  be  Her  earnest  endeavour  to  promote 
their  internal  improvement,  and  to  obliterate  the 
traces  of  those  confiicts  which  Her  Majesty  wit- 
nessed with  such  deep  concern. 

The  financial  arrangements  of  that  portion  of 
Her  Majesty's  empire  will  continue  to  engage  Her 
Majesty's  serioos  attention. 

Her  Majesty  has  had  much  satisfaction  in  giving 
Her  assent  to  the  Bills  which  you  presented  to 
Her  for  the  formation  of  a  naval  and  of  a  militaiy 
reserve  force.  A  complete  and  permanent  system 
of  national  defence  must  at  all  times  be  an  object 
of  paramount  importance. 
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Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  ComnumSy 
Her  Majesty  commands  as  to  convej  to  you 
Her  cordial  thanks  for  the  readiness  and  zeal  with 
which  you  have  provided  the  necessary  supplies 
for  the  service  of  the  year.

Decbbbs  :— 

Art  L«->The  capacity  or  burthen  both  of  sail- 
ing and  steam  vessels,  whether  national  or  foreign, 
shall  in  future  be  reckoned  in  tons,  their  dimeii*

ject of  this  Oar  Commission,  and  to  enquire  of 
and  conoeming  the  premises  by  all  other  lawful 
wajs  and  means  whatsoever. 

And  We  do,  bj  these  presents^  will  and  ordain, 
that  this  Our  Commission  shall  continue  in  full 
force  and  virtue,  and  that  jou.

In  accordance  with  the  Ukase  of  His  Imperial 
Majesty,  the  Senate  gave  hearing  to  the  Report  of 
the  Minister  of  Finance,  dated  the  19th  June> 
1859,  No.  9386,  to  which  is  annexed  a  copy  of 
the  opinion  of  the  Council  of  State  (confirmed  by^ 
His  Migesty  on  the  16th  of  June  last),  respecting 
the  reduction  of  import  duty  on  foreign,  wrought, 
and  cast  iron.  In  the  said  opinion  of  the  Council 
of  State,  it  is  stated : — The  Council  of  State,  in 
the  Department  of  Economy,  at  the  Greneral 
Meeting,  at  its  Greneral  Meeting  having  considered 
the  proposal  of  the  Minister  of  Finance  respecting 
the  reduction  of  import  duty  on  foreign,  wrought,

FOB  the  information  of  Brigadier  Horsford, 
C.B.,  commanding  Field  Force,   Trans  Gogra, 

1  have  the  honour  to  make  the  following  report. 
On  arrival  at  Rumwarpore  yesterday,  I  at  once 
directed  the  Oude  Police  Sowars  to  proceed  at  a 
imart  pace  towards  Durzie  Gown,  bearing  S.S.W. 
to  reconnoitre  and  gain  information  of  the  move* 
ment  of  Gojadhur  Sing's  Force,  that  had  moved 
in  that  direction  from  this  on  the  11th  instant,  at 

2  pjc.,  tlie  Sowars  returned  with  a  Zimindar  from 
the  direction  of  Durzie  Gown,  who  reported  to 
me  that  the  rebels  were  near  there  and  about 
three  coss  distant,  and  numerically  strong.  I 
marched  the  column  without  delay,  leaving  a 
standing  camp,  protected  by  100  rank  and  file 
Moradabad  Levy.  The  distance  proved  to  be 
beyond  what  I  had  been  informed,  and  the  co« 
lomn  did  not  reach  the  Gonda  and  Fyzabad  Boad 
till  5\  P.M.  I  halted  the  column  and  moved 
forward  with  Sowars,  to  observe  their  position  and 
to  examine  the  country.  The  rebels  were  reported 
to  be  about  3,000  infantry  and  400  cavalry,  and 
I  saw  them  scattered  in  all  directions,  the  migoritfr 
of  them  clustered  together  and  protected  by  jungle 
tnd  the  ^'  Tjrree  **  River.  I  was  informed  that  I 
eoold  only  get  my  artillery  near  them  by  moving 
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along  the  road  towards  Fjzabad,  and  breaking  off* 
to  the  right  when  clear  of  the  jungle  and  river.  I 
pushed  on  mj  guns  accordinglj,  supported  bj  lat 
Company  Rifle  Brigade,  1st  Company  Pnnjaub 
Infantry  and  25  Sowars,  and  placed  this  portion 
of  my  force  under  the  charge  of  Captain  Free- 
mantle,  Bifle  Brigade,  and  2nd  in  command  on 
the  field,  conceiving  that  my  presence  would  be 
much  required  with  the  Moradabad  Levy.  I 
advanced  the  levy,  flanked  by  Police  Sowars,  to 
within  300  yards  of  the  jungle,  halted  and  galloped 
forward  to  take  a  glance  at  the  nature  of  the 
jungle,  and  observed  the  jungle  dotted  with  the 
febels,  armed  with  the  ordinary  musket  and  bayo- 
net, and  under  cover,  and  sections  here  and  there. 
Returning  sp)eedily  I  advanced  a  line  of  skir- 
mishers consisting  of  four  companies,  with  the 
same  strength  in  support :  the  rebels  were 
firing  during  this  interval  when  the  skirmishers 
pressed  forward,  cleared  the  jungle  and  drove 
the  rebels  across  the  river,  which  was  knee  deep 
at  that  part,  which  they  had  made  for,  with 
the  object  of  crossing.  The  evening  being  now 
far  advanced,  and  darkness  gradually  commencing, 
I  retired  my  skirmishers  without  any  man  being 
touched.  Withdravring  to  the  road,  I  threw  out 
a  chain  of  sentries  and  picquets  to  protect  the 
guns  and  supports  on  their  return  along  the  Fyza- 
bad  Road  towards  Gonda. 

I  beg  to  forward,  enclosed,  a  report  from  Cap- 
tain Fremantle,  2nd  Rifle  Brigade.  My  best 
thanks  are  due  to  that  oflUcer,  as  well  as  the 
officers  in  command  of  the  separate  detachments 
and  the  men  under  them.  I  am  also  indebted  to 
Assistant-Commissioner  King,  accompanying  the 
column,  and  my  thanks  are  due  to  him,  for  his 
assistance  given. 

I  have  the  satisfaction  of  bringing  to  the  Bri- 
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gftdier's  notice  the  verj  steady  behavioar  of  the 
Moradabad  Levy,  who  did  their  work  well,  and  I 
would  beg  expressly  to  mention,  it  was  the  first 
time  the  levy  has  been  nnder  fire. 

Ensign  and  Adjutant  Gill,  Moradabad  Levy, 
I  would  wish  particularly  to  bring  to  the  Brigar 
dier's  notice,  who,  though  in  a  very  weak  state 
from  sickness,  accompanied  the  column  and  ren- 
dered me  every  assistance. 

I  attach  a  casualty  retnm,  which  is  small ;  the 
enemy  must  have  suffered,  yet  I  am  unable  to  say 
to  what  extent,  owing  to  darkness  overtaking  us. 

I  have  omitted  mentioning  the  force  I 
marched  from  camp  with,  and  I  herewith  enter  it 
in  the  margin.* 

The  column  returned  to  camp  at  midnight,  being 
nine  hours  nnder  arms.

I  followed  the  Fjzabad  Road  for  a  mile  and  a 
half  after  leaving  your  force,  and  then  turned  to 
my  right  through  a  very  dense  jungle.  I  pushed 
on  the  Punjaub  Rifles  in  front  of  the  guns  ;  bat 
owing  to  the  darkness,  which  was  fast  coming  on, 
and  the  excessive  badness  of  the  road,  I  made  but 
alow  progress.  After  proceeding  about  three 
quarters  of  a  mile  the  ground  became  more  open, 
through  the  plain  was  surrounded  by  jungle  on 
all  sides. 

At  Si  P.M.,  I  saw  a  rebel  vidette  on  the  top  of  a 
hill,  and  had  just  ordered  the  Puigaub  Rifles  to 
form  company,  when  the  rebels  opened  fire  upon 
us  from  the  bushes  on  the  top  of  the  hill  at  a  dia* 
tance  of  40  yards. 

Upon  the  first  shot  being  fired,  the  Oude  Polioa 
Cavalry  turned   round  and  ran  away,  carrying

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mway  a  section  of  the  Ptinjaub  Rifles,  and  creating 
some  confusion. 

I  ordered  the  Punjaub  Rifles  to  move  to  the 
lefty  and  a  section  of  the  Rifle  Brigade  to  the  right 
of  the  guns,  which  opened  fire  with  grape  at  this 
short  range  and  in  a  few  minutes  completely 
silenced  the  rebels*  fire.  I  few  advance  to  the 
top  of  the  hill,  where  I  found  their  camp,  but  no 
men  were  to  be  seen.  I  did  not  think  it  advisable 
to  follow  them,  as  it  was  now  quite  dark,  the  moon 
being  completely  hidden  by  clouds,  and  the  jungle 
very  dense. 

I  returned  by  a  different  road,  making  a  long 
detour  to  avoid  the  jungle. 

The  troops  behaved  remarkably  well ;  and  I  beg 
especially  to  bring  to  your  notice  the  great  steadi- 
ness showed  by  the  Horse  Artillery  in  a  trying 
moment,  when  the  Oude  Police  Cavalry  retired  so 
precipitately  and  broke  through  them. 

I  received  every  assistance  from  officers  com- 
manding detachments,  viz..  Lieutenant  Robinson, 
Horse  Artillery,  who  brought  his  gun  into  action 
with  great  gallantry,  and  set  an  example  of  cool 
bravery,  which  was  well  followed  by  his  men* 
Lieutenant  Browne,  5th  Punjaub  Rifles,  whose 
horse  was  wounded,  and  Ensign  Myen^  Rifle 
Brigade. 

I  was  much  indebted  to  Mr.  King^  Assistant 
Commissioner,  who  made  himself  most  useful 
during  the  skirmish,  and  after  it  was  over,  in 
obtaining  guides  to  lead  us  out  of  the  jungle  by 
which  we  were  surrounded.

1  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  infor- 
mation of  Major-Greneral  Sir  Hope  Grant,  K.C.B^, 
commanding  Oude  Division,  that  having  received 
intelligence  of  the  movement  of  a  body  of  rebels 
of  between  2000  and  8000  in  number  to  the 
westward,  with  a  view  to  cross  the  Kowreealla 
Biver  and  enter  the  Ehyryghur  jungles,  I  assem- 
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bled  the  force  named  in  the  margin,*  at  Nanpara, 
and  proceeded  to  endeavour  to  prevent  the  enemy 
from  carrying  out  hia  intentions* 

I  had  previously  ascertained  that  all  the  boats 
on  the  Kowreealla  had  been  withdrawn  by  the 
police  on  the  right  bank  of  that  river,  and  was 
therefore  aware,  that  from  its  depth  and  width,  if 
time  was  not  given  the  rebels  to  constract  rafts, 
they  could  not  cross. 

Mj  object  being  to  prevent  the  enemy  from 
breaking  to  the  southward,  I  marched  to  the 
Gurwa  River  (between  which  and  the  Kowreella 
Biver  the  rebels  were  reported  to  be)  in  a  north- 
westwardly direction,  leaving  Pudnaha  on  my 
right ;  this  led  me  through  a  track  of  dense  forest, 
and  over  very  difficult  ground ;  but  with  the  assist- 
ance of  bildars  to  prepare  the  way  for  the  guns, 
all  obstacles  were  overcome,  and  I  succeeded  in 
reaching  the  left  bank  of  the  Gurwa  River  on  tLe 
26th  instant  at  8  A.if .,  having  left  my  last  encamp- 
ment at  3  A.M. 

I  here  ascertained  that  the  enemy,  in  perfect 
ignorance  of  our  approach,  were  assembled  be- 
tween the  Gurwa  and  Kowreealla  Rivers,  and  as 
my  object,  as  I  have  previously  stated,  was  to 
prevent  them  from  breaking  to  the  southward,  I 
detached  a  body  of  cavalry  to  the  only  ford  in 
that  direction  by  which  they  could  cross,  and  I 
passed  the  Gurwa  with  my  force,  and  so  disposed 
it  as  to  cover  as  much  ground  as  possible  with  the 
purpose  of  driving  the  enemy  into  the  apex  of 
the  triangle  formed  by  the  two  rivers. 

The  main  body  of  the  cavalry  were  moved  con-

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aidenUy  to  the  right  to  endeavour  to  dose  the 
ooij  line  of  retreat  open  to  the  enemj,  dne  north, 
bat  unfortunately  the  denseness  of  the  jungle 
pcerented  the  caTalry  from  acting  quite  as  I  in- 
tsiided.  Tbejy  however,  succeeded  in  cutting  up 
many  stragglers. 

My  advance  with  the  infantry  and  guns  waa  a 
perfect  surprise  to  the  enemy,  who  offered  but 
little  resistance  I  but  here,  again,  the  jun^e 
favoured  their  retreat,  however  upwards  of  200 
were  killed  during  the  day. 

The  greater  part  of  the  rebels  fled  to  the  north- 
ward, but  a  small  force  of  cavalry  aud  infantry 
were  driven  into  the  jungle,  near  the  junction  of 
the  two  rivers. 

As  soon  as  the  troops  had  somewhat  rested^ 
af^  a  severe  day's  work,  and  the  great  heat  of 
the  day  had  passed,  I  proceeded  to  clear  this 
jungle ;  in  the  meantime,  however,  a  body  of 
abont  40  sowars  dashed  across  the  open  from  this 
jungle,  as  their  only  means  of  escape,  hut  of  these 
only  three  got  away. 

The  infantry  went  through  the  jungle  and  de- 
stroyed a  few  of  the  enemy,  but  from  arms  of  all 
descriptions  picked  up,  it  was  conjectured  that  the 
rd>els  must  have  swam  across  into  the  jungles  on 
the  opposite  banks  of  the  river. 

It  is  now  stated  that  Oomrow  Sing  has  but 
very  few  followers  with  him,  his  force  having 
dimrsed  and  gone  towards  the  hills. 

i)oring  these  operations,  the  troops  have  made 
long  and  fatiguing  marches  through  a  country 
covered  with  forest  and  traversed  by  several 
rivers ;  on  the  25th  they  were  under  arms  from 
2  A.1C  until  8  P.M.,  but  both  their  health  and  spirit 
have  been  excellent.  I  have  received  every  sad 
fiEom  Colonel  Hill,  C.B.,  2nd  Battalion  Rifle  Bri- 
gade, commanding  the  in&ntry;  from  Majors 
1859.  6  D 
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Moir,  C.B.,  Bengal  Horse  Artillery,  and  Hughes, 
1st  Fanjaub  Cavalry,  the  former  commanding  the 
artillery,  the  latter  the  cavalry.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report  for  the  infor* 
mation  of  Brigadier  A.  Horsford,  C.B.,  command- 
ing, that  yesterday  while  Captain  Grant,  Com* 
maodant   1st   Regiment    Hodson's    Horse,    was

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patroUiDg  between  this  and  Khnlkaloa  Glia^  on 
the  right  bank  of  the  Baptee,  we  heard  of  a  bod  j 
of  rebela  (said  to  be  200  in  nnmber),  being 
located  about  eight  miles  to  the  west  of  mj  camp. 
On  receiTing  this  information,  about  12  noon,  a 
party,  100  of  Her  M^esty's  53rd,  200  1st  S^^* 
ment  of  Seikhs,  and  the  cayalrj  present  in  camp 
were  at  once  got  ready,  and  we  went  in  pursuit. 
We  came  upon  tiiem  on  the  edge  of  the  Nanpara 
jungle,  when  in  the  course  of  a  pursuit  of  some 
fiye  miles,  14  of  the  rebeb  were  oyertaken  and 
shot* 

My  party  entered  the  jungle  in  skirmishing 
order,  but  from  its  denseness,  and  the  difficulty  of 
passing  through  it,  owing  to  the  great  quantity 
of  thorny  underwood,  the  skirmishers  soon  got 
into  detached  and  independent  parties. 

I  am  informed  by  Mr.  R.  M.  King,  of  the 
Civil  Seirice,  that  these  rebels,  who  are  straggHng 
parties  of  Gujadur  Singes  Force,  hare  made  west- 
ward. Ano^er  party  of  some  250  went  last 
night  from  near  Khwftaloa  Ghat  to  the  Churda 
jangles. 

I  am  much  indebted  to  Mr.  King  for  the  info^ 
mation  he  has  given  with  regard  to  the  move- 
ments of  the  rebels,  and  his  persond  assistance  in 
accompanying  me  during  my  recent  tours. 

My  best  thanks  are  due  to  all  who  accompanied 
me,  (the  fatigues  of  the  day  being  great,  and  die 
^stance  marched  not  less  Ihan  17  or  18  miles), 
but  more  especially  to  Captain  Cox,  Lieolenaot

Camp  Balapore  TaU 
Sib,  May  5,  1859. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  infor- 
mation of  Brigadier  A.  Horsford,  C.B.,  that, 
having  heard  on  the  2nd  instant  from  Mr.  As- 
sistant Commissioner  King,  that  a  body  of  rebels 
were  in  the  juDgle,  east  of  Bhinga^  I  crossed  the 
Raptee^  at  Eukra  Ghat,  on  the  following  morning, 
and  proceeded  through  the  jungle,  in  the  direction 
of  Musha,  encamping  about  four  miles  south-west 
of  that  place  at  1 1  a.h. 

Here,  while  pitching  my  camp,*  I  was  informed 
that  some  of  the  enemy's  videttes  had  been  seen 
on  the  edge  of  the  jungle.  I  immediately  sent  off 
spies  to  bring  correct  information  of  their  position  ; 
but  the  men  did  not-  return -till  betwe^  four  and 
five  o'clock,  P.M.,  and  their  only  information  then 
was,  that  they  had  all  gone  westward  through  the 
jungle.  On  learning  this,  I  direx^ted  Captain 
Grant,  Commandant  Ist  Regiment  Hodson's  Horse, 
to  send  out  a  small  patrol,  and  to  follow  himself 
with  the  rest  of  the  cavalry,  and  watch  the  move- 
ment  of  the  enemy  during  the  night. 

Lieutenant  Anderson  (Brigade-Major  to  Hod- 
f^on's  Horse)»  the  officer  in  command  of  the  patrol, 
came  upon  the  rebels,  800  in  number,  about  five 
miles  from  the  camp,  and  was  received  by  a  volley 
of  musketry.  As  the  patrol  had  no  fire-arms,  and 
were  a  small  party,  they  returned  to  camp.  On 
the  morning  of  the  4  th  I  started  in  pursuit,  and 
followed  them  with  the* column  as  far  as  Balkpoor 
Tal,  where  I  was  informed  they  had  taken  to  the 
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jungle,  with  the  view  of  making  the  Corunnea 
Sota  en  route  for  Sonar. 

I  encamped  at  Balapoor  about  10  a.m.,  and 
marched  again  between  12  and  1  o'clock  p.m., 
with  the  force  aa  per  margin,*  towards  the  Corun- 
nea Sota,  where,  from  information  obtained  from 
Captain  Grant,  I  had  every  reason  to  suppose 
that  I  should  overtake  the  enemy. 

After  a  very  hot  and  fatiguing  march  of  four- 
teen  miles,  six  of  which  lay  through  a  dense  jungle, 
the  rest  over  hills  and  through  deep  and  narrow 
ravines,  we  came  upon  their  outlying  picket  and 
attacked  it,  killing  three  of  them. 

As  the  signal  had  been  now  given  to  the  rest, 
I  well  knew  not  a  moment  was  to  be  lost.  I 
therefore  pushed  on  with  all  possible  speed,  and 
after  following  the  path  for  about  four  miles  over 
hillocks,  through  ravines  and  thick  jungle,  and 
meeting  detached  parties  numbering  in  all  some 
700  or  800  men,  I  came  on  debouching  into  the 
▼alley,  upon  the  main  body,  then  in  full  flight 
over  the  plain  and  thrpugh  the  jungle  on  our 
right,  but  now  out  of  musket  range. 

As  the  evening  was  fast  closing  in,  and  their 
numbers  were  greater  than  I  had  anticipated,  I 
thought  it  prudent  to  halt  and  bivouac  here  for 
the  night ;  placing  the  men  under  a  fair  shelter 
of  some  cowsheds,  and  taking  all  necessary  pre- 
cantions  to  guard  the  camp  against  surprise. 

In  the  course  of  pursuit  we  killed  from  25  to  30 
men,  besides  capturing  a  quantity  of  camp  bag- 
gage, fire-arms,  and  tattoos. 

The  only  casualty  on  our  side  was,  that  one 
man,  1st  Sikh  Infantry,  received  a  slight  bayonet 
wound. 

I  regret  to  say,  that  during  a  false  alarm  in  the

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nighty  occasioned  by  a  herd  of  bufialoea  ntthing 
towards  our  camp,  one  man,  1st  Silch  Infiuktrjt 
and  two  Ka^ars,  were  sererelj  wounded  bj  the 
discharge  of  fire-arms  by  some  men  of  my  fwr^, 
who  suddenly  awaked,  fired  in  the  directioit  ef 
the  rush. 

I  have  to  thank  Captain  Walter,  eommao^iitg 
left  wing,  Her  Mfgesty's  53rd  Regiment,  who 
accompanied  me  on  this  occasion,  leading  the 
oolamn  in  the  latter  part  of  the  evening,  abo 
Lieutenant  Bell  and  Dr.  Ashton,  of  the  same 
corps,  and  Lieutenant  Uawin,  1st  Sikh  Influitry. 

i  beg  especially  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
Brigadier  commanding,  the  services  of  Captain 
Grant. 

This  officer,  though  already  having  been  eighth 
teen  hours  in  the  saddle,  volunteered  to  serve  in 
this  expedition,  and  point  out  the  position  of  the 
rebels  whom  he  had  traced  on  the  previous  night 
to  the  foot  of  the  pass. 

Also  Lieutenant  Eyre,  Her  Mijesty's  68rd 
Regiment,  my  Detachment  Sta£^  whose  exertions 
on  this  occasion  were  most  praiseworthy. 

I  have  again  to  thank  Mr.  R.  M.  King,  Aadst- 
ant  Commissioner,  who  was  forward  in  the  whole 
business,  and  acted  as  my  extra  orderly  c^lcsr. 
Amongst  the  native  force,  I  beg  particularly  to 
mention  Lall  Singh,  1st  Sepoy,  Gi^eaadier  Com* 
pany,  and  Mahomed  Ally  Havildar,  and  Peer 
Bukdi  S€f>oy,  both  of  Light  C<Mnpany.  These 
three  men,  idl  of  1st  Sikh  Infantry,  were  first  mp 
and  attacked  the  picket. 

Having  sent  directions  for  provisions  to  be 
forwarded  to  the  foot  of  the  range  of  hills  for 
camp,  I  marched  on  the  foUowing  morning  by  the 
same  route  which  I  had  traversed  the  previous 
day  to  my  camp  at  Balapoor,  which  I  reached 
at  10  JuM. 
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A  prisoner  taken  on  my  i^tnrn  informed  me 
thai  the  foree  I  had  pursned  wai  the  Nasserabad 
Rigade,  nnder  Debi  Singh,  and  nambered  not 
hm  than  1600  men.  Oar  preTioas  infonnatioit

I  oonaider  that  the  effbet  on  the  rebels  will  be 
flMMt  beneileiai  as  showing  tliem  that  erossing  the 
Ulk  and  getting  into  the  rarines  and  jangle  on 
the  other  side  will  not  afford  them  that  seeority 
iriuch  thej  have  hitherto  relied  on.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report  to  yon  the 
ptoceodings  of  the  reconnaissance  which  yon 
ordered  me  to  make  on  the  evening  of  the  3rd 
instant. 

Leaving  yonr  camp  at  7^  pjc.,  I  proceeded  in 
k  north-east  direction,  skirting  tlie  j  angle  to  the 
villages  of  Hanipore,  eight  miles.  Leaving  the 
tillsges  of  Hanipore  on  oar  right,  we  prcK^eded 
six  miles  farther,  taking  a  1^  nearly  in  the 
tentte  of  the  two  belts  of  jangle.  Anivedattha 
tillage  of  Neortivea,  we  heaM  news  of  a  body  of 
rebels,  said  to  be  2000  strong,  who  were  at  a  povel 
(Tal)  near  the  village  of  Balapore,  aboot  four 
a&s  in  oar  front.  I  at  first  thonght  of  attacking 
them  at  once,  bat  having  with  me  only  120 
fiowan,  of  wl»am  not  nmre  than  18  were  armed 
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with  fire-arms  of  any  description,  and  these  so 
inadequately  supplied  with  ammunition  as  not  to 
have  more  than  one  or  at  most  two  rounds  in 
possession  for  each  weapon.  It  being  moreover 
pitch  dark,  and  none  of  us  being  in  the  least 
acquainted  with  the  country,  I  decided  on  bivou* 
aoking  where  I  was  until  daylight,  and  sent  an 
express  off  to  you  at  once,  acquainting  you  with 
the  intelligence  I  had  received  concerning  the 
position  of  the  enemy.  During  the  night  my 
picquets  captured  all  who  approached.  Most  of 
them  were  villagers  running  away  themselves 
from  the  enemy,  and  these  I  discharged  in  the 
morning,  one  man  however  confessed  himself  to 
belong  to  the  rebel  ranks,  and  as  he  had  a  British 
officer's  regulation  sword  in  his  possession,  1 
directed  him  to  be  disposed  of  at  once. 

At  the  dawn  of  day,  we  started  at  once  and 
found  traces  of  the  enemy  at  Balapoor  Ehal ;  ad- 
vancing rapidly  at  a  trot,  we  must  have  entered 
the  jungle  in  our  front  shortly  after  they  had 
done  so.  Here,  however,  as  we  afterwards  ascer- 
tained, they  had  turned  off  to  the  north-east  to* 
wards  Kalapoorwah,  whilst  we  crossed  their  rear 
and  proceeded  straight  on  Bhojpoor ;  my  object 
being  to  get  to  the  end  of  the  jungles  before  they 
did,  and  either  to  prevent  them  advancing  into 
the  plain  or  to  cut  them  up  if  they  did  so.  At 
Bhojpoor,  where  both  belts  of  jungle  meet  and 
end,  we  could  hear  no  accounts  of  the  enemy,  but 
seeing  a  very  suspicious  looking  body  of  men  of 
about  30  sowars  and  140  foot  on  the  plain,  who 
retreated  precipitately  at  our  approach,  we  gave 
chase  and  pursued  them  to  Muttea  before  we  dis- 
covered that  they  were  a  body  of  Jesailchees  and 
police  sowars  who  had  been  invited  to  co-operate 
with  us  from  Kulknlla. 
.    Taking  our.  new  friends  with  us»  and  having 
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evidently  oyerron  the  scent  of  our  proper  enemies, 
we  retamed  through  the  north-east  belt  of  jungle, 
keeping  as  close  as  we  could  to  the  foot  of  the 
moontainsy  we  passed  two  tracks  leading  towards 
the  Koronia  Sota,  at  both  of  which  I  left  a  picquet 
of  aowarsy  and  at  length  on  arriving  near  Gigdee, 
beard  that  the  rebels,  whose  numbers  were  vari* 
oualj  stated  at  from  1000  to  2000,  had  nn- 
doubtedlj  taken  the  road  to  the  Sonar  Valley^ 
crossing  the  Dundua  Mountain  by  the  Pass  of 
Koronia  Sota,  the  main  path  towards  which 
enters  the  jungle  nearly  at  the  back  (or  north- 
east) of  the  vilkge  of  Gigelee.  With  this  infer* 
mation  I  returned  to  camp,  then  moved  to  Chick- 
enee,  leaving  the  picquets  I  had  placed  still 
standing,  one  at  Bhojpoor,  and  one  at  each  of  two 
pathways  leading  to  the  Pass  of  Koronia  Sota 
before  mentioned.

•  J  HAVE  the  honour  to  forward  duplicate  of 
latter  portion  of  copy  of  my  report  of  operations 
before  Gwalio?  on  17th  of  June,  1858,  the  original 
of  which  appears  to  have  miscarried  and  only  a 
copy  of  the  first  part  of  my  report  seems  to  have 
reached  the  Major-Grenerid,  then  in  command  of 
the  Rajpootana  Field  Force,  of  which  this  brigade 
formed  a  detached  portion. 

I  was  not  aware  of  the  miscarriage  of  this  latter 
portion  of  my  report,  until  I  saw  the  publication 
of  the  first  portion,  or  should  have  eig^lier  for- 
warded a  duplicate,  as  the  services  of  a  portion  of 
this  brigade  are  mentioned  in  this  latter  portion 
of  my  report,  which  I  am  most  anxious  to  bring 
to  the  notice  of  the  Major-General. 

I  also  take  this  opportunity  of  supplying  a  few 
omissions,  which  I  regret  to  say  occurred  in  my 
first  report.

IN  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  Major- 
Greneral  Sir  Hugh  Rose,  K.C.6.,  conveyed  to  me 
in  jour  note,  dated  Pacbesi,  lith  July,  that  I 
should  furnish  an  official  statement  of  all  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  charge  made  by  a  squadron  of 
the  8th  Hussars,  on  the  17th  of  June,  and  evidence 
should  be  officially  recorded. 

I  have  the  honour  to  state  that  on  the  afternoon 
of  the  17  th  June,  the  enemy  having  been  driven 
from  the  heights,  we  advanced  through  the  pass 
which  runs  by  the  large  canal  or  nullah,  in  the 
direction  of  Gwalior,  some  200  or  300  of  the 
enemy's  cavalry  being  formed  in  front  of  Gwalior. 
I  advanced  with  a  squadron  of  the  8th  Hussars, 
under  Captain  Heneage,  and  a  division  of  guns, 
under  Lieutenant  LeCocq,  Bombay  Artillery, 
into  the  open  ground  beyond  the  Pass,  leaving 
orders  that  a  company  of  the  10th  Hegiment 
Native  Infantry,  and  a  division  of  guns  under  an 
escort  of  gunners,  should  secure  the  mouth  of  the 
Pass,  and  a  squadron  of  the  Ist  Bombay  Lancers 
should  move  up  in  the  open  ground  in  support 

The  squadron  of  the  8th  Hussars  advanced  out 
of  the  Pass  in  file,  and  formed  line  at  a  gallop. 
After  advancing  about  300  yards,  I  ordered  the 
squadron  to  charge.  The  squadron  then  charged, 
broke  the  enemy,  and  pursuing  them  closely, 
entered  their  own  camp  ^ilong  with  them.  The 
camp  was  soon  cleared,  and  the  8th  followed  the 
fugitives,  now  increased  by  large  numbers  of 
panic-stxicken  infantry,  from  the  camp  into  the 
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ground  beyoDd,  and  never  stopped  until  all  who 
remained  had  taken  shelter  in  the  outakirts  of  Uie 
town  itself. 

In  so  doing  the  8th  took  five  guns,  cutting 
down  the  gunners,  the  Ranee  of  Jhansi  also  lost 
her  life  in  the  melde.  All  this  took  place  under  a 
heavy  fire  from  the  guns  of  the  fort,  and  fram 
several  field  guns  in  position  rourd  the  town,  and 
from  which  was  opened  a  converging  fire  upon 
the  squadron. 

During  the  charge.  Colonel  Raines,  of  Her 
Majesty's  95th  Regiment,  brought  up  a  portion  of 
his  regiment  and  took  up  a  position  on  the  left 
flank  of  Lieutenant  LeCocq's  division  of  guna  ;  I 
having  sent  him  an  order  to  that  effect  by  Comet 
Golds  worthy,  8  th  Hussars. 

I  shall  next  record  the  statement  of  Captain 
Heneage  who  commanded  the  squadron,  and  also 
some  evidences  collected  by  him  as  to  further 
particular  and  details." 

Statemeni  and   evidences  coUeeted   by   Captain 

JieneaffB, 

Captain  Heneage's  squadron  of  8th  Hussars 
was  ordered  by  Brigadier  Smith  to  attack  some 
200  or  300  of  the  enemy's  cavalry  who  were  threat* 
ening  our  guns.  They  advanced  out  of  the  Pass 
in  file  and  formed  line  at  a  gallop.  After  advan- 
cing some  300  yards  they  were  ordered  to  charge, 
which  they  did  and  were  upon  the  enemy  in  a 
moment,  many  of  whom  were  cut  down^  and  the 
rest  flew  towards  the  town  ;  the  ground  here  being 
very  rough  and  intersected  with  small  nullahs^ 
about  one-third  of  the  squadron  was  obliged  to 
diverge  to  the  right,  under  Lieutenant  Harding, 
the  remainder,  under  Captain  Heneage,  with  C^h 
tain  Poore  and  Lieutenant  Reiley,  going  a  little  to 
tiie  lefty  and  continuing  the  attack  came  shortly 
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into  the  midst  of  the  enemy's  canp,  where  they 
took  3  gunsy  cutting  down  the  gunners,  and  com- 
pletely clearing  the  camp  of  the  enemy's  troops, 
under  a  continuous  fire  from  the  guns  of  the  fort, 
and  small  field  guns  on  the  right  and  left.  After 
passing  through  the  camp,  and  crossing  the  road 
from  Gwalior  to  Moorar,  the  squadron  came  upon 
a  large  force  of  the  enemy's  cavalry  and  infantry, 
in  a  discffganized  mass,  who  were  trying  to  escape 
from  the  camp  into  the  fort  Many  of  them  made  a 
stand,  but  the  8th  never  slackened  their  pace,  and, 
dashing  into  the  midst  of  them,  cot  them  down 
by  scoresy  the  Ranee  of  Jhansi  being  amongst  the 
slain  ;  2  guns  were  taken  here. 

The  whole  of  the  ground  over  which  the 
charge  had  been  made  being  now  completely 
cleared  of  the  enemy.  Captain  Heneage  withdrew 
bis  squadron  at  an  easy  pace,  and  was  shortly 
joined  by  the  detachment  under  Lieutenant  Hard- 
ing, which  had  charged  through  the  right  of  the 
camp,  cutting  down  many  of  the  enemy's  gunners 
and  infantry,  and  had  taken  4  guns.  Lieutenant 
Harding  was  shot  at  by  a  dismounted  sowar,  who 
missed  him,  but  the  shot  struck  his  charger  in  the 
eye  and  completely  dt- stroyed  it.  He  was  attacked 
at  the  same  time  by  two  of  the  enemas  infantry, 
whom  he  cut  down  and  killed. 

Captain  Heneage,  then  halted  and  reformed 
his  squadron  in  front  of  the  supports  of  artillery, 
cavalry,  and  infantry,  which  had  meanwhile  come 
up,  and  was  then  ordered  by  Brigadier  Smith,  to 
form  his  men  in  single  rank  in  order  to  show  a 
large  fronl 

The  squadron  of  the  8th  being  then  formed  in 
sin^e  rank  on  the  right  fiank  of  artillery  and 
infantry,  the  squadron  of  lancers  in  fecond  line  we 
again  advanced  in  order  to  secure  the  enemy's 
guns  ;  after  that  Captain  Heneage  was  obliged  to 
1859.  6  E 
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relinqaish  tlie  command  of  the  squadron,  in  oon* 
sequence  of  the  heat  of  the  sun  and  great  exhaus- 
tion. Captain  Poore  assumed  the  command^  and 
remained  with  the  squadron  until  the  guns  were 
brought  away. 

Colonel  Hicks,  of  the  Bombaj  ArtiU^y, 
charged  with  the  squadron  through  the  camp, 
Lieutenant  Reily  upon  the  return  of  the  aquadron 
from  the  charge,  was  obliged  to  dismount  from  his 
horse  and  died  almost  immediately  from  the  effects 
of  the  sun  and  exhaustion.  Assistant* Surgeon 
Sheilock  charged  with  the  squadron,  was  wounded 
by  a  musket  ball  in  the  shoulder,  he  was  ready 
and  actire  in  affording  his  assistance  when  required. 

Comet  Groldsworthy  was  on  my  left,  and  in 
front  of  the  squadron,  when  preparing  to  chni^e, 
and  was  about  to  charge  with  them,  when  I,  in 
consequence  of  the  very  great  necessity  of  having 
support  up  quick,  ordered  him  to  go  back  and 
bring  up  the  horse  artillery  and  infantry,  to  a  spot 
which  I  had  pointed  out  to  him,  which  he  did;  this 
officer  gave  me  much  assistance,  both  on  the  17th 
and  19th,  in  carrying  my  orders  and  other  matters. 

Several  of  the  enemy's  guns  remained  in  oar 
possession  after  the  charge,  but  from  want  of 
horses  and  exhaustion  of  men,  only  two  could  be 
got  away,  and  it  was  only  through  the  exertion 
and  skill  of  Lieutenant  Le  Cocq,  and  the  men  of 
his  division  (the  right  division  of  the  drd  troop 
under  the  personal  superintendence  of  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Blake)  that  this  could  be  effected. 

One  of  the  enemy's  guns  had  a  limber  and  a 
pair  of  wheel  horses.  The  broken  harness  wms 
lashed  up  in  the  best  way  circumstances  would 
admit  of,  and  a  leading  pair  of  our  own  horses 
hooked  to  the  gun  was  sent  to  the  rear ;  the  wheel 
horses  were  got  to  move  with  great  difficulty, 
being  completely  done  up,  and  one  -severely 
wounded. 
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The  other  gun  had  no  limber,  but  Colonel 
Blake  having  taken  back  one  of  his  own  guns  to 
the  entrance  of  the  Pass,  left  the  gun  within  it, 
and  sending  back  the  limber,  the  enemj's  was 
hooked  on  it  and  brought  to  the  entrance  of  the 
Paas,  when  our  gun  was  lashed  to  the  muzale  and 
thus  drawn  off. 

These  operations  were  conducted  with  great 
coolness  and  steadiness^  under  four  cross  fires  from 
the  fort  and  guns  in  different  directions  on  the 
place. 

This  being  effected  and  seeing  the  enemj 
collecting  upon  our  flanks,  and  having  too  small  a 
force  at  mj  disposal  to  warrant  my  advancing 
farther  or  to  enable  me  to  hold  mj  position,  if  I 
had  done  so,  we  retired  across  the  plain  by  alter- 
nate squadrons  and  re-entering  the  Pass,  took  up 
a  position  for  the  night,  as  stated  in  mj  former 
r^ort  of  the  operations  during  the  17th.

should  have  been  *'  captured  from  the  enemy  by 
the  10th  Native  Infantry,**  which  I  was  not  cog- 
nizant of  when  I  addressed  you  on  the  proceedings 
of  that  day.

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I  am  informed  by  Lieutenant  Sexton,  to  whose 
charge  I  gave  one  of  the  captured  guns,  which 
was  afterwards  turned  on  the  rebels  and  alluded 
to  in  the  3rd  paragraph  of  the  same  report,  that 
he  received  great  assistance  from  Lieutenant  Bead, 
10th  Native  Infantry,  who  made  some  good  prac- 
tice in  pointing  and  6ring  the  said  gun.  I  there- 
fore  beg  to  bring  Lieutenant  Read's  name  to  your 
favourable  notice.

While  the  infantry  skirmishers  were  feeling  their 
way  through  the  Pass  leading  to  Gwalior,  their 
progress  was  checked  for  a  time  by  the  fire  of  two 
or  three  guns,  which  the  enemy  had  brought  into 
the  Pass.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Blake  therefore 
proposed  taking  a  division  of  his  guns  on  to  the 
heights  on  our  light,  which  was  accordingly  done 
and  the  result  was  most  successful ;  by  firing  at 
low  elevation,  round  shot  and  shrapnell  were 
dropped  on  the  enemy's  guns  near,  obliging  them 
to  retire  precipitately  to  another  position,  and  by 
thus  advancing  and  coming  into  action  on  every 
occasion  of  their  making  a  stand,  they  were  at 
length  fairly  driven  out  of  the  Pass,  which  was 
thus  made  clear  for  the  advance  of  our  force.

Sir, 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  forward  the  sobjoined 
report  of  the  operations  carried  out  jeaterdaj 
against  the  rebels  in  the  Kurwania  Sota  bj  the 
force  under  my  command. 

Agreeably  with  your  ordersy  based  upon  inlbr- 
mation  brought  to  yon  during  the  nigbt,  I  pro- 
ceeded early  yesterday  morning  to  Elhulkulla 
(twelre  miles),  and  thence  moved,  with  the  de- 
tachments marginally  noted,*  to  Khoodawah  (dis- 
tance six  miles),  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Raptee* 

As  I  reached  Khoodawah  from  the  westward. 
Lieutenant  Stewart,  Adjutant  of  5th  Punjaub 
Infantry,  with  a  force  as  per  margin,f  jdned  me 
by  the  direct  road  from  this  camp. 

The  junction  having  been  thus  happily  effected 
at  7*30  A.M.,  and  it  being  probable  that  the  reb^ 
force  was  still  in  the  place  where  the  spy  had  seen 
it  on  the  12th  instant,  I  determined  upon  advanc- 
ing at  once  to  the  attack. 

The  enemy  were  reported  to  consist  of  50 
cavalry  and  from  400  to  500  sepoys,  all  under  the 
command  of  collector  Khooda  Buksh  Elhan,^  and 
were  said  to  be  encamped  in  the  bed  of  the  Kur- 
wania Sota,  immediately  under  the  hills  which 
separate  the  Sonar  Valley  from  the  plains  of  tho 
Baptee.

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The  difltanoe  fimn  Khoodawah  to  the 
Sote  is  six  miles,  the  path  leading  the  entire  way 
throQgh  dense  jungle. 

We  advanced  in  the  order  given  in  the  margin,* 
having  a  small  advanced  guard  and  flanking  par- 
tiea  f jrom  the  6th  Pmganb  Infantiy. 

After  advancing  half  a  mile  through  the  jungle, 
vre  met  12  rebel  sowars,  who  at  once  turned  and 
fled  towards  the  Kurwania  Sota.  The  advanced 
guard  fired,  but  without  killing  any  of  the  rebels. 

It  being  evident  that  the  sowars  whom  we  had 
just  seen  would  give  the  alarm  to  the  enemy,  and 
it  being  most  necessary  that  I  should  obtain  early 
information  as  to  the  movements  of  the  rebels, 
I  ordered  up  half  the  cavalry  from  the  rear,  and 
tent  them  ahead  under  Native  Commandant  Meer 
Jaffir  Khan,  of  the  2nd  Jezailchees,  with  orders^ 
however,  to  the  latter  not  to  commit  himself  in  any 
unequal  fight  with  the  enemy. 

When  we  had  arrived  within  two  miles  of  the 
Kurwania  8ota,  one  of  our  sowars  brought  back 
a  report  from  Meer  Jaffir  Khan,  urging  the  rapi4 
advance  of  the  infantry,  and  stating  that  the 
eaemy  had  fallen  in  to  the  sound  of  the  bugle, 
and  appeared  inclined  to  show  fight. 

Continuing  our  advance  as  rapidly  as  possible, 
we  soon  reached  our  advanced  cavalry  ;  and  look- 
ing over  an  intervening  rise  in  the  ground,  I  per- 
ceived a  body  of  rebels  collected  in  a  flat  basin  of 
the  Sota,  to  the  number  of  fully  400  men. 

Allowing  a  few  moments  for  the  enemy  to  col« 
lect,  under  cover  of  the  rising  ground,  I  detached 
20  men  of  the  Qth  Company  5tb  Pnnjaub  Infan- 
try, to  the  right,  and  as  many  to  the  left,  to  crown 
the  hills  on  either  side  of  our  advance,  so  as  to 
prevent  any  small  bodies  of  the  enemy  firom  get- 
ting round  our  flanks.

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The  8th  Company  5th  Pnnjaub  In&ntry,  and 
No.  10  Company  2nd  JezaOchees,  were  orda:^  to 
move  steadily  forward  in  reserve,  whilst  I  attacked 
with  No.  9  Company  of  5th  Punjaub  Infantry,  and 
No.  9  Company  of  the  Jesailcheea. 

These  preliminary  arrangements  were  speedOy 
effected,,  and  we  at  onoe  moved  over  the  brow  ci 
the  rise  to  the  attack. 

The  enemy  gave  us  a  heavy  volley  of  maA&try 
as  we  showed  ourselves  over  the  intervening  rise  ; 
and  then,  not  liking  the  confident  rush  nor  the 
wild  joyous  shouts  of  our  men,  they  commenced  a 
rapid  retreat,  but  at  first  in  good  order,  towards 
Sonar. 

The  pursuit  wils  at  once  pressed  with  all  speed, 
and  many  of  the  rebels  soon  sought  protection  in 
the  intricate  nullahs  to  the  right  and  left.  They 
were,  however,  everywhere  followed  up  by  parties 
of  our  infantry  and  destroyed  in  all  directiors.  In 
otie  small  ravine  on  the  right  no  less  than  21 
rebels  were  killed.  At  the  same  time  the  central 
pursuit  was  carried  on  with  unremitting  vigour, 
all  ranks  vying  with  eac^  other  to  overtake  the 
flying  enemy.  On  this  central  path  alone,  I 
counted  44  dead  rebels,  and  the  slaughter  was  also 
heavy  on  our  left. 

After  continuing  the  pursuit  for  three  miles  over 
most  difficult  ground,  I  found  that  the  enemy  was 
utterly  dispersed  ;  and,  as  the  heat  and  their  exer- 
tions were  telling  on  our  men,  and  we  were  going 
farther  and  farther  from  water,  I  stopped  the  pur- 
suit. You  will  be  glad  to  know  that  our  loss  con- 
sisted of  but  1  man  killed  and  2  wounded,  whilst 
I  can  safely  put  down  the  enemy's  loss  at  certainly 
over  80,  and  the  general  impression  is  that  100 
would  be  nearer  the  mark. 

After  giving  the  men  a  short  rest  in  the  Kur- 
wfania  Sota,  I  marched  back  to  Khoodawah,  where 
the  men  ate  their  dinners. 
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FVom  Ehoodawflh  we  proceeded  to  Bhqjpoor 

(3^  miles)  where  the  column  separated,  the  Police 

'  CaFaliy  and  the  Jezailchees  returning  to  Khol- 

kulla,   and  the  Punjaub   Cavalry   and   Infantry 

coming  to  this  camp»  which  tliey  reached  at  9  f.k. 

The  gallantry  and  exertions  of  all  under  my 
command  merit  ray  warmest  thanks,  and  I  am 
especially  indebted  to  Lieutenant  Stewart  for  the 
great  assistance  which  he  rendered  to  me  throagh- 
out  the  day. 

All  behaved  admirably,  and  I  cannot,  without 
injustice  to  the  rest,  particularize  the  forward  gal- 
lantry of  individuals. 

During  the  day  the  troops  from  ElhulkuUa 
marched  35  miles,  and  those  from  the  camp  48 
miles,  and  much  of  this  under  a  more  than  u&ually 
hot  sun. 

I  may  here  mention  that  the  rebels  killed  were 
all  either  officers  or  sepoys,  aad  that  they  were  all 
armed  (i.  e.,  the  sepoys)  with  percussion  muskets. 

Amongst  the  slain  are  2  sabadars,  1  jemadar, 
and  2  **  Captain  sahebs.'* 

I  have  this  morning  heard  that  those  rebels  who 
escaped  from  yesterday's  fight  have  fied  beyond 
Sonar  into  Dang,  and  I  conceive  that  they  are  not 
likely  to  give  us  any  more  trouble  in  this  direc- 
tion.

^  I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Gordon,  commanding 
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the  foroe,  that  iit  accordance  with  his  ixrden  I 
petrolled  jesterday  with  50  men  on  the  road  to 
Massa,  On  arrival  at  that  place  I  coold  get  no 
information,  so  went  on  2  coss  further,  when  I 
heard  that  the  rehehi  were  looting  a  village  (LoU- 
ptve)  near  the  jungle.  I  immediately  pressed. on, 
drove  them  out  of  the  village,  and  killed,  as  far  as 
1  could  judge,  30  rebels,  captured  an  elephant  and 
some  bullocks.  The  rebels  were  reported  to  be  in 
force  (1000  infantry,  400  or  500  sowars)  in  the 
jungle  in  front  of  Lollpore.  I  had  1  sowar 
wounded.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  transmit,  for  submission 
ib  his  Excellency  the  Commander-in-Chief,  the 
accompanying  report,  dated  Camp  Bhanpore,  the 
27th  ultimo,  from  Migor  J.  Murray,  commanding 
Jat  Horse,  and  the  troops  at  Doomnreeagunge  on 
the  River  Raptee. 

2.  From  the  information  I  had  received,  I  was 
apprehensive  that  the  rebels  would  push  from  the 
borders  of  Oude,  eastward,  between  Doomureea- 
gungu  and  Bhanpore  Thannah.  I  therefore  im- 
mediately ordered  Major  JVf urray,  with  a  detach- 
ment from  Lotun,  to  move  and  take  post  at  Doo- 
mnreeagunge, where  he  arrived  on  the  24th  April, 
and  I  reinforced  him  with  a  party  of  1 00  men  o£ 
the  9th  and  20th  Punjaub  Infantry  from  Bustee  ; 
and  on  the  26th  idem  Major  Murray  came  across 
the  body  of  rebels,  some  1,500  strong,  still  called  the 
Nusseerabad  Brigade,  and  though  they  were  very 
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superior  in  nambers,  he  immediately  most  gal- 
lantly attacked  them,  defeatiDg  and  routing  them 
v^ith  considerable  loss,  driving  them  westward,  to 
the  borders  of  Oude,  over  the  Koanee  river,  as 
detailed  in  his  report. 

3.  I  would  beg  to  recommend  to  the  particular 
notice  of  bis  Excellency  Lord  Clyde,  the  zeal, 
e:aUantry  and  steadiness  of  the  officers  and  men 
in  this  action,  under  the  immediate  command  of 
Major  Murray.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report  for  the  informa- 
tion of  Brigadier  Rowcroft,  C.B.,  that  I  marched 
from  Bhowaneegunge  Bazar  with  the  force,  as  per 
margin,*  yesterday  morning  skirting  the  jungle 
on  the  left  bank  of  the  Khoanee  Nuddee,  with  the 
intention  of  co-operating  with  Captain  Renny's 
oolnnm,  in  an  attack  on  the  Nusseerabad  Brigade 
and  other  rebels,  concealed  in  the  heavy  jungle  on 
the  right  bank  of  the  river.  On  reaching  Sunker- 
pore,  it  was  reported  that  a  foraging  party  of 
rebel  sowars  were  plundering  the  adjacent  villages. 
I  immediately  detached  a  troop  of  Jat  Horse,  under 
Ensign  Uennessy,  who  killed  seven  sepoys  mounted 
on  horses  and  ponies,  a  few  others  escaping  into 
the  jungle  which  was  close  at  hand.

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I  now  moved  on  to  DarriaporOy  where  I  was 
fortanatelj  reinforced  with  the  detachments  as  per 
margin,*  from  Bustee.  Here  I  intended  halting 
until  I  could  learn  something  of  Captain  Benny's 
movements. 

At  I  o'clock,  my  videttes  reported  that  the 
rebels  had  crossed  the  Khoanee  Nuddee^  and  were 
marching  down  in  great  numbers  on  my  camp.  I 
at  once  advanced  and  found  them  drawn  up  in  a 
very  formidable  position,  their  centre  division  in  a 
village,  supported  by  a  column  of  infantry  in  rear, 
at  least  lOOU  sirong,  with  divisions  of  cavalry  and 
infimtry  about  BOO  yards  on  either  flank,  and  a 
dense  jungle  immediately  in  their  rear  and  flanks  ; 
the  whole  under  the  command  of  Gnnga  Singh  and 
Dabee  Deen.  The  infantry  were  dressed  in 
Khakee,  and  manceuvred  with  much  precision, 
throwing  oat  skirmishers,  &o. 

After  reconnoitring,  I  feigned  a  retreat,  in  the 
hope  of  drawing  them  away  from  the  jungle,  to 
enable  ray  cavalry  to  act,  but  this  movement  not 
-having  the  desired  eflect,  I  determined  upon  an 
attack,  and  formed  the  infantry  into  two  divisions, 
covered  by  a  line  of  skirmishers,  with  cavalry  on 
either  flank  and  26  sabres  in  reserve. 

The  enemy  opened  a  heavy  fire  from  their  three 
divisions  as  I  advanced,  and  at  the  same  time  made 
a  bold  attempt  to  turn  my  right  flank,  which  was 
promptly  checked  by  the  cavalry  under  Ensign 
Hennessy.  When  within  50  yards  of  the  village, 
the  skirmishers,  gallantly  led  by  Lieutenant  Sadller, 
20th  Punjab  Infantry,  carried  the  place  with  a 
rush,  on  which  a  panic  seized  the  mam  body,  who 
fled  precipitately  into  the  jungle.  Their  right 
division  was  at  the  same  time  dispersed  by  the 
cavalry  and  a  company  of  infantry  on  our  left     I

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immediately  pursued  with  all  mj  infantry  driving 
them  aerotfs  the  river,  and  only  desisted,  when 
from  the  thickness  of  the  jungle,  and  their  having 
fled  in  three  different  directions,  all  traces  of  them 
had  disappeared. 

It  is  impossible  to  form  anything  like  a  correct 
estimate  of  their  loss,  as  they  suffered  most  in  the 
pursuit,  but  it  must  have  been  considerable.  Many 
threw  away  their  arms  and  ammunition,  and  20 
men  and  several  horses  were  drowned  in  re-cross- 
ing the  river.  I  am  glad  to  say  our  loss  was  only 
— 2()th  Punjab  Infantry,  3  men  wounded ;  Jat 
Horse,  1  horse  killed  and  2  wounded. 

I  am  particularly  indebted  to  Lieutenant  Currie, 
2nd  in  command  20th  Punjaub  Infantry,  for  his 
able  management  of  tlie  infantry,  and  my  best 
thanks  are  also  due  to  Lieutenant  Sadlier,  and 
Knsign  Hennessy,  the  two  other  officers  in  the 
field,  for  their  good  and  gallant  services. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  steadiness  and 
bravery  of  my  small  detachment,  all  young  soldiers, 
and  who  were  opposed  to  a  disciplined  force  at 
least  five  times  their  number  and  holding  a  very 
strong  position. 

There  are  now  no  rebels  in  this  side  the  Ehoanee 
Kuddee.  I  have,  &.,

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  infor- 
mation of  Brigadier  Rowcroft,  C.B.,  that,  on  the 
29th  nltimo,  when  my  force  was  encamped  at 
Bhowaneegunge,  Substdar  Narain  Singh,  com« 
manding  the  Military  Police  at  this  place,  received 
information  that  a  party  of  rebels  were  c^rossing 
the  Raptee  at  Gowra  Ghat,  six  miles  east  of  this. 
He  at  once  started  with  50  Military  Police  In- 
fantry (Sikhs)  and  4  sowars  of  my  regiment,  and 
pushing  on  ahead  with  the  sowars  caught  up  the 
rebels,  32  in  number,  mostly  armed  withr  muskets, 
making  for  the  Sunkurpore  jungle.    The  Subadar 

1859.  6  F 
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follovred,  and,  in  a  measure,  kept  them  in  check 
with  the  sowars,  when,  fortunately,  the  infantrj 
came  up,  and  a  skirmish  ensued,  which  resulted 
in  the  death  of  10  rebels.  The  rest  managed  to 
escape  into  the  jungle. 

A  Sikh  had  his  arm  fractured  with  a  musket 
shot,  and  a  sowar,  KuUian  Singh  by  name,  of  the 
4th  troop  of  my  regiment,  who  was  on  vidette 
duty  near  the  jungle,  on  seeing  the  rebels  approach 
charged  them  single-handed,  and,  I  regret  to  saj, 
was  shot  in  the  head,  his  horse  being  also  wounded. 
He  is  in  a  very  precarious  state,  but,  having  lived 
so  long,  may  possibly  recover.     I  feel  it  my  duty 
to  bring  him  to  the  Brigadier's  notice,  as  such  an 
act  of  bravery  appears  to  me  to  be  deserving  of 
the  Order  of  Merit.     The  Subadar  also  reports 
favourably  of  Nadan  Sing  Naick,  who  killed  two 
men.     The  Subadar  deserves  much  praise,  and, 
I  believe  this  is  not  the  first  occasion  of  his  having 
distinguished  himself  since  he  came  here.    -He 
frequently  called  upon  the  rebels  to  throw  down 
their  arms  and  be  pardoned,  but  they  replied  that 
"  they  would  sooner  die." 

They  had  come  from  the  neighbourhood  of 
Towleewa,  intending  to  join  the  Nosseerabad 
Brigade.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  infor- 
mation of  his  Excellency  the  Commander-in- 
Chief,  that  Colonel  Pinckney's  move  into  Nepaul, 
having  had  the  desired  effect  of  driving  the  rebels 
una  r  the  Nana,  Bala  Rao,  and  Mummoo  Khan, 
into  he  jungles  in  the  north-east  of  Oude,  I  broke 
np  hj  camp  at  Burgudwa,  at  midnight  on  the 
20th  and  21st  instant ;  and  arrived  soon  after  sun-

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rise  at  the  jungle  covering  the  entrance  to  the  Jer* 
wah  Pass,  with  Lieutenant-Colonel  Walker's  field 
force,  as  per  margin.* 

I  there  received  information  that  the  Nana  and 
Bala  Rao.  with  2  guns  and  2000  men  were  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Pass  ;  an*i  Mnmmoo  Khan  with 
600  followers  a  little  to  the  west,  on  the  same 
ground  where  I  met  Bala  Rao's  force  on  the  4th 
of  January  last. 

I  therefore  ordered  the  cavalry  and  artillery  to 
encamp,  And  sent  Colonel  Brasyer  wiih  the  wing 
of  the  regiment  of  Ferozepore  against  Mummoo 
Khan's  party,  whilst  I  myself  moved  on  the 
Jerwah  Pass,  with  the  7th  Punjaub  Infantry, 
The  rebel  infantry  I  found  occupying  the  spurs  of 
the  mountain  stretching  into  the  jungle,  on  either 
side  of  the  mouth  ol  the  Pass,  whilst  their  two 
guns,  which  were  thus  completely  protected, 
opened  fire  from  the  gor^e  of  the  Pass. 

I  therefore  sent  a  company  of  the  Sikhs  under 
Lieutenants  Gordon  ond  Lewes,  to  climb  up  the 
hills  to  the  left,  and  drive  away  their  infantry 
from  their  right  fiank  ;  this  detachment  advanced 
accordingly,  driving  back  the  rebels  until  thej 
reached  the  summit  of  the  ridge. 

The  remainder  of  the  regiment,  under  Captain 
Stafford,  cleared  the  right,  but  owing  to  the 
extreme  heat,  and  the  troops  having  marched 
about  20  miles,  we  were  unable  to  inflict  any .

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great  .loss  on  the  rebels.  We  killed  about  .50  of 
them,  and  took  their  2  guns  and  32  prisoners. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Bnisyer  in  his  advance  met 
with  no  opposition*  the  partj  under  Mummoo 
Khan  dispersing  in  the  hills  and  jungle  upon  his 
approach.  The  regiment  of  Ferozepore  were  too 
tired  to  pursue,  having  made  a  forced  march  of 
nearly  30  miles  to  join  me,  which  thej  did  a  few 
hours  before  we  left  Burgudwa. 

I  received  every  assistance  from  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Walker,  2nd  Dragoon  Guards,  and  the 
officers  commanding  the  corps  engaged,  as  before 
mentioned  ;  also  from  the  officers  of  my  staff,  one 
of  whom,  Cornet  Torrens,  Acting  Aide-de-Camp, 
was  slightly  wounded. 

Major  Bruce,  C.B.,  Chief  of  Police,  who  has 
accompanied  me  since  I  left  Lucknow,  has  kept 
me  accurately  informed  of  the  movements  of  the 
rebels. 

I  yesterday  proceeded  to  Ghururbeer,  at  the  top 
of  the  first  range  of  hills.  The  Pass  is  of  a  most 
difficult  nature,  and  the  last  mile  and  a  half  is  up 
a  steep  precipice.  I  found  that  I  could  not  cross 
even  my  small  force  of  infantry,  under  six  days  ; 
and  I  therefore  abandon  the  idea  of  crossing  the 
hills. 

We  found  several  rebels  in  the  Pass  in  a  dying 
state,  unable  to  cross  over  from  wounds  or  star- 
▼ation  ;  also  camels  and  bullocks  abandoned,  and 
an  elephant  and  several  camels  dead,  showing  the 
difficulties  the  rebels  must  have  had  in  crossing 
even  in  their  disorganized  state,  without  baggage 
or  supplies. 

Seven  camels  were  brought  back  by  the  force, 
and  an  elephant  was  captured  on  the  21st. 

From  intelligence  since  received,  the  rebels  have 
not  yet  ceased  their  flight,  and  they  are  now  said 
to  be  crossing  the  second  range,  so  that  I  consider 
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there  is  no  probability  of  their  attempting  to 
enter  Oude  this  season.

FOB  the  information  of  Major-General  Sir  J. 
Hope  Grant,  ELC.B.,  commanding  in  Oade,  X 
have  the  honour  to  report  that,  having  ascertained 
from  my  spies,  that  two  leaders  named  Bulle  and 
Bolkurreem  Sing^  with  a  body  of  rebels,  were 
located  in  the  village  of  Chainpore,  on  the  edge  of 
the  jungle  under  the  Nepaul  Hills,  about  20  miles 
north-east  of  Dhukeeree,  I  resolved  to  make  a 
night  march,  and  surprise  them  if  possible.  I 
accordingly  marched  at  5  p.  m.  on  the  31st  ultimo, 
with  the  troops  noted  in  the  margin,*  leaving  my 
camp  under  protection  of  a  company  of  the  3rd 
Sikh  Infantry,  with  instructions  to  move  up  to 
Siswa,  early  the  next  morning. 

At  9  p.  M.,  I  had  arrived  within  six  miles  of  the 
position  supposed  to'be  occupied  by  the  enemy :  as 
I  considered  it  would  be  unadvisable  to  reach  it 
before  day -light,  I  bivouacked  for  the  night, 
marching  again  at  2  o'clock  a.m.,  and  succeeded 
just  as  the  day  broke,  in  surprising  and  capturing 
20  rebels,  3  elephants,  2  camels,  17  horses,  besides 
a  large  quantity  of  arms  of  all  descriptions. 
Amongst  the  prisoners  captured  were  sepoys  of 
the  42nd,  60th,  and  67th  Regiments  of  Native 
Infantry. 

I  was  now  informed  that  the  remainder  of  the 
rebels,  with  Bullee  and  Bulkurreem  Sing,  occupied

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s  line  of  tbpes  ronning  along  the  edge  of  Ae 
Terraie,  and  within  half  a  mile  of  it.  Leaving  the 
prisoners  in  the  charge  of  a  Bmall  guard,  I  at  once 
pushed  on  with  the  remainder  of  the  troops  ;  but 
fearing  that  the  enemy  might  obtain  information 
of  my  approach,  I  advanced  with  the  cavalry, 
-with  a  view  to  getting  between  them  and  the 
Terraie  to  cut  off  their  retreat,  and  keep  them  in 
check  till  my  infantry  could  come  up..  This  I 
succeeded  in  doing,  but  the  rebels,  apparently  all 
regular  sepoys,  and  about  200  strong,  turned  out 
and  attacked  me  in  a  most  determined  manner. 
Seeing  this  I  at  once  charged  them.  I  was  re- 
ceived by  a  volley  of  musketry,  and  before  I 
could  rally  my  cavalry  the  enemy  bad  made  a 
hasty  retreat  into  the  dense  jungle  in  their  front. 
When  the  infantry  came  up,  I  followed  for  some 
distance,  but  losing  all  trace  of  them  was  obliged 
to  give  up  the  pursuit,  and  marching  westward 
along  the  edge  of  the  Terraie  reached  this  at  5 
P.M.,  yesterday,  having  gone  over  upwards  of 
forty  miles  in  24  hours. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  conduct  of  the 
detachment.  All  exerted  themselves  and  endured 
with  equal  cheerfulness  the  fatigue  of  a  long 
and  harassing  march  in  one  of  the  hottest  days  I 
ever  experienced  in  India.

I  HAVE  now  the  honour  to  forward  the  miss- 
ing reports  of  my  despatch,  reporting  the  attack 
of  the  rebel  position  at  Patun.  I  indude  in  this 
the  report  of  Captain  Fane.

WHEN  halted  at  Goonah,  waiting  the  final 
inatnictions  of  Brigadier-General  Sir  Robert  Na* 
pier,  K.C.B.,  regarding  mj  retnm  to  Agra, 
I  have  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  information 
of  the  Bight  Honourable  the  Commander-in-Chief, 
that  I  leceiYed  reliable  information  that  a  party  of 
r^>el8,  under  Ferose  Shah  and  three  local  chiefs, 
were  in  the  Tillage  of  Patun,  al)Out  fifty  miles 
distant. 

2.  I  moved  off  with  my  force  at  4  p.m.  the  same 
evening,  and  reached  Kuchnar  Seraee,  thirty  miles 
off,  the  next  morning.  During  the  afternoon  the 
intelligence  I  had  previously  received  of  the  posi- 
tioo  of  the  rebeb  was  confirmed.  I  divided  my 
force  into  three  o<dumns. 

One  under  Lieutenant-Colonel  Custaoce,  C.B., 
6th  Dragoon  Guards,  was  directed  to  move  on 
Gurhpara,  a  village  in  the  jungle,  and  one  of  the 
resorts  of  the  rebels. 

A  second,  under  Lieutenant-Colonel  Sawyer,  6th 
Dragoon  Guards,  with  the  camp  and  baggage, 
proeeeded  to  Billakhera. 

While  1  went  myself  with  the  third,  the  force 
noted  in  the  margin,*  to  Patun. 

3.  The  village  is  situated  at  the  foot  of  a  range 
of  hills,  and  on  threS  sides  is  surrounded  by  it.

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Gurhpara  is  about  five  miles  to  the  south-west^ 
and  Billakhera  six  miles  to  the  west.  On  reach* 
ing  Patun  I  found  the  rebels  had  left.  One  man 
belonging  to  the  village  informed  me  they  had 
gone  to  Muthanah,  three  miles  distant,  and 
situated  deeper  in  the  jungles.  As  the  inha- 
bitants of  Patun  were  known  to  be  in  favour  of  the 
rebels,  I  rejected  his  intelligence,  but  I  decided 
on  remaining  at  the  village  to  make  further 
enquiries. 

4.  I  had  directed  the  men  to  carry  one  day's 
cooked  provisions  in  their  haversacks ;  and  had 
planned}  if  I  should  find  the  rebels  at  Patun,  to 
drive  them  on  to  my  columns  at  Gurhpara  and 
Billakhera,  and  expected  t4»  rest  at  night  at  the 
latter  place.  I  had  therefore  neither  tents  nor 
cooking  things  with  me,  and  the  rebels,  who  were 
really  at  Muthanub,  thinking  from  the  absence 
of  an  encampment,  my  force  was  a  party  of  the 
Gwalior  troops,  assembled  on  one  of  the  hills  to 
attack  us. 

5.  The  men  were  well  dressed,  and  they  came 
down  in  skirmishing  order  with  so  much  regu- 
larity that  I  was  at  first  doubtful  whether  they 
did  not  belong  to  another  British  force  who  had 
mistaken  us  for  rebels. 

6.  When  I  was  satisfied  they  were  rebels,  I 
directed  a  party,  under  Brevet-Major  Nixon,  of 
the  Rifle  Brigade,  Camel  Corps,  to  proceed 
through  a  gorge  in  the  hills,  and  then  to  advance 
up  and  attack  them.  At  the  same  time  a  party  of 
the  4th  Sikh  Cavalry,  under  Lieutenant  Fane, 
commanding  that  corps,  was  ordered  to  proceed 
round  the  hill  to  take  the  rebels  in  rear,  after  the 
party,  under  M^or  Nixon,  should  have  driven 
them  back. 

7.  As  it  was  possible  the  rebels'  skirmishers 
might  have  been  supported  by  a  sti*ong  force 
behind  the  hill,    I  directed  Lieutenant-Colonel 
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Ross,  of  the  Rifle  Brigade,  commanding  the  Camet 
Corps,  to  proceed,  with  the  remainder  of  his  men, 
in  support  of  Major  Nixon,  while  I  went,  with  the 
rest  of  the  cavalry,  up  the  hrow  of  the  hill,  to  the 
left»  in  the  hope  of  coming  up  with  a  party  of  the 
rebels  who  had  disappeared  in  that  direction* 
Itfajor  Nixon,  however,  with  his  riflemen  and 
Sikhs,  did  his  work  so  rapidly,  that  nothing  was 
left  for  the  supports  to  do.  On  my  reaching  the 
top  of  the  hill  not  a  rebel  was  in  sight.  They  had 
disappeared  among  the  thick  jungle,  and  left  no 
trace  by  which  I  could  judge  of  the  direction  they 
liad  taken.  I  was  therefore  obliged  to  give  up 
the  pursuit  and  wait  for  further  information. 

8.  I  beg  to  enclose  copies  of  the  reports  of 
Major  Nixon,  Camel  Corps,  and  Lieutenant  Fane, 
commanding  4th  Sikh  Cavalry ;  and  I  have  to 
commend  the  activity  and  perseverance  with 
which  the  attack  was  made,  and  the  pursuit  k^t 
up  by  these  officers,  and  the  officers  and  men 
under  their  command.  I  have  also  to  bring  to 
the  notice  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief the  alacrity  and  steadiness  with 
which  all  my  little  force  moved  forward  in  the 
hope  of  coming  up  with  the  rebels.

ON  the  16th  instant  Brigadier  Showers,  hav- 
ing detached  me  with  a  troop  of  my  regiment,  to 

6  G  2 
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beat  up  the  jungles  at  the  foot  of  the  hills  on 
which  the  enemy  were  posted,  near  Patun,  I  have 
the  honour  to  report  that,  having  no  guides,  before 
I  had  got  half  a  mile  from  the  village,  the  thick 
jungle  and  scrub  so  impeded  my  advance  that  I 
turned  to  the  left  and  advanced  up  the  spur  of  the 
hill  on  which  the  enemy  were  first  seen. 

By  this  time  Captain  Nixon,  with  the  Rifles, 
had  crowned  the  heights  on  my  left,  driving  their 
skirmishers  across  the  valley  below,  and  the 
horsemen  of  the  party  were  seen  going  off  at  a 
gallop  on  the  opposite  side  of  a  deep  nullah. 

I  followed  immediately,  but  on  account  of  the 
dense  jungle,  only  succeeded  in  capturing  five  or 
six  ponies,  and  seven  camp  followers,  (one  of 
whom  was  said  to  be  a  Sepoy).  The  main  body  I 
afterwards  heard  had  broken  into  two  parties,  the 
mounted  men  flying  along  the  foot  of  the  hills, 
and  the  footmen  up  the  ravine  to  the  left. 

The  whole  country  was  a  mass  of  heavy  jungle, 
but  Kote  Duffadar  Hurree  Sing,  whom  I  had  de- 
tached with  four  Sowars,  to  beat  up  a  ravine, 
came  across  two  of  the  fugitives,  sabred  one  and 
shot  the  other.  As  one  of  the  captured  camp 
followers  reported  to  me  that  the  rebels  had  en- 
camped the  night  before  at  a  village  called  Mut- 
hame,  I  went  there  and  found  traces  of  their 
having  been  there  very  recently.  In  fact  from 
the  marks,  T  should  say  they  left  only  to  attack  us 
at  Patun.

IN  accordance  with  the  direction  of  Brigadier 
Showers,  Commanding  Column,  I  have  the  honour 
to  report  to  jou  for  his  information,  that,  on  re- 
ceiving your  orders,  I  moved  with  a  force  as  per 
margin,*  at  11  ▲.  M.,  on  the  16th  instant,  to  op- 
pose a  line  of  skirmishers  which  was  moving 
down  the  hills  towards  our  position  outside  the 
village  of  Fatun. 

I  extended  half  of  my  men  in  skirmishing 
order,  the  remainder  being  in  support  under  the 
command  of  Lieutenant  Ramsbottom,  and  I 
directed  Lieutenant  Austin  to  continue  the  exten- 
sion to  the  left  with  the  natives  under  his  com- 
mand. The  enemy,  whom  I  believe  to  have  been 
dismounted  Sowars,  about  60  in  number,  descended 
the  hill  in  very  good  order,  until  my  skirmishers 
had  arrived  at  the  foot  of  it,  which  was  about  one- 
third  of  a  mile  from  the  village,  when  I  opened 
fire  on  them.  They  returned  this  without  any 
damage  to  us,  and  those  directly  opposite  to  our 
skirmishers  retired  quickly  over  the  brow  of  the 
hill  X  those  to  my  left  escaping  by  the  ravines,  and 
through  the  long  grass  and  thick  jungle,  in  a 
north-easterly  direction.  I  pursued  the  rebels 
who  had  retreated  to  my  front,  as  quickly  as  the 
steepness  of  the  hiU  and  bad  nature  of  the  ground 
would  admit  of.  On  reaching  the  other  face  of  the 
top  of  the  hill,  I  perceived  about  100  of  the 
enemy  in  a  body  900  yards  from  me  in  the  plain

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beneath,  which  was  covered  with  jungle.  Tlie3r 
were  mounting  their  horses,  and  I  again  opened 
fire,  emptjing  several  saddles,  and  producing  an 
immediate  flight.  Thej  retreated  very  .rapidly 
through  the  jungle  to  the  south-east,  when  owing 
to  the  exceeding  thickness  of  the  jungle,  I  lost 
sight  of  them,  but  continued  to  advance  with  my 
skirmishers  so  as  to  support  Captain  Fane,  who 
was  pursuing  with  the  4th  Seikh  Cavalry,  in  case 
my  assistance  should  be  required. 

After  proceeding  at  a  fast  pace  for  three  miles, 
I  came  up  with  Captain  Panels  force;  and  all  the 
enemy  having  disappeared,  and  there  being  no 
traces  through  the  jungle  by  which  they  could 
be  pursued,  I  returned  with  the  skirmishers  tcr 
camp.  Tlie  supports  coming  in  half  an  hour 
afterwards.

A  DESPATCH,  of  which  the  following  is  a 
copy,  has  been  received  by  the  Lords  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Admiralty  from  Rear- Admiral  James 
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Hope,  C.B.,  Commander-in-Chief  of  Her  Migesty'd 
Ships  and  Yesaels  on  the  East  India  and  China 
Station. 

No .  77.  Chesapeake^  Gulf  of  PechUi, 

Sir,  Jfdy  5,  1859. 

I  REQUEST  you  wfll  inform  the  Lords  Com- 
missioners of  the  Admiralty,  that  having  on  the 
17th  ultimo,  arrived  oif  the  Island  of  Sha-lui-tien, 
ill  the  Gulf  of  Pechili,  wliere  I  reported  in  my 
letter.  No.  66,  of  the  ilth  ultimo,  ihe  squadron 
had  been  directed  to  rende£vous>  I  proceeded  on 
the  following  day  to  the  mouth  of  the  Pei-Ho 
River,  with  the  ol^ect  of  intimating  to  the  local 
authorities  the  intended  arrival  of  the  Honourable 
Frederick  Bruce,  Her  Majesty's  Plenipotentiary 
and  Envoy  Extraordinary,  and  Monsieur  de 
Bonrboulon,  Minister  of  His  Imperial  Majesty  the 
Emperor  of  the  French,  and  of  reconnoitring  the 
existing  state  of  the  defences  of  the  river. 

2.  These  last  appeared  to  consist  principally  of 
the  reconstruction,  in  earth,  and  in  an  improved 
form,  of  the  works  destroyed  last  year,  strengthened 
by  additional  ditches  and  abattis,  as  well  as  an 
increased  number  of  booms  of  a  very  much  more 
formidable  nature,  a  description  of  all  of  which 
will  be  found  on  the  annexed  plan,  furnished  by 
Major  Fisher  of  the  Royal  Engineers.  Very  few 
guns  were  seen,  but  a  considerable  number  of 
embrasures  were  masked  with  matting,  evidently 
^ith  a  view  of  concealing  others. 

3.  Having  sent  an  officer  on  shore  to  communi- 
cate with  the  authorities,  he  was  met  by  a  guard, 
apparently  of  country  people,  who  prevented  him 
f^m  landing,  informed  him  that  there  were  no 
officials  nearer  than  Tient-sin,  and  on  his  acquaint- 
ing them  with  my  wish  that  the  obstructions  at 
the  mouth  of  the  river  should  be  removed,  in 
order  to  enable  the  ministers  to  proceed  to  Tient- 
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sin,  a  promise  was  given  that  a  commencemeDt 
should  be  made  for  this  purpose  within  the  next 
ibrly-eight  hours. 

On  the  following  day  I  moved  the  whole  of  the 
squadron  up  to  the  anchorage  off  the  mooth  of  the 
riv6r,  pUcing  the  gun-boats  inside  the  bar.  On 
proceeding  to  examine  the  entrance,  on  the  20thy 
and  finding  that  nothing  had  been  done  towards 
removing  the  obstructions  before  referred  to»  I 
addressed  a  letter  to  the  Tantai,  at  Tient-sin, 
acquainting  him  with  the  object  of  mj  arrival, 
and  requesting  free  communication  with  the  shore. 
To  this  an  evasive  answer  was  received  two  daja 
subsequently. 

On  the  21st  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Bn2ce» 
acquainting  me  that  M.  de  Bourboulon  and  him- 
selt  had  come  to  the  conclusion  to  place  the  matter 
in  mj  hands,  and  requesting  me  to  take  any 
measures  I  might  deem  expedient  for  clearing  awaj 
the  obstructions  in  the  river,  so  as  to  allow  them 
to  proceed  at  once  to  Tient-sin;  in  consequence  of 
which  I  acquainted  the  Tantai,  that  the  Ministers 
having  arrived,  and  the  obstructions  still  existing 
at  the  mouth  of  the  river,  I  should  proceed  to 
remove  them,  using  force  if  necessary,  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  consequences  resting  with  those  by 
whom  1  might  be  opposed.  To  this  communica'- 
tion  no  reply  was  received,  and  consequently  on 
the  24th  I  took  the  force  inside  the  bar  to  pre- 
pare for  operations,  and  gave  further  intimation 
that  after  eight  o*clock  in  the  evening,  if  I  received 
no  satisfactory  reply  I  should  feel  myself  at  liberty 
to  take  my  own  course, 

6.  On  the  same  night  the  parties  named  in  the 
margin,  ♦  under  the  direction  of  Captain  G.  O. 

*  Chesapeake. — Lieutenant  J.  C.  Wilson,  Mr.  S.  R* 
Broom,  gunner,  and  6  seaineu.  Magicienne — Mr.  F.  W« 
Egerton,  acting  mate,  and  6  seamen.  Cruiaer— Mr.  W. 
Hitrtland,  boatswain,  and  6  seamen. 
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Willesy  cot  one  of  the  oables  of  the  boom,  marked 
D  in  the  plan,  and  blew  two  away  with  powder. 
These  last,  however,  were  found  re-united  on  the 
firilowing  day,  the  supporting  logs  of  wood  to  which 
they  were  cross-lashed  being   probably  moored 
bead  and  stem.     Captain  WiUes  availed  himself 
of  this  opportunity  to  examine  closely  the  construc- 
tion of  the  inner  boom  (plan  £),''and  be  found  it 
to  consist  of  large  baulks,  well  cross^lashed  together, 
forming  a  mass  of  timber  not  less  than  120  feet 
wide,  and  about  3  feet  in  depth.     The  opening 
shewn  in  the  plan  might  have  admitted  of  the 
passage  of  a  gun-boat,  but  the  strength  of  the 
cmrent  would,  at  any  time,  have  rendered  such  a . 
passage  a  matter  of  exceeding  difficulty  and  doubt. 
Under  these  circumstances  it  was  clear  that  no 
other  mode  of  attack  was  left  open  to  me,  except 
that  on  the  front  of  the  works,  and  a  subsequent 
endeavour  to  carry  them  by  storm,  should  I  suc- 
ceed in  silencing  their  fire. 

7.  The  morning  of  the  2oth  was  occupied  in 
pladng  the    vessels  in  position  (see  plan),  the  > 
Starling,  Janus,  Plover  (Flag)  Cormorant,  Lee, 
Kestrel,  and  Banterer,  being  on  a  line  parallel  to . 
the  works  on  the  South  Fort,  and  the  Nimrod  in 
the  rear  of  ihe  line,  with  her  fire  bearing  on  the 
Korth  Fort.    The  Opossum,  under  Captain  Willes, 
was  placed  in  advance,  close  up  to  the  Stakes  and 
the  Forester,  and  Haughty  in  reserve,  in  rear  of 
the  line,  the  former  having  directions  to  move  up 
into  the  Plover's  position,  should  that  vessel  ad- 
vance in  support  of  the  Opossum. 

The  vessels  on  the  right  were  under  the  direc- 
tions of  Captain  C.  F.  A.  Shadwell ;  those  on  the 
left  under  Captain  N.  Yansittart.  The  strength  of 
the  tide  and  the  narrowness  of  the  channel  (about 
200  yards)  had  rendered  it  a  matter  of  extreme 
difficulty  to  take  up  the  position  above  detailed ; 
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and  the  Banterer  and  Stariing,  the  yessels  on  the 
extreme  right  and  left  of  the  line,  had  both  taken 
the  ground,  th  former,  however,  in  a  good  posi- 
tion, the  latter  in  one  which  incapacitated  her 
from  taking  mach  share  in  the  action. 

At  2  P.M.,  I  directed  the  Opossum  to  open  a 
passage  through  the  first  barrier,  which  being 
ef^ted  hy  2*30,  she  moved  up  to  the  seocmd 
barrier,  supported  hj  the  IHover,  closely  followed 
by  the  Lee  and  Haughty,  which  veasela  I  oidered 
in  for  that  purpose. 

On  the  arriyal  of  the  Opossum  at  the  second 
barrier,  the  forts  opened  a  simultaneous  fire  of 
not  less  than  between  thirty  and  forty  guns,  of 
calibres  from  82-poiinder8  to  S-inch,  on  which 
I  directed  the  ships  to  engage.  The  Plover  took 
up  a  position  close  to  the  barrier.  The  Opossum^ 
Lee,  and  Haughty,  in  succession,  astern  of  her. 

At  3  P.M.,*  finiiing  that  the  ships  inside  the 
barrier,  especially  the  Plover  and  Opossum,  were 
becoming  disabled  by  the  enemy's  fire,  they  were 
dropped  out  into  fresh  positions  outside  of  it, 
where,  having  received  assistance  in  men,  they 
renewed  the  action. 

In  consequence  of  the  Plover's  disabled  states 
I  shifted  mj  flag  to  the  Cormorant ;  and  at  4*20 
a  severe  wound  I  had  received  about  an  hoar 
previously  oompell(>d  me  to  call  Captain  Shadw^l 
on  boai'd  the  Cormorant,  and  entrust  to  him  the 
more  immediate  command  of  the  squadron. 

At  5'40  the  Kestrel  sunk  in  her  position ;  and 
it  became  necessary  to  put  the  Lee  on  the  ground 
to  avoid  the  like  result. 

At  6*30  the  fire  from  the  north  forts  ceased 
altogether,  and  half  an  hour  later  that  on  the  south

aide  was  silenced,  with  the  exeeption  of  that  pro- 
ceeding from  one  gun  in  the  onter  or  south  bas- 
tion, one  in  the  curtain  on  each  side  of  it,  and  one 
In  the  flank  of  the  centre  bastion,  also  one  in  the 
«letaebed  fort  to  the  south. . 

At  7*20  a  landing  was  effected  opposite  the 
outer  bastion  of  the  sonth  fort,  the  portion  which 
appeared  most  injured  by  the  fire  of  the  squadron, 
and  where  the  attack  could  be  best  supported  bj 
the  guns  of  the  vessels.  The  force  consisted  of  a 
detachment  of  Sappers  and  Miners,  under  Major 
Fisher,  Royal  Engineers;  a  brigade  of  Marines, 
under  Colonel  Tliomas  Lemon  ;  a  division  of 
Seamen,  under  Captain  Yansittart,  assisted  by 
Commanders  John  E.  Commerell  and  W.  A.  J. 
Heath,  the  whole  under  Captain  ShadweU's 
direction,  aoeompanied  by  a  small  detadmient  of 
French  Seamen,  nnder  die  command  of  Con>- 
numdant  Tricault. 

They  were  encountered  by  a  heavy  fire  pro- 
ceeding from  those  guns  I  have  already  named  as 
not  completely  silenced,  as  well  as  from  gingalb 
and  rifles ;  but  notwithstanding  these  and  other 
serious  obstacles  presented  by  the  character  of  the 
-ground  to  be  crossiid,  and  the  nature  of  thie 
defences,  150  oflScers  and  m3n  having  reached  the 
second  ditch,  and  about  50  having  arrived  close 
under  the  walls,  had  the  opposition  they  expe- 
rienced been  that  usual  in  Chinese  warfare,  there 
IS  little  doubt  that  the  place  would  have  been  suc- 
cessfully carried  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet. 

Captains  Shadwell  and  Yansittart  and  Cidonel 
Lemon,  R.M.,  having  been  disabled  in  the  advance^ 
the  command  in  front  devolved  on  Commander 
Commerell,  who,  after  consultation  with  Mi^Jors 
Fisher,  R.E.,  and  Richard  Parke,  R.M,  and 
Commandant  Tricault,  having  reported  to  Cap« 
tain  Shadwell  that  they  could  hold  their  present 
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position,  bat  that  it  was  impossible  to  stomi 
without  reinforcements,  received  from  that  officer 
the  order  to  retire. 

17.  This  operation  was  effected  with  a  deliber- 
ation and  coolness  equal  to  the  gallantry  of  the 
advance,  under  cover  of  the  night,  which  had  now 
closed  in,  the  force  being  sent  down  to  the  boats 
bj  detachments,  carrying  the  wounded  with  them, 
and  eventually  the  whole  were  brought  off  by  1*30 
A.M.,  of  the  26th,  Commanders  Commerell  and 
Heath  being  the  last  on  shore. 

18.  I  have  already  stated  that  the  Lee  and 
Kestrel  had  sunk  in  their  positions  from  the  effect 
of  the  enemy's  fire';  and  I  regret  to  add,  that  in 
proceeding  down  the  river  after  the  termination 
of  the  action,  the  Plover  was  grounded  within 
range  of  the  forts,  and  the  Cormorant  in  en- 
deavouring to  remove,  was  also  found  to  have 
taken  the  ground.  Under  these  circumstances  I 
desired  the  officers  and  men  to  be  removed  from 
them  for  the  time,  in  order  to  obviate  the  lose 
which  might  occur,  should  the  enemy  be  enabled 
to  reopen  their  fire. 

19.  The  KestreL  I  am  happy  to  say,  has  since 
been  recovered  ;  but  notwithstanding  every  exer- 
tion which  was  subsequently  made,  under  the 
direction  of  Captain  Willes,  to  recover  the  three 
other  vessels,  the  Plover  and  Lee  proved  to  be 
so  hopelessly  aground,  that  it  was  impossible  to 
move  them  ;  while  the  Cormorant,  which  got 
afloat  comparatively  uninjured  on  the  night  of  the 
27th,  was  again  unfortunately  grounded,  within 
range  of  the  forts,*  on  moving  down  ;  and  on  the 
following  day  such  a  heavy  fire  was  opened  on 
her,  that  although  again  afloat,  she  sank  at  her 
anchprs,  and  the  officers  and  men  employed  in 
removing  her  were  withdrawn  as  she  went  down. 

.    20.  The  fire  of  the  enemy  being  remarkably 
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wen  directed  and  sustained,  occasioned  the 
squadron  considerable  loss,  amounting  to  25 
officers  and  men  killed,  and  93  wounded,  of  which 
64  are  slight.  Among  the  former  I  have  to  regret 
the  loss  of  Lieutenant  W.  H.  Kason,  commanding 
the  Plover,  a  very  promising  young  officer,  and 
Captain  Theo.  M'Kenna  of  the  1st  Royals,  who 
was  attached  to  me  by  the  Miy or- General  com- 
manding the  Forces  in  China. 

21.  In  the  subsequent  attack  on  shore  64 
officers  and  men  were  killed,  and  252  wounded, 
of  which  90  are  slight.  Amongst  the  former  I 
have  to  regret  the  lose  of  Lieutenant  A.  Graves  of 
the  Assistance,  Lieutenant  C.  H.  Clutterbuck, 
and  Mr.  T.  H.  Herbert,  Midshipman,  both  of  this 
ehip ;  of  Lieutenant  Hamilton  Wolrige  of  the 
Royal  Marine  Brigade,  and  Lieutenant  H.  L.  T. 
Inglis,  Royal  Marines,  of  the  Highflyer,  attached 
to  the  2nd  Battalion.

Upon 
Captain  Wiiles  also  devolved  the  arduous  duty  of 
directing  the  gallant  attempts  which  were  subse- 
quently made  to  recover  the  Plover,  Lee,  and 
Cormorant,  and  when  that  became  hopeless,  to 
effect  their  destruction,  and  to  his  unwearied  seal, 
I  am  indebted  for  carrying  out  the  repairs  of  the 
gun-boats,  all  of  which  have  been  placed  on  the 
ground  for  that  purpose. 

He  speaks  highly  of  all  the  officers  and  men 
employed  on  this  service,  and  especially  of  the  gal- 
lantry of  Lieutenant  N.  P.  Knevitt,  of  the  Janus, 
in  laying  out  an  anchor  for  the  recovery  of  the 
Cormorant,  under  a  heavy  fire,  and  of  that  of  Mr.

I  yet  feel  entire  confidence  that  those  efforts  will 
obtain  from  their  Lordships  that  full  measure  of 
approbation  they  have  so  well  deserved.

THE  accompanying  report  which  has  Just 
reached  me  of  an  encounter  with  the  rebels^  by 
a  Field  Detachment  under  the  command  of  Liea<* 
tenant-Colonel  Gottreuz,  of  the  1st  Madras  Native 
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Infantrj^  I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  the 
information  of  the  Bight  Honourable  the  Com* 
mander*in*chiefy  and  am  gratified  to  find  that  all 
conducted  themBelves  so  much  to  the  satisfaction 
of  their  commander  on  the  occasion  ;  and  I  beg  to 
bring  the  names  of  the  officers  mentioned  by  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Gottreuz  to  the  favourable  notice 
of  the  Bight  Honourable  the  Commander-in-Chief; 
Lieutenant  Osborne,  Political  Agent  of  Bewah, 
and  his  Deputy,  Mr.  Coles,  have  by  their  infor- 
mation of  the  position  of  the  rebels,  materially 
contributed  to  their  defeat. 

A  special  report  will  be  made  by  me  without 
delay,  on  the  gallant  conduct  of  Private  Addison^ 
of  Her  Majesty's  4drd  Begiment.

UNDER  instructions  received  when  in  camp 
at  Punghuttee,  on  the  Ist  instant,  to  proceed  in 
command  of  a  party  to  look  up  a  body  of  muti- 
neers who  were  in  the  hills,  near  the  village  of 
Sorbhungah,  I  have  the  honour  to  report  for  the 
information  of  Major-General  Whitlock,  com- 
manding Saugor  Field  Division,  that  I  left  camp 
at  quarter  past  five  P.K.,  on  that  day,  with 
the  troops  detailed  in  the  margin*  for  that 
purpose.

6ikh  Sowari,  10  men ;  Rewah  Sowars,  17  men ;  Nagoda 
Sowan,  8  men  \  Rewah  In&ntry,  10  men }  Nagoda  Matoh- 
l^,9Q|iiS9l  total 296, 
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2.  Having  mardi^  until  half  an  hour  after 
midnight,  we  reached  an  open  plateau  in  the  hill% 
situated  ahout  three  miles  from  Surbhungah, 
where  we  birouacked  for  the  remainder  of  the 
night.  A  spy  of  Mr.  Cole's  came  up,  and  reported 
that  the  fellows  we  were  in  search  of  had  lifted 
their  camp,  and  were  then  about  three  miles  from 
us,  in  some  dense  jungle  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Kurrereah  ;  the  head  man  of  that  Tillage  arrived 
shortly  afterwards,  confirming  the  report,  and  as 
be  was  acquainted  with  the  enem/s  locality,  he 
was  detained  to  be  our  guide  in  the  morning.  The 
baggage  and  all  followers,  were  lef)^  in  this  place 
under  an  escort,  with  instructions  to  follow  to 
Kurrereah  in  a  oouple  of  hours.  We  started  at 
half-past  five  for  the  rebel  camp,  and  shortly  after 
came  in  sight  of  their  fires.  On  our  being 
observed,  the  enemy  opened  a  sharp  fire  on  ua, 
and  commenced  their  retreat,  leaving  th^  bag* 
gage  ponies  in  their  rear. 

3.  Lieutenant  and  Adjutant  GrompertZi  Acting 
Staff-Officer,  was  detached  with  the  cavalry,  a 
little  in  advance  of  the  main  body,  and  intercept- 
ing the  enemy's  retreat,  came  into  close  conflict 
with  them,  during  which  many  were  killed.  Tlie 
main  body  moved  on  as  fast  as  the  nature  of 
the  ground  would  allow,  for  about  two  miles, 
many  detached  small  parties  of  the  artillery  and 
infantry  having  hand  to  hand  encounters  with 
similar  parties  of  the  enemy,  who  were  found,  as 
we  progressed,  hiding  in  the  ravines  and  jungle. 
Lieutenant  Osborne,  Political  Agent  of  Rewah, 
was  wounded  by  a  sword  cut  on  the  right  hand. 
He  was  at  the  time  he  was  attacked,  closely  fol- 
lowed by  three  men  of  the  43rd  Light  Infantry, 
two  men  of  the  artillery  being  a  few  paces  in 
front  of  him.  Private  Henry  Addison,  of  the 
43rd  Light  Infantry,  seeing  hun  attacked  and  on 
the  ground,  rushed  forward  to  defend  and  cover 
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}um  in  a  most  gaUant  manner;  In  doing  this^ 
I  mnch  regret  having  to  record,  that  he  receive^ 
tiro  yery  severe  sword  cuts,  one  on  the  left  leg 
which  rendered  immediate  amputation  of  the  Hmh 
above  the  knee  necessary^  and  another  causing 
compound  fracture  of  the  lefl  fore-arm.  The 
heroism  dispUjed  bj  Private  Addison  in  thus 
placing  himself  between  Lieutenant  Osborne  and 
kis  assailant  at  the  critical  j  uncture  he  did,  thereby 
saving  that  officer's  life,  may,  I  hope,  be  deemed 
worthy  of  the  Victoria  Cross,  for  which  honour 
I  earnestly  beg  to  recommend  him. 

4.  Finding  that  the  rebels  had  aU  fled,  and  that 
any  further  pursuit  would  be  fruitless,  I  recalled 
my  party,  and  we  retraced  our  steps  to  the  village, 
braJLfasted,  and  reached  onr  camping  ground  at 
Bursingpore,  at  half-past  four  p.m.,  having  gone 
over  some  thirty  miles  in  twenty-four  hours, 
exclusive  of  the  ground  covered  in  the  pursuit. 
Having  given  the  men  a  good  night's  rest  here, 
we  proceeded  aflei  breakfast  to  Kothee,  and 
arrived  there  at  six  P.11.,  on  the  3rd  instant. 

5.  The  party  of  rebeb  whose  defeat  I  have 
described,  appeared  to  l)e  all  trained  soldiers,  and 
I  ^ould  say  numbered  from  250  to  270,  of  whom 
4d  to  oO  were  killed,  but  exact  numbers  could 
not  be  ascertained,  as  the  fighting  ground  covered 
an  extensive  space.  Their  wounded  it  is  impos« 
dble  to  give  any  account  of ;  three  prisoners  were 
taken,  two  of  whom  were  fully  armed.  One  was 
he  said  in  the  Maharajah's  Contingent,  and  the 
other  a  relative  of  a  sepoy,  kiUed  at  Funghuttee 
in  September  last.  The  third  prisoner  was  a 
mere  lad.  The  two  former  were  hung,  and  the 
latter  brought  on,  as  also  a  woman  and  two  chil* 
^req,  who  were  found  near  the  rebels'  camp ; 
aevenil  articles  of  clothing  belonging  to  the  late 
Bengal    army,   perc^ssion    arms    and    pouchesi 
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with  Delhi  arsenal   atamps  on  them,  were  dao 
found. 

6.  In  bringing  this  rep<Hrt  to  a  dose,  it  affords 
me  gratification  to  bear  testimony  to  the  admirable 
conduct  of  the  troops,  Europeans  and  Natives, 
and  to  the  efficient  and  cheerful  manner  in  which 
both  officers  and  men  did  their  duty  ;  mj  thanks 
are  due  to  Captain  Palmer,  Royal  Artillery,  in 
command  of  the  party  of  that  arm  ;  to  Lieutenant 
Gompertz,  Staff  Officer,  I  am  much  indebted,  for 
the  assistance  he  afforded  me,  and  for  the  very 
efficient  way  in  which  he  managed  his  small 
detachment  of  cavalry :  the  service  of  Doctor 
Abbott  attached  to  the  Bewah  agency,  the  medical 
officer  who  accompanied  the  expedition,  have  my 
commendation,  for  the  attention  and  care  he 
bestowed  on  the  wounded ;  the  gallantry  of 
Jemadar  Mahomed  Khan,  in  charge  of  the  Rewah 
Sowars,  and  of  Sikh  Sowar  Khan  Singh,  who 
received  a  gun  shot  wound  in  the  right  shoulder, 
have  been  brought  to  my  notice,  for  favourable 
report  by  Lieutenant  Gompertz,  and  I  have  much 
pleasure  in  doing  so ;  I  cannot  omit  to  mention  in 
this  report,  the  name  of  an  old  and  most  merito- 
rious native  officer  Subadar  Purwarish  Khan,  of  the 
1st  Madras  Native  Infantry,  who  was  in  command 
of  the  men  of  the  regiment,  he  is  a  most  zealous  and 
very  superior  officer  of  good  family,  and  if  my 
honest  recommendation  should  prove  the  means  of 
his  obtaining  any  reward  I  shall  have  much  plea- 
sure in  feeling  that  I  was  instrumental  to  it. 

7.  I  have  now  only  to  place  on  record  the 
valuable  services  of  Mr.  Coles,  Political  Assistant 
Rewah,  who  was  most  indefatigable  in  promoting 
the  success  of  the  expedition  ;  Lieutenant  Osborne 
and  Mr.  Coles,  both  present  with  the  expedition 
throughout,  for  their  hearty  co-operation  and  sup- 
port have  my  sincere  thanks. 
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8.  I  beg  to  forward  a  nominal  roll  of  officers 
employed,  a  casaalty  roll,  and  a  return  of  arms 
captuT^.

either  with  the  Captains  or  Lieutenants  of  Her 
Migesty's  Ships,  or  Officers  employed  in  Tenders, 
or  at  Etendezvous  on  Shore  for  raising  men  for  the 
service  of  the  Royal  Navy :  and  whereas '  Her 
Migesty  was  also  graciously  pleased  by  Her  said 
Proclamation  to  declare  that  all  Ablebodied  Lands- 
men, not  above  the  age  of  twenty-five,  nor  under 
the  age  of  twenty  years,  who  should  so  enter 
themselves  as  aforesaid,  should  receive  the  sum  of 
Forty  Sliillings  each  man  as  Her  M^esty's  Royal 
Bounty : 

And  whereas  the  time  limited  for  Payment  of 
the  said  Bounties,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  Able 
Seamen  and  Ordinary  Seamen,  was,  by  Order  in

I  have  called  on  Lieutenant  JEUwme  for  a  more 
particular  report  of  the  services  of  the  native 
officers,  with  a  view  to  bring  them  to  his  Lord- 
ship's notice. 

Although  the  regiment  has  been  so  lately  raised, 
the  men  have  never  lost  an  opportunity  of  distin- 
guishing themselves.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  General  Sir  R.  Napier,  K.C.B.,  Com- 
manding^ Gwalior  Division,  that  having  heard  that 
Adil  Mahomed  Khan  was  collecting  a  force  in 
this  neighbourhood  for  the  purpose  of  attacking 
Basoda,  I  left  Mungrowlie  for  this  place  with 
force  as  per  margin.* 

To  deceive  the  enemj  as  to  my  intentions,  I 
had  already  ordered  supplies,  &c.,  to  be  collected 
at  Natarran  and  Aijdaih,  giving  out  that  I  was 
going  that  way. 

I  started  yesterday  at  1  A.M.,  halting  during 
the  heat  of  the  day  at  Bhoraso,  which  I  left  again 
at  4  p.v. 

Adil  Mahomed  Khan  having  influential  friends 
in  the  Koorwae  District,  it  was  necessary  to  take 
a  circuitous  route  to  avoid  villages  supposed  to  be 
friendly  to  him.  On  the  same  account  we  had  to 
refrain  from  crossing  the  Betwa  till  we  reached 
Bhairkairie.  This  lengthened  our  route  so  con- 
siderably that  we  did  not 'reach  this  place  till 
about  half  an  hour  after  daybreak,  when  we  found 
that  the  enemy  had  left  a  few  hours  before. 

Not  being  able  to  get  any  information  from  the 
villagers  I  divided  the  caviJry  into  three  parties, 
to  seek  for  the  enemy'a  tracks.  The  party  which 
I  accompanied,   consisting  of  forty  of  Mayne's

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Horsey  under  Lieutenant  Bradford,  came  upon 
some  fresh  foot-prints  on  a  jungle  path  leading 
towards  Konda. 

We  proceeded  along  this  road  at  a  canter,  and 
when  we  had  gone  about  four  miles,  came  8ud« 
denlj  upon  a  strong  body  of  the  enemy's  cavalry, 
which  we  at  once  charged,  cutting  up  many.  They 
then  fled  in  theDaumurrie  diiection.  We  pursued 
for  some  miles,  killing  some  thirty-five  and  taking 
three  or  four  prisoners.  The  remainder,  only 
about  twenty,  then  dispersed  in  the  jungles  in 
every  direction,  and  our  horses  being  too  tired  to 
pursue  further,  we  returned  to  this  place.  The 
enemy  were  well  mounted  and  well  dressed  (some 
in  the  scarlet  of  late  Gwalior  Contingent)  an4 
urmed  with  percussion  carbines  and  pistols. 

Our  prisoners  report  that  Adil  Mahomed  Khan, 
Sorferer  Khan,  and  other  chiefs  of  note  were  with 
this  party,  I  very  much  fear,  however,  that  the 
former  effected  his  escape  as  a  personage  of 
apparently  some  importance  managed  to  get  away 
in  spite  of  our  endeavours  to  prevent  him.  H^ 
was  exceedingly  well  mounted,  yet  I  am  confident 
that  had  our  horses  beea  a  little  fresher,  we  would 
have  succeeded  in  catching  him. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  behaviour  of 
Mayne's  Horse.  These  men  h»d  marched,  sinca 
yesterday  morning,  a  distance  of  sixty-four  miles 
before  coming  upon  the  enemy,  and  yet  they  could 
not  have  charged  with  greater  dash  had  their 
horses  been  fresh  from  the  stables ;  this  may 
partly  be  accounted  for  by  the  gallant  manner  in 
which  they  were  led  by  Lieutenant  Bradford,  of 
whose  excellent  soldier-like  qualities  the  General 
is  no  doubt  aware,  and  whom  I  .beg  to  bring  again 
to  his  favourable  notice.  The  following  native 
officers  particularly  distinguished  themselves  by 
their  gallantry  in  hand*to*biuid  coixflicts.    Bessal- 
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dar  Indur  Sing,  Jemadar  Gujur  Sing,  and  Duffii* 
dar  Luximon  Sing.  Gujur  Sing  was  wounded 
by  a  carbine  bullet  in  the  breast,  but,  nothing 
dannted,  cut  down  the  man  who  fired  at  him. 
I  am  happy  to  say  the  wound  is  slight  and  he  is 
doing  well. 

I  regret  exceedingly  that  circumstances  pre* 
yented  me  from  bringing  into  action  and  thus 
rewarding  the  men  of  the  10th  Regiment  Native 
Infantry  for  the  fatigues  and  privations  they  had 
undergone.  I  cannot  say  too  much  in  favour  of 
the  cheerfulness  witli  which  they,  and  indeed  the 
whole  force,  bore  every  hardship,  marching  day 
and  night,  till  the  object  for  which  we  set  out  was 
accomplished. 

The  valuable  services  rendered  to  Grovemment 
during  this  mutiny  by  Sir  Soobah  Ram  Chunder 
Bajee  Row  are  well  known  to  the  Greneral.  but 
not  only  were  his  exertions  on  this  occasion  as 
untiring  as  ever,  but  his  gallantry  in  action  was 
most  conspicuous,  he  having  been  closely  engaged 
several  times. 

Wamaud  Row  Mhadow,  Tehsildar  of  Basoda» 
deserves  great  credit  for  the  accuracy  of  the 
information  he  procured.

No.  1043  of  1859.— The  term  of  service  for 
which  the  Members  of  the  Bengal  Yeomanry 
Cavalry  engaged  being  about  to  expire,  and  a 
large  proportion  having  expressed  a  wish  to  bo 
discharged,  the  Corps  was  ordered  to  Sultanpore, 
Benares,  to  be  broken  up. 

The  disbondment  of  the  regiment  is  now  in 
eonrse  of  being  carried  into  effect* 

His  Excellency  the  Viceroy  and  Governor- 
General  of  Lidia  in  Council,  cannot  allow  the 
officers  and  men  of  this  corps  to  separate,  without 
expressing  in  General  Orders  his  acknowledge* 
meat  of  the  excellent  services  they  have  rendered, 
and  his  admiration  of  their  endurance,  and  of 
their  gallant  bearing  on  the  many  occasions  in 
which  they  have  come  in  contact  with  the 
enemy* 
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The  Bengal  Yeomanry  Cavalry,  formed  ia 
Calcutta  in  the  summer  of  1857,  on  the  footing 
pf  a  Volunteer  Corps  receiving  pay,  was,  in 
October  of  that  year,  moved  towards  the  scene  of 
the  disturbances,  reaching  Raneegunge,  it  pro- 
ceeded in  pursuit  of  mutineers  to  Gya,  and  thence 
marched  to  Patna,  and  crossed  into  Tirhoot,  in 
which  district  it  was  employed  watching  a  body 
of  rebels.  Early  in  1858,  the  regiment  entered 
the  Goruckpore  District,  and  took  up,  alone  at 
first,  a  bold  position  at  Ahmora,  distant  only  five 
miles  from  an  overwhelming  rebel  force,  them- 
selves only  two  hundred  in  number  ;  and  they 
held  for  the  greater  part  of  that  year,  with  the 
Goruckpore  Field  Force,  important  posts,  and 
were,  during  that  time,  repeatedly  engaged  with 
the  enemy. 

In  the  cold  season  of  1858-59,  the  regiment 
was  employed  in  the  operations  in  the  Baraitch 
District,  in  Oude,  and  finally  it  was  engaged  till 
recently,  against  the  rebels  on  the  Nepaul  Fron- 
tier. 

The  Gazettes  of  the  23rd  March,  2?th  April, 
11th  May,  6th  and  13th  July,  13th  August,  12th 
and  19th  October,  23rd  November,  \b5><,  and 
ilth  and  18th  January,  and  9th  March,  1859,  all 
testify  that  the  Ben^fal  Yeomanry  Cavalry  have 
borne  a  distinguished  part  in  the  several  opera- 
tions therein  recounted. 

'  Long  marches,  exposure,  fatigue,  and  harassing 
patrol  and  picket  duties  have  from  the  first  falen 
to  the  lot  of  this  young  corps,  and  they  have 
borne  the  wboler  in  a  truly  soldier-like  spirit. 

The  Governor-General  in  Council  desires  to 
convey  to  M^or  Richardson,  C.B.,  and  the  brave 
Officers  and  Men  of  the  Bengal  Yeomanry 
Cavalry,  a  regiment  of  which  all  who  have  be*- 
longed  to  it  may  be  proud^  his  best  thanks  ior  th^ 
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good  senrioe  ihej  haye  rendered  to  the  State^  and 
in  disbanding  the  corps  which,  from  the  27th 
inetant,  will  cease  to  belong  to  the  Bengal  Army«

A  PORTION  of  the  rebels  under  Baboo  Per* 
gim  Sing»  attacked  by  me  on  the  14th  instant,  at 
SIhnngra-ka-naka,  found  themselves  cut  off  from 
tlie  road  to  Deoknrh  by  the  rapid  advance  of  the 
Sritish  troops,  and  saved  themselves  by  quitting 
the  road  and  hiding  in  the  dense  forest  to  tlie  west 
of  it  These  fugitives  were  joined  by  the  Akonah 
Biyah*8  people  on  the  flight  of  the  latter  before 
CSaptain  Cleveland's  detachment,*  and  by  a  fresh, 
party  from  Deokurh,  and  the  whole  under  the 

1859.  6  N 
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leaders  as  per  margin,*  located  themselves  in'  the 
Sonputtree  Pass,  which  is  about  10  miles  west  of 
the  Khungra  Pass,  and  the  same  distance  from 
Musha.  I  heard  of  this  assembly  whilst  encamped 
at  Musha,  with  the  troops,  as  per  margin,f  and 
immediately  arranged  an  attack  for  tiie  foUowing 
morning,  18th  June. 

2.  The  Sunputtree  Pass  leads  like  the  Khungra 
Pass,  from  the  Trans-Raptee  country  into  Deo-^ 
kurh  (Nepaul),  but  it  is  accounted  a  very  difficult 
one,  and  is  only  used  by  the  cowherds  of  the 
district,  who  pasture  their  cattle  according  to  the 
season,  either  on  the  Nepaul  or  British  side  of  the 
mountains.  It  is  approached  through  about  six 
miles  of  tho  densest  Terye  Forest,  and  is  simply 
the  bed  of  a  mountain  torrent*  paved  with  huge 
boulder  stones.  A  few  resolute  men  could  hold  it 
against  an  army.  The  rebel  encampment  was  in 
a  small  open  clearing  on  the  edge  of  the  torrent 
about  four  miles  from  the  commencement  of  the 
forest. 

.  3.  The  troops  marched  from  Musha  at  two  A.M., 
i^  the  strictest  silence,  and  entered  the  forest  un- 
challenged, soon  after  daybreak.  After  proceeding 
about  three  miles  into  the  forest,  the  advanced 
guard  was  seen  by  a  picquet  of  liie  enemy,  and 
concealment  being  no  longer  an  object,  the  troops 
were  urged  forward  in  view  to  allow  the  rebels 
as  little  notice  of  our  approach  as  posdble. 

4.  The  rebel  encampment  was  found  deserted, 
and  here  I  left  the  cavalry,  their  .services  being  no 
longer  required,  owing  to  the  nature  of  the  road. 
With  the  infantry  I  pushed  on  in  pursuit  as  fast, 
as  possible.    The  tracks  left  by  the  rebels  showed .

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both  caralrj  and  infantry,  and  namben  of  the 
latter  were  aoon  overtaken  and  slain,  but  I  felt 
that  the  real  prize  was  the  cavalry,  and,  as  the 
difficulties  of  the  road  increased  at  each  step,  made 
certain  of  eventually  overtaking  them.  Finding 
that  we  gained  upon  them,  they  attempted  to  elude 
U8  by  turning  up  the  bed  of  a  ravine  to  the  right 
of  the  road,  ignorant  that  there  was  no  exit  at  the 
other  end.  Here  they  were  overtaken,  and  every 
man  slain,  upwards  of  25  horses,  and  30  ponies 
laden  with  baggage,  falling  into  the  hands  of  the 
Punjab  Rifles. 

5.  The  pursuit  was  continued  in  all  directions 
for  fully  five  miles  beyond  the  rebel  encampment^ 
and  great  slaughter  made.  I  am  confident  that 
vpwards  of  one  hundred  rebels  must  have  fallen. 
When  the  troops  were  utterly  exhausted  by  the 
combined  effects  of  distance,  heat,  and  the  suffo- 
cating atmosphere  of  the  Terye  Forest,  after  heavy 
rain,  the  pursuit  ceased,  and  the  troops  marched 
back  to  the  camp  at  Musha^  which  they  reached 
about  three  p.m. 

6.  The  behaviour  of  the  men  of  the  5th  Pun- 
jab Rifles  was  beyoild  all  praise,  and  it  was  emu- 
lated by  that  of  a  small  party  of  the  Oude  Police 
(MiUett's  Jezzailchees),  which  happened  to  be  at 
-Musha'on  a  special  service,  and  which  I  took  with 
me  to  stop  a  road  by  which  I  thought  it  probable 
the  rebels  would  try  to  escape.  I  beg  to  solicit 
the  3rd  Class  of  the  Order  of  Merit  for  Havildar 
Moosa  Khan,  of  the  5th  Punjab  Rifles,  who  par- 
-ticolarly  distinguished  himself  in  this  affair,  and 
also  for  Snbadiur  Nehall  Sing,  of  the  same  regi- 
ment, who,  in  my  presence,  idew  three  of  the  rebels 
in'  single  combat.

IN  obedience  to  the  instructions  of  Colonel 
Holdich,  CJB^  Commanding  Trans  Grogra,  dated 
the  11th  instant,  directing  me  to  expel  from  the 
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British  territoij  a  body  of  rebels  believed  to  be 
near  Musha,  I  marched  on  the  night  of  the  12th 
instant  from  Sidonia  Ghaut  to  that  place,  thirty 
miles,  with  the  troops  as  per  margin,*  and  was 
there  joined  by  Captain  Cleveland,  commanding  a 
field  detachment  at  Bhinga,  with  a  portion  of  his 
force,  as  per  margin. f 

2.  The  body  of  rebels  against  whom  I  waa  to 
operate  proved  to  be  eighteen  or  twenty  miles 
east  of  Musha,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the' 
Khungra-ka-!Naka,  as  it  is  called,  a  well-known 
pass  through  the  first  range  of  hills  into  the 
Deokurk  Valley  ( Nepaul).  Accordingly  I  marchedi 
on  the  night  of  the  13th  June,  to  Bunhonee,  late  a 
police  post,  fourteen  miles,  and  leaving  the  bag* 
gage  at  that  village,  made  the  following  arrange- 
ments consequent  on  information  there  received. 

3.  Captain  Cleveland,  with  three  companies 
Moradabad  Levy  and  fifty  men  of  Hodson's  Horse, 
was  directed  to  attack  the  Rajah  of  Akonah,  who 
was  encamped,  with  two  hundred  followers,  %t 
Pee[»tib,  on  the  edge  of  the  forest,  at  foot  of  the 
hills,  three  miles  north  of  Bunhonee,  whilst  I^ 
with  the  remainder  of  the  force,  should  attack  the 
main  body  of  rebels,  under  one  Purgun  Sing,  at 
the  village  of  Bunkutta,  where  the  Ehungra-ka 
Naka,  which  it  is  to  be  understood  is  the  bed  of  a  hill 
torrent  dry,  except  after  heavy  rain,  emerges  from 
the  forest 

4.  A  separate  report  of  Captain  Cleveland's 
proceedings,  which  were  very  satisfactory,  is 
annexed. 

5.  The  force  under  my  personal  command  got 
under  cover  of  the  forest,  at  the  foot  of  the  hills,

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about 'f<yitr  miles  nordi-east  of  Bunhoiiee,  and  here 
I  left  the  caYfUrj,  with  orders  to  halt  until  I 
shoold  open  fire,  and  then  press  on,  hj  the  best. 
nMd  they  could  find,  to  Bunkntta.  With  the 
infantry  and  twenty  men  Ist  Punjaub  Cavalry 
I  marched,  under  cover  of  the  forest  and  paralld 
to  the  hills  in  view,  to  cut  off  the  rebels  from  their 
retreat  to  Deokurk,  and  fall  upon  their  rear  ;  but 
their  picquets  had  seen  us  before  we  entered  the 
forest,  and  thus  my  intentions  were  to  a  certain 
extent  frustrated,  the  main  body  of  the  rebels 
being  in  retreat,  covered  by  a  strong  rear  gpiard, 
when  we  reached  their  encampment.  The  Punjab 
Bides,  however,  supported  by  the  Moradabad 
Levy  and  the  party  of  the  1st  Punjaub  Cavalry, 
foUowed  the  rebels  with  the  greatest  spirit,  and 
inflicted  considerable  loss  upon  them,  driving 
them  in  confusion  through  the  pass  for  upwards  of 
four  miles,  The  pursuit  never  slackened  for  a 
moment  whilst  the  rebels  held  together  in  a  body, 
and  when  they  broke  and  dispersed  in  the  dense 
forest,  they  were  followed  in  all  directions  by 
small  parties  of  the  Punjaub  Rifles  and  Morada- 
bad Levy,  some  of  which  did  not  rcgoin  for  many 
boars  afterwards* 

Q.  I  make  no  attempt  to  estimate  the  number  of 
rebels  slain,  the  immense  extent  of  ground  gone 
over  by  the  troops  in  pursuit,  the  dense  jungle, 
and  the  ravines  with  which  it  was  intersected, 
anything  like  accuracy  impossible. 

7.  The  troops  rested  for  a  few  hours  in  the 
standing  camp,  constructed  by  the  rebels  at  Ban* 
kutto,  previous  to  burning  it,  and  then  marched 
back  to  Bunhonee,  six  miles. 

8..  The  exertions  make  by  the  troops  of  both 
arms  have  been  most  meritorious,  and  I  trust  they 
will  meet  with  the  approbation  of  superior  autho- 
rity.    The  Punjaiib  Rifles  marched  upwards  of 
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sixty  milefl  between  the  evening  of  the  ISth  and 
noon  of  the  14th  instant,  besides  porsning  the 
enemy  for  some  miles  at  the  double, 

9.  I  wish  to  bring  to  particular  notice  the  gal« 
lant  and  daring  conduct  of  Snbadar  Hu^eb 
Khan,  of  the  oth  Punjanb  Rifles,  who  was  ever 
foremost  in  the  pursuit,  and  was  several  times 
engaged  hand-to-hand.  I  consider  him  most 
deserving  of  the  3rd  Class  of  the  Order  of  Merit. 

10.  Captain  Cleveland,  98th  Regiment,  wlio 
conducted  the  s^arate  attack  upon  the  Rajah  of 
Akownah*s  partj,  rendered  valuable  service,  and 
I'  have  to  ihank  him  for  the  cordial  assistance 
I  have  received  from  him  during  the  present 
service.  Mj  thanks  are  also  doe  to  Lieutenant 
Grey  and  Ensign  Gill,  who  directed  the  P&njaub 
Rifles  and  Moradabad  Levy,  respectively,  in  the 
attack  under  my  personal  command. 

11.  I  am  not  aware  of  any  rebels  being  now  in 
the  British  territory,  between  Serdonia  Ghaut  and 
Toolsepore,  and  I  therefore  trust  that  the  service 
entrusted  to  me  will  be  oonfiidered  to  have  been 
satisfoetorily  carried  out. 

12.  I  endoae  a  casualty  return.

AGREEABLY  with  your  instmotions  I  prcH 
ceeded  yesterday  in  command  of  a  detachment, 
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strength  as  per  maigin,*  from  the  Tillage  of 
Chovrdree  Dca  towards  Tipra,  bearing  due  north 
of  ity  where  Moona  Sing,  the  Bigah  of  Akonah, 
with  200  Tilongasy  were  reported  to  be  hutted« 
aod  living  in  comfort.  I  made  a  drcnitouB  route 
through  Uie  jungle,  ayoiding  the  footpath  leading 
to  the  enemy's  position,  with  a  yiew  of  driying 
it  eastward,  towards  jour  force,  according  to 
arrangements^ 

Soon  after  penetrating  the  jungle^  which  was 
nothing  more  than  brushwood,  tiie  enemy's  picket, 
infantry,  was  discoyered  at  a  distance  oS,  and  a 
party  of  cavalry  galloped  to  the  front  in  full  hopes 
of  cutting  it  off,  when,  unfortunately,  it  was  pulled 
up  by  a  deep  ravine,  the  other  side  of  which  the 
enemy's  picket  had  been  posted. 

On  moving  on  to  Pipree^  to  the  enemy's  en- 
campment, I  found  it  deserted ;  and  it  was  evident 
from  a  quantity  of  things^  arms,  accoutrements^ 
and  large  supplies  of  rice  and  flour,  strewn  about 
on  the  ground,  that  he  had  been  alarmed,  and  had 
taken  a  hasty  departure*  On  being  assured  by  a 
herdsman,  that  the  Rajab,  mounted  on  an  ele- 
phant, with  the  majority  of  his  force,  had  gone 
westward,  I  pressed  on  the  cavalay,  who,  however, 
could  make  no  way,  owing  to  the  dense  part  of 
the  jungle  and  a  serpentine  ravine  impeding  pro- 
gress; while  the  enemy,  concealed,  opened  fire 
upon  them. 

I  brou^t  up  my  infantry  in  firont,  and  driving 
everything  before  it,  acconnted  for  all  straggkn; 
The  enony's  fire  soon  eeaaed;  and  pressing  aa» 
vf ard%  we  came  across  arms,  aeeoutrements^  and 
brass  utensilsy  that  had  been  flung  away ;  and 
continuing  far  five  miles^  we  captuf^d  the  Rajah's 
horse,. paknqnin,  and  two  camela  heavily  laden

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with  all  his  property,  conBisting  of  shawli;,  muslins, 
clothing  apparel,  and  oooking  utensils.  The 
enemy  having  been  entirely  dispersed,  and  the 
track  of  the  elephant  having  been  lost,  I  collected 
my  force  and  retired  through  the  jungle,  making 
forPipree.  On  destroying  the  enemy's  huts  as 
well  as  everything  found  there  about,  and  a  tiger, 
fastened  by  a  chain  near  the  Rajah's  dwelling,  X 
moved  off,  and  reached  camp  at  1*30  p.m. 

The  enemy's  loss  was  about  fifteen  men,  and  it 
would  have  been  certainly  greater,  but  ifor  the 
dense  jungle  and  the  knowledge  of  it,  which  par- 
ticularly favoured  it.  I  am  happy  to  say  I  had 
only  one  horse  wounded. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  the  gratification  of  be- 
stowing much  credit  due  to  the  infantry  and 
cavalry,  and  I  would  make  known  the  length  of 
time  they  were  under  arms,  thirteen  hours,  during 
which  time  they  could  not  have  gone  less  than 
thirty  miles.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  officer  commanding  at  Galpee,  the 
following  particulars  of  a  skirmish  with  the  rebels^ 
under  Dowlut  Sing,  at  the  village  of  Indhoorkhee. 
Having  received  intelligence  that  the  rebeb  to  the 
number  of  500  were  occupTing  Indhoorkhee,  and 
that  in  consequence  the  Dftk  to  Gwalior  was 
closed,  I  determined  to  make  an  attempt  to  open 
the  road. 

Aooordinglj  I  left  Lahar,  on  the  morning  of 
the  27th,  with  troops  as  per  margin,*  reaching 
Indhoorkhee  about  eight  in  the  morning. 

The  enemy  on  cur  i^pearance  manned  the  fort 
walls,  as  if  with  the  intention  of  making  a  stand 
there.  They  however  precipitately  abandoned 
them,  as  we  drew  nearer,  and  fearing  lest  they 
should  slip  altogether  out  of  our  hands,  I  advanced 
with  the  cavalry  at  a  gallop. 

The  village  was  deserted,  but  on  entering  the 
ravines  a  smart  fire  was  opened  on  us  from  both 
flanks,  and  I  observed  the  enemy  in  considerable 
force,  occupying  the  steep  sides  of  the  ravines. 

The  ground  being  utterly  unsuited  for  cavalry, 
I  retired  out  of  fiie,  and  tiie  inteitiy  which  had 
by  this  time  arrived,  advanced  to  the  attack  under 
the  able  guidance  of  lAeutenant  Cock.  They  drove 
the  enemy  from  one  position  to  another,  pnrsning 
them  from  the  distance  of  nearly  a  mile  and  a  hok^

We  had  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  loss  sua* 
tained  bj  the  enemj,  bat  know  from  reliable  infor- 
mation that  thej  have  made  no  attempt  to  re* 
occnpj  Indhoorkhee. 

The  only  casualties  on  our  side  next  one  sowar, 
ftnd  one  horse^  both  slightly  wounded.

J  QAYE  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  infinrmn^ 
tion  of  the  Officer  cominatidiDg  the  r^iment^  tfamt^ 
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in  oonseqaenoe  of  information  received  from  Mth 
Assistant-Magistrate  Wigram,  that  a  bodj  of 
rebels  were  in  the  jungle*  north-east  of  Jheejun*  I 
marched  thither  at  1 1  o'clock  p.M..on  the  night  of  the 
6th,  with  the  force  as. per  margin.*  After  marching 
some  eight  miles  we  arrived  at  the  outskirts  of  the 
thick  jungle,  in  which  the  rebels  were  sajd  to  be 
encamped,  and  I  here  halted  for  a  short  time  to 
rest  both  men  and  horses. 

Learning  that  the  position  which  was  held  hj 
the  enemy  was  totally  impracticable  for  cavalry, 
and  having  further  ascertained  the  jungle  was 
more  open  to  the  east  and  west,  I  despatched  the 
lowars  in  two  detachments,  as  per  margin,f  one 
to  each  flank,  with  orders  to  be  on  the  alert, 
patrolling  the  edge  of  the  jungle,  and  to  cut  up 
any  fugitives  that  might  attempt  to  escape  in  thoso 
directions.  Proceeding  about  five  miles  further 
through  jungle  of  so  dense  and  thorny  a  nature 
that  it  was  with  great  difficulty  that  we  made  any 
way  at  all,  we  came  upon  their  advanced  picquet 
and  drove  it  in  without  loss  on  either  side ;  push-  • 
ing  on  with  every  possible  despatch  we  surprised 
their  camp  situated  on  a  very  rocky  and  difficult 
hill,  weD'known  as  one  of  their  favourite  resorts ; 
after  a  abort  stand  made  at  a  wall  of  rocks,  about 
six  feet  in  height,  which  they  had  raised  across 
the  path,  they  fled  precipitately  through  the  jungle 
10  every  direction  ;  owing  to  the  early  hour  at 
which  this  took  place  (viz.,  about  an  hour  before. 
SQurise)  and  the  notorious  denseness  of  the  Jhee- 
jhnn  jungle,  I  was  unable  to  pursue  them  as  effi-*

Natire  Light  Infantry,  killed^  The  oompkteoeaa 
of  the  surprise  may  be  imagined,  as  more  than  tOO 
pairs  of  shoes,  together  with  bedding  of  every 
description,  were  left  scattered  over  the  ground  <mF 
their  late  camp,  the  paths  of  the  jangle  on  eveiy 
side  were  strewn  with  clothes  and  weapons,  which 
they  abandoned  in  their  flight.  Part  of  them 
attempted  to  escape  on  the  east  of  the  jangle  and 
were  attacked  by  the  Ressaldar  of  the  Polioe, 
whom  I  had  detached  to  that  point ;  three  of  them 
were  killed,  and  the  rest  etfected  their  escape  baok 
into  the  jangle,  where  it  was  impossible  for 
cavalry  to  pursue. 

The  miiin  body  of  the  rebels  retreated  in  the 
direction  of  Jheejhun,  where  they  ought  to  have 
been  met  by  Captain  Scott,  of  the  17th  B^ment 
Madras  Native  Infantry,  with  his  detachment ; 
but  owing  to  som«i  mistake  as  to  procuring  guides, 
I  regret  to  say,  that  their  retreat  in  that  direction 
was  unmolested. 

On  re-assembling  my  men  on  the  bill  of  Kalee 
F^haree,  where  the  enemy's  camp  had  been,  I  saw 
a  small  force  of  about  fifty  men  as  well  as  I  could 
judge,  for  they  were  more  than  a  mile  off,  advmne* 
ittg  towards  the  hill  f]\>m  the  north-east ;  from  the 
regularity  of  their  movements,  as  well  as  from  tha 
glittering  of  their  fixed  bayonets,  I  supposed  them 
to  be  the  detachment  of  the  17th  Madras  Native 
Infantry,  although  coming  from  a  different  direo* 
tion  to  that  in  which  we  expected  them ;  but  this 
morning  a  letter  from  Captain  Scott  states  that, 
owing  to  the  reasons  stated  above,  he  did  not  move 
from  his  original  position  at  Pipera.  I  can  there- 
fore only  ooi^ectare^  that  it  was  the  par^  of  tebel 
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Mp^n  who  sre  aud  to  accompuij  De^t  in  aU 
his  wanderings*  I  connder  that  the  effect  pro- 
duced on  the  rebels  bj  this  affair  will  be  most 
beneficia],  as  showing  them  that  the  densest  jangle 
and  most  favoarable  position,  affords  them  but 
little  more  shelter  than  the  open  plain. 

Their  nnmbers,  I  am  informed,  were  from  4 
to  500  men,  and  it  is  supposed  under  the  command 
of  Desput  himself,  as  papers  directed  to  him  and 
some  bearing  his  signature,  together  with  one  or 
two  articles  which  were  identified  as  belonging  to 
him,  were  found  in  their  camp. 

Thej  are  said  to  have  carried  some  wounded 
with  them  in  their  retreat. 

Mj  best  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  P.  Wigram, 
who  was  to  the  front  during  the  whole  affiiir,  and 
afforded  me  every  assistance.

The  Earl  of  Malmesbury  to  Mr.  Bruce. 

(Extract.)  Foreign- Office,  March  1,  1859. 

THE  Queen  having  been  pleased  to  appoint 
.jou  to  be  Her  M^estj's  Envoy  Extraordinary 

1859.  6  P 
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and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  in  CbiiMy .  and 
in  that  capacity  to  exchange,  at  Pekin,  Her  Ma* 
jesty's  ratification  of  the  Treaty  of  Tien-tsin  with 
the  ratification  of  that  compact  by  the  Emperor 
of  China,  I  have  now  to  furnish  you  with  sach 
general  instructions  as  may  serve  for  your  guidance 
in  the  important  mission  entrusted  to  you  by  Her 
Majesty. 

Her  Majesty *8  Government  had  hoped  that  the 
Earl  of  Elgin  wopld  have  returned  to  this  country 
previously  to  your  departure,  that  so  your  instruc- 
tions might  have  been  framed  after  personal  com- 
munication with  his  Ezcellettcy.  But  it  would 
seem  that  the  interesting  excursion  up  the  Tang- 
tze-keang  river,  which  he  so  judiciously  deter- 
mined to  undertake,  has  occupied  more  time  than 
he  anticipated,  and  any  further  delay  in  your 
departure  might  possibly  prevent  you  from  ex- 
changing the  ratifications  within  the  period  speci- 
fied in  the  Treaty,  namely,  before  tho  26th  of 
June. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  providing 
passage  for  yourself  and  the  members  of  your 
Mission  in  the  contract  steam- vessels  which  con- 
vey the  British  mails  of  the  10th  of  March  from 
Marseilles  to  Alexandria,  and  from  Suez  to  Singa- 
pore and  Hong  Kong,  in  case  you  should  not  find 
at  Suez  Her  Majesty's  ship  *'  Furious  "  waiting  to 
receive  you,  or  at  Singapore  some  other  man-of- 
war  appointed  to  convey  you  to  China. 

On  your  arrival  at  Hong  Kong,  you  will,  in 
virtue  of  the  Comminsion  as  Chief  Superintendent 
of  British  Trade  with  which  you  are  provided* 
relieve  Sir  John  Bowring  of  his  duties  in  connec- 
tion with  this  office,  and  you  will  make  arrange- 
ments for  transferring  the  general  direction  of 
British  affairs  in  China  to  Shanghae,  at  which 
port  it  is  to  be  carried  on  until  sudi  time  as  ci£« 
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emnstancefi  sball  admit  of  its  beiDg  permanently 
established  at  Pekin. 

YoQ  will  not  remain  at  Hong  Kong  longer  than 
18  absolutely  neeessary,  but  proceed  to  Shanghae 
on  your  way  to  the  Peiha 

Her  Mi^esty's  Government  were  fully  prepared 
at  once  to  carry  out  the  provision  of  the  Treaty 
of  Tien-tsin,  which  admits  of  the  permanent 
residence  of  a  British  Ambassador  at  Pekin  ;  but 
the  observations  on  this  point,  which  Lord  £lgin 
has  so  ably  laid  before  them,  coupled  with  the 
fact  that  the  French  Government^  on  considering 
Baron  Gros's  reports,  have  arrived  at  the  same 
conclusion,  have  determined  Her  Majesty's  Gro- 
vernment,  for  the  present  at  least,  to  fix  at  Shan- 
ghae the  residence  of  the  British  Mission,  and 
only  to  require  that  it  should  be  received  occa- 
sionally at  Pekin.  But  you  will  be  careful  to 
make  the  Chinese  authorities  at  the  capital  and  at 
Shanghae  distinctly  understand  that  Her  Msjesty's 
Government  do  not  renounce  the  right  of  perma- 
nent residence,  and,  on  the  contrary,  will  instantly 
exercise  it,  if  at  any  time  diffieulties  are  thrown 
in  the  way  of  communications  between  Her  Ma- 
jesty's Minister  and  the  Central  Government  at 
Pekin,  or  any  disposition  shown  to  evade  or  defeat 
the  objects  of  the  Treaty. 

Her  Majesty's  Government  are  prepared  to 
expect  that  all  the  arts  at  which  the  Chinese  are 
such  adepts,  will  be  put  in  practice  to  dissuade  yo« 
from  repairing  to  the  capital,  ev^n  for  the  purpose 
of  exchanging  tlie  ratifications  of  the  Treaty ;  but 
it  will  be  your  duty  firmly,  but  temperately,  to 
resist  any  propositions  to  that  effect,  and  to  admit 
pf  no  excuses;  and  you  will  say  that  the  effect  of 
any  perslstance  on  the  part  of  the  Chinese  Govern-" 
ment  in  throwing  obstacles  in  the  way  of  your 
arrival  at  Pekin,  and  of  the  presentation  of  yotsr

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credentials  to  the  Emperor  in  person,  will  he.  that 
Her  Majesty's  Government  will  insist  on  the  literal 
fulfilment  of  the  Treaty,  and  establish  the  Mission 
permanently  at  Pekin. 

You  will  probably  find  it  advisable,  before  year 
departure  from  Shanghae,  to  send  an  intimation  to 
Pekin  of  your  approach,  and  to  request  that  suit- 
able arrangements  may  be  made  for  your  honour- 
able reception  at  the  mouth  of  the  Peiho,  and  at 
Tien-tsin,  and  for  your  journey  from  that  place  to 
Pekin.  The  Admiral  in  command  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty's naval  forces  in  China  has  been  directed  to 
send  up  with  you  to  the  mouth  of  the  Peiho  a  suf- 
ficient naval  force,  and  unless  any  unforeseen  cir- 
cumstances should  appear  to  make  another  arrange- 
ment more  advisable,  it  would  seem  desirable  that 
you  should  reach  Tien-tsin  in  a  British  ship  of 
war. 

It  is  impossible  for  Her  Majesty's  Grovemment, 
and,  indeed,  it  would  not  be  wise  to  lay  down-  anj 
definite  rules  to  be  rigidly  adhered  to,  in  regard  to 
your  approach  to,  and  your  communication  with, 
the  Chinese  Court.  The  acquaintance  which  you 
possess  with  the  Chinese  character,  will  enable 
you  to  judge  when  you  may  give  way  and  when 
you  must  stand  firm,  bearing  in  mind  that  your 
treatment  on  your  first  visit  to  Pekin  will  always 
be  appealed  to  on  the  occasion  of  future'  visits,  as 
establishing  a  precedent  not  to  be  departed 
f*'om. 

You  will,  of  course,  refuse  compliance  with  any 
ceremony,  or  form  of  reception,  which  can  in  any 
way  be  construed  into  an  admission  of  inferiority 
on  the  part  of  Her  Majesty  in  regard  to  the  Em- 
peror of  China,  and  perhaps  the  best  method  of 
putting  a  stop  to  any  attempt  to  impose  upon  you 
in  this  respect,  will  be  that  you  should  distinctly 
declare  that  you  will  withdraw  at  once,  even  from 
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the  Presence  Chamber  of  the  Sovereign,  on  the 
slightest  appearance  of  a  disposition  to  treat  you, 
and  the  office  that  you  hold,  with  disrespect. 

If  any  objection  should  be  raised  on  the  score 
of  your  credentials  being  those  of  £nvoy  and  not 
of  an  Ambassador,  you  will  say  that  the  reason  of 
their  being  so,  is  to  admit  of  the  wish  of  the 
Chinese  Government,  tliat  for  the  present  the 
British  Mission  should  not  be  permanantly  resident 
at  the  capital  being  complied  with;  but  that  if,  on 
that  ground,  the  Chinese  Government  seek  to 
nake  any  distinction  in  your  reception  and  treat- 
ment, new  credentials  as  Ambassador  will  imme- 
diately ()e  sent  to  you,  and,  in  that  case,  the  Mis- 
sion will  be  forthwith  and  permanently  established 
at  Pekin. 

You  will,  moreover,  take  care  that  the  treat- 
ment awarded  to  you  is  in  no  de^rree  less  honour- 
able than  that  awarded  to  the  Representative  of 
any  other  Power  whatever.  Tliat  it  should  be 
consistent  with  European  usages,  it  must  doubt- 
less be  more  honourable  than  that  by  which  Em- 
bassies from  countries  over  whose  Chiefs  the 
Emperior  assumes  superiority  are  received  ;  but 
it  must  be  in  no  degree  inferior  to  that  accorded 
to  the  Representatives  of  other  Christian  nations. 

Although  you  will  insist  upon  your  being  re- 
ceived at  Pekin,  and  will  refuse  to  exchange 
ratifications  at  any  other  place,  and  will  further 
decline  to  make  any  compromise  in  regard  to  the 
time  of  your  stay  in  the  Chinese  capital,  or  the 
frequency  of  your  visits  to  it  ;  Her  Majesty's 
Government  are  willing  to  leave  to  your  discretion 
the  duration  of  your  stay  on  the  first  occasion. 
Your  primary  object,  after  the  exchange  of  the 
ratifications,  will  be  to  come  to  such  an  under- 
standing with  the  Government  as  may  ensure 
prompt  attention  being  paid  by  proper  authorities 
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in  the  capital  to  any  representations  that  you  may 
see  occasion  to  address  to  it ;  and  you  will  par* 
ticularly  insist  upon  your  right  to  employ  mes- 
sengers of  your  own,  whether  European  or  Ghineae, 
for  the  conveyance  of  your  communications,  and 
upon  due  facilities  for  the  performance  of  their 
journeys  heing  secured  for  such  messengers. 

Your  general  language  will  he  that  Her  Ma- 
jesty's Government  are  most  anxious  that  the 
increased  intercourse  with  the  Chinese  Empire, 
under  the  Treaty  of  Tien-tsin,  may  contrihute  to 
the  mutual  advantage  of  both  countries ;  that  it  is 
Her  Majesty's  firm  intention,  while  scrapulously 
observing  the  engagements  which  she  has  herself 
contracted,  to  require  on  the  part  of  the  Em- 
peror of  China  a  corresponding  observance  of 
his  own ;  that  Her  Majesty's  officers  in  the 
different  ports  of  China  will  be  directed  to  pre- 
vent, as  far  as  in  them  lies,  any  disturl^ance  of 
the  public  peace,  and  any  disorderly  conduct  on 
the  part  of  British  subjects ;  and  that,  dn  the 
other  hand,  Her  Majesty  expects  that  the  Ohineae 
authorities,  both  at  the  ports  and  in  the  interior  of 
the  country,  will  be  required  to  act  up  to  the 
Treaty  obligations  contracted  by  their  Sovereign, 
and  to  treat  with  kindness  and  consideration  the 
subjects  of  Her  Miyesty  who  may  be  brought  in 
contact  with  .them. 

Without  waiving  or  compromising,  in  any  de- 
gree, the  right  of  Her  Majesty's  Mission  to  reside 
at  the  capital,  you  may  let  it  be  understood  that 
the  frequency  of  its  visits  to  Pekin,  if  not  its  per- 
manent residence  there,  must  in  a  great  d^pree 
depend  on  the  manner  in  which  the  provisions  of 
the  Treaty  are  carried  out.  If  no  occasion  is  given 
for  controversy  by  attempts  <mi  the  part  of  the 
Chinese  local  authorities  to  evade  the  terms  of  the 
Treaty,  and  more  particularly  if  no  disposition  is 
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shown  bj  the  Govemroent  at  the  capital  to  treat 
with  disrespect  any  repreaentatiooB  Her  Mijestj's 
Minister  may  address  to  it  from  Shanghae,  the 
necesaitj  for  such  visits  to  the  capital  will  be  rare; 
and  when  the/  are  made  they  will  be  rather  com- 
pEmentary  than  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
Rut  yon  will  say  that  as  between  the  Powers  of 
£nrope  direct  diplomatic  intercourse,  and  the  per- 
manent residence  of  Ministers  at  the  residence  of 
the  Sorereigns  to  whom  they  are  accredited,  are 
always  looked  apon  as  an  indication  of  friendship 
between  States,  so  Her  Majesty's  Government 
hope  that  ihe  day  is  not  far  distant  when  not  only 
will  the  pre^nce  of  a  British  Minister  at  Pekin 
be  viewed  with  satisfaction,  but  a  Representative 
of  the  Emperor  of  China  be  accredited  to  Her 
Majesty's  Court,  where  you  will  say  he  will  be 
welcomed  both  by  Her  Majesty  and  her  Govern* 
ment,  and  treated  with  the  same  distinction  and 
omsideration  as  the  Representatives  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty's nearest  allies.

Mr.  Bruce  to  the  Earl  of  Malmeshury.^^Received 

July  5.) 

Victoria,  Hong  Kong,  May  4,  1859. 
Mr  Lord, 

THERE  is  little  reliable  information  to  be 
obtained  here  as  to  the  reception  Her  Mi^esty's 
Mission  is  likely  to  meet  with  at  Pekin,  and  the 
fact  of  the  Commissioners  Kweiliang  and  Hwas- 
haudi  remaining  at  Soochow,  near  Shanghae, 
thoagh  Mr.  Lay  has  urged  them  to  return  to 
Pekini  to  be  on  the  spot  when  the  foreign  Mis- 
sions arrive  there,  would  seem  to  indicate  a  hope 
on  their  part  that  some  incideni  may  enable  them 
to  avert  the  visit  to  Pekin ;  and  this  view  is 
strengthened  by  the  rumours,  more  or  less  true>  of

the  repair  of  tbe  old  forts  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Feiho,  and  tbe  construction  of  fresh  defences  along 
its  course. 

At  the  same  time  it  is  reported,  and,  in  the 
main,  no  <]oubt  trulj,  that  a  Russian  Mission  of 
seme  pretensions  has  arrived  at  Pekin  ;  that  its 
members  walk  about  the  streets,  in  European  cos- 
tnme,  unmolested  ;  and  that  discussions  have  taken 
place  between  its  chief  and  the  Chinese  Govern- 
ment on  matters  of  etiquette,  in  which  it  is  re- 
ported that  tbe  Russian  has  receded  from  his  first 
demand.  The  reports  from  Pekin  are  sent  bj 
native  Roman  Catholic  catechists  to  their  Bishop, 
and  embody  probably,  the  gossip  which  circulates 
in  the  streets  of  Pekin  on  these  subjects.  Your 
Lordship  is  likely  to  be  better  informed  from 
St.  Petersbur^h  than  we  are  on  the  coast  of 
China,  of  the  route  and  character  of  this  Russian 
Agent. 

it  became  necessary  for  me  to  decide,  in  this 
state  of  uncertainty  as  to  the  intentions  of  the 
Chinese  Government,  on  the  force  which  should 
accompany  me  to  the  Peiho,  it  being  desirable 
that  it  should  proceed  without  delay  to  the  north. 
By  a  note  received  from  M.  Bourboulon,  my 
French  colleague,  I  see  he  does  not  expect  that 
Admiral  Rigault  will  spare  from  the  operations  in 
Annam  more  than  two  vessels,  of  which  one,  I 
hope,  will  be  able  to  ascend  the  river  as  far  as 
Tien-tsin.  I  therefore  requested  Admiral  Hope 
and  Sir  Charles  van  Straubenzee  to  confer  with 
me  on  this  point.  As  your  Lordsliip  will  see  by 
the  inclosed  minute,  I  stated  to  them  that  the 
objects  of  my  mission  were — the  exchange  of  the 
ratifications  at  Pekin,  the  delivery  of  my  creden- 
tials to  the  Emperor  of  China  in  person,  and  the 
arrival,  as  far  as  Tien-tsin,  in  a  British  ship  of 
war.  They  agreed  In  the  opinion  that  it  would 
not  be  safe  to  assume  that  the  Chinese  would  con- 
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cede  these  points,  and  enter  senouslj  on  the  con- 
sideration of  the  measures  required  to  bring  the 
Treaty  into  full  operation,  unless  I  were  accom* 
panied  with  an  imposing  force,  and  thej  agreed 
that  it  should  be  as  nearly  as  possible  of  the  same 
strength  as  that  which  formed  the  expedition  of 
last  year.  I  hope  by  the  demonstration  to  render 
the  active  employment  of  the  force  unnecessary. 

In  the  meantime  I  have  requested  Mr.  Wade 
to  inform  Mr.  Lay  confidentially  at  Shanghae  of 
the  objects  and  scope  of  the  Mission,  leaving  it  to 
his  discretion,  in  which  I  have  full  reliance,  to 
communicate  it,  as  from  himself,  to  the  Chinese 
Commissioners.  We  may  thus  obtain  some 
knowledge  of  their  intentions  ou  our  arrival  at 
Shanghae,  which  would  be  important  as  a  guide 
in  our  future  proceedings. 

I  have  not  decided  on  the  terms  of  my  commu- 
nications to  the  Chinese  Government  on  the  point 
from  which  it  is  to  be  sent.  I  propose  discussing 
these  points  with  M.  Bourboulon,  and  with  the 
American  Minister. 

I  proceed  to  Canton  as  soon  as  the  mail  leaves 
for  England  ;  and  on  my  return  I  shall  visit 
Macao,  where  I  hope  to  find  my  colleagues.

Minute  of  a  Conference  held  at  the  Government 
Offices  at  Hong  Kong^  on  Friday^  April  28, 
1859. 

Present : 
The  Honourable  F.  Bruce,  C.B. 
Sir  Charles  van  Straubenzee,  E.C.B. 
Rear- Admiral  Hope,  C.B. 

MR.  BRUCE  stated  that  the  instructions  of 
Her  Migesty's  Government  were  to  the  effect  that 
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he  was  to  proceed,  if  possible*  to  Tien-tnn  in  a 
British  man-of-war,  and  thence  to  Pekin,  where 
the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  was  to  be  effected, 
and  where  he  was  to  present  his  letters  of  credence 
to  the  Emperor  of  China  in  person,  insisting  on 
such  a  reception  as  was  befitting  his  character  as 
the  Representative  of  a  nation  on  an  equality 
with  that  of  China. 

He  further  stated  that  we  were  not  in  posses- 
sion of  any  reliable  information  as  to  the  spirit  in 
whidi  the  Chinese  Grovernraent  were  prepared  to 
receive  this  first  attempt  to  establish  direct  rela- 
tions on  a  footing  of  equality  with  the  Court  of 
Pekin.  That  we  must  be  guided,  therefore,  hy 
the  general  experience  we  had  acquired  of  the 
Chinese  character,  and  that  we  might  infer  as  the 
result  of  our  past  experience  that  the  objects  of 
this  mission  were  most  likely  to  be  satisfactorily 
and  peacefully  attained,  if  the  British  Minister 
were  supported  by  a  powerful  demonstration  of 
force  at  the  mouth  of  the  Peiho  river. 

Sir  Charles  van  Straubenzee  and  Rear- Admiral 
Hope  concurrent  in  this  view,  the  latter  stating 
that  his  instructions  contemplated  the  Minister 
being  escorted  with  an  imposing  force. 

It  was  unanimously  agreed  that  the  expedition 
should,  if  possible,  be  as  strong  as  that  which 
accompanied  the  Ambassadors  of  England  and 
France  to  the  Peiho  Itist  year,  and  with  that  view 
Sir  Charles  van  Straubenzee  intimated  his  being 
prepared,  consistently  with  the  security  of  his 
position  at  Canton,  to  place  a  battalion  of  Marines 
and  a  company  of  Engineers  at  the  disposal  of 
Rear- Admiral  Hope.  This  addition  to  the  naval 
force  would  compensate  for  the  absence  of  the 
French  forces  in  Cochin  China.

HEB  Majesty's  Goyemment  approve  the 
arrangements,  as  reported  in  your  despatch  of

Victoria^  Hong  Kong^  May  21,  1859. 
MtLobd, 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inclose  copy  of  the 
note  I  have  addressed  to  the  Chinese  C\nsi  Secre- 
tary of  State,  Kweiliang,  informing  him  of  my 
arrival  in  China,  of  the  diplomatic  character  I 
bear,  and  of  the  course  I  intend  to  pursue.  M. 
BourbouloQ  has  also  sent  a  note  to  him  couched  in 
identioal  terms. 

In  my  previous  despatches,  I  have  informed 
your  Lordship  that  we  can  ascertain  nothing  as  to 
the  intentions  of  this  Government  with  respect  to 
the  visit  of  foreign  Envoys  to  Pekin  ;  but  the 
Imperial  Commissioners,  on  hearing  of  my  arrival 
in  China,  have  proceeded  from  Soo^iow  to 
Shaaghae,  a  fact  of  some  significance,  and  which 
gives  colour  to  the  opinion  that  they  hope  to  raise 
questions  or  begin  negotiations  at  that  point, 
otherwise  they  would  have  returned  ere  this  to 
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Pekin,  for  the  purpose  of  making  preparations  for 
our  reception. 

It  seems  to  me  important  that  I  should,  from 
the.  commencement,  assume  the  new  political 
status  which  I  bear  as  a  Minister  accredited  to 
the  Emperor  of  China. 

With  this  view  I  have  put  forward,  in  a  pro- 
minent and  intelligible  shape,  the  character  I  bear, 
and  the  necessity  of  my  proceeding  direct  to 
Pekin,  to  present  to  the  Emperor  mj  credentials, 
in  accordance  with  estabHi>hed  usage,  and  thereby 
qualify  myself  for  the  discharge  of  my  functions 
as  Envoy  to  the  Court  of  Pekin.  For  the  same 
reason  I  have  addressed  Kweiliang  as  Chief  Secre- 
tary of  State — not  as  Imperial  Commissioner — as 
I  wish  to  avoid  any  act  that  may  be  construed 
into  an  acceptance  of  an  Imperial  Commissioner 
at  Shanghae.  My  language  on  that  point  will  be 
that  my  acceptance  of  such  a  functionary  is  made 
contingent  on  a  proper  reception  at  Pekin,  nnd  on 
arrangements  being  made  which  will  secure  free 
access  and  unreserved  communication  with  the 
Imperial  Ministers  at  the  capital,  on  all  matters 
on  which  I  think  they  ought  to  be  informed. 

I  hope,  in  this  way,  to  compel  the  Chinese 
Government  to  declare  itself  upon  those  points 
which  we  know  are  the  most  unpalatable  to  it  ; 
and  if  there  exists,  on  its  part,  a  disposition  to 
evade  its  obligations,  to  thrust  us  back,  as  before, 
on  the  seaboard,  and  refuse  the  reception  which  X 
cannot  waive  without  lowering  our  national 
dignity,  I  trust  we  shall  be  in  possession  of 
their  views  when  we  arrive  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Pehio,  and  not  be  left  to  discover  them  gradually 
at  Pekin.  If,  as  is  most  probable,  the  Court  of 
Pekin  is  wavering,  anxious  to  evade,  but  unwil« 
ling  to  risk  a  rupture,  I  trust  that  identity  of 
views  among  the  foreign  BepresentativeSi  firm 
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langaage,  and  an  imposing  demonstration  of  force, 
will  secure  the  observance  by  it  of  the  recent 
Treaties,  and  incline  it  to  listen  to  moderate  and 
pacific  advisers. 

In  closing  this  despatch,  I  beg  to  draw  your 
Lordship's  attention  to  a  letter  I  addressed  to 
Admiral  Hope,  on  a  proposal  by  the  Lords  of  the 
Admiralty  to  reduce  further  the  force  on  this 
station — a  measure  much  to  be  regretted  should 
it  be  carried  into  operation  before  the  visit  to 
Pekin  is  successfully  accompli^hed.

THE  Undersigned,  &c.,  &c„  has  the  honour  to 
inform  his  Excellency  Kweiliang,  Senior  Secretary 
of  State,  that  Her  Majesty  the  Queen,  &c.,  &c., 
has  been  pleaded,  in  furtherance  of  the  intimate 
and  friendly  relations  happily  established  between 
the  two  Empires  by  the  Treaty  of  Tien-tsin,  to 
appoint  the  Undersigned  to  the  honourable  post  of 
Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipoten- 
tiary to  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  China. 

In  that  capacity  he  is  the  bearer  of  an  auto- 
graph letter  from  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  to  His 
Majesty  the  Emperor  of  China,  which  it  will  be 
his  pleasing  duty  to  present  to  His  Majesty  in 
person,  according  to  the  established  usage  among 
friendly  nations,  and  in  order  that  he  may  be 
thereby  properly  qualified  to  undertake  the  duties 
of  his  office  as  Her  Majesty's  Representative  to 
the  Court  of  Pekin. 

The  Undersigned  has  further  to  add  that  he  is 
cliarged  with  the  counterpart  of  the  Treaty  of 
llen-tsin,  duly  ratified  by  Her  Most  Gracious 
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Mf^esiy,  and  that  he  will  he  prepared  to  exchange 
it  at  Pekin,  as  agreed  on  in  the  Treaty,  agaiziBt 
one  equally  ratified  hy  His  Miyesty  the  Emperor 
of  China,  that  relations  of  peace  and  of  good-will 
may  be  thus  mutually  confirmed  and  placed  on  a 
sure  and  permanent  basis. 

The  Undersigned  takes  this  opportunity  of  in- 
formmg  his  Excellency  Kweiliang,  that,  in  conpli* 
ance  with  the  above  instructions  of  his  Sovenagn, 
he  is  about  to  proceed  without  delay,  by  ship,  to 
Tien-tsin.  He  trusts  that  the  necessary  orders 
will  be  given  for  the  conveyance  of  himself  and 
suite  from  thence  to  Pekin,  and  for  the  provision 
of  suitable  accommodation  for  him  during  his  resi* 
dence  in  the  capital  itself  in  a  manner  befitting 
the  dignity  of  the  nation  he  represents.

Mr.  Bruce  to  Rear- Admiral  Hope* 

Vteioria^  Hong  Kongy 
(Extract).  *  May  21,  1869. 

WITH  reference  to  the  despatch  from  the  Lords 
of  the  Admiralty  proposing  a  reduction  of  the 
force  on  this  station,  I  beg  to  observe  that  the 
facts  which  have  come  to  my  knowledge  since  my 
arrival  in  China  confirm  me  as  to  the  propriety  <^ 
the  conclusion  come  to,  in  concert  with  yourself 
and  Sir  Charles  van  Straubenzee,  viz.,  '*  That  the 
force  which  is  to  accompany  me  to  the  NorA 
ought  to  be  as  strong  as  that  which  accompanied 
the  Allied  High  Commissionera  last  yisar  to 
Tien-tsin.** 

The  task  of  supplying  the  deficiency  cansed  by 
the  diversion  of  the  French  force  to  Cochin  China 
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dcTolTes  exclusively  on  the  Commander-in-Chief 
of  Her  Majesty's  Naval  forces  here,  at  a  time 
when  the  squadron  at  his  disposal  is  considerably 
less  than  that  under  the  command  of  Sir  Michael 
Seymour  last  year. 

No  person  can  pretend  to  speak  positively  as  to 
the  intentions  of  the  Chinese  ;  but  we  know  that 
they  urged  the  modification  of  one  clause  in  the 
Treaty,  on  the  ground  that  it  was  extorted  by 
force,  and  that  there  was  no  opportunity  for  dis- 
cussion afforded  at  Tien-tsin.  The  same  argu- 
ment would  hold  good  for  the  elimination  of  every 
other  Article  which  may  be  disagreeable  to 
them  ;  and  as  I  see  that  the  Imperial  Com- 
missioners, instead  of  going  to  Pekin  to  pre- 
pare for  the  reception  of  the  foreign  Envoys, 
have  returned  to  Shanghae,  I  do  not  doubt  that 
they  are  prepared  to  propose  further  modifications 
in  the  Treaty,  and  to  laise  difficulties  as  to  my 
proper  reception  at  Pekin,  unless  they  find  ud 
determined  and  able  to  carry  our  point.

Vit'taria,  Hong  Kong,  May  30,  1859. 
Mt  Lord, 

'  I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inclose  a  report  of  a 
conversation  between  the  Interpreter,  Mr.  Hart, 
at  Canton,  and  a  Chinese  who  has  just  returned 
from  Pekin,  representing  the  disposition  of  the 
'  Emperor  as  most  hostile.  A  rumour  is  also  cur- 
rent here,  that  the  Russians  established  at  the 
capital  have  been  massacred. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  appears  that  a  certain 
"Ta-ki,  a  Chinese  merchant  at  Shanghae,  who 
deals  largely  with  foreigners,  and  who,  from  his 
'intimacy  with  the  Intendant  at  that  place,  and  his 
connection  with  the  North,  is  !;enerally  well 
informed,  states  that  the  Chinese  Grovernment  will 
not  offer  any  opposition  to  our  visit  to  Pekin. 

I  do  not  consider  that  my  plans  ought  to  be 
influenced  in  any  degree  by  these  reports.  If  any 
inference  is  to  be  drawn  from  them  it  is  this  :  that 
there  is  a  strong  party  opposed  to  the  concessions 
to  foreigners,  and  a  party  resigned  to  them  as 
inevitable  ;  that  the  triumph  of  the  one  or  of  the 
other  is  possible,  and  will  depend  on  the  moral 
effect  produced  by  the  cordial  union  of  foreign 
pDwers,  and  on  the  fear  of  a  fresh  collision  inspired 
by  the  demonstration  of  an  imposing  force  in 
support  of  our  demands.

Memorandum, 
YESTERDAY    evening    a    Cantonese,  Sen- 
aeen-sang,  who  has  for  several  years  been  in  the 
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habit  of  lending  money  to  expectant  officials 
wLom  he  accompanies  when  appointed  to  anj 
post,  called  on  me.  He  had  just  returned 
from  Pekin,  vii  Shanghae,  having  left  the 
former  place  on  the  22  nd  March.  He 
informed  me  that  at  the  time  of  his  departure 
from  Pekin,  the  expected  return  of  the  British 
Ambassador  to  Tien^tsin,  and  the  possibility  of 
his  visiting  the  capital,  were  subjects  freely  can- 
vassed in  every  quarter  ;  that  the  Emperor  wa.s 
known  to  be  highly  displeased  with  some  of  the 
stipulations  contained  in  the  Tien-tsin  Treaty  ; 
that  he  was  entirely  averse  to  the  Ambassador*.^  * 
taking  up  his  quarters  in  the  capital,  and  that  he 
had  resolved  not  to  grant  him  an  audience  on  any 
pretext ;  that  military  preparations  were  going 
on -at  Pekin  and  Tien-tsin  ;  that  the  Russians  had 
offered  the  Emperor  10,000  muskets,  but  that  Hi» 
Majesty  has  declined  to  accept  the  present,  fearing 
that  the  muskets  in  question  might  be  brought  to 
the  Palace  by  an  equal  number  of  Russians  ;  that 
the  arrangement  of  all  matters  connected  with  the 
reception  of  the  British  at  Tien-tsin,  and  the  pre- 
venting of  any  visit  to  Pekin,  had  been  confided 
to  Sung-wang-yay,  a  Ta-tsze-wang,  son-in-law 
of  the  last  Emperor  ;  that  Sung-wang-yay  was  at 
Tien-tsin  with  «50,000  troops,  Manchoo  and 
Mongols ;  that  the  batteries  at  Tien-tsin  had  been 
rebuilt,  aitd  the  river  staked  in  such  a  way  as  to 
render  it  impossible  for  foreign  vessels  to  reach 
that  city  ;  that  30,000  **  so-lo  "  troops,  men  never 
called  out  except  in  cases  of  the  greatest  emer- ' 
gency,  were  under  orders  to  hold  themselvcb  in 
readinesf  to  join  Sung*wang-yay  if  called  for  ;> 
that  Sung-wang-yay*s  orders  were  to  receive  the 
British  at  Tien-tsin  with  all  civility,  but  at  11 
hazards  to  prevent  any  nearer  approach  to  Pekin  ;  ^ 
that  Sangrwang-yay  was  very  desirous  of  gaining  i 
1859.  6  Q 
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military  renown,  and  that  the  Ambaasador  would 
be  unable  to  reach  Pekin  without  having  recourse 
to  arms ;  that,  according  to  the  opinion  of  some, 
the  Ambassador,  accompanied  bj  a  few  people, 
might  possibly  reach  Pekin  without  bloodshed,  but 
that  a  iight  would  certainly  ensue  if  more  than  a 
hundred  men  were  landed ;  that  the  country 
between  Tien-tsin  and  Pekin  being  fiat,  and  the 
Chinese  troops  being  so  much  more  numerous 
than  any  number  of  men  the  British  could  land, 
it  was  the  general  belief  that  the  British  could  be 
surrounded  and  cut  to  pieces  before  the  oompletioii 
of  one-half  the  journey. 

Seu-seen-sang  further  informed  me  that  a 
Russian  Ambassador  had  visited  Pekin  on  the 
2nd  March ;  that  the  Russians  in  the  capital,  more 
than  a  hundred  in  number,  roamed  about  just  as 
they  pleased,  much  to  the  grief  of  the  Emperor 
and  the  anti- foreign  party  ;  and  that  it  was  feared 
the  British,  if  they  once  effected  an  entrance, 
would  take  an  ell  for  every  inch  the  Russians  had 
arrogated  to  themselves ;  that  at  Yung-chow  large 
quantities  of  grain  had  been  bought  up  by  the 
Russians,  but  that  the  Emperor  having  become 
alarmed  had  forbidden  the  traffic.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  inform  your  Lordship 

that  M.  de  Bourboulon  arrived  at  Hong  Kong  on

small  steamer  destined  to  convej  him  to  Tien-tsin. 
Admiral  Rigault  had  taken  all  the  stores,  etc.,  out 
of  the  corvette  when  at  Turon,  and  she  has  not 
jet  completed  her  provisions,  but  I  Irust  she  will 
be  ready  to*morrow,  on  which  day  I  likewise  pro* 
ceed  to  Shanghae  direct.  I  have  waited  for 
IL  de  Bonrboulon,  as  1  thought  it  advisable  that 
every  step  we  take  in  the  P^in  expedition  should 
be  taken  by  us  in  concert ;  and  as  I  do  not  wish 
to  have  any  communication  with  the  Imperial 
Commissioners,  should  they  be  still  at  Shanghae, 
until  my  French  colleague  arrives.

Mr,  Bruce  to  the  Earl  of  Malmesbury, — (Received 

August  W.) 

Mj  Lord,  Shanghae^  June  14,  1859. 

I  TOOK  my  departure  from  Hong  Kong  as 
soon  as  the  French  corvette  "Duchayla"  was 
reported  ready  to  proceed.  Foreseeing  that  I 
should  find  on  my  arrival  here  questions  of  consi- 
derable importance,  which  it  would  be  desirable  to 
decide  in  concert  with  M.  de  Bourboulon,  I  did 
not  think  it  advisable  to  precede  him,  and  thereby 
pot  myself  in  the  position  either  of  acting  in  his 
absence,  or  of  giving  as  a  reason  for  delay  that  I 
was  waiting  for  him.  I  reached  hhanghae  on  the 
evening  of  June  6,  and  M.  de  Bourboulon  arrived 
on  the  following  morning. 

I  found  three  letters  from  the  Imperial  Com- 
2knssioner8,  proposing  that,  instead  of  proceeding 
to  the  north  to  effect  the  exchange  of  the  ratifica- 
tions, I  should  remain  here  and  commence  discus- 
aions  on  various  details  connected  with  carrying 
the  Treaty  into  operation,  alleging  as  their  reason 
for  waiting  at  Shanghae,  that  the  Earl  of  £lgin» 

6  Q  2 
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on  proceeding  to  the  southi  had  left  some  of  these 
details  unBnished.  On  reading,  however,  Lord 
Elgin's  letter  of  March  3,  1859,  addressed  to  them 
on  his  leaving  China,  I  saw  that  there  was  nothing 
to  justify  their  delay  ;  that  they  were  informed 
therein  of  my  being  the  bearer  of  important  docu- 
ments to  be  delivered  at  Pekin,  and  that  they 
were  warned  that  a  strict  adherence  to  the  Treaty 
was  the  only  method  by  which  peaceful  relations 
could  be  preserved.  One  of  the  Articles  pre- 
scribes the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  at  Pekin 
within  a  year,  and  I  know,  from  what  passed  last 
year,  that  it  is  not,  in  the  eyes  of  the  Chinese,  one 
of  the  least  important  of  its  stipulations. 

I  am  unable  to  state  whether  the  Commissioners 
were  acting  under  instructions  from  their  6o^ 
vernment  to  use  every  effort  to  prevent  our  pro- 
ceeding to  the  north,  or  whether  they  adopted  this 
expedient  for  the  purpose  of  being  out  of  the  way 
when  the  visit  to  the  capital,  so  unpalatable  to  the 
pride  of  the  Chinese  Government,  is  to  take  place. 
But  that  their  object  was  to  gain  time,  the 
favourite  policy  of  this  Government,  in  the  hope 
that  something,  they  know  not  what,  might  turn 
up  and  relieve  them  from  this  visit,  I  could  have 
no  doubt  ;  neither  could  I  doubt,  independently  of . 
the  precise  nature  of  my  instructions,  that  any- 
thing which  looked  like  hesitation  or  irresolution 
on  my  part,  would  encourage  the  Chinese  in 
patting  obstacles  in  my  way,  and  render  the 
objects  of  my  mission  more  difficult  to  attain 
without  a  fresh  appeal  to  force. 

I  accordingly  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of 
State,  Kweiliang,  the  inclosed  note,  declaring  that 
my  resolution  to  proceed  was  inflexible  ;  refusing 
to  enter  into  any  discussion  of  details  until  after 
the  exchange  of  ratifications  ;  declining  to  grant 
them  an  interview  at  this  place,  and  holding  them 
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responsible  for  anj  consequences  that  might  ensue 
from  the  want  of  due  preparation  at  Pekin  for  mj 
reception. 

Al.  de  Bourboulon,  who  shares  my  opinion  on 
the  subject,  transmitted  a  note  to  the  same  effect. 

I  further  sent  a  short  note,  pointing  out  that,  bj 
employing  one  of  the  steamers  lying  here,  the/ 
might  still,  if  they  liked,  reach  Tien-tsin  in 
time. 

In  the  meantime  the  squadron  sailed  to  rendez- 
vous at  some  islands  a  short  distance  off  the  Peiho, 
and  Admiral  Hope  left  on  the  11th,  having  agreed 
to  inform  the  otiicers  in  charge  of  the  forts  at 
Feiho  that  the  Ministers  of  England  and  France 
were  coming,  and  to  direct  them,  if  they  had 
received  no  instructions  on  the  subject,  to  com- 
municate the  intelligence  to  Pekin,  and  obtain  a 
reply  within  a  fixed  number  of  days.  On  the  oc- 
casion of  the  Admiral's  departure,  J  addressed  to 
him  the  letter  copy  of  which  is  herewith  inclosed. 

At  this  time  the  reports  that  reached  us  were 
not  encouraging,  and  I  learned  from  the  best 
authority  that  a  high  Chinese  official  had  declarcfl 
that  he  would  not  go  to  the  North,  as  there  would 
be  trouble,  and  that  we  should  be  obliged  to  give 
the  Chinese  Government  another  lesson  at  Tien- 
tsin before  the  £mperor  would  be  brought  to 
reason,  and  before  pacific  counsels  would  obtain 
the  ascendancy.  This  tallied  with  other  accounts, 
and  with  the  fact  that  the  war  party  acquired  so 
much  influence  at  Pekin  last  winter,  and  sent 
such  extravagant  instructions  to  the  Commis- 
sioners, that  Ho  wrote  back  that,  if  affairs  were 
to  be  managed  in  that  spirit,  the  Emperor  had 
better  name  his  uncle  and  the  other  heads  of  the 
war  party  as  Commissioners,  as  he  would  not 
undertake  the  task  of  bringing  matters  to  a  peaceful 
conclusion  on  such  terms.     To  this  unusual  act 
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of  independence,  the  Emperor  appended  the  re- 
mark, <^his  (Ho's)  obstinacy  will  involye  him  in 
calaiiiitj."  The  paper  to  which  I  refer  wta  ob- 
tained bj  Mr.  Parkes,  and  a  precis  of  it  forwarded 
to  the  Foreign  Office  in  the  month  of  January. 

It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  a  war  party  exists, 
and  that  the  probability  of  resistance  is  a  contin- 
gency not  to  be  lost  sight  of;  and  Admiral  Hope, 
before  leaving,  addressed  a  letter  to  Sir  Charles 
▼an  Straubenzee,  requesting  him  to  send  up  a 
second  battalion  of  Marines  to  be  at  hand  should 
active  operations  become  necessary. 

These  steps  seem  to  have  alarmed  the  Commis* 
sioners,  for,  on  the  ISth,  I  received  the  inclosed 
reply  from  them,  which,  in  its  explicit  and  dear 
style,  contrasts  favourably  with  the  vague  and 
puerile  t(»ne  of  their  former  letters.  As  this  cor- 
respondence has  been  forwarded  to  Pekin,  I  hope 
that,  there  as  well  as  here,  it  will  pi*oduce  a  con- 
viction that  we  are  not  to  be  trifled  with. 

Your  Lordship  will  observe,  that  though  their 
reply  is  satisfactory  as  to  the  disposition  of  the 
Chinese  Government,  and  its  readiness  to  ex- 
change ratifications,  it  makes  no  allusion  to  the 
interview  with  the  Emperor,  and  to  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  letter  of  credence  to  him.  I  gather 
from  this  omission  that  the  Emperor  has  not 
instructed  them  on  this  material  point ;  and  as  the 
question  of  ceremonial  ought,  in  my  opinion,  to 
be  settled  before  we  leave  Tien-tsin  for  Pekin,  it 
is  clear  that  it  could  not  have  been  discussed  here, 
involving  as  it  does  the  necessity  of  taking  the 
pleasure  of  the  Emperor  upon  it,  without  the  risk 
of  losing  the  season  altogether  for  the  visit  to 
Pekin. 

I  must  observe,  my  Lord,  that  in  order  to  effect 
the  presentation  in  person  of  my  credentials  to  the 
Emperor,  and  to  deter  the  Chinese  from  their 
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hitherto  inyariable  practice  of  subjecting  foreign 
£nT0j8  to  petty  alights  and  insults,  which  lower 
them  and  the  Governments  they  represent  in  the 
eyes  of  the  people,  I  mast  succeed  in  inspiring  the 
Smperor  and  his  Counsellors  with  a  conviction 
that  what  I  have  once  demanded  I  will  exact,  and 
with  a  wholesome  dread  of  my  readiness  and  power 
to  resort  to  force,  if  my  demands  are  not  complied 
with.  The  notes  I  have  addressed  to  the  Com- 
missioners, as  well  as  my  general  bearing,  are,  I 
feel  certain,  faithfully  reported  to  the  Emperor, 
and  with  this  conviction  I  have  purposely  assumed 
the  attitude  and  tone  best  calculated  to  induce  him 
to  submit  quietly  to  very  unpalatable  proposals,  by 
impressing  upon  him  that  these  concessions  are 
inevitable,  unless  he  is  prepared  to  draw  the 
sword. 

The  considerable  force  collected  by  the  Admiral 
will  tend  to  strengthen  this  impression,  and  it  is 
the  more  necessary  at  this  time,  as  the  Chinese  are 
aware  of  the  absence  of  any  French  force  from 
China. 

Throughout  many  generations  of  our  intercourse 
with  China  we  postponed  considerations  of  national 
dignity  to  our  commercial  interests  and  the  state- 
ment ^'  that  the  barbarians  care  for  nothing  but 
trade,"  appears  again  and  again  in  their  official 
papers,  as  the  key  to  our  character,  and  the  prin- 
ciple by  acting  on  which  we  are  to  be  '^  soothed 
and  controlled.**  It  is  essential  in  dealing  on  this 
occasion  with  those  questions  of  forms  and  cere* 
mony  so  important  to  the  Chinese  mind,  that  we 
should  disabuse  them  of  this  notion,  and  I  believe 
that  tenacity  and  firmness  on  these  points  will,  by 
eletating  our  national  character  in  the  estimation 
of  the  people  and  of  the  Government,  and  by 
gaining  their  respect,  if  not  thfir  goodwill,  facili- 
tate greatly  hereafter  our  relations  with  China. 
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For  this  reason,  when  the  Conimissioners  the 
other  day  conveyed  indirectly  to  me  that  they  were 
ready  to  arrange  to  my  satisfaction  the  question  of 
ttie  Canton  indemnity,  I  took  no  notice  of  the 
overture. 

I  ought  to  add  that  Mr.  Ward,  the  Minister  of 
the  United  States,  has  insisted  on  exchanging  the 
ratifications  of  his  Treaty  at  Pekin,  and  that  he 
is  prepared  to  accompany  us  to  the  North;  he 
has,  moreover,  advanced  the  same  claim  to  an 
interview  with  the  Emperor.  Of  the  intentions 
of  the  Russian  Envoy,  I  have  learned  nothing  as 
yet. 

It  only  remains  for  me  to  add,  that  I  purpose 
leaving  this  to-morrow  morning  for  the  Peiho,  mj 
French  and  American  colleagues  following  tlie 
next  day.

It  appears  from  the  records,  that  on  the  22nd 
day  of  the  1 2th  moon  of  last  year  (January  25, 
1859),  a  despatch  was  receivetd  by  the  Commis- 
sioners from  the  late  British  Minister,  Lord  Elgin, 
in  which  there  are  the  following  words : — "  The 
Undersigned  has  determined  on  proceeding  to 
Canton  to  take  certain  steps  (or  to  act) ;  his  busi- 
ness accomplished,  in  the  course  of  some  five  or 
six  weeks,  he  will  name  a  time  for  his  arrival  at 
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Sbanghae,  there  to  settle  with  the  Commissioners 
such  questions  as  still  remain  to  be  discussed."* 

lu  due  course  of  time,  on  the  26th  day  of  the 
2nd  moon  of  the  present  year  (March  3'>,  1859), 
the  Commissioners  received  a  second  letter,  dated 
the  29th  of  the  1st  moon  (March  3),  to  the  effect 
that  (Her  Britannic  Majesty)  had  appointed  the 
Honourable  Mr.  Bruce  to  be  her  Rep -esentative, 
kc. ;  and  that  he  would  arrive  in  China  shortly  ; 
farther  stating  that  '*  the  Undersigned,  now  on 
the  point  of  leaving  China,  must  take  leave,  on 
this  his  last  opportunity  of  address*!ng  them, 
earnestly  to  impress  (upon  the  Commissioners) 
that  the  one  essential  to  a  continuance  of  friendly 
relations  is  the  faithful  observance  of  the  Treaty," 
fcc. 

The  Commissioners,  in  consequence  of  Lord 
£lgin*8  earlier  letter,  in  which  he  engaged  to 
return  to  Sbanghae  for  a  conference  with  them, 
have  been  waiting  for  him  without  moving  (/i/., 
obstinately,  persistently). 

Lord  £lgin  has  returned  home,  but  Mr.  Bruce, 
having  received  the  commands  of  Her  Majesty  to 
succeed  him  in  the  administration  of  all  things 
essential,  and  now  occupying,  to  the  great  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Commissioners,  a  position  identical 
with  that  of  Lord  Elgin,  his  predecessor,  the 
proper  course  to  be  pursued  is,  doubtles8|  to 
appoint  a  day  for  a  Conference. 

In  faithful  compliance  with  the  engagement 
already  entered  into,  and  as  the  period  appointed 
for  the  exchange  of  the  Treaties  is  very  near  at 
band,  it  is,  of  course,  most  expedient  that  all 
business  which  has  to  be  considered  should  become

KWEI,  &c.,  Hwa,  &c.,  Ho,  &c.,  Twau,  &c, 
Imperial  Commissioners,  make  a  communication. 

It  appears  from  the  records  that  on  the  )3th 
day  of  the  12th  moon  of  last  yea/ (16th  January, 
1859),  the  Commissioners  received  from  the  late 
-British  Minister,  Lord  Elgin,  a  communication  to 
the  effect  that  he  was  proceeding  to  Canton  upon 
business,  and  would  return  to  Shanghae  in  five  or 
six  weeks,  to  consider  and  dispose  of  all  matters 
on  which  discussion  was  still  pending. 

Firmly  persuaded  of  the  good  faith  of  Lord 
El^pn's  words,  the  Commissioners  have  been 
waiting  for  him  several  months.  His  Lordship 
has  now  returned  home,  but  as  Mr.  Bruce  has 
been  commanded  by  Her  (Britannic)  Majesty  to 
replace  him  there  with  Plenipotentiary  powers, 
his  position  is  identical  with  that  of  his  predecessor 
Lord  Elgin. 

With  Mr.  Bruce's  permission  the  Commisffloners 
will  state  the  questions  which  have  been  discussed 
with  Lord  Elgin,  and  decided,  as  well  as  those 
which  still  remain  to  be  discussed. 

As  regards  admission  into  Pekin,  the  visit  to 
Pekin  on  this  occasion  to  exchange  courteuea  and 
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Treaties  is  exceptional :  when  it  is  orer  there  is 
to  be  no  permanent  residence  in  the  capital ;  some 
other  place  is  to  be  chosen  (for  the  Minister)  to 
reade  at  These  are  the  words  of  Lord  Elgin's 
despatch,  the  approval  of  which,  bj  Her  Britannic 
Majesty,  when  Lord  Elgin  had  the  honour  to 
receive  it,  was  dalj  reported  to  His  Imperial 
Majesty  hy  the  Commissioners. 

A^  regards  the  navigation  of  the  river 
(Tang-tze),  Lord  Elgin  has  been  himself  to  Han- 
kow to  see  the  place  for  once.  For  the  time  to 
come,  it  will  be  safe  and  satisfactory  that  all 
arrangements  be  made,  as  of  coarse  they  must  be, 
in  accordance  with  the  Treaty.* 

As  regards  circulation  in  the  interior,  this, 
without  doubt,  on  the  principle  laid  down  by 
Lord  Elgin,  viz.,  that  any  British  subject  of 
respectability  and  good  conduct  should  receive  a 
passport  from  the  local  authorities  under  which 
he  may  travel,  this  is  perfectly  fair.  But  inas- 
much as  China  has  no  means  of  knowing  what 
British  subjects  are  respectable,  it  is  still  neces- 
sary that  some  good  adequate  means  be  devised 
(to  this  end),  that  there  may  be  no  misgivings  on 
either  side. 

As  regards  the  city  of  Canton,  Lord  Elgin  en- 
gaged to  go  further  into  this  question  when  he 
should  return  to  Shanghae ;  but  as  his  Lordship 
has  returned  to  England,  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  consider  it  with  him.  The  time  for  the  ex- 
change of  the  Treaties  draws  near  :  the  Treaties 
once  exchanged,  the  relations  between  the  two 
countries  will  be  more  friendly  than  ever. 
Added  to  this,  as  Imperial  Commissioner  for  the 
management  of  the  five  ports,  His  Majesty  the 
Emperor  has  already  subiBtituted  the  Governor- 
General  Ho,  one  of  the  Commissioners,  for  his

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predecessor  (Hwang),  by  which  appointment  it  ia 
felt  consultations  on  business  between  Chini  and 
foreign  nations  will  be  much  facilitated.*  Every* 
thing  is  thus  on  a  satisfactory  footing.  But  as 
Canton  is  not  yet  restored,  it  would  seem  that  no 
time  should  be  lost  in  arriving  at  a  satisfactory 
decision  regarding  it. 

The  Commissioners  will  be  greatly  obliged  by 
his  Excellency  replying  specifically  to  them  upon 
the  above  subjects ;  those  which  have  been  dis- 
posed of  in  discussion,  and  those  which  remain  to 
be  discussed.

On  the  25th  instant  (27th  May)  the  Commis- 
sioners received  Mr.  Bruce's  despatch  of  the  14th 
instant  (1 6th  May),  apprising  them  that  Her 
Britannic  Majesty  had  done  him  the  honour  to 
appoint  him  her  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minis- 
ter Plenipotentiary  to  the  Court  of  Pekin. 

The  Commissioners  were  greatly  gratified  at

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tbis  intelligpxice.  Thej  are  of  opinion,  however, 
that  an  affair  of  so  grave  importance  to  both 
nations  as  an  exchange  of  Treaties  cannot  with 
propriety  be  harried  over.  Tbe  Commissioners, 
having  the  fullest  confidence  in  his  predecessor, 
Lord  Elgin,  when  he  engaged  them  to  remain  at 
Shanghae  to  consider  all  matters  not  disposed  of, 
were  unable  to  return  to  Pekin  ;  and  if  AJr.  Bruce 
now  proceed  direct  to  Tien-tsin,  the  Commis* 
sioners,  having  to  travel  bj  land,  cannot  reckon 
upon  arriving  there  so  soon.  Indeed,  taking  into 
consideration  the  hindrance  to  be  expected  from 
the  weather  on  their  land  journey,  this  will  cer- 
tainly occupy  two  months  and  more,  as  Mr.  Bruce, 
they  imagine,  must  be  well  aware. 

As  to  the  preparation  of  vessels,  vehicles,  ftc., 
at  Tien-tdin,*  to  which  the  letter  under  acknow- 
ledgement refers,  and  the  selection  of  a  building 
in  proper  order  (for  Mr.  Bruce)  to  reside  in,  with 
the  good  understanding  now  subdisting  between 
the  two  nations,  the  arrangement  will  be,  of 
coarse,  as  liberal  as  it  is  suggested  they  should  be.f 
But  the  Commissioners  cannot  arrive  in  so  short  a 
time,  nor  can  any  of  tliese  things  be  done  at  a 
moment's  notice. 

There  is  another  consideration  :  not  only  will 
there  be  no  one  to  receive  Mr.  Bruce  at  Tien-tsin, 
as  it  is  impossible  for  the  Commissioners  to  be 
there  against  his  arrival,  but  (there  will  be  no 
one  either  to  exchange  the  ratifications) :  the 
exchange  of  tbe  Treaties  must  be  effected  by  the 
band  of  the  Commissioners,  and  by  their  hand 
alone — no  one  can  act  as  their  sabstitntes ;  and

Bruce  to  defer  his  depart u»*e  from  Sbang* 
bae  tor  a  while,  than  to  he  kept  waiting  at  the 
other  place,  where,  after  midsummer,  the  heat  is 
excessive,  they  feel  bound  to  request  him,  in  the 
first  place,  on  his  arrival  at  Shanghae,  to  name 
a  day  for  an  interview  with  them,  and,  in  the 
second,  to  appoint  some  other  time  for  proceeding.

THE  Undersigned,  &c,  begs  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  the  letter  addressed  to  him  by  their 
Excellencies  the  Imperial  Commissioners  Kwei* 
Hang,  Hwashana,  Ho  Ewei-tsing,  and  Twaa 
Ching-shih,  in  reply  to  that  sent  by  him  to  his 
Exoell^Acy  Eweiliang,  Chief  Secretary  of  State. 

The  Undersigned  must  remind  his  Excellency 
Kweiliang  that  the  Treaty  of  Tien-^tsin,  signed 
on  the  26th  of  June  last,  provides  that  the  ratifi- 
cations shall  be  exchanged  at  the  capital  within  a 
year  from  that  date ;  and  the  Imperial  Commit* 
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sioners  tbenueWes  admit  that  on  the  dOth  of 
Ufarch  last,  thej  were  apprised  by  the  Earl  of 
Slgin  that  the  Undersigned  was  on  his  waj  to 
China  for  ihe  purpose  of  faifiUing  this  engage* 
ment.  The  Commissioners  were,  at  the  same 
time,  m^de  aware  that  the  Earl  of  Elgin  was  re* 
turning  home,  consequently  that  he  would  not 
revisit  Sbanghae*  Notwithstanding  this  intelli* 
l^ence,  they  have  thought  proper  to  remain  at 
Shanghae  till  within  a  month  of  the  time  ap- 
pointed for  the  exchange  of  ratifications,  alleging, 
aa  n  reason  for  so  doing,  that  various  details  con- 
nected with  the  execution  of  the  Treaty  had  been 
only  in  part  discussed  by  the  Earl  of  Elgin,  while 
tliey,  at  the  same  time,  declare  that  they  are  the 
oply  authorities  by  whom  the  exchange  of  the 
ratified  Treaties  at  Pekin  could  be  effected.  They 
now  write  to  inform  the  Undersigned  that  their 
joamey  to  Pekin  will  occupy  above  two  months  ; 
that  is  to  say,  that  they  cannot  reach  the  capital 
for  upwards  of  a  month  after  the  day  by  Treaty 
appointed,  that  there  will  be  no  one  to  receive  the 
Undersigned  at  Tien-tsin,  and  no  one  to  exchange 
the  ratifications  at  Pekin.  They  accordingly  re- 
quest the  Undersigned  to  delay  his  departure 
from  Shanghae. 

The  Undersigned  is  determined,  that  so  far  as 
it  rests  with  him,  no  stipulation  of  the  Treaty 
aball  be  violated.  The  exchange  of  the  ratifica- 
tions is  a  ceremony  which  records  in  the  most 
solemn  form  that  the  new  Treaty  is  the  rule  hence- 
forth to  be  observed  in  conducting  the  intercourse 
of  the  two  nations.  And  as  the  Treaty  admits  of 
BO  alteration  or  modification,  the  Undersigned 
cannot  allow  that  the  period  fixed  for  the  exchange 
be  made  in  any  way  dependent  on  arrangements 
necessary  to  carry  certain  of  its  details  into 
execution. 

It  is  with  regret  that  the  Undersigned  finds  at 
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the  very  'outset  of  a  Mission  sent  by  Her  Bri- 
tannic   Majesty  as  evidence   of  her   desire  for 
peaceful  relations,  that  he  is  met,  not  as  he  had  a 
right  to  expect,  with  a  cordial  and  frank  invita- 
tion to  the  capital,  but  with  delays  and  hesitations, 
ill-calculated  to  cement  a  good   understanding. 
The  Undersigned  will  not,  however,  swerve  in 
the  least  from  the  course  he  has  laid  down  in  his 
letter  of  the  1 8th  ultimo.     He  is  resolved  to  pro* 
ceed  forthwith  to  Pekin,  there  to  exchange  the 
ratifications  of  tlie  Treaty,  and  to  deliver  in  per- 
son  the  letter  intrusted   to   his  charge   by   h's 
gracious  Sovereign  to  His  Imperial  Majesty,  to 
whom  it  is  addressed,  nor  will  he  quit  the  capital 
until  satisfied  that  effect  will  be  given,   without 
reserve,    to   every  provision   of  the   Treaty  of 
Tien-tsin. 

The  Underftigned  intends  no  discourtesy  to  the 
Imperial  Commissioners,  but  he  must,  under  these 
circumstances,  positively  decline  any  interview 
with  them  at  this  place. 

His  resolution  to  proceed  to  Pekin  without 
delay  is  inflexible. 

It  is  at  the  same  time  his  duty  to  warn  his  Ex- 
cellency Eweiliang  that  he  is  prepared  to  insist  on 
a  reception  befitting  the  dignity  of  the  nation  he 
represents,  and  that  any  failure  in  this  respect  will 
be  attended  with  the  most  serious  consequences  to 
the  Imperial  Grovernment

I'HE    Undersigned,    &c.,  had  the   honour  to 
address  a  letter  to  the  Chief  Secretary  of  State, 
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Kweiliang,  upon  the  8th  instant*  He  has  received 
no  reply  to  this,  and  he  observes  that  neither  his 
KzceUencj  nor  his  colleagues  the  Imperial  Com- 
iBiasioners,  who  have  informed  him  th|it  it  is 
through  thdr  hands  alone  that  the  ratifications  of 
the  Treaty  can  pass,  are,  to  all  appearance,  making: 
any  efiort  to  reach  Pekin  by  the  day  on  which  it 
is  by  Tz«aty  agreed  the  ratifications  shall  be  ex- 
changed. He  ft>egSy  therefore,  to  point  oat  to  them 
that  there  are  lying  in  this  harbour  several 
•teamers,  one  or  two  of  them  flying  the  Chinese 
flag,  by  the  employment  of  which  it  is  perfectly 
within  their  power  to  accomplish  their  journey 
before  the  appointed  time. 

Admiral  Hope,  the  Naval  Goramander-ia- 
chief,  has  started  ior  the  mouth  of  the  Feiho  with 
his  squadron,  charged  to  advise  the  local  autho- 
rities of  the  immediate  approach  of  the  Under- 
signed and  his  colleague  M«  de  Bourboulon,  the 
Minister  of  France. 

The  Undersigned,  before  leaving  Shanghae, 
begs  again  to  impress  upon  his  Kxcellency  Kwei-. 
liang  that  his  proceeding  is  in  strict  accordance  with 
the  Treaty  provision,  and  he  throws  upon  the

THE  communications  I  have  received  from  the 
Imperial  Commissioaers  do  not,  I  regret  to  say, 

1859.  6  R 
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jostifj  me  in  assuming  that  the  Chinese  GrOTem* 
ment  has  resolved  to  reeeiye  mj  visit  to  P^in  in 
a  oonciliatoiy  spirit.  There  is  manifestly  a  desire 
to  treat  this  visit,  not  as  the  exercise  of  our  an- 
douhted  privilege  under  Treaty,  but  as  an  exc^* 
tional  case,  the  various  steps  of  which  are  to  be 
minutely  arranged  at  this  place  before  we  are  to 
be  permitted  to  proceed  to  the  North ;  and  not 
satisfied  with  the  interminable  discussions  to  whi^ 
such  a  coarse  would  necessarily  lead,  the  Commia- 
sioners  propose  further  to  enter  upon  the  details 
necessary  f(Mr  carrying  into  efiect  the  provinons  of 
the  Treaty.  Their  letters  breathe  throughout  the 
old  spirit  of  jealousy  and  isolation. 

It  is  not  consistent  with  my  instructions,  nor 
with  the  express  stipulations  of  the  Treaty  that  I 
should  agree  to  such  proposals,  nor  do  I  see  how 
it  would  be  possible,  within  any  reasonable  time^ 
to  settle,  at  this  distance  from  Pekin,  questionB 
of  ceremonial  which  afiect  the  Emperor  per- 
sonally, and  on  which  his  pleasure  will  have  to 
be  taken. 

I  am  satisfied,  on  looking  over  the  oorrespon- 
dence,  and  particularly  by  a  reference  to  the  Earl 
of  Elgin's  last  letter  to  the  Commissioners  oa 
leaving  China,  that  they  cannot  allege,  with  any 
show  of  reason,  that  they  have  prolong^  their 
stay  here  at  his  request ;  and  however  much  I  re- 
gret the  difficulties  that  may  arise  out  of  their 
absence  from  the  capital  at  this  conjuncture,  I  do 
■ot  think  that  I  could  depart  from  the  programme 
contained  in  nly  first  letter  to  them,  without  in- 
volving myself  later  in  more  serious  complications, 
and  without  reviving  hopes  in  the  mind  of  the 
Chinese  Government,  that  by  procrastination  and 
discussions  they  may  succeed  ultimately  in  giving 
to  this  visit  to  Pekin  a  character,  in  the  eyes  of 
the  Chinese  people,  at  variance  with  those  prin* 
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<aplefl  of  eqnality  and  unrestricted  intercourse, 
which  it  was  one  of  the  main  objects  of  the 
Treaty  to  insure. 

I  have  therefore  informed  them  that  I  cannot 
aeeede  to  their  request  to  remain  here,  and  that  I 
shall  take  my  departure  for  the  North  without 
delay,  in  order  to  effect  the  exchange  of  the  ratifi- 
cations and  the  presentation  of  my  letter  and  cre- 
dentials to  the  Emperor. 

At  the  same  time  I  nm  anxious  to  give  to  the 
Imperial  Government  the  opportunity,  if  it  be  so 
disposed,  of  repairing  the  neglect  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, and  of  receiving  me  in  a  friendly  manner. 
Ton  will  precede  my  arrival  at  the  Peiho,  and  I 
beg  that  yon  will  have  the  goodness  to  inform  the 
officer  in  charge  of  the  forts  of  the  approach 
of  the  Ministers  of  England  and  France  on  a 
friendly  mission,  and  inquire  whether  orders 
have  been  given  to  facilitate  their  progress  to 
lien-tsin.  Should  the  reply  be  in  the  negative, 
I  would  suggest  that  they  should  be  called  upon  to 
transmit  the  intelligence  to  Pekin,  warning  them 
at  the  same  that  if  a  reply  is  not  received  within  a 
certain  fixed  period,  the  Imperial  Government  wilt 
be  held  responsible  for  the  consequences. 

By  the  time  your  message  reaches  Pekin  the 
Government  will  be  in  possession  of  the  correspon- 
dence between  his  Excellency  Kweiliang  and  the 
foreign  plenipotentiaries,  and  will  be  informed 
accurately  of  the  objects  and  scope  of  the  visit  to 
the  capital.  M.  de  Bourboulon  agrees  with  me  as 
to  the  course  to  be  adopted,  and  I  am  authorized 
by  him  to  request  that  you  will  make  the  above 
commanication  in  his  name  as  well  as  in  mine. 

I  intend  leaving  Shanghae  on  or  about  the  15th 
of  this  month.

Kwei,  hCf  Hwa,  Ike,  Ho,  he^  Twaii,  ^c.,  Im- 
perial Commissionen,  make  a  oommnnication  in 
reply. 

On  receipt  of  Mr.  Bmce'd  letter  of  the  8th 
instant,  acquainting  the  Commissioners  that  his 
determination  to  proceed  forthwith  to  Pekin  to 
exchange  the  ratiiications  of  the  Treatj  was 
unalterable,  the  Commissioners  feeling  that  it 
would  not  be  correct  that  the  day  appointed  for 
that  purpose,  which  was  near  at  hand,  should  be 
passed,  after  due  deliberation  decided'that  the  only 
course  open  to  them  was  to  represent  the  matter 
fully  to  His  Migesty  the  Emperor,  and  to  request 
him  to  be  pleased  specially  to  select  some  high 
officer  who  might  proceed  to  I'ien-tsin  to  make 
arrangements  for  Mr.  Bruce's  reception.  Their 
memorial  was  sent  forward  at  the  rate  of  600  li 
(200  miles)  a  Hay,*  and  would  arrive  at  the  latest 
in  some  eight  or  nine  days  at  Pekin,  so  that  it 
might  be  assumed  that  when  Mr.  Bruce  and  the 
Ministers  of  France  and  America  reached  Tien- 
tsin, the  Imperial  Commissioners  oould  not  fail  to 
have  arrived  as  well,  and  so  the  exchange  of 
Treaties  in  Pekin  would  be  effected  by  the  time 
fixed  for  the  purpose. 

The  Commissioners  were  in  the  act  of  address- 
ing Mr.  Bruce  to  the  above  effect,  when  they 
received  his  second  letter  dated  the  11  th  instant, 
expressing  a  wish  that  they  should  proceed  by 
steamer.  They  were  not  unaware  that  a  steamer 
would  be  a  most  expeditious  (means  of  conveyance),

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but  ther  have  not  received  His  Miyestj's  com- 
mands (to  avail  themselves  of  it),  and  they  conld 
on  no  account  presume  so  to  proceed  on  their  own 
motion.  Were  they  now  to  make  the  proposition 
the  subject  of  a  memorial  (so  far  from  any 
advantageous  result  from  such  a  course),  there 
would  be,  on  the  contrary,  time  lost  in  the  march- 
ing and  countermarching.  It  behoves  them,  there- 
fore, in  obedience  to  His  Majesty's  commands,  to 
return  poet-haste  to  ifae  capital.  As  they  have 
prayed  His  Majesty  to  detach  a  high  officer  to  act 
as  agent  in  the  matter,  Mr.  Bruce  will  be  certainly 
enabled  to  arrive  at  his  destination  by  the  time 
appointed.  With  the  peaceful  relations  now  estab- 
tiahed  between  the  two  nations,  nothing  certainly 
will  be  done  that  is  not  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Treaty,  and  the  Commissioners, 
accordingly,  pray  Mr.  firuce  at  once  to  put  away 
all  misgiving  on  the  subject.  There  is  no  need  for 
him  to  feel  any  anxiety.  They  would  wish  that 
on  his  arrival  at  the  mouth  of  the  Tien-tsin  river 
(the  Peiho),  he  should  anchor  his  vessels  of  war 
outside  the  bar,  and  then,  without  much  baggage 
and  with  a  moderate  retinue,  proceed  to  the  capital 
for  the  exchange  of  the  Treaties.  His  mission 
being  a  pacific  one  (or,  as  he  comes  speaking 
peace),  his  treatment  by  the  Grovemment  of  China 
will  not  fail  to  be  in  every  way  most  courteous  ; 
and  it  is  the  sincere  wish  of  the  Commissioners 
that  relations  of  friendship  may  be  from  this  time 
forth  consolidated,  and  that  on  each  side  confidence 
may  be  felt  in  the  good  faith  and  justice  of  the 
other.

Mr,  Bruce  to  the  Earlof  Malme9bury.^--{Seeeived 

September  13.) 

Off  the  Peiho  Rif9er, 
Mr  Lord,  July  5,  1859. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  state  that  four  days  after 
the  receipt  of  his  Excellency  Kweiliang's  letter,  I 
left  Woosung  for  the  north,  taking  the  Goromandel 
in  tow,  in  order  to  have  an  unarmed  vesael  in 
which  to  ascend  the  river. 

On  arriving  at  the  Ishinds  of  Sha-loo-tien,  the 
rendezvous  agreed  on  with  the  Admirali  I  found 
the  squadron  no  longer  there,  and  proceeded  to 
the  mouth  of  the  Peiho  on  the  20th  June,  where 
the  ships  were  assembled,  the  Admiral  having 
sent  the  gun-boatt  over  the  bar,  on  account  of  the 
heavy  sea  running  outside* 

Admiral  Hope  reached  the  Islands  of  Sba*loo* 
tien  on  the  16th,  and  on  the  17th  he  left  the 
anchorage  in  the  Fury,  attended  by  two  gun-boats, 
to  announce  the  coming  of  the  Ministers  of  Eng- 
land and  France  to  the  Authorities  at  the  month 
of  the  river.  The  Fury  and  gun-boats  anchored 
outside  the  bar,  and  Commander  Commerell,  with 
Mr.  Mongan,  the  interpreter,  went  over  the  bar 
in  the  Fury's  gig,  to  deliver  the  message.  They 
were  not  flowed  to  land  by  the  armed  rabble  on 
the  bank,  and  when  Captain  Commerell  asked  for 
an  interview  with  the  authorities,  they  declared 
that  there  was  no  authority,  civil  or  military,  on 
the  spot;  that  the  barriers  in  the  river  had  been 
made  by  the  people  at  their  own  expense,  not 
against  us,  but  against  the  rebels;  and  that  the 
garrison  consisted  of  militia  only.  The  chief 
spokesman,  who  called  himself  an  engineer  or 
Clerk  of  the  Works,  however,  offered  to  take  any 
message  to  Tientsin,  and  bring  bacsk  an  answer. 
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On  receiving  the  report  of  what  had  paaaed, 
Admiral  Hope  sent  Captain  Commerell  in  again 
lo  inform  them  of  the  arrival  of  the  Ministers,  and 
to  request  that  a  passage  should  be  opened  within 
diree  dajs  to  allow  of  their  proceeding  by  the 
riviv  to  Hen-tsin. 

To  this  thej  replied  that  they  had  dispatched  a 
messenger  to  Tien^tsin  to  notify  our  arrival,  and 
that  a  passage  should  be  opened  within  the  re- 
quired time.  Admiral  Hope  then  returned  to 
Sha-loo-tien, 

On  the  18th  the  squadron  left  for  the  Peiho, 
and  the  gun-boats  anchored  inside  the  bar  on 
aoooont  of  the  heavy  sea  running  outside;  and  on 
the  20th,  the  day  of  my  arrivid.  Admiral  Hope 
proceeded  to  the  forts  to  see  whether  steps  had 
been  taken  to  open  a  passage  for  us,  and  to  deliver 
a  letter  he  had  addressed  to  tiie  Intendant  of 
Tien-tsin,  stating  that  the  squadron  would  remain 
at  the  anchorage  during  our  visit  to  Pekin,  and 
requesting  that  a  market  should  be  opened  for  the 
sale  of  fresh  provisions,  and  arrangements  made 
for. landing  of  officers  and  men  in  such  numbers 
as  might  not  be  inconvenient  to  the  inhabitants  of 
Takoo. 

Tile  same  rabble  came  down  to  the  bank,  and 
opposed  the  landing,  one  of  them  threatening  Mr. 
Mongan  with  a  drawn  sword  when  he  jumped  on 
shore.  They  again  denied  the  presence  of  any 
author!^,  and  asserted  that  they  were  militia, 
acting  on  their  own  responsibility.  Instead  of 
removing  the  obstacles,  they  had  further  closed 
the  passages,  and  when  taxed  with  this  breach  of 
their  promise,  denied  that  they  had  ever  offered  to 
remove  the  barriers. 

To  give  more  colour  to  their  assertions  of  the 
absence  of  any  authority,  they  hoisted  no  flags  on 
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tbe  forts,  and  no  soldier  was  ▼isible  daring  tbe 
time  the  squadron  was  lying  there. 

It  is  not  difficult  to  understand  the  motires  of 
the  Chinese  Government  in  tha»  holding  aloof, 
contrary  to  tbetr  usual  custom,  from  all  coflamiini- 
calion  with  the  squadron  and  foreign  Ministera. 
We  know  from  the  Pekin  gazettes  that  during  the 
laat  eight  months  they  have  been  studiously 
adding  to  their  defences  along  this  coast,  and  thai 
Sungko*lin-sn,  a  Mongol  Prince,  the  head  of  the 
war  party,  and  distinguished  by  his  suecesafal 
defence  of  Tien-tsin  against  the  rebels  in  1853» 
has  been  appointed  Commander-in^ebief  of  this 
district.  It  is  evident  that  the  Government  were 
preparing  for  our  arrival,  and  had  tnstrocted  tbe 
garrison  to  represent  themselves  as  a  militia  poet, 
and  to  deny  the  presence  of  any  constituted  au- 
thority, by  which  arrangement  they  hoped  to  pre- 
serve an  attitude  which  would  enable  them  to  take 
advantage  of  his  success,  if  he  were  able  to  keep 
us  out  of  the  river,  or  to  disavow  his  proceedings^ 
if  he  failed  in  his  ^orts  to  do  so. 

After  a  long  and  nnxiotts  consultation  If.  de 
Bourbonlon  and  I  decided  that  we  ought  to  adkere 
strictly  to  the  course  laid  down  in  our  letters  to 
Kweiliang  at  Shanghae,  and  that  we  should  insist, 
as  much  for  the  sake  of  our  future  eommanicationa 
with  Pekin  as  for  the  successful  aceompKskment  of 
the  mission  now  confided  to  us,  on  the  right  of  using 
the  river  as  tbe  natural  highway  to  the  capital. 
If,  in  accordance  with  KweiMang's  memorial,  a 
high  officer  had  been  deputed  to  meet  us  at  this 
place,  bearing  a  friendly  invitation  from  the 
Emperor,  and  satisfactory  assurances  as  to  o«r 
personal  reception  by  him,  we  were  quite  prepared 
to  have  proceeded  as  far  as  Tien-tsin  with  only 
such  vessels  as  were  required  for  tbe  aceommoda- 
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tion  of  ourselves  and  suite,  for  I  do  not  think  thai 
in  anj  case  we  ought  to  have  allowed  our  right 
to  (^oose  the  only  expeditious  and  commodious 
route  to  the  capital  to  be  questioned.  But  on 
considering  the  late  proceedings  of  the  Chinese 
Government,  the  persistency  of  Kweiliang  and 
his  colleagues  in  remaining  in  the  south  instead  of 
returning  to  Pekin,  the  proposal  to  effect  the  rati- 
fications at  Shangkae,  the  attempts  to  delay  our 
progress  to  the  north  by  raising  fresh  discussions 
on  the  Treaty,  and  finally,  the  hostile  and  dis* 
courteous  reception  we  have  met  with  here,  we 
were  forced  to  conclude  that  the  difficult  task  lay 
before  us  of  carrjring  the  Treaties  into  full  opera- 
tion, and  of  ensuring  a  reception  at  Pekin  on 
terms  to  the  last  degree  mortifying  to  Chinese 
arrogance,  while  the  £mperor  is  in  the  hands  of  a 
-party  averse  to  concession  and  relying  on  their 
preparations  to  resist  us. 

Every  incident  corroborated  the  information  we 
obtained  at  Shanghae  from  a  Chinese  authority, 
reported  to  your  Lordship  in  iny  despatch  of  the 
1 4th  ultimo,  that  the  Emperor  would  not  accede 
to  what  we  were  instructed  to  demand  except 
under  the  pressure  of  fear. 

The  question,  then,  for  consideration  was,  how 
were  we  to  work  sufficiently  on  the  fears  of  the 
Emperor  to  induce  him  to  give  way  ?     The  expe- 
rience of  last  year  showed  that  the  presence  of  a 
-squadron  in  the  gulf  was  not  enough  to  effect  that 
•  object,  while  it  equally  showed  that  the  opening 
•of  Pekin  would  follow   on   the  accessibility  of 
Tien-tsin  to  our  ships  being  established.     We 
could  hardly  be  mistaken  in  inferrinfi^  from  the 
studied  manner  in  which  the  Chinese  officials  held 
aloof  from  all  communication  with  us,  and  from 
the  repeated  assertion  of  no  authority  being  pre- 
sent at  the  forts,  that  the  Oovemment  was  pr^ 
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pared  to  disavow  these  hostile  prooeedingSy  if  we 
succeeded  in  clearing  a  passage  ap  the  river. 

We  were  equally  justified  by  our  past  ezperi* 
ence,  and  bj  the  reluctance  of  the  Chinese  Govern- 
ment to  allow  us  to  proceed  up  the  river,  in 
assuming  that  they  considered  they  would  gain  a 
great  advantage  by  keeping  the  vessels  outside^ 
and  by  reducing  us  to  negotiating  in  the  gulf  or 
in  the  interior,  deprived  of  the  moral  support  we 
should  have  acquired  from  the  presence  of  our  flags 
at  Tien-tsin.  Our  desisting  from  claiming  the  right 
to  go  up  in  our  own  ships  would  have  been  attri- 
buted to  inability  to  force  their  defeuceSy  and  the 
ascendancy  would  thus  have  been  secured  to  the 
war»party  in  the  fimperor^s  councils.  My  convic- 
tion is,  that  in  that  case  we  must  have  abandttned 
all  hope  of  a  proper  reception  at  Pekin  <m  this 
occasion,  and  that  we  should  have  found  it  impos- 
sible to  establish  unrestricted  access  to  the 
Central  Government  in  future,  or  work  out  in 
practice  the  clauses  of  the  Treaty  provided  for 
circulation  in  the  interior,  and  the  imposition  of 
regular  dutic^s  instead  of  arbitrary  exactions,  pro- 
visions wiiich  can  always  be  evaded,  and  for 
which  we  can  have  no  other  guarantee  than  the 
Kmperor's  dread  of  giving  us  offence. 

On  the  2 1  St  of  June,  I  accordingly  addressed  a 
l<*tter  to  Admiral  Hope  (copy  inclosed),  requesting 
him  in  the  joint  names  of  M.  de  Bourboulon  and 
myself,  to  take  such  steps  as  he  might  deem  expe- 
dient to  clear  away  the  obstacles  in  the  river,  so 
as  to  admit  of  our  proceeding  at  once  to  Tien-tsin. 
Nothing  was  done  until  the  24th,  the  Admiral 
being  meanwhile  engaged  in  notifying  that  as  a 
passage  up  the  river  had  not  been  opened,  he 
should  proceed  to  open  it  himself,  and  Mr.  Ward, 
the  American  Minister,  having  signified  his  in 
tention  of  proceeding  on  the  24th  in  his  small 
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rteamer  to  the  forts,  and  requiring  a  free  passage 
up  the  river)  in  which  application  he  was,  like 
ourselves,  iinsocoessful.  During  that  night,  how« 
ever,  Admiral  Hope  caused  part  of  the  obstacles 
to  be  blown  up  without  loss,  and  the  attempt  to 
pass  the  barriers  and  proceed  up  the  river  was 
fixed  for  the  morning  of  the  following  day* 

About  9  A.1I.  on  the  2oth  a  junk  came  alongside 
Her  Majesty's  ship  Magicienne  anchored  about 
nine  miles  from  the  forts,  and  a  pett/  mandarin 
came  on  board  with  a  letter  addressed  to  me  by 
the  Governor- General  of  Pechelee,  translation  of 
which  I  herewith  inclose*  It  announced  that  the 
Governor-General  hail  been  ordered  to  pi*oceed 
to  Feh-tang-ho»  an  inlet  or  small  mouth  of  the 
river,  about  ten  miles  to  the  northward  of  this 
anchorage,  and  thence  to  offer  his  services  to  Her 
Miyesty's  Minister.  That  Kweiliang  and  Hwas* 
hana  bad  been  summoned  back  to  Pekin,  as  the 
persons  authoriKed  to  exchange  ratifications,  and 
convey  the  Minister  to  the  capital.  I  was  re* 
quested,  therefore,  to  await  their  arrival,  and  to 
allow  time  for  the  withdrawal  of  the  troops,  quar- 
tered at  Peh-tang-ho,  after  which  the  Governor- 
General  would  come  in  a  vessel  to  convey  me  to 
the  landing-place,  whence  I  should  proceed  to 
Pekin  by  land. 

This  letter  was  dated  the  2drd,  and  only 
reached  me  on  the  25th, — a  delay  which  is  inex- 
plicable, if  it  had  been  intended  to  reach  me  in 
time. 

As,  in  the  body  of  the  letter,  the  name  of  Her 
Majesty  was  not  put  on  the  same  level  with  that 
of  the  Emperor  of  China,  thereby  violating  the 
principle  of  equality  established  by  the  Treaty, 
it  was  returned  by  Mr.  Wade  for  correction,  with 
an  intimation  that  I  was  about  to  proceed  to 
Tien-tsin. 
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As  the  attempt  to  pass  np  the  river  was  to  be 
made  at  10  a.m.,  it  would  have  been  diflicalt  for 
me,  at  that  late  hour,  to  have  communicated  with 
the  Admiral,  who  was  at  a  distance  f>f  nine  miles, 
and  already  engaged  in  his  operations  ;  but  I 
should  not  have  been  deterred  by  the  informalitj 
alluded  to  above,  had  the  contents  of  the  letter 
been  satisfactory.  It  will  be  seen,  however,  on 
comparing  it  with  Kweilian^^'s  last  letter  to  me 
at  Shanghae,  that  the  proposal  differs  so  widely 
from  the  course  recommended  by  the  Commis- 
sioners, as  to  confirm  the  impression  in  my  mind 
that  the  pacific  party  had  lost  their  influence  with 
the  Emperor.  Kweiliang  had  acknowledged  the 
propriety  of  exchanging  the  ratifications  within 
the  stipulated  period,  and  had  proposed  that  a 
person  should  be  named  to  meet  me  at  this  place, 
and  conduct  me  at  once  to  Pekin  ;  thus  admitting 
that  the  Treaty  was  to  be  accepted  as  it  stood, 
without  further  discussion. 

The  Governor-General  of  Pechelee  proposes  a 
coarse  which  is  substantially  a  repetition  of  the 
attempts  made  to  detain  me  at  Shanghae,  and 
postpone  indefinitely  the  exchange  of  ratifications, 
thereby  giving  room  for  re*opening  discussions  on 
those  points  which  are  particularly  obnoxious  to 
the  Chinese  Government.  In  both  letters,  it  is  to 
be  remarked  that  a  demand  for  a  personal  inter- 
view is  passed  over  in  silence  ;  and  in  neither  am 
I  informed  that  the  Imperial  Government  objects 
to  our  making  use  of  the  river-route  to  Tien-tsin. 

Apart,  therefore,  from  the  considerations  I  have 
specified  above,  for  believing  that  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  right  to  go  up  the  river  would  be  fatal 
to  the  success  of  the  Mission,  and  would  establish 
a  precedent  which  would  put  it  in  the  power  of 
the  Chinese  Government  to  throw  difficulties  in 
the  way  of  our  future  intercourse  with  Pekin,  I 
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could  only  see  in  this  overture  a  further  attempt 
at   evasion  and  delaj,  and  evidence  that  the  in- 
fluence at  Court  of  Kweiliang  and  his  colleagues 
was  at  a  low  ebb.     It  is,  moreover,  a  significant 
proof  of  hovr  idle  it  is  to  expect  to  carry  out  our 
policjr  by  appealing  to  any  ether  motive  than  fear, 
that  no  communication  was  addressed  to  M.  de 
Boarboulon,  and  no  notice  taken  of  Mr.  Ward, 
though  he  came  to  the  Gulf  of  Pi.^chelee  at  the 
express  invitation  of  the  Imperial  Commissioners* 
Answers  are  received  at  Takoo  within  forty- 
eight  hours  from  Pekin,  and  had  the  Government 
wished  to  treat  foreign  Ministers  with  courtesy, 
it  would  not  have  allowed  eight  days  to  elapse 
without  taking  any  notice  of  them,  and  then  con- 
tented itself  with  addressing  the  only   Minister 
who  happens  to  be  supported  by  a  considerable 
force. 

Her  Majesty's  Government  will  be  informed  by 
Admiral  Hope's  despatches  that  on  proceeding  to 
remove  the  barriers  on  the  25th,  the  batteries, 
which  had  up  to  that  time  remained  apparently 
deserted,  and  some  of  them  masked,  were  suddenly 
manned,  and  opened  with  so  heavy  and  well- 
directed  a  fire,  as  to  render  the  operation  of  re- 
moying  the  barriers  impossible.  Towards  the 
dose  of  the  day  a  force  was  landed  to  storm  the 
batteries,  but  failed  in  the  attempt,  owing  to  the 
nature  of  the  ground,  and  the  deep  ditches  whicb 
had  to  be  crossed  before  reaching  the  forts. 
Nothing  could  exceed  the  heroism  of  those  en- 
gaged in  the  attack,  and,  judging  from  our  past 
experience  of  Chinese  warfare,  there  was  every 
reason  to  expect  success.  But  the  Chinese  fired 
on  this  occasion  with  a  sk'll  and  preciwoB  of  which' 
there  is  no  previous  example  in  the  history  of  our 
contests  with  them,  and  which  would  Feem  to  show 
that  they  must  have  received  foreign  instruction, 
even  if  they  have  not  foreigners  in  their  ranks. 
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Admiral  Hope  having  notified  to  me  that  the 
force  under  his  command  was  unable  to  clear  the 
passage  up  the  river,  M.  de  Bourboulon  and  mj* 
self  agreed  that  we  must  consider  the  mission  to 
Fekin  at  an  end  for  the  present^  and  that  we  should 
retire  to  Shanghae.  I  accordinglj  addressed  the 
i&dosed  letter  to  the  Admiral >  requesting  him  to 
dispose  of  the  force  in  the  manner  best  calculated 
to  preserve  tranquillitj  at  the  ports  open  to  trade. 
I  thought  it  expedient  not  to  address  anj  com- 
munication to  the  Chinese  Government  upon  these 
events,  in  order  not  to  interfere  in  any  waj  with 
the  decision  of  Her  Majesty's  Government,  and  to 
keep  the  Chinese  Government  as  long  as  possible 
in  suspense  as  to  its  ulterior  intentions.

Bear-Admiral  Hope  to  the  Taoutae  of  Tlen^tsin, 

Off  the  Peiho,  June  20,  i8o9. 
HAVING  arrived  here  with  a  considerable 
squadron,  in  company  with  the  Honourable  Fre- 
derick Bruce,  the  Minister  empowered  by  Her 
Migesty  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  to  exchange 
the  ratifications  of  the  Treaty  concluded  last  year 
with  His  Mf^esty  the  Emperor  of  China,  and  it 
being  my  intention  that  the  squadron  shaU  remaia 
here  during  Mr.  Brace's  absence  at  Pekin,  I  re- 
quest that  proper  directions  may  be  given  that  I 
may  be  permitted  to  purchase  such  supplies  of 
fresh  provisions  and  other  articles  as  I  require  ; 
imd  that  the  officers  and  men  may  have  free  com- 
munication with  and  access  to  the  shore  in  such 
numbers  as  may  not  be  inconvenient  to  the  in« 
habitants  of  Takoo.

M.  DE  BOURBOULON  and  myself  having 
maturely  considered  the  position  of  affiurs,  we 
hare  come  to  the  conclasion  that  it  would  not  be 
consistent  with  the  course  hitherto  adopted  by  us, 
to  delay  further  our  attemps  to  reach  Pekin  within 
the  time  specified  by  the  Treaty  for  the  exchange 
of  ratifications.  The  Chinese  Govemmenty  be* 
sides  the  Article  of  the  Treaty  itself,  is  before 
this  in  possession  of  the  correspondence  that 
passed  at  Shanghae  with  the  Commissioners,  and, 
had  it  wished  to  do  so,  could  have  sent  orders  to 
fiunlitate  our  progress  up  the  river*  As  you  are 
aware,  the  course  their  officers  at  Ta-koo  are  pur- 
suing, bears  every  mark  of  a  fixed  determination 
to  prevent  our  proceeding  to  Tien-tsin.  The 
superior  officers  in  charge  of  the  forts  keep  out  of 
the  way  to  avoid  making  any  specific  declaration 
of  their  intentions  until  their  preparations  for  our 
exclusion  are  completed,  and  their  subordinates 
have  not  hesitated  at  positive  falsehood  for  the 
same  purpose. 

There  is  considerable  reason  to  believe  that  on 
the  Mongol  Prince  in  charge  of  the  works  the 
hopes  of  the  war-party  repose,  and  that  if  he  is 
defeated  in  his  attempt  to  keep  us  out  of  the  river, 
pacific  counseb  will  prevail  with  the  Emperor, 
but  there  is  little  chance  of  any  satisfactory 
result  while  their  confidence  in  him  is  unabated, 
or  that  the  visit  to  the  capital  will  be  effi^cted  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  impress  the  Chinese  with  a 
just  idea  of  our  national  power  and  equality. 

We  have  therefore  resolved  to  place  the  matter 
in  your  hands,  and  to  request  you  to  take  any 
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measarea  you  may  deem  expedient  for  clearing 
awaj  the  obstractions  in  the  river,  so  as  to  allow 
us  to  proceed  at  once  to  Tien-tsin. 

I  have  also  to  beg  that  you  will  act  in  M.  de 
Boarboulon's  name  as  well  as  in  mine.

HANG,  Gk>vemor-General  of  Chili,  &c.,  &c, 
^.,  makes  a  communication. 
.  In  obedience  to  the  commands  of  His  Imperial 
Migestj,  the  Governor-General  has  come  to  Peh* 
tang-Ho,  a  port  (or  harbour)  to  the  northward  of 
Ta-koo,  to  be  of  any  service  (or  to  do  the  honours 
to)  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Envoy. 

As  the  negociations  of  the  Treaty  made  last 
year,  His  l^jesty  the  Emperor  has  issued  a 
Decree  commanding  the  Chief  Secretary  of  States 
Kweiliang,  and  the  President  of  tlie  Board  of 
Civil  Office,  Hwashana,  to  return  from  Shanghae 
to  Pekin,  and  they  may  arrive  any  day.  If  the 
Envoy  of  Her  Britannic  Migesty  will  have  the 
goodness  to  wait  until  the  Chief  Secretary 
Kweiliang  and  his  colleagues  reach  the  capital, 
they  will  thereupon  receive  him  at  once,  and  he 
will  enter  the  capital  to  exchange  the  Treaties  (or 
will  exchange  the  Treaties  in  the  capital). 

At  Peh-tang-Ho  itself  there  has  always  been  a 
military  station  and  a  battery  for  the  defence  of 
the  coast.  Orders  have  been  issued  to  remove  the 
troops  and  guns  to  the  rear,  and,  as  soon  as  this 
shall  be  effected,  a  vessel  (or  vessels)  will  be  pre* 
pared  for  the  Governor-General  v>  proceed  with 
outside  the  bar  to  welcome  Her  Britannic  Ma- 
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jestj's  Enyoj  to  Peh-tang-Ho,  whence  he  can 
proceed  by  hmd  to  Pekin.

I  RE6R£T  that  in  consequence  of  a  resist- 
ance wliich  our  previous  experience  of  Chinese 
warfare  could  not  have  led  us  to  anticipate,  the 
means  at  your  disposal  have  proved  insufficient  to 
remove  the  obstacles  to  my  progress  up  the  Peiho. 

Allow  me  at  the  same  time,  whibt  oflfering  jon 
my  profound  sympathy  for  the  loss  sustained  by 
the  squadron,  to  express  my  sincere  admiration  of 
the  decision  and  gallantry  shown  in  the  operation 
undertaken  for  that  object. 

As  you  inform  me  that  in  the  face  of  this  for- 
midable resistance^  further  operations  cannot  lead 
to  a  successful  result,  I  bog  to  state  that  I  have 
for  the  present  abandoned  all  attempts  to  reach 
Pekin,  and  have  resolved  to  refer  home  for  in- 
structions as  to  the  course  to  be  adopted.  With 
this  view  Mr.  Bumbold  proceeds  by  the  next  mail 
to  England  to  furnish  Her  Majesty's  Government 
with  full  particulars  respecting  what  has  occurred. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  agree  with  yon 
that  the  return  of  the  Marines  and  Sappers  to 
Hong  Kong  is  desirable,  and  that  the  ships  should 
be  employed  in  the  manner  most  conducive  to  the 
security  of  Her  Mtgesty's  subjects  and  to  the  pro- 
tection of  their  interests  at  the  several  ports. 

In  accordance  with  your  request,  I  have  com- 
municated to  M.  de  Bourboulon  a  copy  of  yoor 
letter.

Mt  Lord,  Shanghae,  Jfdy  13,  1859. 

I  PROPOSE  in  this  despatch  to  give  a  sac- 
cinct  account  of  the  coiiree  I  have  adopted,  and  of 
the  grounds  on  which  it  is  based*  It  is  necessary 
to  allude  briefly  to  the  maxims  of  China  in  regard 
to  intereourae  with  foreign  nations,  as  they  aSbrd 
the  key  to  what  has  taken  plsce. 

In  China  international  relations  have  been 
always  studiously  ignored  by  the  Government, 
and  in  no  single  instance  has  a  foreign  Minister 
sucoeeded  in  obtaining  admission  to  the  capital, 
except  on  performance  of  the  *'  kotow,"  or  cere- 
mony of  vassalage,  or  in  the  character  of  tribute- 
bearer.  The  subjects  of  foreign  nations  residing 
in  China  are  represented  as  belonging  to  barbarous 
tribes,  and  living  by  trade,  of  all  occupations  the 
one  least  in  repute  among  the  Chinese,  as  devoid 
of  civilization,  and  ignorant  of  the  rules  of  reason, 
and  by  all  means  to  be  confined  to  the  outskirts  of 
the  country. 

According  to  the  maxims  of  the  Government 
they  are  entitled  to  no  rights  beyond  those  ac- 
eorded  by  the  favour  of  the  Emperor,  and  though 
circumstances  and  the  weakness  of  the  Goveiii- 
ment  have  led  it  to  acquiesce  in  the  concession ' 
of  considerable  privileges  to  foreigners  in  distant 
aea-ports,  it  is  remarkable,  as  proving  how  tena* 
ciously  it  holds  to  its  traditions,  that  it  alwa}s 
classifies  as  acts  of  rebellion  the  measures  of  coer- 
cion adopted  by  foreign  Governments  to  obtain, 
redress  for  wrongs  done  to  their  subjects. 

Now  the  British  Treaty  of  Tien»tsin  (which  is 
much  more  complete  in  this  respect  than  the 
Treaties  signed  at  that  place  by  the  other  Powers)

asserts  principles  which  are  diametrically  opposed 
to  these  traditional   pretensions  of  the   Chinese 
Government.      According  to  it  the  British  Mi- 
nister is  to  be  accredited  as  a  RepresentatiTe  of  an 
independent    eqnal     Power,    and    the     Chineae 
Government,  in  its  treatment  of  him,  is  called  upon 
finally  to  abandon  the  assumption  of  superior!^ 
which  it  asserted  nncompromisingly  during  liord 
Amherst's  Embassy,  and  so  lately  as  three  years 
ago,  when  Count  Poutiatine  first  proposed  to  visit 
Pekin.     He  is  to  be  allowed  Iree  and  anrestricted 
communication    with    the    capital,    not    only   as 
specified  in  the  French  and  American  Treaties, 
when  he  has  business  to  transact,  but  whenever  he 
wishes  to  visit  it     His  diplomatic  intercourse  is 
to  be  conducted  according  to  the  usages  of  Western 
nations,  and  he  is  not  to  be  called  on  to  perf<»in 
any  ceremony  of  a  nature  derogatory  to  his  charac' 
ter  as  representing  an  equal  and  independent  nation. 
In  future,  access  to  the  capital  is  to  be  recognised 
as  a  right  the  Minister  can  insist  on,  instead  of  its 
being  begged  for  as  a  favour,  and  either  refused  or 
conceded  on   such  terms  as  the   Chinese  mig^t 
choose  to  impose  for  the  sake  of  saving  their  own 
dignity  at  the  expense  of  that  of  the  foreign  Envoy 
in  the  eyes  of  the  Chinese  population. 

The  clauses  which  permit  British  subjects  to 
travel  in  the  interior,  and  open  the  Yang-tze  river 
to  British  shipping,  are  equally  subversive  of  the 
established  maxims  of  Chinese  statesmen.  To 
push  us  back  on  the  sea-board,  and  confine  us  to 
as  few  sea*ports  as  possible,  to  keep  us  outside  the 
walls  of  important  cities,  and  vilify  us  to  the 
people,  in  order  to  preserve  a  wall  of  separation 
between  the  races,  is  the  policy  which  the  Chinese 
Government,  from  its  adherence  to  usage,  and  from 
its  indifierence,  if  not  dread  of  all  progress,  which 
can  only  be  attained  through  novelty,  would  gladly 
follow,  if  it  dared  to  do  so. 
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It  IB  not  sarpristng,  thi^refore,  when  the  allied 
aqoadroiis  left  the  Peiho  river  last  year,  and  the 
panic  produced  by  their  presence  began  to  subeide, 
that  ancient  maxims  and  prejudices  should  have 
gradually  resumed  the  ascendant  at  Pekin,  and 
that  the  Imperial  Cabinet  should  have  entertained 
hopes  o£  recovering  part  of  the  ground  it  had  lost. 
There  is  proof  of  its  language  and  feeling  with 
regard  to  foreigners  having  undergone  no  change 
iQ  a  Decree  published  in  the  **  Pekin  Gazette," 
OB  the  25th  July,  one  month  after  the  signature 
of  the  Treaty,  in  which  allusion  is  made  to  the 
**  barbarians  suddenly  rushing  up  the  river  to 
Tlen-tsin,  and  retiring  moved  by  the  commands 
of  Kweiliang  and  his  colleague,  sigaifed  with 
affectionate  earnestness."  Sungko  -  lin  -  sifci,  a 
Mongol  Prince,  reputed  to  be  their  best  General,' 
was  made  Commander-in-chief  of  the  Pechelee 
province,  with  a  large  force  at  hie  disposal ;  the 
forts  at  Takoo  rebuilt  and  strengthened,  and  stakes 
Attd  obiitaclas  of  different  kinds  dU^*^  ^r^oss  the  • 
river  to  efface  the  impression  produced  by  the 
proceedings  of  last  year,  and  by  preventing 
foreigii  ships  from  arriving  at  Tien-tsin,  to  render 
Pekin  more  inaccessible  than  ever. 

While  these  preparatious  were  going  on,  the 
departure  of  the  High  Officer  of  the  Board  of 
Bevenue,  who  was  to  settle  the  Tariff  at  Shanghae, 
was  delayed,  in  order  that  he  might  not  reach 
8hanghae  vntil  the  season  for  operations  in  the* 
Golf  of  Pechelee  had  passed,  and  when  he  started 
he  was  accompanied  by  the  Imperial  Commissioners 
Kweiliang  and  Hwashana.  Subsequent  events 
leave  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the  statement 
contained  in  the  letter  of  which  Mr.  Parkes  ob- 
tained possession,  is  substantially  correct,  and 
that  they  were  instructed  to  obtain  modifications 
in   the  principal  Articles  of   the  Treaty— 'the 
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residence  at  Pekin,  the  opening  of  the  Yan^-tse 
river,  and  circulation  in  the  interior,  to  i^  of 
which  the  Emperor  strongly  objects. 

In  their  first  letter  the  Commissioners  adyanoed 
the  principle  that  the  Treaty  having  been  signed 
nnder  pressure,  its  provisions  had  not  been  fnllj 
discussed.  But  the  determination  evinced  by  Lord 
Elgin  not  to  allow  the  Treaty  to  be  called  in 
question,  seems  to  have  convinced  the  Commia- 
sioners  that  it  was  advisable  to  rest  satisfied  with 
the  concession  made  as  to  permanent  residence  at 
the  capital.  It  is  clear,  however,  that  their  remon- 
strances against  the  pc^icy,  enjoined  on  them  from 
Pekin,  were  most  unpalateable  to  the  Emperor 
and  his  counsellors,  who  urged  them  to  make  fur- 
ther efforts  ;  and  the  dissatisfaction  with  the  con- 
duct of  Ho,  who  seems  to  have  pointed  oot  most 
strongly  the  inexpediency  of  the  course  proposed, 
is  reported  to  have  been  expressed  in  the  auto- 
graph rescript,  that  ^^  his  obstinacy  would  be  the 
cause  of  calamity  to  him.^ 

In  the  beginning  of  March,  Lord  Elgin,  who 
had  left  Shanghae  on  account  of  the  unsatisfactory 
state  of  Canton,  wrote  to  the  Commissioners, 
stating  that  Her  Mi^esty's  Grovemment  had  agreed 
not  to  establish  the  Mission  permanently  at  Pekin, 
on  condition  of  a  proper  reception  being  given  to 
Her  Majesty's  Minister.  He  further  infiHined 
them  of  his  approaching  departure  from  China,  and 
of  my  appointment,  charged  with  important  docQ- 
moQts  to  be  delivered  at  the  capital,  and  warned 
them  solemnly  that  peaceful  relations  could  only 
be  maintained  by  a  faithful  observance  of  tl^ 
Treaty.  The  Imperial  Commissioners,  in  spite  of 
this  information,  continued  at  Soo-chow,  instead 
of  returning  to  the  capital  to  prepare  for  the  recep- 
tion of  myself  and  the  French  Minister,  and  their 
motive  in  so  doing  was  made  sufficiently  manifest 
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by  their  attemptB  through  a  Chinese  formerly  in 
Mr.  Wade%  but  now  in  the  Chinese  service,  to 
ascertain  whether  we  would  consent  to  exchange 
ratifications  at  Shanghae,  or,  at  least,  to  be  con- 
ducted from  that  point  by  land  to  Pekin.  This 
journey  occupies  two  mmithsy  and  I  leave  your 
Lordship  to  judge  whether,  had  we  adopted  this 
route,  we  should  not  have  abandoned,  for  all 
practical  purposes,  one  great  object  of  the  Treaty, 
Tiz.,  free  access  to  the  Central  Grovemment. 

It  was  only  after  my  arrival  at  Hong  Kong, 
that  I  heard  of  the  Commissioners  having  remained 
in  the  south,  and  received  Mr.  Hart's  memorandum 
(inclosed  in  my  despatch  of  the  80th  of  May), 
describing  the  hostile  feeling  of  the  Court,  and 
throwing  considerable  light  on  the  motives  of  this 
iooonvenient  delay  of  the  Commissioners.  I  felt 
at  once  that  it  became  necessary  either  to  throw 
overboard  my  instructions  entirely,  to  abandon  the 
visit  to  Pekin  and  the  attempt  to  establish,  on  a 
proper  footing,  once  for  all,  our  diplomatic  relations 
with  the  Ootijt  o  Pekin,  or  to  declare  tl*at  I  would 
insist  on  exchanging  the  ratifications  at  the  capital 
within  the  period  stipulated  in  the  Treaty,  and  on 
a  personal  reception  by  the  Emperor  for  the 
purpose  of  delivering  to  him  Her  Majesty's  auto- 
graph letter.  I  could  not  doubt  that  the  task 
of  extorting  a  reception  at  Pekin  in  a  form 
implying  a  surrender  on  the  part  of  the  Em- 
peror of  his  pretensions  to  national  superiority, 
would  be  more  difficult  than  obtaining  a  rec<^ni- 
tion  of  our  equality  on  paper ;  and  that  the 
Chinese  Government,  in  accordance  with  its  usual 
policy,  would  endeavour,  by  prescribing  the  route 
I  was  to  follow,  by  limiting  the  number  of  my 
attendants,  and  by  bad  arrangements  during  the 
journey,  to  put  me  in  the  degrading  position 
hitherto  occupied  by  foreign  Envoys,  and  recover 
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by  this  means  the  prestige  it  h^id  lost  by  our 
successful  coup  de  main  of  last  year.  To  prevent 
such  a  result^  and  to  receive  free  access  to  the 
capital  in  future  on  becoming  terms,  I  decided, 
after  mature  reflection,  on  proceeding  by  the 
river,  the  natural  highway  to  Tien-tsin,  under  the 
British  flag,  as  its  presence  at  that  place  would 
establish  in  the  eyes  of  the  Chinese  that  our  visits 
to  Pekin  are  a  matter  of  right,  not  of  favour. 

M.  de  Bourboulon,  whom  I  consuhed  before 
deciding  on  the  course  to  be  pursued,  entertained 
views  similar  to  mine,  and  wrote  a  despatdi  to  the 
Commissioners  in  the  same  sense. 

I  could  not,  however,  in  face  of  the  unaatisfactory 
information  I  had  received,  hope  that  the  Chinese 
Government  would  agree  to  such  a  complete 
revolution  of  its  mode  of  dealing  with  foreigners, 
unless  I  was  backed  by  a  sufficient  force  to  inspire 
it  with  alarm.  I  accordingly  consulted  with 
Admiral  Hope  and  Sir  Charles  van  Straubenaee 
on  this  point.  Several  gun-boats  and  part  of  the 
squadron  had  been  dispatched  by  Sir  Midiael 
Seymour  to  Shanghae,  previous  to  my  arrival  in 
China,  to  be  ready  to  accompany  me  to  the  north. 
This  measure  had  been  adopted  before  unfavour- 
able intelligence  had  been  received  from  that 
quarter. 

We  agreed,  on  consultation,  that  the  force 
dispatched  was  not  large  enough  to  produce 
the  desided  impression.  It  was  accordingly 
strengthened,  particularly  in  the  class  of  vessels 
that  can  cross  the  bar,  and  brought  up  to  an 
equality  with  that  which  accompanied  the  allied 
Ambassadors  last  year.  The  larger  the  force,  the 
less  likelihood,  j.udging  from  our  experience  of 
the  Chinese*  character,  there  would  be  of  a  col- 
lision. 

On  arriving  at   Shanghae,  where  I  proceeded 
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9B  soon  88  my  French  coUeagoe  was  readj,  I 
found,  as  I  anticipated,  the  Commissioners 
armed  with  pretexts  to  detain  me,  and  prevent 
my  visit  to  the  Peiho.  Their  letters,  though 
moderate  in  tone,  alladed  to  the  three  prin- 
cipfil  clauses  of  the  Treaty,  and  proposed  to 
re-open  discassion  upon  them.  Had  I  accepted 
this  overture,  and  abandoned  the  course  laid  down 
in  mj  letter  of  the  16th  May,  they  would  have 
inferred  that  I  was  to  be  **  fiootbed  and  oontroUed,** 
and  would  have  postponed  the  ratifications,  with 
the  intention  of  obtaining  my  assent  to  conditions 
which  would  have  deprived  these  clauses  of  their 
practical  efficacy.  This  view  is  confirmed  by  the 
fact  that  they  were  not  in  possession  of  the  rati- 
fied Treaties,  the  Chinese  Government  having 
thus  confined  them  to  the  task  of  gaining  time,  if 
nothing  else,  by  renewing  negociations,  reserving 
meanwhile  in  its  own  hands  the  power  of  ex- 
changing the  ratifications  or  not,  as  it  might  seem 
expedient,  after  the  result  of  the  interviews  had 
been  communicated  to  it, 

I  think  that  the  Commissioners  themselves  were 
acting  rather  in  obedience  to  their  instructions 
from  Pekin,  than  in  the  expectation  that  their 
attempts  to  detain  us  here  would  be  successfuL 
For  as  soon  as  they  received  my  letter,  stating 
that  I  would  not  enter  into  discussions  until  the 
ratifications  were  exchanged,  and  declining  any 
interview  with  them  at  Slianghae,  the  twelve- 
month allowed  by  Treaty  for  the  exchange  having 
almost  expired,  they  changed  entirely  their  tone. 
They  acknowledged  the  propriety  of  abiding  by 
the  terms  of  the  Treatj,  and  stated  that  they  had 
memorialised  the  Emperor  to  send  down  a  high 
officer  to  Tien-tsin,  whom  we  should  find  on  our 
arrival  ready  to  conduct  us  in  time  to  the  capitaL 
Though  they  hinted  at  a  journey  by  land  from  the 
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river's  mouth,  and  wished  me  to  anchor  the 
squadron  outside  the  bar,  they  did  not  state  that 
orders  had  been  .given  to  prevent  us  entering  the 
river,  ani  making  use  of  it  to  reach  the  town  of 
Tien-tsin. 

Admiral  Hope  left  a  day  before  the  reply  of  the 
Commissioners  was  received,  being  desirous  of 
making  the  passage  under  sail.  The  place  of 
rendezvous  was  fixed  at  the  Sha-loo-tien  Islands, 
whence  he  was  to  communicate  to  the  authorities 
the  approaching  arrival  of  the  Ministers  of  Eng- 
land and  France,  en  route  for  Tien-tsin,  and  in* 
quire  whether  orders  had  been  given  for  our 
reception, 

I  announced  his  departure  the  next  day  to  the 
Commissioners,  and  suggested  the  propriety  of 
their  proceeding  to  the  Peiho  on  board  one  of  the 
steam-ships,  owned  by  Chinese,  lying  here,  by 
which  means  they  would  be  able  to  reach  it  in 
time  to  receive  us.  They  declined  doing  so,  on 
the  ground  that  they  could  not  adopt  so  unusual 
a  method  of  travelling  without  the  £mperor*s  per- 
mission. This  may  be  so,  but  I  am  inclined  to 
think  they  shared  in  the  feeling  expressed  in  con- 
fidence by  the  most  enlightened  of  their  assistants, 
that  he  would  not  go  to  the  North,  as  there  would 
be  trouble,  and  that  the  Emperor  and  his  coun- 
seltors  were  so  unreasonable  that  they  could  not 
be  brought  to  terms  without  another  lesson. 

3L  de  Bourboulon  and  I  left  Shanghae  four 
days  after  the  receipt  of  the  letter  of  the  Com- 
missioner, in  order  to  afibrd  time  for  the  memorial 
to  reach  the  Emperor,  and  for  the  necessary  orders 
to  be  given,  should  he  be  inclined  to  accord  us  a 
friendly  reception,  and  carry  out  the  recommen- 
dations it  contained. 

.  Mr.   Ward,  the    American    Minister,   acooin- 
panied    us  at   their   express  invitation,  having 
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ebumed,  under  the  most  favoored  nation  clanse^ 
tlie  right  to  exchange  the  ratifications  at  Pekin 
and  present  his  credentials  to  the  Emperor. 

My  despatch  of  the  5th  instant,  which  is  for- 
warded by  the  present  opportunity,  gives  in 
detail  the  events  that  took  place  at  the 
Peiho.  I  have  only  to  remark,  in  explanation 
of  the  course  pursued,  that  we  found  ourselves 
off  the  mouth  of  the  river,  which  forms  the 
highway  to  Pekin,  within  a  few  days  of  the 
expiration  of  the  period  fixed  by  the  Treaty  for 
the  exchange  of  the  ratifications.  On  requesting 
a  passage  to  be  opened  for  us,  and  explaining  the 
peaceful  objects  of  the  mission,  we  were  informed 
that  there  was  no  authority  on  the  spot ;  that  the 
fort  and  barriers  were  not  constructed  by  order  of 
the  Government,  but  by  the  people^  who  had 
built  and  garrisoned  them  for  thrir  protection 
against  rebels,  not  to  keep  us  out  of  the  river. 
In  proceeding  to  remove  them  we,  therefore, 
violated  no  order  of  the  Imperial  Government, 
and,  had  we  been  successful,  the  Grovernment 
oooldy  and  would,  no  doubt,  have  disavowed  en« 
tirely  the  acts  of  those  who  opposed  us.  At  the 
same  time  we  were  convinced  that  the  repugnance 
of  the  Chinese  Grovernment  to  execute  fully  the 
Treaty,  and  to  grant  us,  the  reception  we  were 
instructed  to  demand,  could  only  be  overcome  by 
a  senile  of  their  inability  to  resist  us.  The  pre- 
parations made  since  last  year  had  given  them 
confidence,  and  that  feeling  would  have  been  in- 
creased had  we,  on  coming  in  presence  of  them, 
receded  from  the  demands  we  had  made.  Under 
SQch  circumstances  to  have  accepted  the  proposal 
of  the  Governor- General  of  Chili  would  have  been 
to  enter  on  a  path  which  must  have  ended  in  dis- 
grace and  failure  ;  and  nothing,  in  my  opinion, 
would  have  justified  us  in  consenting  to  i^  unless 
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the  only  competent  authority  to  pronounce  a  jadg- 
Blent  on  such  a  question  had  expressed  doubts  as 
to  the  result  of  an  attempt  to  force  the  passage  of 
the  riven  But  I  can  state  positively  that  if  Ad- 
miral Hope  had  expressed  doubts  on  the  subject 
they  would  not  have  been  shared  by  the  squadron, 
nor  by  those  who  have  had  most  experience  of 
warfare  in  China ;  and.  if  it  be  decided  that  the 
means  at  our  command  were  insufficient  to  justify 
OS  in  pursuing  so  bold  a  line  of  policy,  it  is  but 
right  that  I  should  share  that  responsibility  with 
him. 

The  Intendant  of  this  place  has  received  official 
notice  of  these  events  from  Pekin,  with  orders,  as 
he  states,  not  to  molest  the  English.  But  the 
effect  of  this  check  must  be  prejudicial  to  our 
interests,  as  in  this,  more  than  in  almost  any 
country,  we  are  respected  and  considered  in  pro* 
portion  as  we  are  feared,  and  whatever  may  be 
the  ultimate  decision  of  this  Government  with 
reference  to  the  Treaty  of  Tien-tsin,  I  do  not 
think  that  its  provisions  can  be  carried  out  until 
we  recover  our  superiority  in  the  eyes  of  the 
Chinese. 

Mr.  Wade  has  drawn  up  a  full  and  explicit 
^femorandum  on  :-the  proceedings  of  the  Chinese 
Government  within  the  last  year,  to  which  I  beg 
to  call  your  Lordship's  attention.

the  moment  they  read  this  paper»  that  it  was  the 
composition  of  a  small  official  sent  by  Hwang- 
tsung-han  to  Shanghae,  to  watch  the  progress  of 
affairs.  The  writer  speaks  of  himself  througfaont 
as  an  official  of  much  lower  rank  than  the  person 
he  addresses,  but  I  not  think  that  this  is  Hwang. 
The  words  "  Governor  General**  (of  the  Two 
Kwang)  prefixed  to  Hwang's  name,  must  have 
been  elevated,  had  the  letter  been  written  to  him 
direct. 

It  must  have  been  sent  to  Canton  after  Lord 
Elgin's  departure  for  Hankow,  and  before  his 
return  to  Shanghac^T.  W.] 

THE  administrators  -  in  -  chief  of  barbarian 
business  in  the  capital  are  the  three  Princes 
Hwui,  Kung,  and  Ching  (1). 

When  the  four  Imperial  Commissioners  (2)  had 
their  audience  to  take  leave,  His  Migesty  very 
positively  signified  to  them  that  it  was  his  pleasure 
not  to  allow  peace  to  be  made  in  this  sort  of  way 
(3),  and  that  the  whole  fifty-six  Articles  of  the 
Treaty  of  Tien-tsin  must  be  cancelled.  Ho, 
Governor-General  of  the  Two  Kiang,  received 
them  at  Chang-chow  in  the  8th  moon  (August, 
September),  and  stoutly  maintained  that  there 
must  be  no  mention  whatever  of  change.  They 
were  consequently  at  issue  until  their  arrival  at 
Shanghae,  when,  owing  to  the  strong  support 
given  by  the  Treasurer  Wang  to  the  representa- 
tions of  Ho,  the  Commissioners  began  to  incline 
to  a  compromise.  Several  memorials  were  ad- 
dressed to  the  Throne  in  the  joint  names  of  the 
whole  five,  in  reply  to  which  they  continued  to 
receive,  in  every  case.  His  Majesty's  peremptory 
injunction^  (to  persist  in  the  course  prescribed)  ; 
until,  in  his  last  decree,  His  Majesty  declared  bis 
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pleasure  to  be,  that  if  peace  were  made  with  the 
barbarians,  four  conditiona  must  be  insisted  on. 

Firstly,  he  would  on  no  aoeovnt  allow  trade 
from  Hankow  to  Nankin, 

(Secondly*  this  condition  is  omitted  most  likely 
by  mistake,  as  the  text  below  shows  the  question 
to  have  been  the  residence  of  a  Minister  at  Fekia.) 

Thirdly,  he  would  not  allow  (foreigners)  to 
circulate  in  the  different  provinces. 

Fourthly,  he  would  have  the  provincial  ci^  of 
Canton  evacuated  at  an  early  date. 

On  receipt  of  His  Majesty's  commands  as  above, 
the  Commissioners  had  several  consultations  with 
the  barbarians.  They,  alas  !  would  give  in  on 
one  point  only,  to  wit,  the  evacuation  of  Canton  ; 
in  the  other  three  they  held  out  for  what  had  been 
proposed  at  Tien-tsin. 

The  Commissioners  and  the  Governor-Greneral 
Ho  accordingly  made  up  (4)  another  Memorial,  to 
the  effect  that  the  barbarians  had  promised  to 
evacuate  Canton  ;  that  as  regarded  admission  into 
Pekin,  they  would  not  be  allowed  to  go  and  come 
in  large  bodies,  nor  to  build  churches  there,  but 
that  the  admission  of  four  or  five  on  any  future 
occasion,  when  they  might  have  business  of 
importance  to  transact,  need  not  be  prohibited; 
that,  as  to  circulation  in  the  provinces,  no  one  was 
to  travel  save  with  a  passport,  to  be  issued  under 
the  seals  of  the  local  authorities  and  the  Consuls  of 
the  barbarians;  no  one  would  take  on  himself  to 
go  without  one;  so  that,  as  it  would  still  rest  with 
the  local  authorities,  when  the  time  came,  (6)  to 
give  or  withhold  a  passport,  this  point  might^  in 
their  opinion,  also  be  conceded.  There  thus 
remained  no  question  but  that  of  the  navigation  of 
the  river  up  to  Hankow,  whither  it  would  really 
be  difficult  to  prevent  barbarians  from  proceeding.

To  thifl  representation  they  received  for  answer 
from  the  Emperor,  '*Try  again  with  all  your 
mighty  and  you  will  succeed  again.*' 

Tne  Commissioners  and  Uo,  after  receiving  this, 
again  put  their  seals  to  the  Treaties,  and  ex- 
changed copies  of  them  as  concluded;  and  it  waa 
agreed  that  in  the  third  moon  (April,  May),  the 
barbarians  should  go  into  the  capital  again  to 
exchange  national  letters  (letters  between  the 
Grovemments).  Ho,  the  Governor-General,  re- 
turned the  same  day  to  SJo-chow:  the  Treasurer 
Wang  also  returned  on  the  5th.  The  English 
leader  Elgin  had  started  up  the  Great  River  on 
the  3rd,  with  five  steamers  for  Hankow.  Just 
before  his  departure,  he  said  :  **  Provided  that  the 
provincial  authorities  behave  well  to  me,  I  shall 
not  insist  on  ready  money  (or  immediate  payment) 
(6)  at  Shanghacy  and  I  will  write  to  Canton,  and 
have  the  city  evacuated  <  at  once;  but  if  there  is 
any  more  fighting  (on  my  journey),  I  must  post- 
pone action  (on  these  points)."  The  Commis- 
sioners answered  :  *^  We  will  write  to  prevent  any 
one  giving  you  matter  of  offence :  at  the  same 
time  there  are  several  positions  along  your  road  in 
the  hands  of  the  rebels:,  and  we  are  not  responsible 
for  any  trouble  these  may  occasion  you;  nor  will 
it  be  our  affiiir  if  your  vessels  come  to  harm  by 
getting  aground  on  any  of  the  numerous  shoals  in 
the  Great  River.''  "  It  does  not  concern  you,  of 
course,"  said  he,  "  I  can  take  care  of  myself;"  and 
80  he  started.  The  following  day  he  got  aground 
off  Fu-shan,  and  after  transshipping  his  guns,  &c.» 
to  a  smaller  vessel,  on  the  5th,  he  got  off  by  dint 
of  great  exertions  on  the  8th,  and  was  reported  to 
have  passed  Nankin  on  the  1 1th.  It  was  also  said 
that  the  long-haired  men  (the  rebels)  had  fired 
upon  him,  though  this  is  not  certain.  On  the 
10th,  however,  a  number  of  devils  were  brought 
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t>ack,  the  barbarians  said,  ill  of  the  small-pox,  but 
the  people  have  it,  wounded  bj  the  rebels.  Which 
is  the  truth  I  know  not. 

In  conclusion,  I  may  remark  that  eTeTything 
relating  to  the  barbarians  is  kept  so  quiet  that  it 
is  hard  to  learn  the  facts.  To  give  an  instance  : 
since  the  Commissioners  arrived  here  every  Con- 
ference they  have  had  with  the  Chiefs  to  discass 
business  questions  has  been  held  either  on  board 
a  steamer  or  in  some  out-of-the-way  place,  and, 
their  measures  agreed  on  (the  conferring  parties) 
have  gone  home  to  carry  them  out.  This  is  for 
fear  they  might  be  overheard  by  the  native  ser* 
vants  of  the  different  houses  of  business,  who' 
understand  the  devil-language. 

The  Emperor  has  been  moved  to  abolish  the 
restrictions  on  opium,  and  to  admit  it  into  port  at 
30  taels  per  picul  import  duty,  and  into  the  inte- 
ger at  16  taels  transit  duty.  The  tariff  is  settled. 
All  goods  pay  5  per  cent,  ad  valorem.  This  is 
proposed  as  the  import  duty.  If  barbarians  go 
into  the  interior  to  sell  merchandize,  they  are  to 
to  pay  2^  per  cent,  (as  a  transit  duty),  whether 
they  pass  eight  barriers  or  ten.  On  tea  and  silk 
there  are  some  augmentations  and  some  diminu- 
tions. The  rules  are  now  in  form,  and,  as  soon  as 
the  seal  has  been  put  to  them,  a  copy  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  you. 

Touching  the  money  payment  to  be  made  to  tlie 
barbarians  (to  the  English),  6,000,000  doUara,  and 
to  the  Americans,  600,000  dollars,  the  latter, 
some  time  ago,  expressed  their  readiness  to  the 
Commissioners  to  give  up  100,000  dollars ;  they 
would  require  only  500,000  dollars,  namelj, 
100,000  to  be  paid  at  Shanghae,  100,000  at  Foo- 
chow,  and  800,000  at  Canton,  to  be  deducted, 
during  three  years,  from  the  duties.  Tlie  Com- 
missioners had  settled  the  form  of  instrument,  so 
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tbat  the  American  question  may  be  looked  on  as 
decided.     A  despatch  to  this  effect  must  (soon) 
reach  Canton.     The  English  indemnity  will,  most 
likely,  follow  a  like  rule  of  apportionment,  a  quota 
being  levied  on  the  (customs  of  the)  places  afore- 
said, or  the  whole  may  be  laid  on  the  Shanghae 
duties,  in  which  case  the  people  (of  Canton)  need 
feel  no  alarm.  These  barbarians  are  very  anxious, 
nevertheless,    to  make  Canton   pay  the  largest 
share.     This  would  delight  them.     Indeed,   so 
deep-seated  is  the  ill-will  with  which  they  regard 
the  Canton  officials,  gentry,  and  people,  that  they 
actually  talk  of  shutting  up  Canton  as  a  port 
altogether,  and  never  trading  there  again.      They 
have  several  times  pressed  the  Commissioners, 
with  all  their  might,  to  denounce  the  Governor- 
Grenend  (Hwang),  and  the  three  gentlemen  (Lo. 
Lang,  and  Su),  as  a  condition  of  peace  (or,  before 
they  would  treat  of  peace).     This  has  not  only 
been  done  by  word  of  mouth,  but  there  has  been 
correspondence    upon    it,    of    which    I    enclose 
copies. 

The  Commissioners,  I  should  humbly  suppose, 
can  hardly  have  been  so  stupid  as  to  give  in  to 
everything  in  this  way  (7).  They  may  be  holding 
such  language  as  a  means  of  keeping  (the  barba- 
rians) within  range  (8).  It  is  impossible  to  say. 
Should  they  have  moved  the  Emperor,  as  was 
suggested.  His  Sacred  Majesty  would  not  surely 
have  accepted  their  view  of  the  case.  Never, 
since  the  world  began,  was  there  such  a  doctrine 
as  that  the  official,  instead  of  punishing  the  robber 
Ibr  his  theft,  is  to  conciliate  him  by  doing  what- 
ever his  malignity  may  dictate  against  the  person 
he  has  robbed  (9).  (My  remarks,  I  am  sensible, 
are  presumptuous.)  How  should  an  officer  of  my 
low  estate  and  mean  abilities  venture  on  proposi-

The  Treasurer  Wang  was  at  the  simne  tm^ 
commanded  to  return  with  all  9peed  to  Soo-ebo«i 
the  Emperor  would  not  al}ovi  him  to  remain  M 
Shanghae  interfering  in  barbarian  affiura. 

It  was  subsequently  asserted  that  the  Grovmnov* 
General  Ho  had  been  deprived  of  his  button,  viA 
five  Commissioners  ordered  to  proceed  from  tba 
capital  to  Tsing  kiang  Pu  (12)»  whether  for  tiiua 
or  some  other  matter  it  was  not  clear.  B4it  (theae 
two  last  statements)  are  but  a  report,  which  as  I 
have  not  seen  the  documents,  I  do  not  venture  to 
affirm  is  true.  I  purpose,  as  soon  as  I  have  dis- 
patched this  letter  (13)  {Ut^^  petition),  going  ia 
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person  to  Soo-chow  to  ios  tlie  Treasurer  Wang, 
and  find  out  (14)  the  truth  from  him.  I  shall  ask 
lum  for  copies  of  some  of  the  de^NitcheSy  whieh  I 
will  forward  in  a  separate  cover* 

The  French  were  awaj  ^ist  month  at  Jb^bu  and 
in^  Anam.  They  were  not  bj  when  the  English 
aoid  the  other  nation  were  negotiating.  Since 
their  ChiePs  return  to  Shanghae  he  wanted  to  go 
to  Pekin  to  build  churches  therci  a  proposition 
which  induced  much  discussion,  without  anj 
aatisfiu^rj  result  (15).  .  The  tradespeople  (or 
ipcrcaittile  Chinese)  say  that  no  harm  will  come  of 
this ;  they  (the  French)  must  talk  in  this  fashion; 
and  that  when  the  English  Chief  returns  (16), 
everything  will  be  settled,  all  and  sundry. 

The  Russians  are  not  at  Shanghae,  and  have 
taken  no  part  (in  what  has  passed). 

The  Commijisioners  themselves  are  entertaining 
every  day,  or  sitting  for  their  portraits  (16aX  or 
paying  visits  to  tlie  devils,  taking  their  fill  of 
eqjoynient  with  nothing  whatever  to  do, 

Pwan  Si-ching  (Ponttnqua)  reached  Hang- 
chow  on  the  the  12  th  of  the  moon  but  has  not 
yet  arrived  at  this  place.  The  man  the  Com- 
missioners and  the  barbarians  really  want  is 
Howqua  (17)»  It  ia  a  matter  of  indifference  to 
them  whether  Pontinqua  eomes  or  not ;  by  the 
time  he  arrivesi  I  imagine,  there  will  be  nothing 
for  him  to  do. 

Another  rumour  is  that  the  Commander-in- 
cbief  Tang  has  retaken  Nganking  (18).  The 
Prefect  Wn  says  that  he  has  written  full  parti- 
culars of  all  that  has  been  reported  in  this  letter 
to  Chang,  the  Han-lin  (19),  and  gives  me  to  un- 
derstand, consequently,  that  I  need  not  trouble 
your  ear  with  a  repetition  of  them. 

I  have,  therefore,  the  honour  to  transmft  you 
this  summary.

Memorandum  by  Mr,  Wade^  intended  to  accom' 
pany  the  Translation  of  a  Letter  Jortoarded  by 
Mr,  Parkes^from  Canion,  to  the  Earl  ofElgin^ 
on  the  loth  January ^  1859,  preoie  of  which  was 
inclosed  to  the  Foreign  Office. 

THE  letter  forwarded  by  Mr.  Farkes,  of  the 
genuineness  of  which  I  see  no  reason  to  entertain 
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any  doabt,  read  by  tlie  light  of  tiMeormfxmdenoe 
of  the  Imperial  GommiiBioiieni  and  eanier  |Na* 
oeedingB  of  the  Chineae  Goyaniment,  erer  auioe 
negociatioDa  itarlj  oommenoed  at  Tien4Biny  fin^ 
niuieS)  to  my  mind,  a  cine  deaerving  of  attentioa 
to  the  ooorae  the  OoTemmeDt  haii  in  thia  last 
instance  panned. 

Aoooraing  to  the  writeri  e^dcnUy  an  official 
who  haa  aoceaa  to  good  information,  tiie  Emperor 
detenninedy  the  moment  our  badka  'wesre  tallied^ 
to  cancel  the  whole  Treaty  eactorfeed  ftom  hiaa  m 
June,  1858^  and  for  this  poxpoae  aent  KweOiaBg 
and  hia  colleagoea  eoath.  Thia  aocarda  with  a 
ramonr  conent  at  Shanghai  in  Angoat ;  Kw^- 
liang  was  said  to  be  in  deep  diflgraoe  for  hia  n^go- 
tiationa,  the  first  public  notice  of  which  by  the 
Chineae  Qoyemment  waa  in  a  decree  of  the  35tli 
July,  to  the  eflfect  that  the  barbariana  who  "  bnrsi 
into  the  river"  with  their  ships  had  retired  in 
obedience  to  the  aftctionate  commands  of  Kwei- 
liang. 

1%e  use  of  the  term  ^baibarian,*'  aa  Lord 
Elgin  complained  in  a  letter  to  the  OommiaHiniwrs 
of  the  7th  September,  was  itself  an  infraction  of 
Article  U  of  the  Treaty,  committed  within  one 
month  of  its  signature. 

The  mission  of  Kweiliang  and  hia  colleagaeBy 
oatensibly  to  reyise  the  Tari$  waa  remaricable  aa 
being  so  much  more  than  what  the  Treaty  re- 
quired. It  had  been  stipulated  merely  that  a  hi^ 
officer  of  the  Board  of  Kevenue  should  repair  to 
Shanghae.  Two  ex-Oommissionen  of  the  Canton 
Custovns  were  indeed  added  to  the  Conunisaion, 
but  one  of  these  waa  replaced  by  Twau  C9iing- 
shih,  one  of  the  Under-Saoretariea  most  active^ 
employed  during  the  Treaty  negotiations.  His 
leave-taking  memorial,  also  published  in  the 
Qaaotte^  asrored  tiie  Emperor,  in  stock  phrase^ 
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Ant  he  would  be  leatoiB  in  ''sioihiiig  thd  bax^ 
WHaiM.'* 

Rumour,  as  I  have  said,  made  the  dbjeot  of  thiA 
■liaibii  aajihiiig  but  a  rerisioii.  Nothing  h6w- 
evar,  Tery  positive  was  stated,  ii6r  did  the  reports 
4MI  the  subject  eommand  general  attentioik 

MJeaawkQe,  as  Kweiliang  and  his  oolleaguei  bad 
prsmised  at  Tien-tsin,  on  the  4th  Jul j,  to  obta&i 
mm.  the  finpeivr,  as  soon  as  they  returned  to 
Pekin,  a  deoaree  appointing  a  Commissioner  to 
xevise  the  ^CBoriti^  which  decree  would  reac^ 
Shaaf^Me  as  soon  as  Lolrd  Elgin,  his  Lordshipi 
after  ten  days*  delay  at  ShaaghiM^  had  written  oil 
ihe  21st  July  to  complain  that  he  was  still  with^^ 
out  a  line  from  Pekin  on  the  snbjeci 

On  the  27th  he  received  a  letter  from  Ho 
Kwei-tsin|^  announcing  the  i^pointtnent  of  the 
Commission,  composed,  with  the  addition  of  him« 
ael(  of  the  memMrs  enumented  above,  who,  hh 
said,  would  atrive  about  the  16th  of  Augusts 

Lord  Elgin  viiited  Janan;  and  having  xbade 
his  Treaty  there,  hnnriea  back  to  Bhto^iae,  id 
learn,  by  a  lettei^  from  the  ConkmissionerB  them*' 
selves,  tiiat  they  cotdd  not  be  at  Shanghae  before 
the  0th  of  October. 

It  is,  I  repeat,  quite  clear  that  Kweiliang  and 
HwBsluuia,  the  highest  officers  of  the  Civil  estab- 
lishment, were  not  coming  to  revise  a  Tari&  In- 
deed, another  object  of  their  mission  was  eventu- 
ally stated  in  their  own  letter  of  the  22nd  of 
October,  to  which  we  shall  cMne  in  due  time.  Ho 
Kwei-tsing^s  assurance  that  they  would  be  down 
by  the  18th  of  August^  was  given,  I  imagine,  to 
prevent  the  possibility  of  Lord  Elgin's  returning 
to  the  Peiho. 

The  decree  he  forwarded  was  dated  the  IMi  of 
July.  The  prescribed  time  for  an  official  journey 
itf  the  distanoe  is  fifty*five  days.  This  would  have 
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brought  tbe  Commissioiiera  to  Shangbae  bytbe 
10  th  of  September.  I  presume  Ho  chose  a  miHill^*. 
term  for  safety's  sake. 

•  I  attribute  the  Commissioners'  delaj  of  their 
departure  from  Pekin^  or  their  loitering  by  tbe 
way,  to  the  one  cause — the  fears  of  the  Govern^ 
ment  that,  when  the  (Commissioners  had  dedaied 
their  errand,  we  might  revisit  the  Peiho.  We 
knew  from  the  Qazettes  that  the  forts  were  being 
rebuilt — ^this,  of  course,  was  in  itself  no  matter  of 
surprise  ;  that  timber  was  purchased  to  stake  tbe 
river,  at  which  we  could  not  either  be  astonished  ; 
but,  lastly,  and  this  is  noteworthy,  that  these 
operations  were  conducted  under  the  specia} 
authority  of  Sung-ko  lin-sin,  a  Mongolian  prince 
allied  by  oiarriage  to  the  Imperial  family,  distm- 
guished  as  the  conqueror  of  the  rebela  on  the 
occasion  of  the  Tai-ping  incursion  into  Chib-li,  in 
1853-54,  and  appointed  during  our  stay  at  Tien- 
tsin, High  Commissioner  of  War,  and  Commander- 
in-Chief  of  a  force  stationed  at  Tungchow  to  cover 
the  capital  should  we  advance  upon  it.  It  is  also 
important  that  his  labours  had  proceeded  with 
such  rapidity,  that,  by  the  21st  November,  be  was 
enabled  to  report  the  completion  of  the  works  on 
the  Tien-tsin  river ;  for  which  service,  by  a  decree 
of  the  above  date,  he  was  awarded  a  surcoat  of 
honour. 

My  impression  is  confirmed,  by  all  that  has 
since  occimed,  that  the  arrival  of  the  Commis- 
sioners was  delayed  purposely  until  the  river 
defences  were  in  a  state  of  forwardness.  For, 
once  more,  they  were  coming,  not  to  revise  the 
Tariff  but,  as  the  Canton  letter  states,  and  their 
own  correspondence  presently  shows^  to  discuss 
modification  if  not  abrogation  of  three  important 
privil^;es  which  distinguibhed  our  .  Treaty  .from 
any  other  3  to  wit,  the  residence  of  a  Minister  at 
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Pekin,  cireuktion  of  British  merchants  in  the 
interior,  and  the  navigation  of  the  great  river; 
also  to  require  the  rendition  of  Canton. 

Ho  Kwei-tsing,  as  in  dutj  bound,  went  to  meet 
the  senior  Commissioners  as  thej  entered  his 
jniisdiction ;  and  the  statement  in  the  Canton 
letter  that  it  was  on  the  strength  of  his  represen- 
tations, supported  hj  those  of  his  provincial  Trea- 
surer Wang,  that  they  were  led  to  modify 
materially  the  course  prescribed  by  their  instruo- 
tions,  is  borne  out  not  only  by  the  gossip  of  the 
period,  but  by  a  communication  subaequently  made 
by  an  indisputable  authority,  which  I  do  not  fed 
at  liberty  to  name,  that  they  had  come  down 
charged  to  make  war  rather  than  concede  the 
permanent  residence  of  a  Minister.  The  words 
stated  to  have  been  used  by  Ho,  when  remonr 
strating  against^  such  policy,  were  ''that  war 
would  be  absolute  madness."  I  confess  that,  with 
some  fidth  in  the  narrator,  I  believea  him,  at  the 
time  he  stated  this,  guilty  of  a  simple  exaggeration, 
&  la  Chinoiae. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten  that,  throughout  the 
whole  of  this  period,  &om  June  to  October,  affiiirs 
in  the  south  were  in  a  condition  that  aui(ured  ill 
for  peace. 

Long  after  the  Treaty  was  signed,  Hwang,  and 
a  committee  of  three  Cantonese  of  high  standing 
in  the  class  we  style  ^  the  gentry,"  who  held  an 
Imperial  Commission  for  the  enlistment  and  con- 
trol of  Militia,  were  persisting  in  acts  of  war. 
After  the  tactics  of  1856  and  1857,  when  Teh 
was  in  power,  the  native  servants  were  called 
home  from  Hong  Kong,  and  the  supplies  of  that 
colony  in  effect  cut  off  by  semi-official  Committees 
established  in  the  adjacent  districts.  Soldiers  of 
the  Canton  garrison  were  kidnapped  and  assassi- 
nated. A  proclamation,  under  Hwang's  seal, 
ofiered  a  high  reward  for  Mr.  Parkes's  he»i 
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Bvw  M  late  as  the  SSnd  Angiigt  Hmmg  had 
Mpported  the  Speeial  Oommittee  ia  itawai^ax*^ 
tioa,  on  the  ground  that  though  a  Treaty  had 
been  condudea  at  Tien-tain^  he  knew  not  k»  oon- 
ditious,  and  that  it  was  as  neoessary  ae  otbt  to  btf 
ready  for  banditti 

I  see  no  reason  to  doabt,  when  we  read  thd 
Emperors  Decree  of  the  21st  October,  in  which 
he  rejects  the  CommiBsioners'  oensnre  of  Hwang 
and  the  Committee,  that  the  Oourt  was  enoou-* 
raging  the  ktter  to  persevere  in  their  attonpt  to 
expel  the  allies  from  Canton,  where  bj  TreaAf 
they  were  to  remain  till  the  indemnity  agreed  to 
was  paid 

The  Commissioners  arrived  at  last  on  the  6th 
October.  They  had  been  duly  apprised  of  tho 
dissatisfaction  occasioned  by  the  tardiness  of  their 
movements:  and  having  first  apok^pzed,  in  a 
private  note,  for  not  visiting  Lord  jE3gin  until  tlie 
ostensible  business  of  their  mission,  the  tariff 
revision,  was  m»  trttinf  they  dispatched  an  official 
letter,  in  a  most  concUiatoiy  strain,  to  beg  Lord 
Elgin  to  appoint  deputies  who  might  meet  their 
own  for  the  revision  of  the  tari£  The  offioen 
they  named  were  Wang,  the  Commissionei^  of 
Finance,  chief  civilian  of  the  province,  and  Sieh, 
for  the  three  years  previous,  Taoutae  or  Intendant 
at  Shangh|ie,  one  of  the  few  Chinese  I  have  mot 
who^  notwithstanding  much  ignorance  and  preju* 
dice  still  remaining,  really  appreciate  the  power 
and  probity  of  the  foreigner,  or  who  appear  soberly 
to  contemplate,  without  abatement  of  poide  in  their 
own  country,  the  possibility  of  utilising  barbarian 
abilitv  to  her  advantage.  He  had  been  named  to 
the  Cfommissioners  by  Lord  Elgin  at  Tien-tsin. 

Lord  Elgin  met  their  proposals  by  demanding^ 
first,  an  acknowledgement  of  two  letters,  written 
eariy  in  September,  complaining  of  proceedings  in 
the  souths  aad  still  unnoticed. 
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Thfiir  leplj  was  padfie  enoogh ;  the j  ezcmed 
Hwang's  ignoranoe  on  the  grounds  of  the  distanoe 
from  Pekin;  his  hostile  attitude  as  not  being 
aasnzed  of  onr  intention ;  and  Tolnnteered  to  p(nH 
elaim  that  peace  had  been  negociated  with  England, 
France^  America^  and  Rnssia. 

It  does  not  appear  for  all  that  was  promisBd 
on  the  sabjecty  that  evien  this  meagre  nMoe,  which 
prmnnlged  none  of  the  oonditkns  of  the  peaoe^ 
was  ever  pcihliahed  eisewhere.  At  Canton,  in* 
dee^ihe  Hif^  Committee's  Militia  eontinoed  to 
annoy  the  foreign  garrisoa  until  Jannaij,  when 
<me  of  their  positions  at  Shek-tsin  was  destrojed. 
The  ganrison  were  then  made  to  patrol  the  neigh*" 
bonrhood,  the  result  of  which  measore  was  a  speedj 
restoration  of  order. 

The  CommiseionerB*  OTertnres  did  not  yet  satisfy 
Lord  Elgin.  He  took  them  to  task  for  having 
aDowed  near  four  months  to  elapse  without  making 
known  the  existence  of  a  Treaty;  and  he  de^ 
manded  the  removal  of  Hwang,  and  the  diasolu^ 
iion  of  the  Imperial  Committee,  before  he  eoold 
eonsent  to  go  into  the  Tariff  at  alL  This  line  of 
action,  of  course,  i^reatly  perplexed  the  Commis* 
Bonen.  As  Chinese  statesmen  they  wonld  be 
alow  to  comprehend  why  the  barbarian  should 
postpone  commercial  considerations  to  any  other, 
and  they  hastened  to  soothe  him  accordingly. 
They  had  already^  they  said,  denonnoed  Hwang, 
and  would  again  •  denounce  him,  praying  the 
Emperor,  at  the  same  time,  to  witndraw  their 
powers  firom  the  Committee.  T/ord  Elgin,  on  thi% 
engaged  if  they  would  promise  to  communicate  to 
kim  the  Imperial  rescript  to  their  memorial,  to 
eommenee  the  discussion  of  the  Tariff,  and  this 
promise  given,  named  Mr.  Oliphant  and  myself  as 
nis  deputies. 

Up  to  this  time  they  had  not  breathed  a  word 
leguding  the  real  matter  of  thoir  miiwion.     Th^ 
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were  doubtless  in  much  embarraasment  as  to  the 
mode  of  introducing  it ;  and  the  opinions  of  Ho, 
who  drew  his  inspiration  from  Wang  and  Sieh, 
the  two  chiefs  of  his  provincial  staff,  both  able^ 
and  intimately  USm,  had,  I  feel  satisfied,  in  no  way 
diminished  their  difficulty  in  approaching  thd 
retractation  of  a  Treaty  concession. 

At  length,  on  the  22nd  October,  reassured  bj 
the  favourable  progress  of  the  Tariff  and  its  conr 
comitants,  they,  with  evident  delicacy  and  di£S* 
denoe,  declared  the  true  object  of  their  coming. 
Moralising  briefly  on  the  end  of  negotiations,  they 
pointed  out  that  those  at  Tien-tsin  were  oon* 
ducted  so  completely  tinder  pressure  of  an  armed 
force  as  to  leave  no  place  for  deliberation ;  the 
Emperor  had,  accordingly,  specially  commissioned 
them  to  come  to  Shanghae,  *^  earnestly  to  press  a 
matter  which  could  be  the  common  advantage  of 
both  parties."^  Among  the  conditions  extorted 
there  were  some  of  real  injury  to  China,  which 
there  had  been  no  opportunity  of  explaining ;  of 
these  they  name  one  only-^the  residence,  in  per- 
manence, of  a  British  Mmister  at  Pekin.  As  the 
Queen  of  England  has  an  option,  by  Treaty,  they 
beg  Her  Majesty  may  be  prayed  to  decide  that 
the  JVjQnister  shall  only  visit  Pekin  on  occasion* 
They  avow  that  this  condition  is  most  irksome  to 
China,  and,  in  Chinese  &shion,  they  strive  to 
show  how  irksome  it  will  be  to  ua  A  rude  and 
numerous  Tartar  soldiery  3  the  unaoquaintance  of 
metropolitan  officials  with  foreign  affiurs;  the 
temper  of  the  population — these  are  the  dangers 
which  should  incline  us  to  forego  this  one — ^to  us 
useless,  and,  for  the  reasons  enumerated  perilous — 
privilege ;  the  more  readily  to  forego  it,  sfi,  on  the 
other  hjBuad,  we  are  gainers  to  a  considerable  extent 
in  the  many  which  we  should  still  retain. 

Looking  back  to  the  Tien-tsin  period,  we  call  to 
mind  that  the  Commissioners,  although  committed 
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in  tbeir  letter  of  tbe  11th  June,  1858,  to  the 
declaratioDy  that  "to  a  Mmister's  permanent  resi- 
dence there  was  properly  no  objection/'  and  to 
the  proposition  that,  the  recent  collision  consi* 
dereo,  the  Minister  had  better  live  at  Tien-tsin-— 
an  official  residence  being  assigned  him  at  Pekin — 
had  attempted  on  the  21st  lane  to  recede  from 
these  proposals. 

They  had,  they  said,  reoeiyed  a  Decree,  desiring 
them  to  do  their  best  to  persuade  Lord  Elgin  to 
gire  up  this  invidious  privilege,  "  the  north  being 
cold,  and  excessively  dusty;"  also  with  it  the 
light  to  open  Chrn-kiang,  the  right  to  circulate  in 
the  interior  before  the  people  should  have  been 
duly  warned,  the  right  to  navigate  the  Great 
Hiver,  by  which  we  should  drive  the  Chinese  out 
of  the  field. 

On  all  these  points  they  again  made  a  fight  at 
their  conference  with  Mr.  Bruce  on  the  24th  June. 
On  the  evening  of  the  25th  they  made  a  last 
effort,  through  Count  Poutiatine  and  Mr.  Heed, 
to  dissuade  Lord  Elgin  from  insisting  on  the  resi- 
dence of  a  Minister^  and  the  right  of  British  mer- 
chants to  circulate  in  the  interior,  pleading  that^ 
unless  his  Lordship  gave  way  on  those  points,  their 
lives  would  be  forfeited. 

Lord  Elgin  standing  firm,  they  urged,  even  on 
th0  morning  of  the  26th  itself  a  modification  of 
the  text,  by  which  the  Minister  might  be  autho* 
rized  to  be  constantly  in  residence  at  Pekin,  in- 
stead of  entitled  to  reside  there,  without  moving, 
a  change  which,  as  liberty  of  his  movements  is 
secured  in  another  Article,  was  adopted. 

These,  with  the  addition  of  the  surrender  of 
Canton,  are  the  questions  on  which,  according  to 
the  Canton  letter,  tbe  Emperor  instructed  the 
Commissioners  to  stand  out,  and  it  is  upon  these 
I  gather,  from  their  letters  of  the  27th  and  28th 
May,  the  Commissioners  would  have  engaged  Mr* 
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Brace  in  dMcaanon,  had  he  aoooried  the  inierrieir 
thej  proposed.    They  had,  withal,  another  ead  to 


Lord  Bgm  met  their  request  of  the  22aA 
October  by  an  emphatio  dedafmtion  that  it  Utj 
not  with  him  to  abate  one  tittle  of  the  Ireatj. 
He  pointed  oat  the  real  object  and  advantagea  of 
diplomatic  relations  as  established  in  BmopOy  and 
briefly  adverting  to  past  misonderatandinga  he* 
tween  oar  coontries,  expressed  his  doobt  tlnit  tii» 
Imperial  Oovemment  ooald  provide  guarantee  for 
the  maintaining  of  peace,  eqoi^ent  to  that  sap- 
plied  by  the  presence  of  a  Minister  at  Fiekin. 

The  Commissioners,  on  the  28th  October,  admit 
that  our  Biinister^s  right  to  permanent  reeideiioe 
is  incontestable,  bat  tJbe  exercise  of  it  wiH  hnmi- 
liate  China  in  the  eyes  of  her  subjects.  They 
therefore  again  pray  Lord  Elgin  to  move  the 
Queen  to  use  the  option  the  Treaty  leavee  Her 
Majesty  in  their  &Toar,  and  there  ia  bo  satis* 
fiu^tory  anangement  they  are  not  ready  to  make* 

Lonl  Blgin  undertook  to  submit  the  ooitch 
spondence  to  Her  Majesty's  Government,  and  to 
leoommend  that  if  Her  Majesty's  Minister  were 
pFoperly  received  next  yeari  and  fall  eftet  gtvesi 
to  the  Treaty  in  all  other  puticulara,  the  Minister 
s^uld  be  directed  to  choose  a  residence  ekewhen^ 
and  to  visit  the  capital  either  periodically  or  whea 
bttsiness  required  it 

The  Tariff  negotiationa  vrere  now  brought  to  a 
ckise^  and  Lord  Elgin  announced  his  intention  to 
proceed  up  the  Tang-tze,  to  see  what  ports  it 
would  eventually  be  desirable  to  op^iL 

The  Commissioners  acquiesced  with  a  good  gfaoe, 
promised  to  send  an  officer  to  wait  on  his  Lord* 
ship,  and  to  advise  the  authorities  of  the  provincea 
he  would  have  to  traverse  of  his  approach. 

This  was  partly  in  fulfilment  of  their  undertake 
ing  to  make  any  satislactory  arraogement^  "patilj^ 
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I  feel  mae,  from  words  tiuit  fell  froia  the  Jiadga, 
in  the  Ykope  thttt  we  ihoiild  hare  a  pcofitable  col* 
lisioii  with  the  insugeiits  at  Nankin. 

At  Hankow  we  found  a  prodamation  annoimc- 
ing  that  the  EagUsh^  French,  and  American  na> 
tions  were  oome  to  look  at  at  the  place,  but  not 
to  trade,  so  the  people  need  not  be  alarmed.  Tbean 
waa  not,  it  is  scarce  necessary  to  obsenre^  anj 
sign  of  alarm,  except  that  produced  by  the  official 
Tunners  and  sock  persons,  who  at  first  insisted  oft 
ibrming  onr  escort^  and  in  that  capacity  nnne-^ 
oenarily  thrashed  the  crowds  that  assessbled 
vonnd  ns,  and  used  every  effort  to  present  the 
tradespeople  from  taking  onr  money.  The  people 
themsalTes  were  here^  as  thronghont  the  whola 
QOO  miles  of  oar  joomey,  ciTil,  inofl&nsiTQy  and 
eager  for  trade. 

I  regard  the  policy  of  the  Qovemment  in  this 
to  have  been  the  same  it  has  long  adopted  at 
Oanton-— to  promote  an  aTersion  to  foreign  inter- 
eoorse  among  the  people^  and  to  impress  ou 
foreigners  that  the  people  are  hostile  and  hard  to 
control.  The  doctrine  finds  its  place,  as  we  hare 
seen,  among  the  arguments  agamst  a  Minister's 
residence  at  Pekin. 

On  his  return  to  Shanghae  in  Januanr,  Lord 
Elgin  fioNind  the  news  from  Canton  still  nur  from 
satisfiEu^ry.  Just  as  he  was  about  to  start  for 
Hankow,  the  Commisrioners  had  mooted  the 
question  of  that  citjr's  rendition,  and  the  payment 
of  the  indemnity,  but  had  receiTed  no  positive 
answer  as  to  the  course  his  Lordship  proposed  to 
take.  They  had  also  requested  us,  by  letter,  to 
adopt  the  same  arrangement  as  the  Fr^oh.  They 
liad  written,  besides,  a  circular  to  the  British, 
freaeh,  and  American  Ministers,  regarding  the 
future  issue  of  passports,  and  various  other  points 
which  would  be  raised  under  the  new  Treaties. 
Lastly,  they  prayed  for  some  settlement  of  the 
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.  duties  owing  under  the  proYiBional  flystem  adopted 
during  the  oooupation  of  Shanghai  hy  the  reheU 
in  1853  and  1854. 

These  letters  had  been  sent  in  but  a  day  or  two 
before  Lord  Elgin's  departure,  and  he,  oonae^ 
quentlj,  had  delayed  replying  to  them  until  his 
return.  On  receipt  of  the  Canton  inteUigenoe,  he 
reoommenced  correspondence  by  an  inquiry  whe- 
ther the  promised  decree  removing  Hwang  had 
been  obtained.  The  Commissioners  sent  £jm  a 
decree  of  the  2l8t  October,  acknowledging  their 
denunciation  of  Hwang,  '*  for  conduct  calculated 
to  produce  mischief  ;**  defending  him,  however,  aa 
having  acted  on  the  offensive  only  imtilthe  Treaty 
was  concluded  ;  defending  the  Committee  as  sim- 
ply engaged  in  keeping  the  peace ;  and  concluding 
with  the  observation  that  it  would  be  for  the  £m* 
peror  himself  to  deal  with  Hwang  should  he  have 
committed  himself  since  the  Treaty  was  signed. 

The  Commissioners  must  have  received  this  re- 
buff before  Lord  Elgin  left  Shanghae,  but  were 
doubtless  in  no  haste  to  show  how  their  advice 
had  been  relished  by  their  master. 

Before  their  reply  had  reached  him,  Lord  Elgin 
had  answered  their  circular  of  the  7th  November. 
I  need  notice  but  two  items  of  his  answer.  He 
undertook  most  readily  to  guarantee  that  every 
precaution  would  be  taken  to  prevent  the  abtiae  of 
the  passport  system  by  British  subjects.  At  the 
close  of  his  letter,  he  replied  to  their  remark  that 
their  queries  had  been  put  by  reason  of  their  igno- 
rance of  foreign  afi&drB,  by  observing  that  the  most 
evident  remedy  of  this  defect  would  be,  in  sending 
a  Chinese  Legation  to  England. 

The  Commissioners  rejoined  at  length,  but 
noticeably  about  passports,  which,  they  observed, 
the  Consuls  would  have  to  apply  for  to  the  Chinese 
authorities,  to  whom  they  must  be,  in  due  timci 
surrendered  to  be  cancelled. 
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.  This  was  on  the  14tlL  On  tbe  same  day,  Lord 
SDgin  had  viitten  to  express  his  serious  dissatisv 
faction  at  Hwang's  continuance  in  office.  He 
would  now  call  on  the  Commissioners  to  settle  the 
indemnity  in  strict  accordance  with  the  provisionx 
of  the  S^jarate  Article,  or,  as  instructed  hy  Her 
Majesty's  €k>vemment,  he  would  eject  the  Chinese 
authorities  from  Canton. 

A  very  crest  fallen  answer  followed  j&om  the 
Commissioners.  They  had  done  their  best.  The 
Emperor  alone  could  decide.  The  Canton  ques- 
tion they  had  not  had  time  to  settle  since  Lord 
Elgin's  return. 

Onthe  20th  of  January,  Lord  Elgin,  having  re- 
ceiyed  news  of  the  Shek-tsing  afiEair,  wrote  again. 
He  reviewed  his  correspondence  with  the  Commis- 
sioners since  their  arriyal  in  October.  He  was 
now  oonyinced  that  Canton  was  to  them  a  ques- 
tion fMra  vires ;  he  should,  therefore,  desire  our 
exeoutiye  there  to  act.  with  yigour.  and  when  the 
ratifications  were  exchanged,  the  Emperor  should 
be  asked  whether  things  at  Canton  had  been  done 
with  or  without  his  authority. 

The  Commissioners  wrote  to  assure  him  that 
Hwang  should  now  certainly  be  removed  and  the 
Special  £)ommittee  dissolved  ;  but  Lord  Elgin,  in- 
closing them  a  copy  of  the  letter  forwarded  by 
Mr.  Parkes,  announced  his  intention  to  proceed 
himself  to  Canton.  On  his  return  to  Shanghae 
in  the  course  of  six  weeks,  should  he  not  find  th& 
Oommissiouers  there,  he  would  proceed  to  Pekin. 

The  Commissioners  wrote,  roundly  abusing 
Hwang  and  the  Committee.  The  Emperor's  de- 
cree must  arrive  in  three  weeks.  In  the  interim 
all  pending  questions  could  be  discussed.  They 
were  quite  competent  to  deal  with  the  Canton 
qxiestion.     They  prayed  him  to  remain. 

Lord  Elgin  was  inexorable.     The  conditions  of 
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tihe  Canton  oooBtioii^  he  wrote,  29th  of  Jairasyy 
irsre  specxfiad  in  the  Treaty.  Had  the  Emperor 
choeen  that  the  Commisaiaiiera  ahovid  ckae  it^  ha 
would  haTe  giTea  tiwm  the  raquiaite  po««i& 
They  had  not.  kept  &ith  dboat  Canton.  Th^had 
promieed  months  before  to  effect  an  impioYement 
thero.  None  had  been  effected.  Qe  would  him* 
self  enforoe  a  better  order  of  things.  This  dcma 
he  would  return  to  discuss  whatever  zenndiied  for 
oonsiderationy  peaceably  or  otherwise,  as  the 
Chinese  Qoyeniment  might  see  fit. 

Lord  Elgin  then  deputed*,  and  on  the  14tfa  of 
February  the  Commissioners  forwarded  a  decree^ 
not^  indeed,  removing  Hwang  fiom  the.Qoveroor- 
Qeneralshq),  but  still  transferring  his  seal  of  Im- 
perial Commissioner  for  the  Sapedntendence  of 
I^oreign  Trade  to  Ho  Kwei-tsing. 

This  decree  was,  doobtless,  shaped  so  as  to  save 
the  Imperial  dignity.  The  Emptor  would  not 
disgrace  the  Qovemov-Qeneral  (who  has.ainee  been 
transferred  to  Sze-chuen),  imder  pressure^  and 
choice  of  Ho,  as  Hwang*8  sabstitute,  he  had 
son  to  believe  would  soothe  us. 

I  have  gone  thus  at  length  into  this  section  of 
the  correspondence,  from  October  to  Januaiyy  to 
show  with  what  reluctance  the  Chinese  QoTsm- 
ment  took  a  mininiTim  of  action  against  an  offioer 
notoriously  corrupt,  and  flagrantly  tyrannical  in 
his  juriadiction,  and  denounced  by  the  higheat  in 
the  land  &r  a  course  of  fiareign  policy  pr^ndicial 
to  the  interests  of  peaoe.  My  conviction  is»  that 
the  Qoypvqmef^t,  ot,  to  take  a  hint  from  the  open- 
ing clause  qf  the  Oioiton  letter,  that  portion  of  it 
which  had  jbhe  credit  of  establishing  the  Special 
Committee,  and  authoriaing  its  operations,  never 
abandoned  the  potion  of  recovering  Canton  until 
their  defeat  at  8hek-taing,  a  village  near  Canton, 
and  other  movemenl^  of  Uie  allied  foroe  br&ke  the 
spirit  of  the  militia. 
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It  10  also  my  impreaidon,  however  oontradictoiy 
the  statement  may  appear,  that  the  strong  lan- 
guage held  to  the  OommisBioners  hj  Lord  Elgin 
ihroQghont  this  penod,  while  it  deterred  tbim 
frma  attempting  any  of  the  changes  I  am  per- 
shaded  UbiBf  were  stot  southward  to  eSkcty  enabled 
them  at  the  same  time  to  hold  their  own  with  the 
Emperor  by  representing  the  impossibility  of 
xetntoting  n^hat  he  is  assomed  to  have  required 
fimn  people  so  violent  and  determined. 

His  withdrawal  <^  the  seal  £rom  Hwang  was 
frobably  buknoed  somewhat  in  the  Emperor's 
mind  hr  the  opt»6rtanity  afforded  him  of  declaring 
in  his  Decree^  tliat  oar  aoconnts  £rom  Canton  (of 
kidnapping,  assassination,  &e.)  surprised  him 
mnch,  as,  in  the  ^  soothing  and  bridling'  of  foreign 
ttfttdons,  China  had  never  been  treacherous. 

Lord  Elgin  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  their 
last  letter  on  the  3rd  of  March.  He  therein  told 
the  Commissioners  of  the  appointment  of  his  sac** 
oesBor,  charged  with  the  ratified  copy  of  the 
Treaty,  to  be  exchanged  at  Pekin,  and  of  his  own 
immediate  departure  for  England.  He  commu- 
nicated to  them  the  consent  of  Her  Majesty's  Go- 
Temment  to  make  the  British  Minister's  residence 
at  Pdrin  but  occasional,  on  the  conditions  before 
recited;  and,  bidding  them  farewell,  reminded 
them  that  peace  was  only  to  be  kept  unbroken  by 
ft  strict  observance  of  the  Treaty — by  a  mutual 
recognition  of  the  equality  of  nations,  between 
whom,  he  took  occasion  to  remark,  there, could  be 
BO  such  relation  as  that  implied  in  the  words 
^  soothing  and  bridling." 

The  Commissioners  reCMVed  this  on  the  29th 
of  3CardL  They  made  no  move  north,  notwith- 
standing ;  on  the  contrary,  on  learning  Mr. 
Bruce's  arrival,  they  moved  hem.  Soo-chow,  where 
they  had  spent  the  new  year,  to  Shanghae.

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Mr.  Brace's  despatch  to  Kweiliang,  of  the  16th 
May^  announcing  his  arrival,  and  requesting  that 
suitable  preparations  may  be  made  for  his  recep- 
tion at  Tien-tain,  and  his  journey  to  Pekin  with 
the  ratified  Treaties  and  the  autograph  letter  of 
Her  Britannic  Majesty,  reached  the  Commissioners 
on  the  27  th,  and  their  proceedings  from  this  date 
are  deserving  of  close  attention. 

Mr.  Bruce  found  at  Shanghae,  on  the  6th  June, 
three  despatches  from  the  Commissioners,  the 
first  dated  the  27th  May,  the  day  on  which  the 
second  admits  his  letter  of  the  16th  May  had 
arrived ;  also  admits  that  Lord  Elgin's  last  letter, 
announcing  his  departure,  had  reached  them  on 
the  29th  Mstrch.  They  had  remained,  neverthe- 
less, because  his  Lordship  had  said  he  would  return 
to  discuss  various  questions,  which  they  do  not 
enumerate.  His  successor,  who  is,  of  course, 
equpUy  competent  with  himself,  is  bound,  they 
think,  to  take  up  the  pending  discussion  witih 
them,  and  with  all  speed,  as  the  day  named  for  the 
exchange  of  ratifications  draws  near. 

The  second,  which  is  dated  the  28th  May, 
acknowledging  Mr.  Brace's  of  the  16th,  urges  that 
an  important  afSiir  like  the  exchange  of  ratifica- 
tions cannot  be  hurried  through  as  he  proposes  ; 
repeats  that  Lord  Elgin's  letters  had  kept  them  at 
Shanghae,  the  journey  from  which  place  to  Pekin 
would  take  two  months;  none  but  they  thern^ 
selves  could  represent  the  Chinese  Grovemment  in 
the  matter ;  there  was  no  one  to  receive  Mr.  Brace 
at  Tien-tsin,  and  nothing  ready;  they  therefixre 
I)ropose  that  Mr.  Bruce  instead  of  waiting  **  up 
there,"  where  he  will  find  it  very  hot,  should  put 
off  his  departure,  and  grant  them  an  interview. 
This  is  accompanied  by  another  of  the  same  date,  in 
which,  insisting  again  on  Lord  Elgin's  engagem^it 
to  return  and  discuss  various  questions,  they  b^ 
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to  enumerate  those  of  which  he  had  disposed  and 

those  left  onsettled 

-    He  had  agreed,  they  say  :— 

1st.  That  t^e  coming  visit  to  Pekin  was  to  be 
exceptional ;  the  Minister  was  not  constantly  to 
he  at  Pekin. 

•  2nd.  That  his  visit  to  Hankow  was  exceptional ; 
our  movements  were  henceforth  to  be  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Treaty  stipulations. 

drd.  That  none  but  respectable  persons  were  to 
obtain  passports,  for  the  issue  of  which  regulations 
must  be  devised.  The  Canton  question  was  not 
settled,  and  Lord  Elgin  had  promised  to  go  furthes 
into  this. 

To  take  the  last  first.  Lord  Elgin  had  expressly 
told  the  Oommissioneri  that  the  Canton  question 
must  be  settled,  and  promptly,  according  to  the 
Separate  Article,  which  prescribes  payment  at 
Canton  to  be  arranged  by  the  Canton  authorities. 
Before  he  left  the  south,  Mr.  Bmce  had  ascer- 
tained in  May  that  the  Canton  authorities  had  no 
knowledge  of  this  stipulation,  or,  if  they  had, 
were  without  any  instructions  to  give  it  effect.  .  . 

The  other  three  are  the  ever-recurring  clauses 
of  difficulty ;  the  original  modification  of  the  first 
being  farther  modified  by  total  omission  of  the 
conditions  on  which  Her  Majesty's  Government, 
as  the  Commissioners  had  been  duly  apprised  in 
liord  Elgin's  last  letter,  would  consent  to  modify 
it.  The  other  two  are  stated  as  they  stand,  I  can 
only  suppose  to  draw  from  Mr.  Bruoe  some  such 
acquiescence  in  what  it  would  have  been  literally 
bard  for  him  to  dispute,  as  might  preclude  the  pos- 
sibility of  his  suggesting  any  arrangement  for  the 
anticipation  of  the  Treaty  terms,  the  far  receding 
extinction, of  ^he  rebels,  before  which  no  British 
subject  can  by  Treaty  claim  to  enter  the  region 
they  infest. 
.  .Becalling  the  pertinacity  with  which  the  Com- 
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mMBkmari  lukne  Mviv«d  their  objeotioii  to 
enjoyment  of  the  priyil^geB  hem  adverted  to^  tiM 
statements  in  the  Oai^bon  letter,  cmd  in  oAer 
qnartoviy  of  the  Emperor's  Tiolent  oppositioii  to 
the  ooneeesion  of  th^n,  when  we  see  them  now, 
we  shoold  have  said  needlessly,  reproduced  oimm 
more,  we  oan  only  infer  that  some  fbrther  limita- 
tions were  opntemplated 

A  Ohinese,  last  year  my  head  dark,  but  pv^ 
moted,  after  the  Treaty,  for  his  sapposed  know^ 
ledfle  of  foreign  aifiurs  to  a  mandannate  of  the 
ifth  grade,  aqd  now  attadied  to  Kwei^ang^ 
sailed  twiee  on  Mr.  Lay  in  the  spring,  first  to 
ascertain  whether  we  would  agree  to  ezchaoM 
ilitifieations  at  Bhanghae;  secondly,  if  wewmud 
eonseot  to  pfoceed,  orerlaDd,  thoioe  to  Pddn. 
The  latter,  he  it  observed,  is  the  time-honoaiied 
form  of  ij^trodneing  the  periodical  missioiis  tem 
Anam,  Lewsohew,  and  other  dependent  Statea^ 
into  Pekin ;  the  iatm  which  enables  Ohiaa  to 
maintain  before  her  subjects  that  show  of  sorveiU 
lance  and  patronage  by  which  she  has  ever  sought 
to  negative  a  barbarian  State's  aasomption  of 
equality  with  herself  The  American  Treafy 
enables  China  to  give  the  United  StatoB^  Ministfir 
BQch  a  reception*  So  long  as  he  does  not  insiat 
on  an  audience,  no  tradition  will  be  vii^ated.  It 
does  not  pmctically  secure  him  access  to  Pekin  for 
any  diplomatic  parpose. 

The  above  propKwal  accn>ted,  our  dreolatioii 
nnder  passports  would  infallibly  have  been  infty?^ 
by  the  precedent.  No  one  would  have  travelled 
except  under  an  official  protection,  resembling  that 
proposed  years  ago  by  &iying  for  the  neighbour- 
hood of  Canton — a  protection  so  irksome  and 
profitless  to  the  few  who  availed  thifaiselves  of  it, 
that  travelling  if  it  were  to  be  under  such  aiufdces^ 
was  soon  foregone  altogether. 

This  is,  of  course^  speculation ;  nor  is  it  mote

Pekin.  Ijiey  W6Ke>  I  imagine^  actiag  under,  orders 
to  try  eperyitdskg  tlutt  might  prevent  our  visit  to 
the  capitil 

On  tooeiviiig  Mt.  'Brace  b  peremptory  Nply  of 
tiM  StAi  of  J«ne,  followed  by  his  sopplementafy 
note  of  the  llth,  ih»  ConiiBiseionem  laid  down 
their  anna.  His  letter  of  the  dth»  they  wrote, 
had  been  eest  to  the  Smperar,  who  would  receive 
it  in  some  ninte  daya.  Hiey  had  mevod  him  «a 
•end  «  high  ofioer  to  Tien-tsin  te  meet  Mr.  Bmoe^ 
whom  they  veoonunended  to  leave  his  ahipe  of  war 
emtsidci  tiM)  bar,  aaad  prooeed  in  light  marohing 
order  to  FeUn..  They  cannot  themael^sa  take 
ateam  as  Mc  Bruae  propesea,  as  the  Smperonr  has 
net  tnthoriced  them  to  do  se,  hot  in  obedience  ta 
ffis  Majesty^  eommands  (when  rsoeivsd  does  noft 
sfpear),  th^  will  go  north  witii  all  speed.  The 
suggestions  respecting  the  anohoiage  of  his  squaid^ 
ron,  is  brought  in»  as  it  were^  easually:  ^The 
Oenuttiasioneni  wovAd  wish,*  io^  There  is  no 
hiat  that  the  route  by  the  Tientsin  River  is 
mmdmnmSs,  or  that  the  attempt  to  ascend  it  wifl 
be  opposed. 

Yet  they  mnst  have  known  that  oppoaition  was 
immineBt  Hie  high  authority,  eked  before^ 
aaaursd  my  informant  thai  so  certain  was  he  of  a 
ooMiaion,  that  he  shouhl  keep  himself  ont  of  the 
way.  nie  Oourt,  he  said,  was  not  disabased  c^ita 
invincibility,  nor  would  it  be  wi^out  another 
defeat.  It  was  for  all  that  not  tee  proud  to  bo 
treadbieroos,  as  we  have  found  to  our  coek 
Admiral  Hope  had  sailed  before  the  Commia«- 
sionars'  last  letter  was  received,  but  his  first  pro* 
oeedings,  it  is  worthy  of  observatiou,  actually 
filled  the  measure   of  thdbr   requirement.     He 
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approached  the  bar  on  the  17th,  with  onlj  one 
steamer  and  two  gun-boats,  and  the  officer  sent  in 
to  communicate  with  the  forts  crossed  the  bar  in 
a  ship's  gig. 

On  the  30th,  finding  that  the  people  on  the 

ri,  who  maintained,  as  on  the  former  day,  that 
y  had  closed  the  passage  of  the  river  without 
the  orders  of  Govamment,  had  not,  aa  they  had 
promised,  removed,  but,  on  the  contraxj,  bad 
greatly  multiplied  the  obstacles  in  the  way  of  a 
free  passage,  he  gave  notice  to  the  Intendent  of 
Tien-tain  that  his  squadron  would  remain  at  the 
mouth  of  the  river  while  lilr.  Bruce  was  at  Pekin ; 
he,  therefore,  wishes  his  men  to  land  to  purchase 
supplies.  The  Intendent  only  opposes  their  land- 
ing lest  they  should  lose  themysetves  in  winding 
paths,  amongst  the  camps  and  field-works  which, 
he  says,  abound  along  the  way  between  Ta-koo 
and  Tien-1^.  Be  says  nothing  of  the  €k>vem- 
ment's  objection  to  leave  the  river  open,  and  he 
does  say  that  the  defences  he  alludes  to  are 
not  to  our  addresa 

All  this  while  no  official,  the  militia  and  pea- 
santry on  shore  affirm,  is  near  the  spot.  Mr. 
Ward,  the  American  Minister,  is  told  the  same 
story  by  the  same,  people  on  the  evening  of  the 
24tli ;  the  batteries  appear  deserted  until  the  fol- 
lowing forenoon,  when,  as  the  foremost  gun  boat, 
according  to  notice  given  the  previous  evening  by 
Admiral  Hope,  attempts  to  pass  the  booms,  &ey 
pour  forth  a  fire  from  seventy  guns,  whicli  for 
strength  and  direction  is  without  precedent  in  our 
annals  of  Chinese  war£GLre.  Still  no  official  appears 
at  Taku .  On  the  other  hand,  Hang,  the  Crovemor- 
General  of  the  province,  does  send  a  letter  to  Mr. 
Bruce,  from  a  point  some  ten  miles  up  the  coast. 
It  is  dated  the  23rd^  but  does  not  reach  him  till 
the  25th. 

Now  Mr.  Bruce's  letter  of  the  9th,  which  had 
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electrified  the  Commissioners^  was  fco  reach  Pekin 
in  nine  day»— say  before  the  20th.  We  know,  by- 
experience,  that  communications  between  Takil 
and  Pekin  do  not  take  more  than  twenty-^ouF 
hours.  The  Oomt,  if  it  were  prepared  to  disavow 
the  hostile  act  of  the  Taku  garrison,  most  have 
forgotten  that  it  could  hardly,  under  the  circum« 
stances,  plead  ignorance  of  the  great  danger  of  a 
collision  between  the  large  force  it  had  placed, 
months  before,  at  Taku,  and  a  foreign  squadron 
which  had  now  been  waiting  since  the  16th  to 
have  the  river  opened  for  the  British  Minister's 
admission.  If  it  were  band  fide  intent  on  the 
preservation  of  peace,  why  should  no  official  have 
presented  himself  to  the  Admiral  at  Taku?  or 
why  should  the  only  move  of  the  character  of  a 
pacific  overture  been  made  at  the  eleventh  hour, 
by  a  circuitous  route  and  with  a  want  of  alacrity 
at  first  sight  inexplicable  ?  For  the  despatch  had 
been  the  best  part  of  two  days  coming  ten  miles. 
-  It  invites  Mr.  Brace  to  wait  for  the  arrival  of 
KweiUaug  and  his  colleague,  promising  him  that 
when  he,  Hang,  shall  have  moved  to  the  south* 
ward  the  garrison  and  armament  of  the  position 
from  which  he  writes,  he  will  come  out  to  welcome 
him  to  the  place,  Peh-tang-Ho  by  name,  a  port,  if 
it  deserve  toe  designation,  which  the  Americans 
found  in  a  few  days  was  doubtfully  accessible  even 
to  a  ship's  boat. 

.  I  feel  satisfied  that,  our  object  considered,  the 
fulfilment  of  the  Treaty,  not  in  the  letter  but  in 
the  spirit,  we  should  make  a  mistake  in  approach* 
ing  the  capital  otherwise  than  by  its  recognised . 
highway.  I  do  not  see  that  the  Americans  can 
revise  to  proceed  to  Pekin  by  Peh-tang-Ho,  or  by 
any  less  desirable  route ;  Article  Y  of  their  Treaty 
imposing  on  them  almost  all  the  restrictions  whi<m 
it  IS  the  very  aim  of  our  Articles  III  and  lY  to 
withstand.     The  American    Minister   may  visit 
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?6idn  onoe  a  3m>rf '^'i^  "^  people  for  a  mifte;  be 
ii  to  giye  intimation  of  lus  approadi  throng  the 
Board  of  RiteB ;  and  is  to  oomplete  hia  buBBen 
witkout  mmeoeseaij  delay  ;  he  will  be  held,  as  I 
have  before  hinted,  by  the  Goveniment  and  people 
of  China^  as  precisely  the  aanie  vahie  aa  a  Lev* 
chewan  or  Siamese  EbiToy.  Hue,  some  will  aajt 
18  of  little  oonaeqnenoe.  It  is  at  least  of  thia 
mnoh,  that  little  attention  will  be  paid  to  the 
representations  of  an  offioer  who  takea  so  low  a 
plaoe,  and  it  ts  onhr  by  insoring  the  attentkm 
which  must  be  yielded  when  the  question  of  equalitj 
i«  no  longer  in  dispute,  that  we  can  hope  iar  a 
peaceable  aettiement  of  nusanderstanding  with  a 
people  whose  bigotir,  arrogance,  and  inmnfwii^ 
are  k^  in  check  only  by  their  fean. 

To  dose  observations  which  haye  greatly  onftna 
ihdr  intended  length,  1  am  jpersiiaded  that  its 
aTenaon  to  ooncede,  even  limited  by  the  tlirea 
prtyilegea  so  often  allnded  to,  ia  what  has  betrayed 
the  Chinese  Ooyexnment  into  an  aet  of  war, 
which,  with  its  naaal  poifllanimily,  it  waa  pte- 
pared  to  disavow  had  its  foroea  rafPeied  defeat 
It  has  never  accepted  the  changes  forced  upon  it 
<— the  novelty,  ia  the  seaae  in  ^diich  Western 
nations  nnderstand  it.  It  was  ready,  mere  ano,  ta 
fend  off  those  without  fighting;  and  the  Oominia* 
aioners  were,  I  make  no  doubt^  to  detain  ua  at 
Shanghae  under  one  pretext  or  another,  until  the 
year  was  so  fisir  spent  that  we  mi^t  be  indaoed, 
in  our  greed  for  commercial  advantwa,  to  accept 
an  exchange  of  ratifications  at  Shan^ae.  Foreigit 
.  relations,  which  in  Chinese  are  simply  aynony* 
moos  with  a  Superintendence  of  Irarie,  would 
then  have  been  handed  over  to  Ho,  whose  ^sooth- 
ing and  bridling'*  we  are  evidently  assumed  to 
pilfer,  and  the  fffetit  gain  of  the  Treaty,  the  one 
means  of  jireventinff  local  misunderstandings,  -via., 
the  right  ci  appeiJ  to  the  Central  Goveniment 
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agunst  th«  mdt$  <3i  its  BdboirdiiUKteB,  wefold,  in 
dafault  of  preoedent,  ha,re  been  as  nrach  in  abey- 
ance as  ihough  it  had  never  been  oonolnded. 

Kp^macj  fiuling^  the  QoTemment  still  veiled 
its  leadineBS  for  war — ^poBsibly  from  doubt  in  its 
powers,  perhaps  in  the  hope  of  taking  us  more 
oompletelj  unaware& 

^.  Hart's  interesting  memorandum  on  Sungko- 
lin-sin's  temper  and  arrangements,  together  with 
Mr.  Mongan*s  information  on  the  same  head,  are 
nkom  or  lees  corroborated  by  the  junkmen  who 
lay  off  the  Peiho,  lamenting  grievously  the  inter- 
raptioii  of  their  toade. 

It  must  be  noted  m  qualilloatiotL  of  Sungko-Iin- 
sin's  prowess,  and  of  the  Court's  vesohition,  that 
his  victory  was  not  adopted  by  the  Government 
for  some  four  or  five  days :  at  the  end  of  which 
time  ^e  forts  first  showed  the  flags  of  five  out  of 
tlie  eight  banners  under  which  the  Tartar  foree  is 
maoJMi 

Since  my  return  to  Shanghae  I  have  laanied 
that  many  Chineses  ascribe  the  colHaion  altogether 
to  SuB|^o-lin-sin,  and  entirely  acquit  the  Em* 
peio/.  They  represent  him  as  unaUe  to  lestnuoi 
the  Monffol,  who,  on  learning  that  ^e  Emperor 
was  decidedly  opposed  to  overt  hos^ty,  declared 
thai,  at  all  events,  he  would  not  admit  the  bar- 
barian by  way  of  Tien-tsin«  The  statement  is 
very  possibly  the  truth ;  it  corresponds,  more  or 
lees,  with  the  report  brought  by  M.  Mouly  from 
Pekin.  It  would  consist  perfectly  with  the  timid 
treachery  of  the  Chinese  Government  that,  having 
placed  its  responsibility,  as  it  hoped,  a  eouvert^ 
by  withdrawing  its  official  presence  from  tbe 
soeiie,  it  shotdd  bide  the  issue  of  a  course 
whichy  if  unsucceesfdl,  it  was  thus  armed  to  con* 
denm ;  and  with  the  shortHnghtedness  which,  in 
my  opinion,  distinguishes  its  poliey,  that  it  should 
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overlook  th^  more  terrible  oonaeqaenoe  of  a  soo- 
0688  such  88  that  it  has  obtained.

Mr,  Bruce  to  the  Earlof  Malmesbury, — {Received 

September  13.) 

Mt  Lord,  Shanghae^  July  15,  1859. 

YOUR  Lordship  has  been  informed  in  my 
previous  despatches  that  the  American  Miniater, 
Mr.  Ward,  had  associated  himself  with  us  in  our 
demands  to  exchange  the  ratifications  of  the 
Treaty  at  Pekin,  nnd  had  further  stated  to  the 
Imperial  Commissioners  at  Shanghae  that  he  was 
instructed  to  deliver  in  person  the  letter  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States  of  America  to  the 
Emperor  of  China*  He  could  only  claim  these 
privileges  under  the  most  £Eivoured  nation  clause^ 
and,  therefore,  awaited  the  results  of  the  attempts 
made  to  detain  us  at  Shanghae.  When  they 
failed,  he  expressed  his  intention  of  goin^c  to  the 
Peiho,  and  received  an  invitation  from  the  Com- 
mlBsioners  to  accompany  us  there. 

On  the  24th,  he  croe»ed  the  bar  of  the  Peiho  in 
a  small  steamer,  with  the  intention  of  proceeding 
to  the  booms,  and  making  the  attempt  to  advance 
up  the  river,  leaving  it  to  the  Chinese  to  fire  on 
him  if  they  chose  to  do  so.  His  steamer,  how- 
ever, grounded  before  reaching  them,  and  was 
with  difficulty  got  off  by  the  gun-boats,  after 
considerable  delay.  He  therefore  contented  him- 
self with  demanding  a  passage,  and  was  met  by  a 
refusal  on  the  part  of  the  mmtia,  who  gave  them- 
selves out  as  the  garrison  of  the  forts.  He  re- 
mained at  the  mouth  of  the  river   during   the 
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attack,  determined  to  push  up  had  we  opened  a 
way  through  the  barriers;  and  it  is  very  gratifying 
to  me  to  bear  testimony  to  the  friendly  feeling  and 
assistance  we  derived  from  himself  and  Flag  Officer 
Tatnall  on  that  day. 

After  we  had  decided  on  abandoning  the  at- 
tempt to  reach  Pekin,  Mr.  Ward  considered  him* 
self  bound  to  effect,  if  possible,  the  exchange  of 
ratifications  under  the  provisions  of  the  American 
Treaty.  He  had  received  no  communication  since 
his  arrival  from  the  Imperial  Government,  but  he 
addressed  a  letter  to  the  Governor-General,  ex- 
pressing his  wish  to  proceed  to  Pekin  and  ex- 
change the  ratifications  there.  This  letter  he 
dispatched  in  his  steamer  tu  Pe-tang-ho,  with  his 
secretary  and  interpreter.  I  inclose  a  memoran- 
dum, showing  the  nature  of  the  approach  to  Pe- 
tang-ho^  and  its  defences. 

I  have  heard  indirectly  that  when  the  boat 
from  the  steamer  approached  the  shore,  most  of 
the  villagers  fled.  With  difficulty  two  men  were 
found,  to  whom  the  object  of  the  visit  was  ex- 
plained and  the  letter  delivered,  on  their  under- 
taking to  forward  it  to  the  Governor-General, 
whose  place  of  residence  they  would  not,  however, 
divulge.  They  at  the  same  time  urged  the  bearera 
to  return,  without  delay,  to  the  boat,  to  avoid 
being  attacked  by  the  horsemen  who  were  seen 
in  the  neighbourhood.  It  was  fortunate  that  they 
did  so  j  for  they  were  chased  by  the  cavalry,  two 
of  whom  pursued  them  into  the  water. 

Soon  after  a  junk  came  off  with  provisions,  and 
a  message  from  the  authority  of  the  place  to  say 
that  the  letter  had  been  forwarded,  and  that  an 
answer  wotdd  be  shortly  received.  On  the  5th  of 
July,  Mr.  Ward  informed  me  that  the  Governor- 
General  had  appointed  Friday,  the  8th,  for  an  in- 
terview at  Pe-tangho.  Having  left  on  the  6th, 
I  do  not,  as  yet,  luiow  the  result. 
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I  do  JMk  think  that  the  Chinese  will  make 
difficultieB  aboat  exchangiity  the  latificationa  of 
the  American  Treaty.  The  ocmditioiis  vndor 
which  the  American  Minister  is  alone  entitled  to 
visit  the  capital,  contain  nothing  offensive  to 
Chinese  pride,  or  inconsistent  vith  its  daims  of 
national  saperiority.  The  Tiealij  does  not  open 
the  Yang-tie  river,  or  any  port  to  the  nortH  of 
Shanghae,  nor  does  it  give  tne  right  to  travd  in 
the  interior  of  the  oountry.  It  leaves  also  un- 
touched the  important  qnestieii  of  transit  duties. 
The  true  poHcy  of  the  Chinese  would  be,  theiefore, 
to  receive  Mr.  Ward  in  a  friendly  manner,  in  the 
hopes  of  inducing  him  to  act  as  mediator. 

Mr.  Ward's  position  is  one  of  considerable  diffi- 
culty j  nor  do  I  see,  after  our  unsuccessful  attempt 
at  the  Peiho,  that  anycourse  was  open  save  the 
one  he  has  adopted  He  has  acted  cordially  and 
frankly  in  the  spirit  of  his  declarations  to  me  at 
Hone  Kong ;  and  it  is  a  matter  of  satisfaction  to 
me  that  his  concert  in  our  previous  proceedings 
is  a  strong  argument  in  feivour  of  the  line  of 
conduct  pursued  by  M.  de  Bourbotdon  and  myself.

Jfemorandum, 

THE  «  Toeywan"  left  this  anchorage  on  Wed- 
nesday morning,  29th  June  about  11  o'clock,  with 
the  parties  bearing  a  letter  addressed  by  me  to 
the  Govemoi^General  of  this  Province.  After 
going  north  along  the  coast  about  six  miles,  they 
discovered  junks*  masts  over  the  land,  and  upon 
approaching  within  four  miles  of  the  coast,  it  then 
being  high  spring  tide  and  only  ten  feet  water, 
and  able  to  find  no  other  channel  where  there  was 
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deeper  water,  thcnr  tieeced  again  to  thenorthwaiTl; 
and  irent  five  milea  &rther  north. 

Where  the  junks  were  seen  there  was  sapposed 
to  have  been  a  small  stream  of  water.  This  point 
was  guarded  by  three  forts,  and  there  was  a  village 
in  the  neighbourhood.  It  could  not  be  approached 
^mj  nearer  for  want  of  water.  About  five  miles 
north  of  the  forts  another  village  was  seen,  to 

which  the  '^ToeTwan**  was  enabled  to  approach 

within  a  mile  and  a  half,  having  then  niae  feet  at 

lialftide.

Saty  Foreign- Officsj  September  26,  1859. 

I  HAVE  received  and  laid  before  the  Queen 
jour  despatches  of  the  dOth  of  May,  Ist  and  14th 
of  June,  and  5th,  13th,  and  15th  of  July,  the  first 
three  giving  an  account  of  your  proceedings  up  to 
the  time  of  your  departure  from  Shanghae  for  the 
mouth  of  the  Feiho,  and  the  last  three  containing 
a  report  of  the  events  which  occurred  on  your 
arrival  off  the  Peiho  and  of  your  subsequent  return 
to  Shanghae. 

The  events  of  the  first  period  are  clear  and 
finee  from  all  obscurity,  and  I  am  happy  to 
eoavej  to  you  Her  Miyesty's  entire  approval 
of  your  communications  with  the  Chinese  Com- 
missioners^ and  of  the  firmness  with  which 
you  resisted  their  attempts  to  dissuade  you 
from  insisting  upon  the  strict  fulfilment  of  the 
otipulations  of  the  Treaty  of  Tien*tsin.  That 
Treaty  provided  for  the  exchange  of  ratifica- 
tions at  Pekin  on  a  day  not  later  than  the  26th  of  ' 
June  of  the  present  year,  a  time  so  nearly  at  hand 
as  not  to  admit  of  any  further  delay. 
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You  were  enjoined  by  the  instructions  given  yoa 
by  the  Kurl  of  Malmesbury,  on  your  departure 
from  England,  to  insist  upon  being  received  at 
Pekin,  and  to  refuse  to  exchange  ratifications  at 
any  other  place.  Tou  were  further  informed  that 
it  might  be  advisable  before  your  departure  from 
Shanghae  to  send  an  intimation  to  Pekin  of  your 
approach,  and  to  request  that  suitable  arrange* 
ments  might  be  made  for  your  honourable  recep- 
tion at  the  mouth  of  the  Peiho,  and  at  Tien-tsin, 
and  for  your  journey  from  that  place  to  Pekin. 
You  were  informed  that  the  Admiral  in  command 
of  Her  Majesty's  Naval  Forces  in  China  had  been 
directed  to  send  up  with  you  to  the  mouth  of  the 
Peiho  a  sufficient  naval  force,  and  you  were  in- 
structed that  unless  nny  unforeseen  circumstances 
should  appear  to  make  another  an*angement  more 
advisable,  it  would  seem  desirable  that  you  should 
reach  Tien-tsin  in  a  British  ship-of-war. 

Your  conduct,  therefore,  in  insisting  upon  being 
received  at  Pekin  and  in  proceeding  to  the  mouth 
of  the  Peiho,  was  in  strict  conformity  with  your 
instructions.  Upon  arriving  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Peiho  you  were  placed  in  circumstances  of  great 
difficulty,  in  selecting  the  course  you  were  to  pur- 
sue, you  were  obliged  to  found  that  course  mainly 
upon  presumptive  evidence« 

In  these  circumstance  you  had  lo  weigh  contin- 
gencies upon  which  no  safe  calculation  could  be  J 
made.  I  can  only  say,  therefore,  that  Her  Ma- 
jesty's Government,  without  being  able  in  the 
present  state  of  their  information,  to  judge  pre- 
cisely what  measures  it  might  have  been  moat 
advisable  for  you  to  adopt  at  the  moment,  see 
nothing  in  the  decision  that  you  took  to  diminish 
the  confidence  which  they  repose  in  you. 

Her  Majesty  deeply  regrets  the  loss  of  life 
which  attended  the  gallant  though  unsuccessful 
efforts  of  the  British  and  French  forces  to  clear 
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the  passage  of  the  rirer.  But  Her  Majesty  has 
commanded  preparations  to'  be  made '  which  will 
enable  Her  forces,  m  conjunction  with  those  of 
His  Majesty  the  Bmperor  of  the  French,  to  ^up* 
port  you  in  the  execution  of  the  instructions 
which  will  be  hereafter  addressed  to  you.

THE  Secretary  of  State  for  India  has  received 
the  following  Paper  from  the  Government  of 
India : 

Minute  of  the  Governor^  General  of  India  regard" 
iiig  the  Services  of  Civil  Officers  and  others^ 
during  the  Mutiny  and  Rebellion, 

).  THE  bloodshed,  strife,  and  general  disor- 
ganization, consequent  upon  the  mutiny  of  the 
Bengal  Army,  which  declared  itself  two  years 
ago,  are  draws  to  a  dose. 

,  Here  and  there  a  few  bands  of  turbulent  and 
disaffected  marauders  still  remain  in  arms ;  but 
there  is  no  unity  amongst  the  eneofies  of  the 
State ;  and,  although  the  complete  and  universal 
aecurity  which  prevailed  before  the  outbreak  has 
not  in  all  places  returned,  there  is  no  part  of  the 
Queen's  Indian  possessions  to  which  civil  govern- 
ment has  not  been  restored. 

A  day  of  solemn  thank^ving  for  this  happy 
result  has  been  appointed.

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2.  This  being  so,  it  becomes  my  grateful  daty 
to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Her  Majesty's  Secretary 
of  State,  the  names  of  those  earnestj  devoted 
men,  by  whose  abilities,  sound  judgment,  and  un- 
exampled labours,  the  civil  authority  of  the  British 
Government  has  been  upheld  or  re-established. 

3.  Although  civilians  by  profession,  or  holding 
for  the  time  civil  offices,  the  duties  which  they 
have  performed  have  been,  for  the  most  part,  fidl 
of  peril  and  toil. 

Only  some  few  of  them  have  been  called  on 
occasionally  to  take  part  in  the  operations  of  the 
army,  and  have  thereby  had  the  satisfaction  of 
seeing  honour  done  to  their  names  in  the  Grazettes 
of  the  day.  But  there  are  others  who  have  been 
distinguished  by  conduct  in  front  of  an  enemy 
which  would  make  any  army  proud  of  them. 

They  have  organized  levies  and  led  them  ; 
defended  stations  ;  kept  in  check  large  disaffected 
communities ;  reassured  the  wavering ;  and  given 
confidence  to  the  loyal. 

Many  of  them  have,  in  the  service  of  the  State, 
carried  their  lives  in  their  hands  for  months 
together. 

Their  position  has  been  such  as  to  try  not  only 
their  physical  courage,  but  the  judgment,  intel- 
ligence, and  self-reliance  of  each  individual,  and 
to  keep  these  qualities  unceasingly  on  the  strain. 

4.  The  most  anxious  part  of  their  long  task  ia 
now  at  an  end,  and  I  confidently  claim  for  them 
from  Her  Majesty's  Government  the  same  respect, 
admiration,  and  gratitude,  as  have  been  so  deser- 
vedly bestowed  upon  their  fellow  labourers  of  the 
Army. 

5.  The  Return  which  accompanies  this  Minute, 
shows  some  of  the  services  of  those  who  have 
been  most  actively  engaged,  bnt  very  briefly  and 
imperfectly. 
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6.  I  will  speak  first  of  Bengal. 

The  value  of  the  services  rendered  hj  the  late 
Lieut. -Governor,  Mr.  Halliday,  is  as  well  known 
to  the  Home  Government  as  to  myself.  With  a 
charge  of  enormous  extent  and  responsibility, 
and  called  upon  to  take  a  large  share  of  the  work 
by  which  troops  and  munitions  of  war  were  for- 
warded from  Calcutta  to  other  Local  Govern- 
ments, Mr.  Halliday  was  the  right  hand  of  the 
Government  of  India  for  many  months.  The  effi- 
cient aid  given  by  Mr.  Halliday  to  the  Government, 
the  watchfulness  and  sound  judgment  which  marked 
hiB  advice  in  regard  to  affairs  within  his  own  juris- 
diction, and  the  promptitude  and  completeness 
with  which  he  carried  out  all  the  precautionary 
and  defensive  measures  sanctioned  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  India,  effectually  checked  the  spread  of 
rebellion  in  BengaL  And  although  in  this  pro- 
vince, the  people  are  for  the  most  part  less  war- 
like and  turbulent  than  those  of  Upper  India, 
there  are  in  it  many  dangerous  centres  of  fana-. 
ticism,  and  many  wide,  and  not  easily  accessible, 
tracts,  where  an  outburst  of  rebellion  would  have 
sorely  crippled  the  small  means  at  the  disposal  of, 
Government,  and  where  peace  was  to  be  main-* 
tained  more  by  good  management  than  by  show 
of  force. 

As  the  head  of  the  Government,  I  feel  myself 
deeply  indebted  to  Mr.  Halliday  for  his  most  use- 
ful aid,  and  I  confidently  trust  that  the  Secretary 
of  State  will  not  be  forgetful  of  his  services. 

7.  Of  the  officers  of  the  Bengal  Government 
who  have  been  brought  to  notice  by  Mr.  Halliday^ 
I  wish  to  recommend  to  the  favourable  considera- 
tion of  Her  Majesty's  Government  Mr.  G.  Yule, 
the  Commissioner  of  Bhaugulpore ;  Mr.  A.  Money, 
Magistrate  of  Shahabad  and  Gya,  whose  good 
service  has  already  attracted  the  notice  of  the 
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Home  Government ;  Mr*  S.  Wauchope,  Gommis* 
ftioner  of  Police  in  Calcutta,  who  ha3  had  a  mosl 
irksome  and  difficult  post,  and  has  discharged  the 
duties  of  it  fearlessly  and  excellently ;  Mr.  £.  A» 
Samuells,  the  late  Commissioner  of  Fatna  ;  and 
Mr.  H.  C.  Wake,  Magistrate  of  Shahabad. 
-    8.  The  following  officers  have  also  well  deserved 
the  notice  of  Her  Majesty's  Government:  Mr. 
W.  J.  Allen,  Member  of  tiie  Board  of  Revenue, 
on  Deputation  at  Cheera   Poonjee  ;  Mr.  G.   F.

Lieutc^nnnt  Stanton,  Executive  Engineer  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Road  at  Shergotty. 

10.  Of  the  value  of  the  assistance  received 
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from  Mr.  A.  B.  Youngs  Secretary  to  the  Grovem* 
ment  of  Bengal,  Mr.  Hallidaj  has  spoken  forcibIj4 
1  can  add  nothing  to  what  he  has  said  on  this 
head,  bat  I  have  pleasure  in  confirming  it, 

11.  I  proceed  to  mention  the  serrices  of  the 
Officers  of  the  North- West  Provinces'. 

The  lamented  death  of  the  late  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  Mr.  Colvin,  under  the  weight  of  his 
^reat  and  anxious  labours,  was  not  only  a  heavy 
loss  to  the  Government  of  India,  but  the  cause  of 
throwing,  upon  many  of  its  officers,  an  unusual 
bat  unavoidable  responsibility. 

12.  In  the  Central  Provinces,  the  Government 
for  some  months  availed  itself  most  beneficially  of 
the  ability  and  energy  of  the  Honourable  Mr, 
J.  P.  Grant,  then  a  Member  of  the  Supreme 
Council,  and  now  Lieutenant -Grovernor  of  Ben- 
gal, whose  exertions  contributed  greatly  to  recall 
things  to  order. 

13.  In  the  Upper  Provinces  at  Agra,  the  Go^ 
▼emment  was  long  cu^  off  from  regular  commu- 
nication with  the  Government  of  India,  and, 
faring  that  time,  and  subsequently,  the  expe- 
rience and  public  spirit  of  Mr.  £.  A.  Beade, 
43enior  Member  of  the  Board  of  Bevenue ;  and, 
when  military  authority  became  necessary,  the 
xeaidus  services  of  Colonel  Eraser,  who,  unhap- 
pily, has  not  survived ;  were  of  great  value* 

-  J  4.  The  Central  and  Upper  Provinces  were 
reunited  from  the  beginning  of  February,  ]  8o8, 
when  I  assumed  the  government  of  the  North- 
west Provinces,  at  Allahabad. 

1^.  The  pressure  of  the  revolt  upon  these  Pro^ 
•Tinces  was  severer  and  longer  than  in  any  other 
;|iart  of  India,  Oude  alone  excepted  ;  but,  whilst  in 
.Oude  our  Government  was  entirely  swept  away. 
In  the  North-west  Provinces  it  retained  its  hold 
4>f  m^y  chief,  pointu  of  the  country*     These

were  held  single  and  isolated  in  a  sea  of  rebellion, 
and  that  this  was  possible  is  due  to  the  indomitable 
courage^  devotion  to  duty,  and  fertility  of  re- 
source which  have  marked  the  conduct  of  the 
Officers  of  the  Civil  Service  of  India  throughout 
this  terrible  time. 

They  have  been  worthily  aided  and  rivalled  by 
military  officers  on  detached  employ,  and  by  many 
gentlemen  not  connected  with  the  Grovemment ; 
but  it  is  due,  primarily,  to  the  Officers  of  the  Civil 
Service  that  the  landmarks  of  British  authority 
throughout  the  districts  of  the  North-west  Pro* 
vinces  were  not  overborne  in  the  flood. 

16.  It  is  now  my  duty  to  recommend  to  the 
favourable  consideration  of  Her  M^esty's  Govem*> 
ment  the  following  officers. 

Mr.  J.  Cracroft  Wilson,  Judge  of  Moradabad. 
I  name  this  gentleman  first,  because  he  has  the 
enviable  distinction  of  having,  by  his  own  ob- 
stinate courage  and  perseverance,  saved  more 
Christian  lives  than  any  man  in  India.  He  did 
this  at  the  repeatedly  imminent  peril  of  own  life. 
He  has  since  left  the  service  of  the  Indian  Go- 
vernment, and  is  retired  to  New  Zealand,  whither 
I  respectfully  hope  that  the  favour  of  the  Crown 
may  follow  him. 

Mr.  Henry  Carre  Tucker,  late  Commissioner, 
and  Mr.  Frederick  B.  Gubbins,  Judge  (and  now 
Commissioner)  of  Benares.  The  firmness,  calm- 
ness, and  ezcdllent  judgment  of  Mr.  F.  Gubbins 
in  dealing  with  the  great  dangers  which  beset  th«t 
city  were  most  remarkable.  Mr.  C.  J.  Wingfield, 
Commissioner  of  Goruckpore,  since  raised  to  the 
Chief  Commissionership  in  Oude,  where  there  is 
a  wider  field  for  the  exercise  of  his  high  qualities; 
Mr.  A.  H.  Cocks,  Judge  of  Mynpoorie  ;  Mr.  B. 
Sapte,  Magistrate  of  Bolundshuhur ;  Mr.  B. 
Alexander,    Commissioner    of   Bohilcund ;    Mn 
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R.  H.  Danlop,  Magistrate  of  Meerut ;  Mr.  F.  O. 
Majne,  Magistrate  of  Banda ;  Mr.  A*  O.  Hume, 
Magistrate  of  Etawah ;  Mr.  J.  H.  Baz,  Joint 
Magistrate  of  Ghazeepore ;  Major  Erskine,  Com- 
missioner of  Saugor  ;  Major  G.  Williams,  com- 
manding the  Volunteers,  and  afterwards  head  of 
the  whole  Police  of  the  North-western  Provinces  ; 
Major  H.  Ramsay,  Commissioner  of  Kumaon  ; 
and  Captain  Pinckney,  Commissioner  of  Jhansi. 

17.  I  would  also  invite  the  notice  of  Her  Ma- 
jesty's Government  to  the  excellent  services  of 
Mr.  C.  Chester,  Commissioner  of  Allahabad  ; 
Mr.  M.  H.  Court,  Magistrate  of  Allahabad  ;  Mr. 
G.  F.  Harvey,  Commissioner  of  Agra ;  Mr.  C. 
Raikes,  Civil  Commissioner  in  the  camp  of  the 
Commander-in-Chief ;  Mr.  F.  Williams,  Commis- 
sioner of  Meerut ;  Mr.  C.  Daniell,  Assistant 
Magistrate  of  Etah ;  Mr.  A.  Lyall,  Assistant 
Magistrate  at  Bolundshuhur ;  Mr.  A.  Shake- 
spear,  Magistrate  of  Bijnour  ;  Mr.  G.  D.  Turn- 
bull,  Judge  of  Meerut ;  Mr.  M.  B.  Thornhill, 
Magistrate  of  Muttra ;  Mr.  F.  M.  Lind,  Magis- 
trate of  Benares ;  Mr.  St.  George  Tucker,  Ma- 
gistrate of  Mirzapore ;  Mr.  H.  Yansittart,  Offi- 
ciating Judge  of  Agra ;  the  Hon.  R.  J.  Drummond, 
Magistrate  of  Agra ;  Mr.  J.  Power,  Magistrate 
of  Mynpoorie ;  Mr.  1^.  H.  Davies,  Magistrate 
of  Azirogurh ;  Mr.  R.  Spankie,  Magistrate  of 
Saharunpore  ;  Mr.  A.  R.  Pollock,  Joint  Magis- 
trate of  Benares ;  Mr.  W.  Probyn,  Officiating 
Magistrate  of  Furruckabad ;  Sir  T.  Metcalfe, 
Assistant  Magistrate  at  Delhi ;  Mr.  R.  M.  £dwai*ds, 
Joint  Magistrate  of  Mozuffurnuggur ;  Mr.  G. 
Palmer,  Joint  Magistrate  of  Bijnour ;  Mr.  F. 
Bird,  Joint  Magistrate  of  Goruckpore ;  Mr.  H. 
Robertson,  Assistant  Magistrate  of  Saliarunpore  ; 
jpir.  H.  Willock,  Assistisint  Magistrate  at  Allaha- 
bad j   Mr.   L.  Probyn,  Assistant  Magistrate  at 
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Chaceepore ;  Mr.  S.  S.  liifelville,  Assistant  Ma- 
gistrate af  Bolundshuhur ;  Mr.  A.  L.  Phillips^ 
Joint  Ma«^strate  of  Etah ;  Mr.  C.  JenkinsoOy 
Assistant  Magistrate  of  Jounpore  ;  Mr.  G.  Free* 
ling,  Joint  Magistrate  of  Azimghur ;  Mr.  J. 
Simson,  Joint  Magistrate  of  Mirzapore  ;  Mr.  C. 
Grant,  Joint  Magistrate  of  Mozoifumuggiir ;  Mr. 
G.  Lane,  Acting  Magistrate  at  Rtawah  ;  Mr.  W.  M. 
I^w,  Assistant  Magistrate  at  BareiUy ;  and  Mr; 
H.  G.  Ross,  Assistant  Magistrate  at  Azimghnr. 

18.  Of  military  officers  in  civil  employ,  notice 
is  first  due  to  Lieutenant-Ck>lonel  Baird  Smith, 
Superintendent  of  Rooriiee ;  but  this  officer^s 
most  signal  services  were  rendered  in  a  military 
capacity,  and  are  already  known  and  appreciated 
by  Her  Majesty's  Government. 

There  are,  besides.  Captain  Waddington, 
Deputy  Commissioner  of  Mundla;  Captain  Teran, 
Deputy  Commissioner  of  Jaloun;  Captain  Drum* 
mond,  Superintendent  of  the  Ganges  Canal;  Cap- 
tain Read,  Superintendent  of  Forest  Agency; 
Captain  Maclean,  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Baitool; 
Lieutenant  Fenton,  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Chan- 
deree ;  and  Lieutenant  Brownlow,  Deputy  Super- 
intendent of  the  Jumna  Canal;  Lieutenant  Eck- 
ford,  of  the  Mynpoorie  levy;  and  Lieutenant  de 
Kantzow,  whose  service  in  •  the  field  has  been 
partly  under  civil,  partly  tinder  military  autho- 
rity. 

19.  Of  gentlemen  not  in  the  -covenanted  service 
of  the  Indian  Government,  notice  is  claimed 
especially  for  Mr.  P.  Camegy,  Deputy  Collector 
of  Jounpore;  Mr,  P.  Saunders,  and  Mr.  A.  Ton* 
nochy. 

•  20.  The  valuable  services  rendered  by  Mr. 
Dunne,  Mr.  Walewski,  Mr.  A.  Walewski,  Mr. 
Legge,  and  Mr.  D.  Churcher,  and  Mr.  G.  Jones, 
— i-gentlemen    upon  whose  aid  the*  Government 
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bad  no  claim, — are  also  desemng  of  the  notice  of 
Her  Majesty's  Government. 

21.  If  it  be  thought  that  the  number  of  officers 
whom  I  have  brought  to  the  attention  of  Her 
Majesty's  Government  for  distinguished  service 
in  the  north-west  provinces  is  large,  I  beg  that  it 
may  be  remembered  that  the  services  have  been 
rendered  over  a  country  of  73,000  square  miles  in 
area,  and  peopled  by  3'),000,0f'0  of  inhabitants, 
nearly  every  corner  of  which  has  been  searched 
out  by  rebellion. 

22.  It  only  remains  for  me,  as  regards  the 
north-west  provinces,  to  bring  before  the  Secretary 
of  State  the  able  and  indefatigable  services  of  the 
Secretary  to  the  Government,  Mr.  W.  Muir : 
I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  them. 

The  services  of  Mr.  C.  B.  Thomhill,  who  acted 

as  Secretary  to  the  Government  at  Agra  during 

the  first  nine  months  of  the  mutiny,  and  subse* 

.quently  as  Commissioner  of  Allahabad,  also  claim 

notice. 

23.  In  Central  India,  the  officers  of  Govern- 
ment were  tried  by  great  and  long- con  tinned  dif- 
ficulties and  dangers. 

I  desire  to  bring  prominently  before  Her  Ma- 
jestv's  Government  the  very  important  services  of 
the  two  distinguished  men  who  have  had  charge 
of  the  affisiirs  of  Central  India,  daring  that  time. 

24.  The  first  thanks  of  the  Government  are  due 
to  Lieutenant-Colonel  Durand,  C.B.,  who,  at  the 
time  of  the  outbreak,  was  officiating  as  the  Agent 
of  the  Governor-General  Colonel  Durand's  con- 
duct was  marked  by  great  foresight  and  the 
soundest  judgment,  as  well  in  military  as  in  civil 
matters.  He  had  many  points  to  guard,  and  the 
trustworthy  force  at  his  disposal  was  almost  hope- 
lessly small ;  but,  by  a  judicious  use  of  it,  and  the 
closest  personal    sapervisioh  of  its  move;neiits> 
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Colonel  Darand  saved  our  interests  in   Central 

India,  until  support  could  arrive. 

25.  In  December,  18o7,  Sir  Robert  Hamilton 
returned  to  Indore,  and  Colonel  Durand  resigned 
his  charge.  At  the  same  time,  Sir*  Hugh  Rose 
moved  into  Central  India. 

Throughout  the  campaign  in  that  country,  and 
Ihfough  the  hot  season  of  1858,  Sir  Robert  Hamil- 
ton accompanied  Sir  Hugh  Rose's  force  to  the 
Jumna  and  Gwalior,  and  was  present  in  several 
actions.  ^  By  his  thorough  knowledge  of  the  chiefs 
and  people  with  whom  he  had  to  deal,  and  by  the 
personal  influence  which  he  has  known  how  to 
establish  with  them,  he  contributed  largely  to  the 
nipid  movement  and  signal  successes  of  the  troops, 
and  laid  the  groundwork  of  the  general  pacifica* 
tion  of  that  part  of  India. 

26«  I  recommend  to  the  favourable  considera- 
tion of  Her  Majesty's  Grovernment  the  services  gf 
Major  Macpherson,  Political  Agent  at  Gwalior. 
Holding  a  post  of  great  importance,  far  removed 
from  his  immediate  superior  at  Indore,  and  often 
struggling  against  sickness,  he  has  discharged  his 
difficult  duties  with  complete  success. 

As  also  the  very  remarkable  services  of  Captain 
Willoughby  Osborne,  Political  Agent  in  Rewah, 
Few  servants  of  the  Government  have  laboured 
moxe  courageously  or  successfully,  against  difficul- 
ties of  every  kind,  to  maintain  the  influence  of  the 
British  Government^  and  to  repress  disloyalty, 
than  this  distinguishe/i  young  officer. 

27.  Of  other  P(»litical  officers  whose  services  in 
Central  India  deserve  notice,  there  are  Major 
£lHs,  Political  Agent  in  Bundelcund;  Major  Nixon, 
Political  Agent  at  Bhurtpore;  Major  Keatinge, 
Political  Agent  in  Nimar;  Lieutenant  Hutchinson, 
lately  Bheel  Agent;  Captain  Gordon  Cumming, 
Deputy  Bheel  Agent ;  Captain  Shakespear,  First, 
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Aasistant  a€  Indore;  and  Mr.  6.  Col^s,  Assistant 
to  the  Political  Agent  in  Rewah. 

28.  In  Rigpootana,  I  have  to  recommend  to  the 
favourable  consideration  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
the  claims  of  Colonel  Greorge  Lawrence,  who  has 
meted  as  Agent  for  the  Governor-General  through- 
out the  disturbed  times. 

29.  The  services  in  those  States  of  Ms^or  Eden» 
Political  Agent  in  Jjepore,  and  now  officiating 
for  Colonel  Lawrence ;  of  Captain  Llojd,  the 
Superintendent  at  Neemuch ;  and  of  Major 
Brooke,  commanding  the  Meywar  Corps,  weH 
deserve  the  notice  of  Her  Majesty's  Govern* 
ment. 

30.  The  difficulty  of  the  position  which  the 
Hesident  at  Hyderabad,  Lieutenant-C6lonel  David- 
son, has  had  to'  maintain  is  well  known  to  the 
Home  Government.  I  trust  that  favourable  con- 
sideration may  be  given  to  the  merits  of  this  able 
officer,  whose  courage  and  good  judgment  have 
been  conspicuously  shown  on  more  than  one 
critical  occasion  during  the  last  two  years. 

31.  He  has  been  most  efficiently  aided  by  Major 
Briggs,  the  Military  Secretary,  and  Captain 
Thomhill,  the  first  Assistant ;  to  the  former  of 
whom  tlie  successful  defence  of  the  Residency  was 
mainly  due  in  1857,  when  its  fall  would  have  led 
to  the  rising  of  the  whoh  Deccan. 

I  beg  to  ask  that  the  merits  of  these  officers 
may  not  pass  without  notice. 

32.  To  Sir  Richmond  Shakespear,  the  Govern- 
ment of  India  is  indebted  for  the  perfectly  good 
understanding  maintained  with  the  Guicowar  and 
^e  Baroda  Durbar,  at  a  time  when  the  disaffection 
and  intrigues  of  the  Mahrattas  in  Western  India 
threatened  to  be  most  dangerous  to  our  hold  of 
that  part  of  the  country.  It  has  given  me 
pleasure  to  advance  Sir  R.  Shakespear,  from  his 
late  post  of  Resident  at  Baroda,  to  the  more 
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important  charge  of  Central  India  ;  but  I  would 
further  ask,  that  his  good  service  niay  reoeiTe 
favonrable  consideration  from  the  Queen's  Govern- 
ment. 

33.  Of  the  respective  claims  of  the  officers  in 
Nagpore,  I  am  unable  to  speak  with*  sufficient 
certainty.  The  Commissioner  has  not  yet  for* 
nished  me  with  satisfactory  means  of  doing  so. 

34.  There  remains  the  large  and  important 
Province  of  the  Punjab. 

The  merits  of  the  officers  to  whose  courage  and 
ability  the  preservation  of  that  country  is  due, 
have  been  set  forth  by  the  distinguished  chief.  Sir 
John  Lawrence,  with  a  fulness  which  leaves  little 
to  be  added. 

Of  what  is  due  to  Sir  John  Lawrence  himself 
no  man  is  ignorant.  Through  him,  Delhi  fell^  and 
the  Punjab,  no  longer  a  weakness,  became  a  source 
of  strength  ;  and  but  for  him,  the  hold  of  Eng* 
land  over  Upper  India  would  have  had  to  be 
recovered  at  a  cost  of  Knglish  blood  and  treasure 
which  defies  calculation.  It  is  ditficult  to  exagge- 
rate the  value  of  such  ability,  vigilance,  an^ 
enerfry,  at  such  a  time. 

35.  Next,  but  not  inferior  to  any  man  in  his 
claim  to  the  gratitude  of  bis*  country,  is  Mr.  Mont- 
gomery, the  present  Lieutenant- Grovemor  of  the 
Punjab.  I  know  but  one  opinion  of  the  value  of 
hi$  prompt  and  courageous  counsels,  tempered  as 
they  always  have  been  with  the  soundest  and  most 
generous  judgment.  Before  he  received  charge  of 
the  great  government  of  the  Punjab,  I  -claimed 
the  benefit  of  his  experience  and  ability  in  the 
reorganization  of  Oude.  I  shall  have  to  speak 
elsewhere  of  his  services  as  Chief  Commissioner 
of  that  Province  :  here  it  is  sufficient  to  say,  that 
they  have  largely  enhanced  his  high  reputation, 
and  his  claim  to  the  favour  of  the  Government 

36.  The  officers  for  whose  services  I  solicit  the 
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favourable  consideration  of  Her  Majesty's  Grovem- 
ment,  are  Mr.  Macleod,  the  Financial  Cummis* 
sioner ;  Lieutenant-Colonel  Herbert  Edwardes^ 
the  able  and  fearless  Commissioner  of  Peshawur  ; 
General  Van  Cortlandt,  who^  with  a  small  force  of 
police,  recovered  and  held  Hurrianah ;  Captain 
Jamesy  the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Peshawur  ; 
Major  Becher,  the  Deputy  Commissioner  of 
Hazara ;  Captain  Henderson  in  Kohat ;  Mr. 
G-.  C.  Barnes,  the  experienced  Commissioner  of 
the  Cis-Sutlej  States ;  Mr.  6.  H.  M.  Ricketts, 
Deputy  Commissioner  at  Ijoodianab,  for  whom  I 
earnestly  request  that  an  error  committed  else« 
where  in  quieter  times  may  not  be  an  obstacle  to 
the  acknowledgment  of  his  remarkable  service  in 
the  crisis  of  the  Punjab's  .danger ;  Mr.  A.  KobertSy 
the  Commissioner  of  Lahore  ;  Mr.  F.  Cooper,  the 
Deputy  Commissioner  of  Umritsur,  who,  I  hope^ 
will  be  judged  by  his  acts  done  under  stem  neces* 
aity,  rather  than  by  the  narrative  of  them  ;  Lieu* 
tenant- Colonel  Macpherson,  Military  Secretary  ; 
and  Lieutenant- Colonel  B.  Lawrence,  at  first 
Captain  of  the  Lahore  Police,  and  afterwards 
commanding  the  Cashmere  Contingent ;  Mr.  T, 
Forsydi,  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Umballa  ;  and 
Major  Marsden,  Deputy  Commissioner  at  Feroze* 
pore. 

37.  Sir  John  Lawrence  has  borne  grateful  tes- 
timony to  the  manner  in  whi^ch  the  officers  of  the 
Punjab  of  all  grades  did  their  duty. 

M^jor  Hamilton,  Commissioner  of  Mooltan, 
Captain  Briggs,  Captam  Lewis,  and  Lieutenant 
Dobbin,  rendered  service  in  the  transport  of  troops 
and  stores  which  deserves  special  notice. 

38.  There  is  one  department  of  the  Civil  Go- 
vernment, which,  though  established  in  Calcutta, 
has  concern  with  all  parts  of  .Bengal  whei*e 
troops'  are  in  tlie  field,  or  in  movement,— the 
department  of  the  Superintendent  of  Marine* 


The  calls  for  exertion  and  watchfulness  in  this 
department  have  been  constant,  from  the  time 
when  the  transports  with  English  troops  began  to 
arrive  in  the  river,  up  to  the  present  moment, 
when  the  despatch  of  supplies  and  stores  by  the 
inland  steamers  is  only  just  slackening. 

To  Mr.  Howe,  in  the  first  instance,  and  to 
Captain  Rennie,  from  the  time  when  he  took  up 
his  appointment  at  the  beginning  of  1858,  great 
praise  is  due  for  the  manner  in  which  the  duties 
of  the  office  have  been  discharged. 
-  I  trust  that  the  services  of  these  two  officers 
will  receive  notice  from  Her  Majesty's  Govern* 
ment. 

39.  Lastly,  I  must  request  that  due  acknow- 
ledgment and  honour  be"  given  to  the  gentlemen 
who,  during  these  times  of  difficulty  and  anxiety, 
have  discharged  the  onerous  duties  of  the  Secre- 
tariat of  the  Government  of  India. 

40.  As  might  be  expected,  the  heaviest  harden 
has,  -perhaps,  fallen  upon  the  Secretary  to  Govern- 
ment in  the  Military  Department,  Majpr-General 
Birch,  C.B.  I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the 
ability  and  assiduity  with  which  his  work  has  been 
performed.  For  the  clearness  and  precision  with 
which  he  has  conducted  very  complicated  duties, 
and  the  hearty  zeal  with  which  he  has  given  his 
days  and  nights  to  the  extraordinary  press  of 
labour  that  has  come  upon,  and  still  rests  upon,  his 
department,  he  has  my  warmest  thanks. 

Major  Atkinson,  the  Under  Secretary  in  the 
same  department,  had  responsibilities  thrown  upon 
him,  during  this  year,  when  his  superior  was 
absent  with  me  from  Calcutta,  which  were  much 
beyond  the  oi-dinary  scope  of  his  duties ;  and  he 
discharged  them  in  a  manner  which  has  given 
great  satisfaction  to  the  Government  of  India. 

41.  1  he  post  of  Secretary  to  the  Foreign  De» 
partment  was  filled,  up  to  the  9.0ih  January,  1859, 
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by  Mr.  G.  F.  Edmonstone,  now  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  of  the  North -West  Provinces.  I  can 
give  to  this  valuable  servant  of  the  Government 
no  higher  praise  than  to  say  that  the  perforniance 
of  the  duties  which  fell  upon  him,  and  which  were 
heavily  increased  by  the  state  of  affairs  that  has 
prevailed  in  the  many  large  and  important  districts 
Buperintended  through  the  Foreign  Office,  has 
been  exactly  what  might  have  been  expected  from 
those  who  knew  the  character  of  his  former  service. 
It  h&s  been  admirable,  and  I  njoice  to  have  been 
able  to  mark  my  own  sense  of  it,  and  my  confi* 
dence  in  him,  by  naming  him  to  the  highest  office 
which  the  Governor-General  of  India  in  Council 
can  bestow. 

Mr.  Edmonstone  has  been  zealously  and  inde- 
fatigably  seconded  by  Mr.  Robert  Simson,  the 
Under  Secretary  of  the  department,  whose  tho- 
rough knowledge  of  his  work  has  been  of  great 
value  to  the  Government. 

42.  The  labour  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Home 
Department,  Mr.  Cecil  Beadon,  has  been  rendered 
unusually  heavy  and  anxious  from  the  yerj  com- 
mencement of  the  Mutinies  :  much  work  con- 
nected with  transport  by  land  and  i^ater,  and  with 
the  despatch  of  the  Naval  Brigades,  beginning 
with  that  under  the  late  Sir  W.  Feel,  was  thrown 
upon  his  department,  and  the  efficiency  with 
which  it  was  done,  although  for  the  most  part  of 
a  very  novel  nature,  has  been  most  creditable  to 
him. 

I  desire  to  record  my  very  high  appreciation  of 
the  value  of  Mr.  Beadon's  services. 

43.  In  the  office  of  the  Finacial  Secretary,  Mr. 
Lushington,  the  pressure  of  the  times  has  been 
felt,  especially  of  4ate.  In  his  own  department, 
and  in  those  under  its  control,  particularly  in  that 
of  the  Accountant-G^neral,  the  Honourable  Mr. 
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DrummoncI,  the  business  of  Government  has  been 
zealously  discharged, 

44.  There  remains  the  office  of  Secretary  in  the 
department  of  Public  Works. 

From  the  moment  that  it  became  certain  that  a 
vast  increase  of  accommodation,  temporary  and 
permanent,  for  the  English  troops,  would  be 
necessary,  the  labours  of  this  office  in  prescribing 
the  work,  and  in  directing  and  controlling  the  staff 
of  Engineers  engaged  upon  it^  have  been  greatlj 
augmented. 

The  staff  has,  for  various  reasons,  been  short- 
handed,  and  there  is  no  branch  of  the  duties  of  the 
Government  in  which  rapid  and  judicious  actioD 
has  been  more  necessary,  and  in  which  we  have 
been  compelled  so  constantly  to  have  recourse  to 
makeshifts,  and  to  make  the  best  of  imperfect 
means,  both  in  agency  and  materials.  In  sur* 
mounting  these  difficulties,  the  intelligence  and 
earnestness  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Yule  have  been 
the  main  help  ot  the  Government;  and  the  thanks, 
not  only  of  the  Governor-General  in  Council,  but 
of  the  English  Army  in  Bengal,  are  well  deserved 
by  him*

M^or  Charles  John  Stanley  Gough* — First,  for 
gallantry  in  an  affair  at  Khurkowdah,  near  Rho- 
tuck,  on  the  15th  of  August,  1857,  in  which  he 
saved  his  brother,  who  was  wounded,  and  killed 
two  of  the  Enemy.  Secondly,  for  gallantry  on  the 
]  8th  of  August,  when  he  led  a  Troop  of  the  Guide 
Cavalry  in  a  charge,  and  cut  down  two  of  the 
Enemy's  Sowars,  with  one  of  whom  he  had  a  des- 
perate hand  to  hand  combat.  Thirdly,  for  gal- 
lantry on  the  27th  of  January,  1858,  at  Sham- 
shabad,  where,  in  a  charge,  he  attacked  one  of  the 
Enem/s  leaders,  and  pierced  him  with  his  sword, 
which  was  carried  out  of  his  hand  in  the  melee. 
He  defended  himself  with  his  revolver,  and  shot 
two  of  the  Enemy.

charging  beneath  the  wall  of  the  loopholed  Serai, 
it  was  found  impossible,  owing  to  the  murderous 
fire,  to  attain  the  breach.

He  also  distinguished  himself  by 
his  gallantry  in  the  actions  at  Ratgurh  and  Betwa, 
when  he  was  severely  wounded,  Major-General 
Sir  Hugh  Rose,  in  ibrwarding  his  recommenda- 
tion of  this  Officer,  states: — "Lieutenant  Pren- 
<<  dergast,  Madras  Engineers,  was  specially  men- 
"  tioned  by  Brigadier,  now  Sir  Charles  Stuart,  for 
*'  the  gallant  act  at  Mundisore,  when  he  was 
"  severely  wounded  ;  secondly,  he  was  *  spe- 
"  cially  mentioned'  by  me  when  acting  voluntarily 
'*  as  my  Aide- de- Camp  in  the  Action  before 
"  besieging  Ratgurh,  on  the  Beena  river,  for 
*'  gallant  conduct.  His  horse  was  killed  on  that 
"  occasion.  Thirdly,  at  the  Action  of  *  the 
"  Betwa,*  he  again  voluntarily  acted  as  my  Aide- 
^'  de-Cam^,  and  distinguished  himself  by  his  bra- 
very in  the  charge,  which  I  made  with  Cap-

**  Dragoons,  against  the  left  of  the  so-called 
"  Peishwa's  Army,  under  Tantia  Topee.  He  was

Private  Frederick  Whirlpool. — For  gallantly 
volunteeriDg  on  the  3rd  of  April,  1858,  in  the 
attack  of  Jhansi,  to  return  and  carry  away  several 
killed  and  wounded,  which  he  did  twice  under  a 
very  heavy  fire  from  the  wall ;  also,  for  devoted 
bravery  at  the  Assault  of  Lohari  on  the  2nd  of 
May,  1 858,  in  rushing  to  the  rescue  of  Lieutenant 
Doune,  of  the  Regiment,  who  was  dangerously 
vronnded.

Ensign  Everard  Aloysius  Lisle  Phillipps,  of  the 
1 1th  Regiment  of  Bengal  Native  Infantry,  would 
have  been  recommended  to  Her  Majesty  for  the 
decoration  of  the  Victoria  Cross,  had  he  survived, 
for  ^nany  gallant  deeds  which  he  performed  during 
the  Siege  of  Delhi,  during  whiob  he  was  wounded 
three  times.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  forward  a  report  from 
Lieutenant  Hawthorn,  of  the  24th  Bombay  Native 
Infantry,  of  operations  conducted  bj  him  against 
rebels.  I  shall  feel  obliged  by  your  bringing  pro- 
minently to  the  notice  of  the  Bight  Honourable 
the  Commander-in-Chief  the  zeal  and  perseverance 
of  Lieutenant  Hawthorn,  resulting  in  the  complete 
defeat  and  dispersal  of  a  body  of  rebels*

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  report,  for  the  informa- 
tion of  Colonel  Lockhart,  C.B.,  Commanding  2nd 
Brigade  Gwalior  Division,  that,  according  to  my 
instructions,  I  arrived  at  Torn  Futtepoor  on  the 
morning  of  the  loth  June  last.  I  there  was 
informed  that  the  rebels,  amounting  to  some  50 
cavalry  and  between  200  and  800  infantry,  wider 
their  leaders  Bnrgoor  Sing,  Chutter  Sing,  and 
Desput;  had  left  the  Groorserai  Districts^  and  pro- 
tseeded  across  the  G^osie  Desanoe  to  the  Hum** 
meerpoor  Districts.  I  therefore  determined,  in 
concert  with  Migor  Davies,  Commanding  the 
Jhansi  Military  Police,  to  follow  them  up,  and 
co-operate  with  Captain  Sawyers,  of  the  poliee  in 
that  district. 

I  accordingly  marched  on  Mow  Ranypoor, 
where  the  intc^gence  above  mentlooed  waa 
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firmed  ;  left  Mow  for  Alip<H*a  on  the  morning  of 
the  18th  ultimo ;  and,  the  fallowing  day,  moved 
on  to  Jonin.  About  twelve  o'clock  mid-day, 
intelligence  was  brought  from  Alipora  that  the 
rebels,  nnder  Bnrgoor  and  Chutter  Sing,  were 
collected  at  Oonda,  on  the  banks  of  the  River 
Desanne,  some  500  strong.  We  immediately 
struck  camp,  and  marched,  vi^  Alipora,  on 
Gronda ;  the  strength  of  my  detachment  being 
as  per  margin ;  *  that  of  Major  Davies,  as 
near  as  I  can  say,  as  per  margin  also.f 

We  arrived  at  Gonda  about  4*30  P.H.,  where 
we  found  the  rebels,  as  reported,  encamped  on  the 
left  bank  of  the  river,  with  dense  jungle  in 
their  rear.  I  immediately  ordered  skirmishers 
to  the  front,  nnder  Ensign  Holland,  24th  Native 
Infantry,  and  drove  the  rebels  through  a  dense 
jungle,  some  two  miles  I  should  say,  on  to  another 
ghftt  further  up  the  river,  of  the  existence  of  which 
we  were  unaware.  At  this  place  they  recrossed 
tlie  river,  and  commenced  a  sharp  fire  upon  u^ 
but  more  particularly  -on  the  cavalry,  who  were  in 
the  open :  however,  we  drove  them  out  of  their 
podtions  and  then  the  cavalry,  under  Migor 
Davies,  took  up  the  pursuit. 

The  success  was  complete ;  the  rebels  were 
completely  defeated  and  dispersed,  with,  I  am  glad 
to  say,  no  casualty  on  my  side.  A  sowar  of  Major 
Davies,  I  regret  to  say,  had  two  fingers  cut  of, 
while  attacking  one  of  the  rebels  with  his  spear. 
About  ten  or  twelve  of  the  enemy  were  killed, 
amongst  whom  was  Jowahier,  a  foster  brother  of 
Burgoor  Sing,   and  a  man  of  very  determined

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appearance.  Many  others  were  wounded,  bnt 
hard  to  state  how  many,  on  aoooant  of  the  dense 
jungle  and  nullahs  innumerable,  which  ImToored 
their  escape. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  conduct  of  the 
officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and  men  under. 
mj  command  during  this  day's  work,  and  more 
particularlj  my  thanks  are  due  to  Ensign  Holland 
for  the  steady  way  in  which  he  led  the  skirmishers, 
driving  all  before  him,  and  eventually  enabling 
the  cavalry  to  take  up  the  pursuit,  when  infantry 
were  of  no  further  use,  and  to  which  I  attribute 
the  great  success  of  the  day.

WITH  reference  to  the  preparation  making 
in  Spain  with  a  view  to  hostilities  in  Morocco^ 
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I  wish  jou  to  obserre  to  the  President  of  the 
Council  and  to  the  Micister  of  Foreign  Affiun, 
that  the  differences  between  the  Governments  of 
Spain  and  Morocco  appear  to  have  arisen  from 
outrages  committed  by  Moors  in  the  vicinitj  of 
Ceuta,  bat  that  those  outrages  appear  to  have 
been  provoked  by  the  excitements  and  defiances 
of  the  Governor  of  Ceuta  ;  that  a  wild  and  un- 
tamed race  seem  to  have  become  ungovernable, 
and  to  have  made  hostile  attacks  against  the 
Spanish  garrison  of  Ceuta. 

That  if  the  Spanish  Government  only  seek 
redress  for  wrongs,  and  vindication  of  their  honour, 
Her  Majesty's  Government  will  not  interpose  any 
obstacle  to  their  obtaining  such  reparation.  But 
if  the  outrages  of  the  wild  Mooridi  tribes  are  to 
be  made  a  ground  for  conquest,  and  especially 
on  the  coast.  Her  Majesty's  Government  are 
bound  to  look  to  the  security  of  the  fortress  of 
Gibraltar. 

You  are  therefore  instructed  to  ask  for  a  decla- 
ration in  writing,  that  if  the  Spanish  troOps  should 
in  the  course  of  hostilities  occupy  Tangier,  that 
occupation  will  be  temporary,  and  will  not  extend 
beyond  the  ratification  of  a  Treaty  of  Peace  be- 
tween Spain  and  Morocco.  For  an  occupation 
till  an  indemnity  is  paid  might  become  a  perma- 
nent occupation,  and  such  permanent  occupation 
Her  Majesty's  Government  consider  inconsistent 
with  the  safety  of  Gibraltar. 

Her  Majesty's  Government  are  sineerdj  de- 
sirous of  maintaining  with  Spain  the  most  amicable 
relations,  but  tliey  are  bound  to  provide  for  the 
safety  of  Her  Majesty's  possessions.

Sib,  Madrid^  September  27,  1859. 

DURING  the  discussions  which  took  place  last 
winter  between  Spain  and  Morocco,  respecting  the 
claims  of  Spanish  subjects  upon  the  Sultan's 
Government  and  the  zone  round  Melilla,  I  did  not 
fail  to  report  to  my  Government  the  frequent 
assurances  which  I  received  from  your  Excellency, 
that  the  only  object,  at  that  time,  of  Her  Catholic 
Majesty's  Government  was  to  secure  due  protec- 
tion to  Her  Majesty's  fortress,  and  to  Her 
Majesty's  subjects  residing  in  or  trading  with 
Morocco^  and  that  they  had  no  intention  whatever 
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of  making  the  qoestioas  at  iMoe  m  pretext  for 
territorial  aggraDdiaement  in  Africa. 

These  assurances  were  entirely  confirmed  by  tb» 
event,  and  I  have  been  happy  to  learn  from  the 
declaration  contained  in  yonr  Excellency'A  note  of 
the  26th  instant,  and  from  the  yerbal  explanatiooa 
which  yon  have  afforded  me,  on  repeated  occanooa 
since  the  new  difficulty  which  has  arisen  with  the 
Oovemment  of  Morocco,  that  no  change  has  taken 
place  in  the  policy  of  the  Spanish  Govemmenty 
and  that  they  seek  for  no  conquests  in  Airica,  but 
only  propose  to  obtain  reparation  for  ofFenees 
which  have  been  offered  to  them  by  the  Moors  of 
Centa,  and  securities  from  the  Government  of  the 
Sultan  for  that  fortress,  and  Her  Catholic  Ma- 
jesty's other  possessions  in  Africa,  which  will 
effectually  prevent  a  repetition  of  the  conflicts 
which  have  taken  place,  and  maintain  hereafter 
the  relations  of  Spain  with  the  Moroccan  Empire 
on  a  satisfactory  and  honourable  footing. 

The  reports  of  my  conversations  with  yonr 
Excellency  will  thus  have  already  acquainted  the 
Government  of  the  Queen  my  Sovereign  with  the 
sentiments  of  moderation  and  justice  which  animate 
Her  Catholic  Mfgesty's  Government ;  but  it  would, 
notwithstanding,  be  a  satisfaction  to  them,  con* 
ddering  the  interest  which  they  take  in  the  Empire 
of  Morocco,  and  the  importance  which  they  attach 
to  the  commerce  of  Tangier  with  Her  Majes^a 
possessions  in  the  Mediterranean,  to  learn  froaa 
jonr  Excellency  that  the  great  preparadons  al 
{iresent  making,  with  a  view  to  military  operatieu 
in  Africai  have  not  arisen  from  any  change  in  the 
views  of  Her  Catholic  Migeaty's  Government,  and 
do  not  indicate  any  intentions  on  their  part  to 
make  conquests  in  Morocco,  or  to  occupy  perma- 
nently any  portion  of  the  Sultan's  territory.

I  HAVE  received  the  note  which  you  bad  the 
goodness  to  address  to  me  on  the  27th  of  the  month 
last  past. 

The  Government  of  the  Queen  my  Sovereign, 
while  adopting  the  measures  necessary  to  obtain, 
if  requisite  by  force  of  arms,  the  just  reparation 
which  they  have  demanded  from  the  Moroccan 
Government,  continue  in  their  invariable  inten- 
tions with  regard  to  that  country— intentions  of 
which  you  are  cognizant  by  means  of  the  verbal 
statements  which  I  spontaneously  made  to  yon 
last  year  with  reference  to  the  question  of  Melula; 
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and  which  have  heen  confirmed  by  my  Bubseqaent 
notes  to  jou,  and  by  the  circular  which  I  ad- 
drersed,  on  the  24  th  of  September,  to  Her  Ma- 
jesty's Representatives  at  the  Courts  of  Europe, 
with  the  contents  of  which  Don  Xavier  de  Isturiz 
will  have  acquainted  Her  Britannic  Majesty's 
Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs. 
The  Cabinet  of  Madrid,  as  you  are  aware,  do 
not  yield  in  this  question  to  the  impulse  of  a  pre- 
existing desire  for  territorial  aggrandizement,  but 
are  influenced  alone  by  the  sacred  duty  of  defend- 
ing their  dignity  and  the  honour  of  the  nation. 

They  still  preserve  hopes  that  the  conflict  which 
has  arisen  from  the  unprovoked  aggressions  of 
which  the  fortress  of  Melilla  has  been  the  object, 
may  terminate  peacefully  ;  but  if  their  conciliatory 
desires  shonld  not  be  realized,  they  will  endeavour 
to  obtain,  by  other  means,  the  punishment  of  the 
aggressors,  the  satisfaction  which  is  due,  and  the 
conclusion  of  agreements  which  may  tend  to  give 
efficacious  material  guarantees  for  preventing  the 
repetition  of  similar  outrages. 

It  is  to  these  objects  that  military  operations, 
shonld  they  commence,  would  be  directed.  In 
this  point  of  view  it  is  easy  to  understand,  know- 
ing the  intentions  of  the  Government  of  the 
Queen  my  Sovereign,  that  whatever  diminution 
the  active  commerce  which  Great  Britain  main- 
tains with  Tangier  might  suffer  in  consequence  of 
war,  would  be  of  a  transitory  character ;  since, 
when  once  the  Treaty  of  Peace  which  should  put 
an  end  to  the  hostilities  between  Spain  and  .Mo- 
rocco should  be  ratified,  and  the  questions  now 
existing  should  be  settled  favourably,  and  there- 
fore definitively,  the  Spanish  Government,  in  the 
fulfilment  of  their  intentions,  would  not  continue 
in  the  occupatipn  of  .that  fprtress,  on  the  suppo- 
sition that   they  should  have  found  themselves 
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obliged  to  establish  themselves  there,  in  order  to 
secare  the  favourable  issue  of  their  operations.

HER  Majesty's  Government  have  had  under 
their  consideration  the  note  addressed  to  joo  bj 
Senor  CoUantes  on  the  6th  of  October,  of  whidi 
a  cop7  was  inclosed  in*  jour  despatch  of  the 
following  day,  in  reply  to  the  demand  for  expla* 
nations  which  you  were  instructed  by  my  despatch 
of  the  22nd  of  September  to  require  of  him 
respecting  the  intentions  of  the  Spanish  Govern* 
ment  in  the  event  of  the  occupation  of  Tangier 
by  the  Spanish  forces^ 

You  were  instructed'  to  apply  to  the  Spanish 
Government  for  a  declaration,  in  writing,  that  if 
the  Spanish  troops  should,  in  the  course  of  hos- 
tilities^ occupy  Tangier,  that  occupation  would 
be  temporary,  and  would  not  extend  beyond  the 
ratification  of  a  Treaty  of  Peace  between  Spain  and 
Morocco  ;  and  in  your  note  to  Senor  Gollantes  of 
the  27  th  of  September  you  said  that  it  would  be 
a:  satisfaction  to  Her  Migesty's'  Goveniment  to 
learn  that  the  military  preparations  of  the  Spanish 
Grovernment  did  not  indicate  any  intentions  coi 
their  part  to  make  conquests  in  Morocco,  or  to 
occupy  permanentlj  any  portion  of  the  Sultan's 
territory. 

Sefior  CoUantes,  in  hia  reply  of  the  6th  of 
October,  states  that  when  once  die  TVeaty  of 
Peace  which  should  put  an  end  to  the 
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between  Spain  and  Morocco  should  be  ratified,  the 
questions  now  existing  being  settled  favourablj, 
and  therefore  definitively,  the  Spanish  Govern- 
ment, in  fulfilment  of  their  intentions,  would  not 
continue  in  the  occupation  of  that  fortress  (Tan- 
gier), in  tlie  supposition  that  thej  should  have 
found  themselves  obliged  to  establish  themselves 
there  in  order  to  secure  the  favourable  issue  of 
their  operations. 

You  will  state  to  M.  Collantes  that  Her 
Majesty's  Government  accept  with  pleasure  this 
assurance,  as  conveying  the  declaration  which,  bjr 
mj  despatch  of  the  22nd  of  September,  you  were 
instructed  to  ask  for. 

You  wiU  further  state  to  his  Excellency  that 
Her  Majesty's  Government  earnestly  desire  that 
there  may  be  no  change  of  possession  on  the 
Moorish  coast  of  the  straits.  The  importance 
they  attnch  to  this  object  cannot  be  overrated ; 
and  it  would  be  impossible  for  them,  or  indeed 
for  any  other  maritime  power,  to  see  with  indiffe- 
rence the  permanent  occupation  by  Spain  of  such 
a  position  on  that  coast  as  would  enable  her  to 
impede  the  passage  of  the  straits  to  ships 
frequenting  the  Mediterranean  for  commercial  or 
any  other  purposes. 

You  win  read  this  despatch  to  Senor  Collantes, 
and  furnish  his  Excellency  with  a  copy  of  it.

Her  Majesty's  Government  would  entertain  to 
the  occupation  by  Spain  of  the  coast  west  of 
Ceuta  ;  and  requesting  his  Excellency  to  name 
the  points  on  that  coast  which  would  be  included 
in  the  rayon  of  the  fortress,  if  the  views  of  Her 
Catholic  Majesty's  Government  are  carried  into 
effect 

I  have  also  the  honour  to  inclose  the  copy  and 
translation  of  an  answer  which  I  have  received 
from  his  Excellency,  declaring  distinctly  that 
Her  Catholic  Majesty's  Government  have  no 
intention  to  occupy  any  point  on  the  said  coast, 
which  would  give  Spain  a  superiority  that  would 
be  dangerous  to  the  navigation  of  the  straits.

THE  Government  of  the  Queen  my  Sovereign 
have  reason  to  believe,  from  the  reports  of  Her 
MJgesty's  Charge  d' Affaires  at  Tangier,  and  from 
the  late  declarations  of  Her  Catholic  Majeaty'a 
Government  in  the  Cortes,  that  Her  Catholic 
MajeHty  is  about  to  declare  war  to  th^  Emperor  of 
Morocco,  in  consequence  of  the  Moorish  Govern- 
ment having  declined  a  demand  on  the  part  of  her 
Government  that  certain  territory  lying  between 
the  fortress  of  Ceuta  and  the  mountainous  ridge, 
or  Sierra  of  Bullones,  should  be  ceded  to  Spain. 
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From  mj  verbal  communications  to  your  Ex- 
cellency on  this  subject,  jou  are  already  aware 
that  the  Government  of  the  Queen  my  Sovereign 
entertain  apprehensions  that  the  cession  to  Spain 
of  the  territory  in  question  cannot  take  place 
without  seriously  compromising  the  freedom  of  the 
navigation  of  the  Straits  of  Gibraltar  ;  and  it  is, 
therefore,  my  duty,  in  execution  of  instructions 
which  I  have  received  from  Her  Majesty's  Prin- 
cipal Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  A£fairSy  to 
inquire  how  far  Her  Catholic  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment propose  that  the  rayon  of  Ceuta  should  be 
extended,  and  more  particularly  to  request  that 
your  Excellency  will  have  the  goodness  to  name 
the  points  on  the  coast  which,  in  the  event  of  the 
views  of  Her  Catholic  Migesty's  Government 
being  carried  into  effect,  would  be  included  within 
the  territory  of  Spain.

In  the  present  sfiate  of  the  question  of  Motoooo, 
owing  to  the  iaeoaceivaUe  renstance  of  the 
Sultan's  Grovernment  to  satisfying  the  jost  demands 
of  Spain,  it  is  Terj  diffiovlt,  if  not  impossible,  for 
the  Cabinet  of  Madrid  to  determine,  even  ap« 
proximatelj,  the  nature  of  the  guarantees  which 
they  may  find  themselTes  under  the  necessity  of 
asking,  in  order  to  assure  the  results  of  the  hos« 
tilities  which  are  on  the  point  of  commencing. 

Yon  cannot  be  unaware,  nor  can  your  enlight- 
ened Grotetnment  either  be  ignorant,  that  when 
two  nations  appeal  for  the  settlement  of  their 
differences  to  force  of  arms,  on  the  diplomatic 
relations,  which  have  been  pursued  without  effect 
being  broken  off,  former  proposals  are  declafed 
null,  and  considered  as  if  they  bad  not  beeil  made, 
while  both  parties  reserve  to  themselves  the  right 
of  renewing  them,  or  of  presenting  others  of  a 
dMRerent  kind,  according  as  it  may  suit  their 
interests,  and  correspond  fo  the  results  of  the 
military  operations. 

Notwithstanding  this,  the  Grovemment  of  the 
Queen  my  Sovereign,  who  have  given  so  many 
and  sdeh  marked  proofs  of  their  conciliatory  and 
n^ght  spirit  in  tha  different  incidents  which 
hiure  sprang  from  the  question  with  Morocco,  wiil 
not  vary  tlie  intentions  which  they  had  formed 
fsom  te  beginnaiig  of  that  question,  not  to  occupy 
any  point  on  the  Straits  whose  position  could 
a£ford  to  Spain  a  soperiori^  dangerous  to  the 
naTifation^    In  lUs  matter  their  idaas^  have  been

pixra.  I  left  this  place  yesterday  morning  at 
1  AMI,  with  a  force  as  per  margin,*  and  proceeded 
bj  a  jungle  track  over  several  ranges  of  hills,  tiU 
I  arrived  at  their  encampment ;  this  I  found  burnt 
to  the  ground  and  deserted,  but  in  the  bushes  we 
took  two  prisoners,  who  told  us  that  Adil  Mahomed 
was  encamped  on  the  hills  with  2000  men,  of 
whom  80  were  mutinied  Cavalry  Sowars,  and  700 
Tedingas,  or  mutinied  regular  Sepoys^  and  the 
remainder  Bndmashes  and  Villaities*    I  ought  ta

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guy -that  we  had  heard  from  a  woman  we  met  <m 
the  road,  that  the  Patell  of  Goonapoora  had  advised 
her  to  leave,  as  it  was  the  intention  of  the  reheU 
to  have  a  fight  with  the  English  force  coming  to 
attack  them.  Taking  all  this  into  consideration, 
and  also  the  smallness  of  my  force,  I  advanced  to 
the  attack  of  their  camp  with  the  greatest  cantioo. 
I  threw  out  a  portion  of  mj  infantry  as  skirmishens 
keeping  the  remainder  as  a  support.  In  this 
order  we  reached  the  enemy's  position,  but  found 
that,  at  the  eleventh  hour,  their  courage  had 
failed  them,  and  they  had  retreated.  Perceiving 
from  the  freshness  of  their  tracks,  that  they  had 
only  lately  lef^  I  sent  on  Lieutenant  Blair  with 
the  cavalry  in  pursuit^  and  followed  myself  with 
the  infantry  to  support  him,  should  the  enemj 
make  a  stand  as  I  expected. 

Lieutenant  Blair,  after  a  gallop  of  about  a  mile 
through  thick  jungle,  came  upon  a  large  body  of 
the  enemy,  which  he  at  once  charged.  They  were 
regular  sepoys  and  sowars  mounted  on  horses  and 
ponies,  and,  though  many  of  them  made  a  despe- 
rate resistance,  yet  the  detachment  of  Mayne*s 
Horse,  under  Lieutenant  Blair's  able  lead^pship, 
managed  to  cut  up  a  great  number  of  them.  The 
infantry  were  not  altogether  idle,  for  the  skirmishers 
put  up,  in  one  of  the  nullahs,  a  few  rebels  who  had 
escaped  the  cavalry,  and  shot  or  bayoneted  them 
altogether.  I  am  of  opinion  that  at  least  100 
were  sabred  by  the  cavalry,  who,  with  their  gallant 
young  officer,  did  their  work  admirably.  Lieute- 
nant Blair  speaks  highly  of  the  behaviour  of  the 
whole  of  his  men,  on  this  occasion,  more  especially 
of  the  Sikh  troops,  which  happened  to  be  in  front. 
He  also  begs  to  recommend  to  the  special  notice 
of  Greneral  Napier,  Ressaldar  Indur  Sing  (whose 
name  I  had  much  pleasure  in  once  before  bringing 
to  his  favourable  notice,  and  who  was  yesterday 
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wounded  on  the  wrist)^ ;  also  Sowar  Bom  Sing, 
who  received  a  sword  cut  on  the  right  shoulder;  as 
also  Sowar  Bheekom  Sing,  who  cut  down  the 
aepoy,  who  wounded  the  Bessaldar,  and  in  doing 
80  received  a  cut  through  the  hoot. 

On  our  return,  as  the  column  approached  the 
Tillage  of  Goonapoora,  some  rebels  who  were  hid 
in  the  houses^  fired  out  and  shot  a  Duffadar  of  the 
Camel  Corps.  I  at  once  formed  the  infantry  into 
three  storming  parties,  under  the  respective  lead- 
erships of  Lieutenants  Harris,  Newport,  and  my- 
self. We  lost  no  time  in  attacking.  Lieutenant 
Harris's  and  my  party  stormed  the  village,  and 
liieutenant  Newport's  a  hill  at  the  back  of  it.  We 
drove  the  rebels  out  of  the  village,  and  towards 
Lieutenant  Newport's  party  ;  but,  owing  to  the 
admirable  cover  they  had,  and  the  densen^ss 
of  the  jungle,  they  escaped  with  the  loss  of  about 
ten  of  their  number.  We  then  returned  to  the 
village  of  Goonapoora,  which  we  found  full  lof 
grain  and  oCher  supplies,  sufficient  for  a  year's 
consumption,  of  Which  we  took  away  as  much  as 
we  could,  destroyed  the  remainder,  and  burnt  the 
village.  I  should  beg  to  draw  the  General's  atten- 
tion to  the  admirable  behaviour  of  the  men  of  all 
arms  composing  the  force,  who,  because  of  the 
baggage  not  being  able  tp  follow  us  on  account  of 
the  badness  of  the  roads,  had  to  remain  tlie  whole 
day  and  night  in  the  rain,  wet,  hun^y,  and  fatigued, 
bearing  every  privatioa  with  the  utmost  cheerful- 
ness. My  thanks  are  specially  due  to  Seei  Sooba 
Bam  Bao,  for  the  correctness  of  his  information, 
and  the  great  trouble  he  took  to  obtain  it,  and  his  in- 
defatigable zeal  in  procuring  supplies  for  the  force. 
I  may  also  add  that,  as  usual,  he  kept  in  front 
with  the  skirmishers.  I  ought  to  say  that  I  sent 
a  copy  of  the  terms  offered,  to  Adil  Mahomed,  and 
that  he  <»rdered  my  messengers  to  be  beheaded  ; 
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theyiMUMiged,  however,  to  escape,  with  the  loss  of 
their  horses,  and  returned  to  me  late  on  the  night 
of  the  22nd«  In  fact,  I  set  out  for  the  attack  in 
less  than  two  hours  after  their  return.  I  eneloae 
a  casualty  list.

well  merited  the  approbation  which  the  officers 
received  at  the  time  from  the  late  Commander-in- 
Chief ;  and  that  his  Lordship  is  fully  satisfied 
that,  from  the  5th  of  July,  when  the  decease  of 
Miyor-General  Sir  H.  Barnard,  took  place,  to  the 
17th  of  that  month,  when  ill-health  obliged Miyor-

ExtrcLct  of  a  letter  from  the  officiating  Adjutant* 
General  of  the  Army  to  the  Secretary  to  the 
Government  of  India^  Military  Department^ 
No.  1094,  dated  ISth  August,  1859.-— 

In  cMitinaaiion  of  my  letter,  No.  389,  of  20th 
May  laat,  I  am  now  directed  to  append,  for  8ub<* 
mission  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General 
in  Council,  the  accompanying  despatch,  No. 
i204A,  dated  29th  June  of  the  present  year,  from 
Major-Greneral  Sir  Hugh  Bose,  G.C.B.,  late  Com« 
manding  Central  India  Field  Force,  giving  cover 
to  copies  of  his  reports  of  the  capture  of  Bathgur 
and  action  of  Barodia. 

With  reference  to  the  q>eration8  described  in 
the  despatches  now  forwai^ed,  his  Lordship  de- 
sires me  to  observe  that  they  reflect  the  highest 
credit  upon  the  commander  and  the  troops  en- 
gaged, and  are  characterised  by  that  complete  sno- 
oesa  which  marked  the  whole  of  Sir  Hugh  Rose's 
campaign  in  Central  India.

MY  report  of  the  8  let  ultimo  will  have  in- 
formed  yon,  for  the  information  of  his  Excellency 
the  Commander-in-Chief,  that  the  rebels  had  de- 
termined to  defend  the  fort  of  Rathgur,  in  order  to 
prevent  my  force  from  relieving  Saugor,  and 
putting  down  rebellion  in  the  Sanger  and  Bundle- 
cnnd  districts. 

As  I  approached  Rathgur,  I  received  informa- 
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tioQ  of  the  assemblage  of  rebels  at  Odepore,  in 
Scindia's  Country,  and  in  my  front.  In  order  to 
ensure  the  safety  of  the  Siege  Train,  which  was  a 
day's  march  in  the  rear,  and  not  to  lose  time,  I 
brought  it  up  by  a  night  march  to  my  force,  and 
adopted  precautions  against  surprise. 

In  going  through  a  pass,  over  a  range  of  hills, 
five  miles  from  Rathgur,  the  officer  commanding 
the  leading  flankers,  embarrassed  by  the  thick 
jungle,  took  by  mistake  the  right  instead  of  the 
left  road,  as  ordered,  and  crossing,  in  consequence, 
the  River  Beena  by  the  upper,  the  wrong  ford, 
got  into  a  skirmish  with  the  rebels  posted  in  the 
suburbs  of  Rathgur.  -  I  had  just  arrived  with 
the  advanced  guard  at  the  encamping  ground  :  to 
extricate  the  flankers  from  a  position  so  unfavonr- 
ahle  to  cavalry,  I  advanced,  and  covereid  with  the 
infantry  guns  and  supports,  their  return  to  their 
proper  position.  In  rectifying  this  mistake,  I  had 
gained  a  good  deal  of  ground  to  the  right  front, 
and  a  Company  of  the  24  th  Native  Infantry  had 
taken  with  spirit  one  or- two  houses  and  gardens  ; 
on  reconnoitring,  I-  found  that^  they  were  the 
commencement  of  the  suburbs,  and  Uiat,  to  keep 
all  this,  would  comproitiise  my  right,  and  plan  of 
attacking  the  fort  from  the  left  flank. .  I  therefore 
ordered  the  troops  back  to  their  camp. 

The  next  day  I  made,  with  Major  Boileao, 
Commanding  Engineer,  and  a  small  party  of  the 
3rd  Europeans  and  3rd  Light  Cavalry,  under 
Captain  Forbes^  a  complete  reconnoissance  of 
eighteen  miles  of  the  whole  country  round  the 
rock  of  Rathgur. 

I  ascertained  that  the  rock^  one  mile  and  a  half 
in  length,  covered  and  surrounded  with  thick 
jungle,  slopes  from  the  west,  where  it  is  precipi- 
tous, to  the  east,  where  it  is  accessible.  The 
north  front  of  the  fort  was  the  only  one  which 
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wofl  inhabited ;  the  other  fronts  were  merely 
fortifications.  The  River  Beena  runs  under  its 
west  face. 

The  reconnois.iance  confirmed  in  all  essentials 
the  information  on  which  I  had  formed  mj  plan 
of  attack.  I  carried  it  out,  bj  investing,  the  same 
evening,  the  rock  of  Rathgur  as  closely  as  the 
great  extent,  hills,  thick  jungle,  and  a  difficult 
river  would  allow  me.  But  it  is  impossible,  unless 
with  a  very  much  larger  force  than  my  own,  to 
invest  completely  such  ground,  because  a  great 
part  of  it  is  dense  jungle,  which,  hiding  all  view 
of  the  enemy's  motions,  enables  him,  by  a  feint,  to 
concentrate  videttes  and  pickets  on  one  point,  and 
then  pass  tiirou^h  the  vacuum. 

Sir  Robert  Hamilton  had  the  goodness  to  place 
at  my  disposal  600  or  700  troops  of  all  arms  of  the 
Regiment  of  Bhopal  ;  and  I  had  requested  their 
commander  to  invest  the  south-west  of  the  fort,  a^ 
being  nearest  to  their  country,  and  to  take  the 
village  of  Puttan,  which  they  did  with  alacrity, 
after  firing  a  few  shots. 

The  next  day,  as  «oon  as  the  officers  command'^ 
ing  the  Artillery  and  Engineers  had  reported  that 
they  were  ready  lor  the  siege,  I  attacked  the  fort 
from  the  left,  at  ihe  south-west  end  of  the  rock, 
under  cover  of  a  feint  from  the  right,  against  the 
town,  from  which  all  possible  advantage  was  to  be 
derived. 

Both  succeeded. 

Leaving  a  troop  of  the  3rd  Light  Cavalry  at  the 
foot  of  the  slope  to  cover  our  rear,  accompanied 
by  Captain  Forbet^,  commanding  the  3rd  Light 
Cavalry,  w*ho  is  always  as  zealous  as  he  is  useful, 
I  mounted,  with  the  troops  in  the  margin,*  under

slope)  two  Companies  of  the  3rd  Europeans  skir- 
mishing and  covering  the  breadth  of  the  rock, 
two  Companies  supporting,  and  the  rest  in  re- 
serve. We  made  our  way  through  thick  jungle, 
and  reached,  without  being  discovered,  the  edge 
6f  the  open  ground  in  front  of  the  east  curtain  of 
the  fort,  wliich  Major  Boileau  had  selected  for  the 
breaching  batteries. 

I  directed  a  rond  to  be  cut  immediately  by  the 
Sappers  and  Miners  from  the  foot  of  the  slope  to 
this  battery;   our  left  to  open  a  communication 
down  the  south  of  the  rock  with  the  troop  of  the 
3rd  Cavalry,  investing  the  south  of  the  rock  ;  our 
right  to  open  a  communication  down  the  north 
side  of  the  rock  with  the  camp  ;   and  rifle-pits  to 
be  made  at  night  in  front  of  our  attack,  enfilading 
as  much  as  possible  the  enemy's  line  of  defences. 
The  enemy,  having  perceived  our  position,  com- 
menced rather  a  sharp  fire  on  it  from  their  jinjals 
and  small  guns  in  the  curtain  and  bastions,  which 
I  kept  down  with  the  fire  of  the  6-pounder  of 
the  Hyderabad  Contingent  and  the  6i-mortars,  the 
former  firing  at  the  loop-holes  and  embrasures,  the 
latter,  with  half-charges,  dropping  their  shells  on 
the  banquette.    I  beg  to  mention,  for  his  devotion 
on  this  occasion,  Quarter-Master  Thompson,  com- 
manding  a   half- battery  of   the  artillery  of  the 
Hyderabad  Contingent,  who  has  completed  thirty* 
two  years  of  meritorious  service.     Twice  hit,  he 
continued  to  fight  his  guns  successfully  to  the  close 
of  the  day.     I  thanked  his  battery  on  the  ground. 
The  two  18-pounders,  with  elephant  draught, 
were  brought  up  the  hill  at  4  p.  m.,    the  3rd 

Artillery  ;  two  5i  inch  mortan,  10  men  Bombaj  Artillery. 
90  Mild  IMS  Sappfrs  HTid  Miner*,  two  6-pounder  guns  Artil- 
lery ;  Hydcraliad  Contingent ;  one  Troop  3rd  Light  Cavalry* 
under  Captain  Forbes. 
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Enropeans  dra^ng  them  up  the  steep  where  the 
elephants  could  not  go. 

The  feint  against  the  town  drove  the  enemj  oat 
of  it  into  the  fort,  and  enabled  Brigadier  Steuart^ 
with  the  fonse  in  the  margin,*  to  take  possession 
of  the  ^*  Eedgha,**  a  Mussulman  place  of  prajer, 
opposite  the  north  face,  commanding  the  town,  and 
within  range  of  the  main  gate  of  the  fort.  On 
this  height^  and  another  to  the  left,  he  skilfully 
placed  Captain  Lightfoot's  9«pounder  battery — 
one  8-inch  howitzer  and  two  8- inch  mortars. 
These  batteries,  forming  the  right,  or  town  attack, 
kept  up  night  and  day  an  effective  fire  on  the  line 
of  defences  and  buildings  of  the  fort. 

On  the  27th  instant,  I  changed  the  8*inch 
howitzer  from  the  right  to  the  left  attack,  in  order 
to  enfilade  with  its  fire  the  defences  and  palaces  of 
the  north  face. 

I  was  constantly  between  the  two  attacks,  which 
were  two  and  a  half  miles  apart. 

From  the  town  attack  I  directed  a  detachment 
of  the  3rd  Europeans,  supported  by  another  of  the 
24th  Native  Infantry,  with  two  companies  of  the 
24th  Native  Infantry  in  reserve,  and  under  cover 
of  houses  and  trees  and  of  a  heavy  fire  from  the 
£edgha  Battery,  to  take  a  low  massive  tower  dose 
to  the  main  gate.  Captain  Lightfoot  being  of 
opinion  that  a  howitzer  might  be  placed  in  it 
which  would  batter  the  gate  and  strengthen  and 
shorten  the  cordon  of  investment.  I  had  a  couple 
of  8-inch  sheUs  thrown  into  the  tower,  to  diive

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out  the  enemy  should  they  be  there,  when  tlie 
storming  party,  gallantly  led  by  Captain  Lightfoot 
(who  Tolnnteered  to  accompany  it,  for  which  I 
beg  to  recommend  him  to  His  Excellency)  entered 
the  tower,  under  a  heavy  fire  from  the  walls,  by 
the  postern  opposite  the  walls,  from  which  it  was 
only  fifty  yards  distant.  Captain  Lightfoot  re* 
commends  Private  Davies,  of  the  drd  Europeans, 
for  his  gallantry  and  intelligence  on  this  occasion. 

Captain  Lightfoot  and  Lieutenant  Bonus,  of  the 
Engineers,  having,  after  a  thorough  examination 
of  the  tower,  reported  that  the  massive  construc- 
tion and  nature  of  its  defences  prevented  their 
being  used  for  the  ofiensive,  I  withdrew  the 
troops  from  it  before  daylight. 

On  the  2dth  instant,  at  8  o'clock,  the  sand-bag 
batteries  of  the  left  attack  having  been  complete<^ 
the  two  18-pounders  and  the  8-inch  howitzer, 
having  been  brought  up  to  them,  commenced  their 
fire  against  the  outer  wall  of  the  east  curtain  of 
the  fort  with  such  good  effect  that  it  was  evident 
that  a  practicable  breach  would  be  soon  made. 

I  had  just  returned  to  the  camp  from  the 
battery  when  the  rebels,  coming  in  force  out  of  the 
thick  jungle,  crossed  the  River  Beena,  and  at* 
tacked  the  videttes  of  the  right  rear  of  the  camp. 
Another  large  body  of  them  appeared  at  the  same 
time  on  the  opposite  bank,  the  two  bodies  amount- 
ing to  1,500  or  2,000  men,  many  of  them  sepoys 
and  valaitees. 

I  moved  rapidly^  with  the  outlying  picket  of 
Her  Majesty's  14th  Dragoons,  who,  in  less  than  a 
minute,  were  in  their  saddles,  against  the  rebels, 
ordering  two  guns  and  therest  of  the  pickets  to 
follow  in  support.  The  enemy,  who  were  skir- 
mishing with  a  picket  of  the  3rd  Light  Cavalry, 
on  seeing  our  approach,  fired  a  discharge  of  mus* 
kets  and  rockets  at  us,  and  ran  into  a  gorge  of  the

Beena,  and  up  its  rocky  banks.  I  directed 
Captain  Hare,  following  in  my  rear,  to  move  by  a 
short  line,  and  cut  off  their  retreat. 

Brigadier  Steuart,  whom  I  had  called  up,  ad« 
vancing  from  the  Eedgha,  with  a  few  rounds  of 
artillery,  sent  the  rebels  on  the  other  side  of  the 
river  into  the  jungle,  and  the  whole  retreated 
rapidly  to  a  precipitous  ridge  above  the  village  of 
Chunderapore,  four  miles  to  the  north-west  of 
Rathgur,  from  whence  they  had  started  in  the 
morning.  ' 

Captain  Hare  came  up  with  the  rear  of  the 
rebels  before  they  reached  the  ridge,  and  cut  up 
several  of  them. 

Captain  Hare  and  Lieutenant  Westmacott,  at- 
tached to  the  Hyderabad  Cavalry,  did  good  ser- 
vice on  this  occasion,  and  Lieutenant  Moore,  of 
the  dd  Bombay  Light  Cavalry,  who,  on  account  of 
the  few  artillery  men,  served  a  gun  with  effect, 
deserves  also  to  be  montioned. 

After  nightfall,  the  rebels  made  a  feeble  and 
unsuccessful  attack  on  the  left  of  the  camp  from 
the  Saugor  Road.  The  rebels;  who  bad  come  from 
their  fortified  Camp  Noreonlee,  and  from  the  Fort 
of  Kooreye,  failed  completely  in  their  attempt  to 
surprise  the  camp  and  relieve  Rathgur.  During 
the  whole  time  of  their  attack  the  breaching 
batteries  continued  their  fire.  Colonel  TumbuU 
reported  that  the  breach  would  be  practicable  for 
an  assault  the  next  day  at  sunset 

Accounts  now  came  into  me  that  the  rebels  from 
the  Chunderapore  ridge  had,  early  in  the  morning, 
attacked,  in  the  difficult  pass  mentioned  in  the  first 
part  of  this  report,  a  convoy  of  supplies  coming 
for  my  force  from  the  west,  and  had  killed 
Scindia's  vakeel  who  was  in  charge  of  it. 

The  safety  of  my  supplies  rendered  it  necessary 
that  the  enemy  should  be  driven  froim  Chnndera* 
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pore  daring  the  nigbt.  I  was  employed  in  makin;^ 
arrangements  for  attacking  them,  which  was  not 
eapy,  as  my  force  was  already  engaged  in  an 
operation  for  which  in  former  times  a  force  of 
four  times  their  strength  was  considered  necessary. 
However,  I  was  on  the  point  of  marching  against 
Ghanderapore,  when  two  spies  I  had  sent  out 
during  the  night  came  in  and  reported  that  the 
enemy  had  left  that  place  for  Barodia. 

On  visiting  the  Eedgha,  Brigadier  Stenart  re- 
ported to  me  that  about  4  o'clock  a.  m.  the  enemy 
had  attempted  to  make  a  sortie  from  the  main  gate, 
which  he  had  driven  back  with  Captain  Li^htfoot's 
9-pounders.  A  Bhopal  officer  came  up,  and  re- 
ported that  he  had  cut  up  twenty-five,  out  of 
fifty,  of  the  garrison  who  had  attempted  to  force 
their  way  by  his  patrol.  Colonel  Liddell  reported 
also,  at  the  same  time,  that,  judging  from  the  still- 
ness in  the  fort,  that  its  garrison  were  escaping,  he 
had  entered  it  by  the  incompleted  breacii,  with 
part  of  the  drd  Europeans,  who,  after  receiving 
some  shot  from  the  few  rebels  still  there,  had  killed 
them  and  taken  possession  of  the  fort.  The  maip 
body  fied  by  an  ancient  sally  port  and  a  hole  dug 
under  the  parapet  to  the  south-west,  from  which, 
when  I  entered  the  fort,  the  ropes  were  hanging, 
by  which  they  had  let  themselves  down.  The 
reports  of  all  the  officers  on  duty  state  that  these 
rebels,  crossing  a  ford  over  the  Beena,  to  the  south- 
west, under  the  Bhopal  Camp,  pnssed  through  the 
Bhopal  lines  into  the  jungle  ;  the  Bhopal  troops 
fired  a  few  shots  at  the  fugitives  ;  two  or  three  of 
their  dead  baggage  animals  in  this  ford  showed 
the  track  they  had  taken.  The  Bhopal  troops 
have  been,  and  are  still,  so  useful  to  me  that  I 
merely  mention  this  circumstance,  which  is  nothing 
out  of  the  way  amongst  oriental  troops,  out  of 
justice  to  my  own  force. 
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The  garrison,  stated  to  be  400  or  500  in  num-* 
ber,  had,  although  many  of  them  were  warlike 
vmlaitees  and  Pathans,  despite  of  their  determina-' 
tion  that  thej  would  hold  Rathgur  or  die,  not  been 
able  to  stand  the  shelling,*  or  meet  the  approaching 
assault.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  investment  of 
the  rock  prevented  the  escape,  and  caused  the  cap- 
ture, of  most  of  the  chief  rebels,  and  of  many  of 
the  rest.  Mahomed  Fazil  Khan,  a  relation  of  the 
R^ent  of  Bhopal,  and  the  military  chief  of  the 
rebels  in  these  districts,  and  all  his  staff,  such  as 
they  were,  attempted  to  cross  the  Beena,  but, 
seeing  ttie  videttes  of  Her  Mi^esty*s  i  4th  Light 
^Dragoons  on  the  other  bank,  turned  back,  and  hid 
themselves  in  a  cave  under  a'  rock,  where  they 
were  captured.  The  videttes  and  pickets  round 
the  rock,  those  of  Bhopal  included,  cut  down  and 
took  many  of  the  fugitive  garrison  during  the  day. 
I  made  over  eighty  prisoners  to  Sir  Robert  Hamil- 
ton, of  whom  twenty- four  were  executed  ;  and 
forty-eight  more  to  the  civil  authorities. 

Of  the  cavalry  sent  in  pursuit  of  the  fugitives, 
the  Hyderabad  Irregulars  came  up  with  and  killed 
forty  of  them,  this  being  exclusive  of  the  twenty* 
five  killed  by  the  Bhopal  troops  ;  Lieutenant 
Westmacott  on  this  occasion  again  distinguished 
himself. 

At  sunset,  Mahomed  Fazil  Khan,  and  the 
Nawab  Kamdar  Khan,  a  pensioner  of  the  British 
Gk)vernment  and  a  son  of  the  great  Pindaree 
Chief  taken  by  Sir  John  Malcolm,  were  hung  over 
the  gate  of  the  fort  in  presence  of  detachments  of 
my  force :  next  day,  seventeen  more,  most  of  them 
rebels  of  note,  and  all  part  of  the  garrison  of 
Bathgur,  were  executed  ;  two  of  them,  brothers 
of  the  Pindaree  Chief,  had  taken  part  in  the 
mnrder  of  the  British  Assistant  at  Bereiseeah. 
Kishen  Ram,  a  secretary  of  Mahomed  Fazil  Khan, 
is  stated  to  have  been  instrumental  in  atrocities 
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committed  on  forty  Christians  ;  Wsllidsd  Khan, 
who  admitted  on  bis  trial  that  he  had  done  all  he 
could,  and  three  times  urged  Fasil  Mahomed  to  go 
down,  sword  in  hand,  and  attack  the  camp,  a 
yalaitee  leader,  &c. 

The  Sbazadah  of  Mundesore  was  not  in  the  foirt, 
as  was  proved  bj  an  unopened  letter  from  the 
Rajah  of  Banpoor  to  his  address,  found  in  the  fori 
bj  an  officer  of  the  3rd  Europeans  ;  he  had  left 
it  the  day  of  our  arrival.  In  this  letter,  which  is 
curious,  the  Rajah  gives  him  the  title  of  King, 
and  deplores  that  many  native  Chiefs  do  not 
venerate  his  kingly  authority  as  they  ought  to  do, 
but' have  the  bad  taste  to  prefer  the  rule  of  the 
Kafir  and  infidels.  ' 

The  fort  was  provided  with  a  fine  tank  cut  out 
of  the  rock  fifty  feet  deep  ;  and  in  it  were  foaxtd 
great  stores  of  salt  and  grain  sufficient  for  a  yearns 
consumption,  a  few  camels,  cattle,  and  several 
horses,  two  of  them  belonging  to  Mahomed  Fazil 
Khan,  one  with  a  silver  bridle,  and  another  to  the 
Shazadah  of  Mundesore,  a  mould  for  casting  can- 
non and  shot,  and  an  immense  mass  of  native  cor- 
respondence and  English  accounts,  which  I  laade 
over  to  Sir  Robert  Hamilton  ;  one  object  was  also 
found  which  excited  indignation,  the  effigy  of  the 
head  of  a  decapitated  European  female,  which  it 
appears  these  supporters  of  a  change  of  rule  in 
India  carried  before  their  troops,  as  fitting  em- 
blem of  their  deeds  ;  notwithstanding  this,  and  all 
that  has  passed,  far  worse  than  this,  the  3rd  Euro- 
peans, when  they  entered  the  fort,  treated  the 
women  and  numerous  children  of  the  rebels,  who 
were  left  there«  with  the  humanity  which  waa  to 
be  expected  from  their  discipline,  and  their  faith. 
I  had  enjoined  the  troops,  for  the  honour  of  their 
country  and  the  Army,  not  to  harm  a  woman  or  a 
child. 

I  beg  to_  bring  to  hia  Ezcellenej'a  iavoiualkle 
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consideration  the  zealous  and  able  fiap)>ort  Khich 
I  have  received  before  Ratbgur  from  Brigadier 
Steuart,  Lieu  tenant- Colonel  TurnbuU,  command- 
ing the  Artillery,  and  Major  Boileau,  commadn- 
ing  the  Engineers,  and  which  contributed  so 
materially  to  tiie  success  of  the  operations  against 
It ;  as  well  as  the  discipline,  courage,  and  thorough 
good  will  of  the  troops  engaged  on  them. 

Anxious  not  to  lose  a  day  in  relieving  Saugor, 
I  made  continued  marches  without  a  halt.  The 
troops,  on  account  of  the  difficulties  of  supply, 
were,  at  times,  twenty-four  hours  without  rations, 
and  four  days  on  duty  before  Ratbgur  without 
a  relief,  defending  their  camp  against  a  numerous 
enemy  in  a  dangerous  country  on  their  flanks  and 
rear,  attacking  with  all  their  energy,  and  taking, 
in  three  days,  a  fort  strong  by  nature  and  art  in 
their  front,  which  Scindia,  with  a  force  of  at  least 
four  times  their  strength,  besieged  for  &\-e  months. 

I  shall  have  the  honour  to  make  favourable 
mention  of  the  services  of  my  Staff  in  a  future 
report 

I  beg  leave  to  enclose,  a  return  of  the  Oude 
artillery  found  in  the  fort,  and  of  the  caaualtiea  in 
my  force  before  Ratbgur. 

The  troops  took  three  large  standards,  two  of 
which  bore  the  red  extended  hand^  the  device  of 
Mahomedan  rebellion. 

I  beg  to  offer  my  excuses  for  the  length  of  this 
report,  which  is  caused  by  the  varied  nature  of 
thv  operations.  1  cannot  conclude  it  without  re- 
turning my  sincere  thanks  to  his  Excellency  and 
to  Lord  Elphinstone,  for  having  made  my  force  as 
complete  as  circumstances  would  possibly  allow, 
and  for  the  very  great  kindness  with  which  ypu 
have  attended  to  all  my  requests  on  this  6nbject.

SlB, 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  state  to  you,  for  the 
information  of  his  Excellency  the  Commander-in* 
Chief,  that,  after   the  capture   of  Rathgar,  the 
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rebels,  who  had  retired  from  Chanderapore  to 
Barodia,  as  mentioned  in  my  report  of  the  7th 
February,  1858,  concentrated  in  the  latter  place, 
having  been  reinforced  by  such  of  the  garrison  of 
Rathgur  as  had  escaped,  and  by  rebels  from 
Kooreye  and  other  places  in  Bundlecund. 

2,  Barodia,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  river  Beena, 
is  a  strong  village  with  a  "gurrie,**  or  small  fort, 
with  dense  jungle  on  each  side,  about  12  miles 
from  Rathgur,  on  the  road  to  Kooreye,  a  strong 
fort  29  miles  to  the  north  of  Saugor. 

3.  The  object  of  the  rebels  in  concentrating  at 
Barodia  was  to  prevent  or  endanger  my  advance 
to  Saugor,  by  retaking  Rathgur,  or  by  placing 
themselves  in  my  rear,  on  the  road  from  Bhopal  to 
Saugor,  to  cut  off,  as  they  had  already  attempted 
to  do,  the  supplies  coming  to  me  from  the  friendly 
states  of  Scindia  and  Bhopal.  It  was  conse- 
quently necessary  to  attack  the  enemy,  and  drive 
them  out  of  Barodia. 

4.  Taking  with  me  the  force  stated  in  the 
margin*,  I  marched  at  mid-day,  on  the  3 1st 
nltimo,  from  Rathgur,  leaving  Brigadier  Steuart, 
with  the  remainder  of  my  force,  to  protect  Rath- 
gur and  the  camp. 

5,  I  moved,  in  the  order  of  march  which  I 
always  adopt  when  near  the  rebels,  as  a  precaution 
against  their  system  of  surprises ;  that  is,  a  line 
of  flankers  of  Her  Majesty's  14th  Light  Dragoons 
on  each  side  of  the  road,  50  yards  in  front  of  the 
leading  file  of  the  advanced  guard,  which  with  a 
file  of  irregulars  has  charge  of  the  guides ;,  ano-

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ther  line  of  irregular  cavalry,  150  yards  in  echeloff 
in  front  of  the  outward  flanks  of  the  14th  ;  and, 
should  thick  jungle  border  the  road,  a  company  of 
infantry  in  extended  order  on  each  side  of  it,  to 
support  the  flankers  of  the  1 4th  and  the  advanced 
guard.  By  this  means  all  dangerous  ground  is 
searched  ;  surprises  are  almost  impossible ;  and 
spies,  lying  concealed  at  a  great  distance  from  the 
road,  are  frequently  seized. 

6.  As  we  approached  Barodia  and  the  river 
Beena.  we  had  very  thick  jungle,  long  grass,  and 
nullahs  on  our  left.  The  flankers  of  the  irregularSy 
suddenly  halting,  reported  that  they  perceived  the 
enemy  in  force  in  ambuscade  on  our  left.  Being 
with  the  advanced  guard,  which  was  under  Lieu* 
tenant-Colonel  Tumbull,  I  ordered  the  two  guns 
of  his  troop  to  open  their  fire  to  the  left  on  the 
enemy  ;  before  they  could  do  so,  the  enemy  opened 
a  musketry  fire  on  us,  killing  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Tambull's  horse,  and  keeping  it  up  with  tenacity, 
although  I  reinforced  the  division  of  horse  artil- 
lery with  four  of  Captain  Lightfoot's  9-pounders, 
firing  grape  and  round  shot ;  it  was  too  close  for 
shrapnell. 

7.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Tumbull,  with  the  Horse 
Artillery,  took  ground  to  the  right,  with  the  view 
to  enfilade  the  enemy,  but  he  could  not  get  a  slant 
at  them.  However,  this  movement  enabled  him 
to  obtain  good  views  of  a  body  of  rebel  horsen^en, 
with  a  red  standard,  endeavouring  to  gain  a  wood 
to  our  right  and  outflank  us.  1  had  directed  a 
charge  of  cavalry  against  them,  but  it  could  not 
be  executed,  in  consequence  of  the  Staff  Officer 
being  unable  to  find  a  passage  down  the  high 
banks  of  the  Beena  ;  two  rounds  of  spherical  case 
hurst  amongst  this  batch  ;  they  disappeared, 

8.  T  had  placed  the  3rd  Europeans  in  skirmish- 
ing order,  in  front  of  thfs  fianks  of  the  guns ;  their 
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united  fire  diminished,  but  did  not  silence,  the  fire 
of  the  rebels. 

9.  I  therefore  charged  the  rebels  out  of  their 
advanced  position,  with  the  skirmishers  of  the  3rd 
Europeans,  who,  under  Lieutenant- Colonel  Lid- 
dell,  gallantly  drove  them  out  of  their  own 
treacherous  element;^  thick  jungle,  and  twistiii|; 
nullahs,  and  took  possession  of  the  bsnk  of  the 
river,  commanding  the  ford  to  Barudia,  which 
now  first  becaine  visible  ;  the  rebels  had  displayed 
so  much  obstinacy  in  defending  this  position,  in 
order  to  prevent  our  advance  across  the  Beena  to 
Barodia. 

10.  Lieutenant" Colonel  Liddell,  Captain  Neville, 
Royal  Engineers,  Captain  Campbell,  3rd  Euro- 
peans, Captain  Rose,  my  Aide-de-Camp,  and 
Lieutenant  Macdonald,*  Assistant- Quartermaster- 
General,  were  conspicuous  in  this  advance. 

11.  I  turned  the  advantage  gained  by  the  3rd 
Europeans  immediately  tu  account,  and  sent  the 
Hyderabad  Irregular  Cavalry,  supported  by  the 
3rd  Bombay  Light  Cavalry,  under  Captain  Forbes, 
to  cross  the  ford  covered  by  the  skirmishers,  to. 
pass  through  the  jungle  to  the  front,  and  fall  on 
the  enemy  in  the  open,  which  I  had  learnt  was 
between  the  jungle  and  Barodia.  I  followed  with 
four  guns  of  the  Horse  Artillery,  and  a  troop  of  Her 
]!diyesty's  i4th  Light  Dragoons  in  support,  under 
Lieutenant- Colonel  Turnbull,  ordering  the  rest  of 
my  force  to  follow,  with  the  exception  of  Captain 
Hare's  infantry  and  guns,  which  remained  at  the 
fort  to  prevent  the  rear  being  cut  off. 

12.  Captain  Forbes  found  the  enemy's  flanks, 
particularly  their  left,  posted  in  thick  jungle,  their 
centre  in  comparatively  open  ground  ;  he  charged 
and  broke  their  centre,  cutting  up  thirty  or  forty 

*  Lieutenant  Macdonald  vat  slightly  wounded,  and  hit 
horse  twice  wounded. 
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of  them.  The  third,  and  a  verj  strong  position, 
the  village  of  Barodia,  now  came  within  sight. 
Captain  Forbes,  having  observed  a  body  of  cavalrv 
retreating  leisurely  on  it,  attempted  to  cat  them 
off,  but  their  flight,  on  seeing  his  intention,  be- 
came so  rapid  that  he  only  succeeded  in  killing 
eight  or  ten  of  them,  before^  they  got  well  under 
the  protection  of  their  guns  in  position  at  their 
village,  and  of  the  matchlock  men  posted  in  the 
dense  jungle,  which  surrounded  three  sides  of  it, 
and  lining  the  banks  of  a  wet  nullah  running 
along  the  front. 

1 3.  Captain  Forbes  mentioned  for  their  conduct 
on  this  occasion,  and  I  beg  to  recommend  to  his 
Excellency  the  Commander-in-Chief,  Subadar 
Soojut  Khan,  for  having  killed,  himself,  three  of 
the  rebels,  all  of  his  own  caste  ;  Naick  Hunut 
Sing,  very  severely  wounded  ;  Naick  Babadheen 
Khan  and  Troc per  Yass,  also  severely  ^wounded; 
who  attracted  the  notice  of  their  officers  by  en- 
gaging singly  two  or  three  of  the  entjmy  at  the 
same  time. 

14.  On  the  day  before,  when  the  camp  was  at- 
tacked, the  same  faithful  Subadar  hindered  the 
advance  of  the  enemy  by  the  able  disposition  of 
his  picket. 

15.  If  his  Excellency  were  pleased  to  obtain  a 
reward  for  these  brave  soldiers,  it  would  have  a 
good  effect  on  their  regiment,  whose  fidelity  and 
courage  have  never  failed. 

16.  Jemadar  Jhurut  Hoosanie  Khan,  3rd  Hy- 
derabad Cavalry,  was  mortally  wounded  in  cou- 
rageously attacking  singly  a  knot  of  the  enemy. 

17.  Captain  Forbes  conducted  the  charge  with 
the  same  gallantry  and  intelligence  which  distin- 
guished him  at  EjEtshab. 

18.  Although  the  ford  was  a  bad  one,  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel  TurnbuU  took  his  guns  across  it 
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rapidly  in  Aupport  of  the  cavalrj,  and  when,  by 
the  strength  of  the  enemy's  position,  they  were 
compelled  to  give  up  the  pursuit,  unlimbered  in 
front  of  the  village,  and  the  enemy's  guns,  and 
opened  an  effective  fire  on  their  position.  Captain 
Lightfoot  with  the  9-pounder  battery  arrived 
shortly  afterwards.    * 

19.  The  enemy  answered  with  guns  and  rockets, 
killing  at  my  side,  to  my  great  regret.  Captain 
Neville,  of  the  Royal  Engineers,  acting  as  my 
Aide-de-Camp :  knowing  what  excellent  service 
he  had  done  as  an  engineering  ofiicer  before 
SebastopoK  I  had  brought  him  up  by  forced 
marches  to  assist  in  the  reduction  of  the  forts  in 
this  country  ;  during  the  action  he  was  most  use- 
ful to  me,  exhibiting  to  the  last  the  courage  and 
intelligence  which  had  obtained  for  him  so 
honorable  a  reputation. 

20.  Driven  from  their  position  by  the  fire  of 
our  guns,  the  enemy  retreated  acro^  a  wall  and 
open  space  into  the  village  and  jungle.  I  directed 
Captain  Lightfoot  to  correspond  to  this  move- 
ment ;  he  took  ground  to  the  leflt  with  guns,  and 
gave  them,  before  they  reached  cover,  an  enfi* 
lading  and  destructive  fire  ;  the  5^  inch  mortars 
threw  shell  into  the  small  fort  of  the  village  and 
jungle,  to  which  the  enemy  had  retired. 

21.  It  was  now  getting  dark  :  taking'two  com- 
panies of  the  3rd  Europeans,  which  had  just  come 
up,  I  crossed  the  wet  nullah,  and,  bringing  their 
right  shoulders  forward,  occupied  the  wall  round 
the  village,  and  surrounded  it  with  the  skirmishers 
acd  a  troop  of  the  3rd  Light  Cavalry.  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Liddell  afterwards  occupied  it  and  the 
little  fort,  but  the  enemy,  except  a  few  vaiaitee 
skirmishers  who  were  killed,  had  fled  to  Kooreye 
through  the  jungle,  leaving  baggage  unpacked, 
and  other  signs  of  a  precipitate  retreat. 
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22.  I  was  not  at.  all  sure  that  my  camp,  with 
the  siege  artillery  and  numerous  stores,  left,  with 
a  small  force,  at  liathgur,  under  Brigadier 
Steuart,  might  not  be  attacked  during  my  absence, 
as  it  bad  been  before.  I  therefore  halted  in  the 
village  only  for  a  short  time  in  order  to  rest  the 
troops,  who  had  been  on  ckity  for  tbe  last  five 
days,  and  marched  back  the  same  night  to  Rath« 
gur ;  they  were  marching  or  engaged  fifteen 
hours. 

The  enemy's  loss  was  severe  ;  they  themselves 
state  it  to  be  from  four  to  five  hundred,  which  is 
not  surprising,  as  they  were  exposed  to  well  di- 
rected fire  for  a  length  of  time.  Amant  Sing, 
their  ablest  military  leader,  and  a  nephew  of  Tajie 
Mahomed  Khan,  were  killed ;  and  the  Rrjah  of 
Banpore  was  wounded. 

The  valaitees  and  Fathans  fought  with  their 
accustomed  courage,  several  of  them,  rven  when 
dying,  springing  from  the  ground,  ancl  inflicting 
mortal  wounds  with  their  broad  sword  j. 

The  good  result  of  the  defeat  of  the  rebels  at 
Barodia  exceeded  my  expectations ;  not  only  were 
my  communications  with  the  West  and  Saugor 
completely  opened,  but  the  rebels,  fiying  from 
Barodia  to  Kooreye,  left  in  their  panic  that  place, 
although  it  is  a  fort  in  a  strong  position,  and 
Krulassa,  which  is  between  thirty  and  forty  miles 
|o  the  north-west  of  Saugor.  Nureeawallee,  their 
fortified  camp,  was  also  abandoned.  All  these 
places  and  the  country  about  them  had  been  in 
their  hands  for  the  last  eight  months.  The  rebels 
lilso  left  at  Kooreye  their  guns  which  they  had  at 
Baibdia. 

The  troops  behaved  at  Barodia  witli  discipline 
l|&d  courage,  keeping  in  very  bad  ground  their 
formation,  and  obeying  with  eager  alacrity  any 
orders  which  brought  them  closer  to  tbe  enemy.

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The  Srd  Europeans,  although  yerj  young,  and  now 
for  the  first  time  in  the  field,  have  qualified  them- 
selves for  a  career  of  honour ;  and  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Liddell  is  sure  to  lead  the  way. 

I  am  much  obliged  to  Captain  Wood,  my 
Assistant- Adjutant-General,  and  my  Stafi;  for  the 
assistance  which  they  gave  me  on  this  occasion,  as 
well  as  at  Rathgur  ;  and  I  ought  to  add  that  the 
Oflfcers  of  my  Divisional  StnfiT,  whose  duties  are 
non-combatant,  still,  in  their  zeal,  accompany  me 
to  the  field.  Captain  Campbell,  Baggage  Master, 
who  was  hit,  was  very  useful  and  intelligent  in 
conveying  my  orders  ;  and  Lieutenant  Lyster,  ray 
Interpreter,  of  the  72nd  Regiment  Bengal  Native 
Infantry,  was  wounded  when  engaging  the  nephew 
of  Mahomed  Fazil  Khan,  whom  he  killed. 

I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  a  list  of  the  casu- 
alties at  Barodia,  as  also  a  list  of  Sappers  and 
Miners,  whom  Major  Boileau,  Commanding 
Engineer,  wishes  to  be  mentioned  for  having  in- 
spected the  ditch  and  the  breach  of  the  Fort  of 
Rathgur.

IN  continuation  of  mj  previous  communica- 
tions, No&  2133  and  2288,  dated  respectively  the 
9th  and  13th  instant,  1  am  directed  by  the  Com- 
ni^der-in-Chief  to  transmit,  for  submission  to  the 
Right  Honourable  ti  e  Governor  in  Council,  the 
enclosed  letter  (without  date),  from  Major-General 
Sir  Hugh  Rose,  K.C.B.,  Commanding  Central 
India  Field  Force,  detailing  his  proceedings  sub- 
sequent to  the  capture  of  the  fort  of  Rathgur, 
and  action  with  the  insurgents  near  the  town  of 
Barodia. 

2.  The  operations  of  Sir  Hugh  Rose  in  the 
Field,  while  they  have  the  cordial  approval  of  the 
Commander-in-Chief,  will  doubtless  be  most  satis- 
factory to  His  Lordship  in  Council,  as  the  success 
which  has  attended  them  must  have  the  most 
beneficial  effect  in  tranquillizing  a  district  which 
has  been  so  long  in  the  hands  of  the  rebels. 

8.    The  Lieutenant-General   Commanding    in 
Chief  has  desired  me  to  submit,  in  the  margin  of  . 
this  letter,*  the  names  of  officers  prominehtly

I  am  to  convey  to  you  the  cordial  thanks  of  the 
Commander-in-CIiief  for  the  very  valuable  ser- 
vices you  are  performing  ;  and  to  request  yon 
will  notify  to  the  officers,  non-commissioned 
officers,  and  soldiers,  European  and  native,  that 
their  gallant  and  excellent  conduct  is  fully  re- 
membered and  heartily  acknowledged  by  the 
Government  and  the  Commander-in-Chief.

Resolution  by  the  Governor  of  Bombay  in  Council^ 

dated  March  22,  1859. 

THE  Right  Honourable  the  Governor  in 
Cotincil  entirely  concurs  in  the  cordial  approval 
of  Sir  Hugh  Rose's  operations  near  the  town  of 
Barodia,  and  will  have  great  pleasure  in  bringing 
his  services  and  those  of  the  officers  mentioned  in 
his  dispatch,  to  the  favourable  notice  of  the 
Groverment  of  India,  and  the  Honourable  the 
Secret  Committee.

THE  Secretary  of  State  fur  India  has  received 
the  following  Minute  of  the  Governor-G-eneral 
of  India,  giving  cover  to  a  Minute  of  the  Governor 
of  Bombay,  regarding  the  Services  of  Civil 
Officers  and  others  in  Bombay,  during  the  Mutiny, 
in  continuation  of  that  published  in  the  London 
Gazette  of  7  th  October,  1859  :

Minute  by  his  Excellency  the   Governor 'General 
of  India,  dated  11  th  September,  1859. 

Services  of  Civil  Officers  and  others  in 
Bombay  DURiNa  the  Mutiny  and  Rebellion. 

IN  seiiding  this  minute  of  the  Governor  of 
Bombay,  and  the  accompanying  papers,  to  the 
Secretaiy  of  State,  I  desire  to  express  my  earnest 
hope  that  his  Lordship's  recommendations  of  the 
officers  therein  named  may  receive  the  favourable 
consideration  of  Her  Majesty's  Government. 

Lord  Elphinstone's  enumeration  of  the  services 
rendered  by  officers  in  civil  employ  in  the  west  of 
India,  will  of  course  carry  with  it  the  weight 
which  is  due  to  every  recommendation  that  pro« 
ceeds  from  him ;  but  the  Government  of  India 
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would  fail  in  its  duty  if  it  did  not  support  those 
recommendations  to  the  utmost  of  its  authority. 

The  support  which  the  cause  of  the  British 
Goremment  in  India  has  received,  during:  the 
last  two  anxious  years,  from  the  Bombay  Grovem- 
ment  and  its  officers,  stands  upon  record,  and  will, 
I  am  confident,  meet  with  its  just  reward.  For 
myself,  I  shall  never  cease  to  remember  with  ad- 
miration the  boldness  and  readiness  with  which 
that  support  was  given ;  but,  whilst  I  entirely 
concur  in  the  estimate  which  Lord  Elphrnatona 
has  formed  of  the  individual  services  of  thoee  who 
were  uVider  the  immediate  orders  of  his  Govern- 
ment, I  must  observe  that  to  Lord  Elphinstone 
himself,  foremost  of  them  and  above  them  all,  is 
our  debt  of  gratitude  due. 

I  have  long  ago  expressed  my  sense  of  the 
degree  to  which  India  is  indebted  to  the  patriotic 
and  unselfish  aid  which  came  to  us  from  the 
Grovernors  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  and  of  the 
Mauritius — Sir  Greorge  Grey  and  Sir  James  Hig- 
ginson,— and  nt  only  remains  for  me  to  declare 
my  entire  concurrence  in  all  that  Lord  Elphin- 
stone  and  his  Council  have  said  on  this  head. 

I  cannot  doubt  that  Her  Majesty's  Government 
will  adequately  appreciate  the  cordial  spirit  of 
friendliness  which  the  Governor-General  of  Por- 
tuguese India,  the  Viscount  de  Torres  Novas,  has 
evinced  towards  the  traditional  allies  of  his  country 
in  the  time  of  their  difficulty.

Mmuie  by  the  Right  Honorable  the  Governor  cf 
Bombay^  dated  the  18/A  August^  1859. 

THE  Grovemor*General  in  Council  having 
called  upon  us  for  a  report  upon  the  claims  of 
persons  who  have  rendered  good  service  to  the 
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State,  otiierwise  than  in  the  field,  during  the  late 
troubles,  for  transmisdion  to  Her  Majesty's  Secre- 
tary of  State,  I  beg  to  submit  the  names  of  those 
who  seem  to  me  best  entitled  to  this  distinction. 

From  the  extract  from  Lord  Stanley's  letter 
(yf  the  1st  of  June,  which  has  been  sent  for  our 
information,  I  perceive  tliat  the  persons,  and  the 
services  performed,  are  to  be  classified  under  four 
different  heads : — 

1st.  Civil  servants.' 

2nd.  Persons  unconnected  with  Government, 
who  have  rendered  valuable  assistance. 

3rd.  Military  officers  employed  on  civil  duty. 

4th.  Military  officers  who  have  rendered  ser- 
vice in  their  military  capacitj*,  whieh,  thpugh 
not  such  as  to  render  them  eligible  for  pro- 
motion, or  the  distinction  of  the  Bath,  is  of 
as  high  an  order  as  service  performed  in 
action  against  the  enemy,  and  not  less  worthy 
of  honorable  distinction. 

Under  the  first  head,  I  should  have  placed  the 
name  of  Sir  Bartle  Frere,  the  Commissioner  in 
Sind,  but  he  has  already  received  the  thanks  of 
Parliament  and  the  honors  of  the  Bath  ;  it  would 
therefore  be  a  work  of  supererogation.  I  beg, 
however,  respectfully,  to  submit,  for  the  most 
favorable  consideration  of  Iler  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment, the  services  of  Mr.  I.  N.  Rose.  As  the 
chief  civil  officer  in  Sattara,  Mr.  Rose  was 
placed  in  a  position  of  great  difficulty,  and  in 
which  he  was  able  to  render  most  valuable 
service. 

The  annexation  of  Sattara  was  far  from  being 
popular  among  the  people  of  that  province.  The 
upper  classes  especially  regarded  the  introduction 
of  British  rule  with  dislike,  and  all  classes  of 
Mahrattas  looked  with  regret  upon  the  extinction 
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of  the  line  of  the  great  freebooter,  who  delivered 
them  from  the  Mahoroetaa  yoke*  and  laid  the 
foundation  o^  that  wide-spread  confederacy  which 
has  been  called  the  Mahratta  Empire. 

No  wonder,  then,  that  the  eyes  of  the  disaffected 
throughout  this  part  of  India  were  turned  towards 
Sattara.  I'he  widows  of  the  two  last  Rajaha,  with 
their  adopted  sons,  bad  been  permitted  to  occupy 
the  palaces  of  the  Rajah,  and  to  keep  up  a  certain 
amount  of  royal  state.  The  disturbances  had 
hardly  broken  out  in  the  north-west,  when  Mr. 
Rose  discovered  that  a  plot,  for  the  restoration 
to  the  Gudl  of  the  adopted  son  of  the  elder  branch, 
had  been  for  some  time  hatching.  Soon  after- 
wards, overtures  were  made  by  the  conspirators  to 
a  sepoy  of  the  22nd  Native  Infantry,  who  was  to 
•ound  his  comrades,  and  to  promise  rewards  and 
promotion  if  the  regiment  only  remaiued  neutral, 
while  all  the  Europeans  at  the  station  (including 
their  own  oflicers),  were  being  murdered. 

Mr.  Rose  immediately  took  the  most  vigorous 
measures,  and  r»iCommended  the  removal  of  the 
widow  and  adopted  son  of  the  elder  Rajah  from 
Sattara.  This  measure  he  carried  out  with  great 
prudence  and  judgment.  The  Ranee  and  her 
adopted  son,  with  their  principal  advisers,  wers 
arrested  and  conveyed  out  of  the  town,  without 
the  people  being  aware  of  it :  but  in  ihe  excited 
•tate  of  people's  minds,  a  rescue  might  have  beeo 
attempted,  and,  to  prevent  this,  European  escorts 
had  been  secretly  posted  all  along  the  road  to 
Poona;  a  distance  of  upwards  of  70  miles. 

It  was  afterwards  found  that  the  presence  of  the 
rival  pretender  to  the  Gudi  (the  adopted  son  of 
the  last  Rajah)  encouraged  the  hopes  of  the  dis- 
affected to  our  rule;  and  he  and  his  adoptive 
mother  were  also  successfully  removed  from 
Sattara. 
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Tliroughoat  the  whole  of  the  period  which  in- 
tervened between  the  seizure  of  Delhi  bj  the 
mutineers,  and  recapture  of  Gwalior  by  Sir  Hugh 
RoAe,  there  was  great  excitement  in  the  province 
of  Sattara,  and  if  any  outbreak  had  occaired  there, 
it  must  have  extended  to  the  other  Mahratta  pro- 
Tinces  of  this  Presidency,  and  probably  to 
Holkar's  and  to  the  Gackwar's  States,  and  we  are 
mainly  indebted  to  Mr.  Rose  for  the  frustration  of 
these  intrigues,  and  for  the  preservation  of  tran« 
quillity  in  the  Deccan. 

Many  other  civil  servants  rendered  useful  ser* 
vice,  but  the  only  ones  whom  it  seems  to  mei 
should  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  Her  Majesty's 
Government  are  Mr.  Seton  Karr,  who,  during  the 
early  part  of  the  period  of  disturbance,  was  Poll* 
tical  Agent  in  the  8.  M.  country,  and  who,  as 
collector  and  magistrate  of  Belgaum,  showed  great 
coolness  and  tact  in  dealing  with  the  disaffection, 
which  undoubtedly  prevailed  in  that  part  of  the 
country,  and  especially  in  Belgaum  itself;  and 
Mr.  Chapman,  who  was  wounded  in  an  affair  with 
the  Bheels  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Nassik. 

I  presume,  however,  that  under  the  first  head 
should  be  entered  the  names  of  gentlemen,  who  . 
are  in  the  service  of.  Government,  but  who  are 
neither  military  ofiicers  nor  civil  servants,  in  the 
ordinary  sense  of  the  term.  If  so,  I  would  beg  to 
bring  the  meritorious  services  of  Mr.  Souter,  the 
Superintendent  of  Police  in  Belgaum,  and  Mr. 
Forjett,  the  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Police  in 
Bombay,  to  the  notice  of  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment 

In  the  second  category,  it  does  not  occur  to  me 
that  there  are  any  persons  in  this  Presidency  who 
have  a  claim  to  be  inserted. 

I  now  come  to  military  officers  in  civil  employ. 
The    valuable    services    of    Miyor  General  Sir 
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H*  Koberts  and  Brigadier  Greneral  Le  Grand 
Jacob,  as  political  cotnmissioners  in  Guzerat,  and 
the  Southern  Mahratta  countrj,  have  alreadj  been 
bronght  to  the  notice  of  Her  Majesty's  GoT<Tn- 
ment,  and  have  been  appropriately  (though  in  the 
case  of  Brigadier  General  Jacob  inadequately) 
rewarded  with  the  honors  of  the  2nd  and  3rd 
class  of  the  Bath. 

Sir  Richmond  Shakespear,  who  succeeded  Grene- 
ral Roberts  as  political  commissioner  (on  the 
latter  assuming  the  command  of  the  Rajpootana 
Field  Force)  is  also  deserving  of  the  favourable 
consideration  of  Her  Majesty's  Government.  The 
disarmament  of  the  eastern  portion  of.  Gnzerat  was 
successfully  carried  out  under  his  directions,  and 
it  is  impossible  to  say  how  much  this  salutary 
measure  may  have  contributed  to  the  maintenance 
of  tranquillity  when  Tantia  Topee  appeared  upon 
the  borders  of  these  disarmed  districts  last  winter. 

The  services  of  Major  Merewether,  who,  during 
the  crisis  of  1 857,  acted  as  Political  Agent  on  the 
Sind  frontier,  also  appear  to  me  to  deserve  the 
favourable  consideration  of  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment, 

Those  of  Migor  Green,  who  was  Political  Agent 
at  Kelat,  were  also  doubtless  valuable  in  prevent- 
ing disturbance  upon  the  frontiers  of  Sind,  bat 
they  have  been  separately  brought  to  the  notice  of 
Her  Majesty's  Government. 

Captain  Walker,  Superintendent  of  Police  at 
Tanna,  who  was  charged  with  the  suppression  of 
the  disturbances  in  Peint ;  Major  Montgomery) 
who  was  Lieutenant  of  Police  at  Shikarpoor,  when 
the  Native  Artillery  at  that  station  mutinied ; 
Lieutenant  Naylor,  who  held  the  same  ap|>oint- 
ment  at  Hyderabad,  and  anticipated  the  outbreak 
at  that  station  by  successfully  disarming  the 
Native    Artillery    by  his  police;    and  Captain 
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Grnhani,  wlio  was  wounded  when  co-operating 
with  Brigadier  Macnn  in  an  attack  u[>on  the 
insurgent  Bheels  at  Shumsherpore  ;  ought  also  in 
my  opinion  to  have  their  names  brouglit  to  the 
notice  of  the  Secretary  of  State  ;  as  ought  also 
Captain  Buckle,  Assistant  Political  Agent  in  the 
Rewa  Kanta,  of  whose  energy  and  judgment  it  is 
difficult  to  speak  too  highly. 

I  now  come  to  the  last  category.  Military 
officers  who  have  rendered  good  service  in  their 
military  capacity,  otherwise  than  in  the  field. 

I  presume  that  naval  officers  are  included  under 
this  head,  anl,  if  so,  I  beg  to  bring  to  the  notice 
of  the  Sticretary  of  State  the  valuable  assistance 
which  tiiis  Government  received  from  Commo- 
dore Wellesley,  C.B.,  Commander-in-Chief  of  the 
Indian  Navy,  and  the  good  services  rendered  by 
Lieutenants  Chitty  and  Sweeny,  of  the  Indian 
Navy,  in  conveying  the  different  detachments  of 
European  troops  down  the  coast',  at  the  height  of 
the  monsoon,  by  which  movement,  under  Provi- 
dence, the  peace  of  the  S.  M.  country  and  of 
this  presidency,  was  preserved.  Those  of  Captain 
Jenkins,  C.B.,  who  proceeded  to  the  Cape  and  the 
Mauritius  with  letters  to  the  Governors  of  those 
colonies,  asking  for  assistance,  may  also  be  con- 
sidered worthy  of  being  brought  to  the  notice  of 
Her  Majesty's  Government. 

Among  military  officers  the  name  of  Colonel 
Davidson,  Commissary-General,  has  upon  a  former 
occasion  been  brought  to  the  favourable  consider- 
ation of  Her  Mf^iesty's  Government,  Major  Kane, 
who  organized  the  transit  train  to  Mhow,  and  who 
accompanied  Sir  Hugh  Rose  into  the  Stapooraa 
when  he  was  endeavouring  to  intercept  Tantia 
Topee  ;  Major  Taylor  of  the  2nd  Cavalry,  who 
was  wounded  in  arresting  the  mutineers,  who  tried 
to  excite  the  Guzerat  Horse  to  raise  the  green 
flag,  and  declare  for  the  rebel  cause ;  Captain  Birch, 
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Gatideish  Bheel  Corps,  who,  with  a  company  of 
his  BheeLs,  disarmed  an  equal  force  of  the  4th  In- 
fantry, Gwalior  Contingent,  at  Boorbaompoor, 
and  who  also  performed  most  gallant  aerrioe 
against  the  insurgent  Bheels  and  Walajtees,  at 
AmbaPanee;  should  also  be  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  gallant  services  of  Lientenant-Colenel  Mal- 
colm and  Lieutenan  Kerr,  of  the  S.  M.  Horse, 
have  already  been  recognized  by  Her  Majesty's 
Government;  and  those  of  Lieutenant  Macauley, 
of  the  Sind  Horse,  who  commanded  the  Belooch 
Levy,  in  Rajpootana,  have  been  recommended  to 
the  Government  of  India  for  recognition. 

I  have  now  enumerated  the  names  of  those 
officers,  civil  and  m'litary,  who  appear  to  me  to 
have  the  greatest  claims  upon  the  favoorable  con- 
sideration and  the  notice  of  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment. I  feel  that,  when  so  many  officers  have  done 
good  service,  the  task  of  selecting  some  for  rewards 
and  distinction  must  always  be  a  difficult  and  an 
invidious  one.  I  have  endeavoured  to  perform  it 
impartially  and  carefully. 

I  cannot,  however,  conclude  this  minute  without 
adverting  to  the  invaluable  assistance  which  I 
have  at  all  times  received  from  my  honourable 
coUeagoes,  including  Mr.  Lumsden,  who  has 
since  left  the  service,  to  whom  I  was  indebted  for 
many  excellent  suggestions,  and  whose  foresight 
and  appreciation  of  the  nature  of  the  crisis  were 
truly  remarkable ;  and  from  the  Secretary  to 
Government.  I  would  take  this  opportunity  of 
specially  recommending  to  the  favourable  con- 
sideration of  Her  Majesty's  Government  the  ser- 
vices of  Mr.  H.  L.  Anderson,  Secretary  in  the 
Political,  Secret,  and  Judicial  Departments,  whose 
labours  during  the  last  two  years  richly  deserve 
some  recognition. 

Thoae  of  Colonel   Melvill,    Secretary  in  the 
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Military  and  Naval  Departments,  have  been 
already  brought  to  the  notice  of  Her  Majesty's 
Government,  with  a  recommendation  that  the  dis- 
tinction of  the  Bath  may  be  conferred  on  him. 

I  trust  also  that  I  may  be  pardoned  if  I  venture 
to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Government  of  India, 
and  of  Her  Majesty's  Government,  to  services 
rendered  in  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion  by 
some  high  officers  unconnected  with  this  presi* 
dency,  and  indeed  altogether  independent  of  the 
Government  of  India. 

No  ons  on  this  side  of  India  is  likely  to  have 
forgotten  the  relief  which  was  experienced  when 
the  33rd  Regiment  and  Captain  Bolton's  com- 
pany of  Roynl  Artillery  arrived  at  Bombay.  We 
had  just  heard  of  the  mutiny  of  the  27th  Native 
Infantry  at  Kolapore, — the  state  of  the  S.  M. 
country  was  daily  becoming  more  critical, — the 
European  troops  in  the  garrison  of  Bombay 
were  less  than  300  strong.  At  this  moment,  the 
arrival  of  an  entire  European  regiment,  and  of  50 
artillerymen,  was  of  incalculable  value.  It  enabled 
us  to  send  off  the  whole  of  the  European  troops  in 
garrison  to  Kolapore  .and  Belgaum. 

The  arrival  of  the  3drd  was  followed  (about  a 
month  afterwards)  by  that  of  the  89th  from  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  which  was  immediately 
despatched  to  Guzerat,  which,  up  to  that  time, 
had  been  almost  without  European  troops.  Other 
regiments  and  batteries  of  artiUery  were  subse* 
quently  sent  from  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  some 
of  which,  if  I  am  not  mistaken,  had  the  honour  of 
forming  part  of  the  force  which  relieved  Lucknow. 
For  these  most  opportune  reinforcements,  we 
were  indebted  to  the  Governors  of  Matiritiiis 
and  of  the  Cape,  Sir  James  Higginson,  and  Sir 
George  Grey. 

It  is  worthy  of  remark  that,  when  Sir  Jamea 
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Higginson  despatched  the  first  reinf4>rcemeiit  of 
six  companies  of  the  33rd,  and  50  men  of  the 
Royal  Artillery,  he  only  retaint^  two  companies 
of  infantry  for  the  protection  of  the  inland;  those 
two  companies  he  sent  on  as  sooli  as  the  4th  Foot 
arrived  at  the  Mauritius,  and,  upon  a  second  appli- 
cation from  this  Government,  he  again  sent  as  a 
wing  of  the  latter  regiment.  It  is  impossilile,  I 
think,  for  any  man  to  have  done  more  than 
Sir  James  Higginson  did,  and  I  should  sincerely 
rejoice,  if  his  conduct  upon  this  occasion  was 
rewarded  by  some  conspicuous  mark  of  the  appro- 
bation of  Her  Majesty's  Government, 

Sir  George  Grey's  hearty  and  efficient  assistance 
calls  also,  I  venture  humbly  to  think,  for  aome 
recognition . 

I  may  be  forgiven  for  stating  a  fact  which  was 
related  to  me  by  Captain  Jenkins,  who  was  sent 
with  the  letters  which  we  addressed  to  the 
Governors  of  the  Mauritius  and  the  Gape,  by  one 
of  the  steamers  which  we  engao^ed  foh  the  convey- 
ance of  troops  fiom  those  colonies.  I  had  sug- 
gested that,  if  possible,  artillery  horses  might  be 
sent  with  the  artillerymen  from  the  Cape.  There 
was  a  difficulty  in  getting  a  sufficient  number  of 
trained  and  serviceable  horses,  and  Sir  George 
Grey  actually  sent  his  own  carriage  horsea  to 
make  up  the  quota. 

Having  ventured  to  mention  the  great  and  in« 
valuable  assistance  rendered  to  the  Government 
of  India  by  two  high  officers  independent  of  it, 
I  hope  that  I  may  be  permitted  to  allude  to  the 
ocHrdial  and  friendly  co-operation  which  this 
Government  has  received,  throughout  the  dis- 
turbances, from  His  Excellency  the  Governor^ 
General  of  Portuguese  India,  the  Yiaoount  da 
Torres  Novas.  I  believe  that  it  is  not  generally 
known  that,  in  permitting  British  troop9  to  land  at 
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Goa  during  the  Monsoon  of  1857,  His  Excel- 
lencj  was  acting  in  opposition  to  his  Council,  and 
in  Tiolation  of  the  Portuguese  laws.  He  did  not 
tell  me  so^  at  the  time ;  but,  in  a  private  letter 
which  I  received  from  him  some  months  ago,  he 
mentioned  that  his  conduct  had  been  approved  by 
the  King's  Government,  and  that  a  bill  of  in- 
demnity had  been  passed,  absolving  him  from  any 
penalties  he  might  have  incurred.  I  think  this 
fact  sufficiently  shows  the  friendly  disposition 
which  has  marked  the  conduct  of  the  present 
Grovemor-General  of  Portuguese  India,  which 
has  been  further  manifested  in  the  operations 
against  the  Phoond  Sawunts,  and  in  the  trans- 
portation of  these  rebels  (as  well  as  of  some  of  the 
Feint  insurgents  who  sought  refuge  in  the  De- 
maun  territory)  to  the  Portuguese  penal  settle- 
ment of  Timor.

WHEREAS  by  the  Public  Health  Act,  1858, 
and  by  an  Act  since  passed  to  perpetuate  the 
same,  it  is  enacted  that  the  Privy  Council  may 
from  time  to  time  issue  such  Regulations  as  they 
think  fit,  for  securing  the  due  qualification  of 
persons  to  be  thereafter  contracted  with  by 
Guardians  and  Overseers  of  Unions  and  Parishes 
in  England  for  the  Vaccination  of  persons  resident 
in  such  Unions  and  Parishes,  and  for  securing 
the  efficient  performance  of  Vaccination  by  the 
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persons  already  or  thereafter  to  be  contracted  with 
aa  aforesaid  ;^ 

Now,  therefore,  it  is  hereby  ordered,  by  the 
Lords  and  others  of  Her  Majesty's  Most  Honour- 
able  Privy  Council  (of  whom  the  Vice-JPresident 
of  the  Committee  of  the  said  Privy  Council  on 
Education  is  one)  that  on  and  after  the  first  day 
of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty,  the  following  Regulations  shall  be  in  force  ; 
ri*.  :— 

QuaUfication  of  Contractors. 

1 .  Except  where  the  Pnvy  Council,  for  reasons 
brought  to  their  notice,  see  fit  in  particular  cases 
otherwise  to  allow,  no  person  shidl  in  future  be 
admitted  as  a  Contractor  for  Yacciuation,  unless 
he  possess  the  same  qualifications  as  are  required 
by  the  Orders  of  the  Poor  Law  Commissioners  as 
qualifications  for  a  District  Medical  Officer,  and 
produce  a  special  Certificate,  given,  under  such 
conditions  as  the  Privy  Council  from  time  to  time 
^Xf  by  some  public  Vaccinator  whom  the  Privy 
Council  authorize  to  act  for  the  purpose,  and  by 
whom  he  has  been  duly  instructed  or  examined  in 
the  practice  of  Vaccination,  and  all  that  relates 
thereto : — 

but  the  production  of  this  special  certificate  on 
occasion  of  the  contract  being  made  may  be  dis- 
pensed withy  if  the  certificate,  or  some  other  which 
the  Privy  Council  judge  to  be  of  like  effect,  have 
been  among  the  certificates  or  testimonials  neces- 
sary for  obtaining  any  diploma,  licence  or  degree, 
which  the  candidate  possesses  ;«- 

•  and  also,  in  respect  of  persons  legally  admitted 
io  practise  before  this  regulation  comes  into  effect, 
tke  special  Certificate  may  be  dispensed  with,  on 
eondidon  that  the  Contract,  during  one  year  from

its  making,  oontinae  subject  to  the  approTal  of 
the  Poor  I^w  Board  ;<— 

and  all  persons  now  contracted  ,with  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  qonMed  to  be  again  contracted 
with. 

QuaHfieation  of  Deputies  of  Contraciort, 

2.  Under  the  same  conditions  as  are  appointed 
for  the  admission  of  a  Contractor,  anj  person 
qualified  to  be  a  Contractor  may,  on  the  Con- 
tractor's application,  be  admitted  bj  the  Guardians 
or  Overseers  to  act  as  his  occasional  deputy; — 

but,  if  this  admission  be  not  part  of  the  original 
Contract,  it  must  be  notified  by  indorsement  upon 
the  Contract;  and  at  least  15  days  before  it  is 
intended  to  take  effect,  a  copy  of  the  proposed 
indorsement,  together  with  all  requisite  eTidence 
of  the  qualification  of  the  person  whom  it  is  pro- 
posed to  admit,  must  be  transmitted  to  the  Poor 
Law  Board. 

Vaccinatum  and  Inspection. 

3.  All  Vaccinations  and  Inspections  under 
Contract  shall  be  performed  by  the  Contractor  in 
person,  or  by  some  other  Contractor  of  the  same 
Union  or  Parish  acting  for  him,  or  by  a  deputy, 
duly  admitted  as  above ;  — 

but  at  any  station  where  the  Contractor  is 
authorised  (as  above)  to  grant  certificates,  pupils 
and  other  candidates,  aged  not  less  than  18  years, 
may,  in  his  presence  and  under  his  direction,  take 
part  in  vaccinating. 

All  Vaccinations  and  Inspections  under  Con- 
tract shall  be  performed  in  accordance  with  the 
annexed  ^'Instructions  for  Vaccinators  nsder 
Contract." 
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Register  of  Cases. 

4,  Until  some  new  form  of  Vaccination-Re- 
gister be  duly  prescribed,  the  person  who  performs 
any  Vaccination  under  Contract  shall,  on  the  day 
^rhen  he  performs  it,  legibly  write  in  his  Register 
(as  now  provided)  the  letter  R  (for  Re  vaccination) 
against  the  name  of  every  person,  adult  or  ado- 
lescent, who,  having  in  early  life  been  successfully 
vaccinated,  is  revaccinated ;  and  shall  also  enter 
in  some  column,  or  in  the  margin  of  the  Register, 
the  source  whence  the  lymph  used  in  the  vaccina- 
tion was  obtained ; — 

thus :  the  name,  or  number  (if  any)  in  the 
Bister,  of  the  subject  from  whom  the  lymph 
was  taken ;  or  •*  N.V.E.",  if  the  lymph  was  sent 
by  the  National  Vaccine  Establishment;  or  the 
name  or  description  of  any  other  source ; — 

and  where  the  Vaccination  or  the  Inspection  is 
done  by  a  person  acting  as  Deputy  for  the  Con* 
tractor,  the  Deputy  shall  write  the  initials  of  his 
DMne  in  the  Register  side  by  side  with  the  entry 
of  the  case;  viz.:  in  the  left  margin  of  the  page 
if  it  be  a  Vaccination  which  he  performs,  or  in  the 
right  margin  of  the  page  if  U  be  an  Inspection 
which  he  performs. 

Contracts, 

5.  Guardians  and  Overseers,  in  their  respective 
Unions  and  Parishes,  shall  forthwith  take  measures 
to  bring  the  performance  of  public  Vaccination 
into  conformity  with  these  Regulations.

Instbuctioms  for  Vaccinators  under 

Contract. 

(1.)    Except  there  be   immediate    danger    of 
flmaU-poX|  vaccinate  only  subjects  who   are  in 
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good  health.  Satisfy  yourself  that  there  is  not 
any  eruption  behind  the  ears,  or  elsewhere  on  the 
sku ;  nor  any  febrile  state  ;  nor  any  irritation  of 
the  bowels.  Under  no  circumstances  vaccinsle  a 
subject  to  whom,  from  the  state  or  prospects  of 
his  health,  Taccination  is  likely  to  prove  injuriooa. 
Do  not  re-vaccinate  persons  who  in  infancy  have 
been  efficiently  vaccinated,  unless  they  be  m<»e 
than  1  «5  years  of  age,  or,  if  during  any  immediate 
danger  of  small-pox,  more  than  12  years  of  age. 

(2.)  In  all  ordinary  vaccinations,  vaccinate  by 
four  or  ^Ye  separate  punctures,  so  as  to  produce 
four  or  five  separate  good-sized  vesicles ;  or,  if 
you  vaccinate  otherwise  than  by  separate  pune- 
tores,  take  care  to  produce  local  efiects  e^ual  to 
those  just  mentioned. 

(3).  Direct  care  to  be  taken  for  keeping  tbe 
vesicles  uninjured  during  their  progress,  and  for 
avoiding  afterwards  the  premature  removal  of  the 
crusts. 

(4.)  Register  tbe  results  of  vaccination  only 
after  having  yourself  inspected  the  cases.  Register 
as  *^  successful"  no  case  of  primary  vaccination, 
unless  the  course  of  the  vesicle  have  been  striotly 
regular  according  to  the  subjoined  description,  A ; 
and  register  as  "  successful"  no  case  of  re-vacci- 
nation, unless  either  the  regular  vaccine  veside 
have  ensued,  or  the  results  have  been  normally 
modified  according  to  the  subjoined  description,  B. 
Or  if  in  either  case  you  register  as  ''  successful"* 
any  result  which  does  not  agree  with  the  subjoined 
descriptions,  write  also  the  word  '^  irregular^  in 
the  column  of  the  register  where  you  record  the 
result. 

(5.)  Endeavour  to  maintain  in  your  district  smh 
a  succession  of  cases  as  will  enable  you  uniformly 
to  vaccinate  with  liquid  lymph  directly  from  arm 
to  arm  ;  and  do  not,  under  ordinary  eircumstaneefl^ 
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adopt  any  other  method  of  yaccinaticg.  To  pro- 
vide against  emergencieB,  always  have  in  reserve 
some  stored  lymph  ;— -either  dry,  as  on  thickly- 
charged  ivory  points^  constantly  well- protected 
from  damp  ;  or  iiguidj  according  to  the  method  of 
Dr.  Husband  of  Edinburgh,  in  fine,  short,  uni- 
formly capillary  (not  bulbed)  tubes,  hermetically 
sealed  at  both  extremities.  Lymph,  successfully 
preserved  by  either  of  these  methods,  may  be  used 
without  definite  restriction  as  to  time ;  but  with 
all  stored  lymph  caution  is  necessary,  lest  in  time 
it  have  become  inert,  or  otherwise  unfit  for  use. 
If,  in  order  to  vaccinate  with  recent  liquid  lymph, 
you  convey  it  from  case  to  case  in  a  vial  or  in 
other  like  manner,  without  its  being  hermetically 
sealed,  do  not  let  more  than  18  hours,  and  in  very 
hot  weather  not  more  than  12  hours,  intervene 
-before  it  is  used. 

(6.)  Consider  yourself  strictly  responsible  for 
the  quality  of  whatever  lymph  you  use  or  furnish 
for  vaccination.  Take  lymph  only  from  subjects 
who  are  in  good  health  ;  especially  satisfying  your- 
self that  they  are  free  from  eruption  on  the  skin. 
Take  it  only  from  well-characterised,  uninjured 
vesicles.  Do  not  take  it  from  cases  of  re- vacci- 
nation. Take  it  (as  may  be  done  in  all  regular 
cases  on  the  day  week  after  vaccination)  at  a  time 
when  the  vesicles  are  plump,  either  just  before  the 
formation  of  the  areola,  or,  at  the  latest,  not  more 
than  twenty-four  hours  after  the  areola  has  begun 
to  form. 

(7.)  In  vaccinating  from  arm  to  arm,  and  still 
more  in  proceeding  to  store  lymph,  avoid  draining 
any  vesicle  which  you  puncture.  From  such  a 
▼esicll  as  vaccination  by  puncture  commonly  pro- 
daces,  do  not,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  tnke 
more  lymph  than  will  suffice  for  the  immediate 
yaooiiiation  of  five  subjects,  or  for  the  charging  of 
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seven  ivory  points,  or  for  the  filling  of  three  cftpii- 
larj  tubes ;  and  from  larger  or  smaller  vesides 
take  only  in  like  proportion  to  their  sisee. 

(8.)  Scrupuloasly  observe  in  yoar  inspections 
every  sign  which  tests  the  efficiency  and  purity  of 
your  lymph.  Note  any  case  wherein  the  vaccine 
vesicle  is  unduly  hastened  or  otherwise  irregular 
in  its  development,  or  wherein  any  undue  local 
irritation  arises ;  and  if  similar  results  ensue  in 
.  other  cases  vaccinated  with  the  same  lymph,  desist 
at  once  from  employing  it. 

(9.)  If  from  any  cause  your  supply  of  lymph 
ceases,  or  becomes  unsuitable  for  further  use,  take 
immediate  measures  for  obtaining  a  new  supply. 

(10.)  Keep  in  good  condition  the  lancets  or 
other  instruments  which  you  use  for  vaocinatiiig, 
and  do  not  use  them  for  other  surgical  operations. 

N  B.  Supplies  of  lymph,  guaranteed  by  the 
National  Vaccine  Board,  are  furnished  on  applica- 
tion to  all  medical  practitioners.  Letters  of  appli- 
cation for  this  lymph  should  be  addressed  ''To 
the  Registrar  of  the  National  Vaccine  Establish- 
ment, Privy  Council  Office,  London,  S.W." 

Signs  of  successful  Vaocikatiok  ahd  of 

8UCCSS8FUL   Re-VAOCINATIOK. 

(Gregory,  revised  by  Ceelt  and  Mabson.) 

(A.)  *' When  Vaccination  has  been  sucoeashillj 
performed  on  a  healthy  infant,  the  puncture  may 
be  felt  elevated  on  the  second  or  third  day,  and 
soon  afterwards,  if  examined  with  a  magnifying 
glas^  appears  surmunded  by  a  slight  redness.  On 
the  fifth  or  sixth  day  a  distinct  vesicle  is  formed, 
having  an  elevated  edge  and  depressed  ^eaatn. 
On  the  eighth  day  it  appears  diateaded  with  a 
clear  lymph.  The  vesicle,  on  this,  its  day  ef 
greatest  perfection,  is  circular  and  pearl-cobnred; 
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-Its  margin  is  turgid,  firm,  shinifig,  and  wheel* 
shaped.  Late  on  the  seventh,  or  early  on  the 
eighth,  daj  an  inflamed  ring  or  areola  begins  to 
form  around  the  base  of  the  vesicle,  and,  with  it, 
continues  to  increase  during  the  two  following 
days.  This  areola  is  of  a  circular  form,  and  its 
diameter  extends  from  one  to  three  inches.  When 
at  its  height,  on  the  ninth  or  tenth  day,  there  is 
oflten  considerable  hardness  and  swelling  of  the 
sabjacent  cellular  membrane.  On  the  tenth  or 
eleventh  day  the  -areola  begins  to  subside,  leaving, 
as  it  fades,  two  or  three  concentric  circles  of  red- 
ness. The  vesicle  now  begins  to  dry  in  the 
centre,  and  acquires  there  a  brownish  colour.  The 
lymph  which  remains  becomes  opaque,  and  gra- 
dually concretes;  so  that  about  the  fourteenth  or 
fiAeenth  day  the  vesicle  is  converted  into  a  hard 
round  scab  of  a  reddish  brown  colour.  This  scab 
c<Hitracts,  dries,  blackens,  and,  about  the  twenty* 
first  day,  falls  off.  It  leaves  a  cicatrix  which 
commonly  is  permanent  in  after  life,  circular, 
somewhat  depressed,  dotted  or  indented  with 
minute  pits,  and,  in  some  instances,  radiated. 
The  above  described  local  changes,  while  in  active 
progress,  are  attended  by  feverishness;  first,  from 
the  fifth  to  the  seventh  day,  so  slightly  that  often 
the  fact  passes  unobserved;  and  again  more  con* 
siderably  during  those  days  when  the  areola  is 
about  its  height;  the  infant  now  being  restless  and 
hot,  with  more  or  less  disturbance  of  stomach  and 
bowels.  About  the  same  time,  especially  if  the 
weather  be  hot,  children  of  full  habit  not  infre-* 
quently  show  on  the  extremities,  and  less  copiously 
on  the  trunk,  a  lichenons,  roseolar  or  vesicular 
eruption,  which  commonly  continues  for  abont  a 
wedc*  When  Vaccination  is  performed  on  such 
adslts  or  adolescents  as  have  not  previously  been 
vaccinated,  and  likewise  when  lymph  is  employed 
which  has  recently  been  derived  from  the  ooW| 
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the  resalting  phenomena,  as  oompared  with  the 
preceding  description,  are  somewhat  retarded  in 
their  course;  and  the  areola  is  apt  to  be  much 
more  diffuse.  There  is  also  more  feverishness; 
but  eruption  is  less  frequently  seen.** 

(B.)  "  When  persons  who  have  once  been  effi- 
ciently vaccinated  are,  some  years  afterwards,  re- 
Taocinated  with  effective  lymph,  there  aometimes 
result  vesicles  which,  as  r^ards  their  course  and 
that  of  the  attendant  areolsB,  cannot  be  distin- 
ffvished  from  the  perfect  results  of  primary  vaeci- 
nation.  But  fieu'  more  usually  the  results  are  more 
or  less  modified  by  the  influence  of  such  previous 
vaccination.  Often  no  true  vesicles  form,  but 
merely  papular  elevations  surrounded  by  areobe  ; 
and  these  results,  having  attained  their  maximum 
on  or  before  the  fifth  day,  afterwards  quickly  de- 
cline. Or  if  vesicles  form,  their  shape  is  apt  to 
vary  from  that  of  the  regular  vesicle,  and  their 
course  to  be  more  rapid  ;  so  that  their  maturity  is 
reached  on  or  before  the  sixth  day,  their  aredje 
decline  on  or  before  the  eight  day,  and  their 
scabbing  begins  correspondingly  early.  In  eithtf 
ca^e  the  areolsB  tend  to  diffuse  themselves  more 
widely  and  less  regularly,  and  with  more  affection 
of  the  cellular  membrane,  than  in  primary  vacci- 
nation ;  and  the  local  changes  are  accompanied  by 
much  itching,  often  by  some  irritation  of  the 
axillary  glands,  and  in  some  cases  on  the  fourth  or 
fifth  day  by  considerable  febrile  disturbance."

WHEREAS  u  ider  the  provisions  of  the  Pnblie 
Health  Act,  1858,  and  of  an  Act  since  passed  to 
perpetuate  the  same,  the  Privy  Council  have  this 
day  issued  Regulations  **  for  securing  the  doe 
qiialificatiou  of  persons  to  be  hereafter  contraeled 
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with  by  Gruiirdians  and  Overseers  of  Unions  and 
Parishes  in  England  for  the  vaccination  of  persons 
resident  in  such  Unions  and  Parishes,  and  for 
secnring  the  efficient  performance  of  vaccination 
by -the  persons  already  or  hereafter  to  be  con- 
tracted with  as  aforesaid  ;"  and  whereas  in  these 
Kegnlations  it  is,  among  other  things,  required 
that,  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty,  persons  to  be 
contracted  with  for  vaccination,  and  persons  to  be 
allowed  to  act  in  their  stead,  shall,  except  in  certain 
cases,  produce  evidence  of  being  duly  qualified  in 
all  that  relates  to  the  practice  of  vaccination  ; 
which  evidence  must  consist  in  a  certificate  given, 
after  due  instruction  or  examination,  by  some 
Public  Vaccinator  whom  the  Privy  Council  au- 
thorise to  act  for  the  purpose  : 

Notice  is  hereby  given — 

1)  that,  subject  to  Orders  of  the  Privy  Coun- 
cil, the  Public  Vaccinators  named  in  the  following 
hst  are  authorised  by  the  Pri^'y  Council  to  give 
the  required  certificates  of  proficiency  in  vaccina- 
tion to  persons  whom  they  have  instructed  therein, 
and  those  whose  names  in  the  following  list  are 
printed  in  italic  letters  are  also  authorised  to  give 
such  certificates  after  examination  to  persons 
whom  they  have  not  themselves  instructed  ; 

2)  that  from  »nd  after  the  first  day  of  January, 
1860.  the  Vaccinating-Stations,  at  which  these 
Vaccinators  officiate,  will  be  open,  under  con* 
ditions  set  forth  in  the  annexed  memorandum,  for 
the  purposes  of  teaching  and  examination  ;  and 

3)  that  from  time  to  time,  as  additions  are 
made  by  the  Privy  Council  to  the  list  of  persons 
whom  they  now  authorise  to  give  certificates  of 
proficiency  in  vaccination,  the  names  of  the  othe«* 
persons  thus  authorised  will  be  published  in  the 
London  Gar^'.tte.

Memorandum  rf  Arrangements  made  in  England 
for  the  PabHe  Teachinp  of  Vaccinaiionj  and 
for  the  granting  of  such  Certifieates  cf  /¥»* 
ficieney  in  Vaccination  as  will  qftaUfy  the 
hearers  {if  otherwise  eligible)  to  he  contracted 
with  by  Guardians  and  Overseers  for  the  per- 
formance  of  Public  Vaccination, 

The  Stations  at  present  established  for  edaca- 
tional  purposes  are  all  in  places  where  there  are 
recognized  medical  schools.  'Vhej  are  stations 
where  the  appointed  public  vaccinator  unifomalj 
attends  in  person,  and  where  the  annual  namber 
of  vactiinations,  as  compared  with  the  number  ef 
▼accinating-days,  is  sufficiently  large  to  promise 
that  the  student,  during  his  period  of  attendance, 
will,  as  a  rule,  always  find  many  cases  together 
for  observation.  They  are  stations  from  which 
vaccine  lymph  is  furnished  for  the  public  service ; 
the  Vaccinators  in  charge  of  them  having,  for  this 
purpose,  been  selected  by  the  National  Yaccine 
Board  to  be  Members  of  the  National  Vaccine 
Establishment. 

The  Vaccinator  of  an  educational  vaccinating- 
station,  during  his  attendance  thereat,  will  exhibit 
and  explain  the  course  and  characters  of  the 
vaccine  vesicle,  will  practically  teach  the  b^ 
method  or  methods  of  performing  vaccination,  and 
of  taking  lymph  for  present  or  future  use,  will 
inculcate  all  precautions  which  are  necessary  with 
regard  to  the  health  cit  subjects  proposed  for  vac- 
cination, and  with  regard  to  the  selection  and 
preservation  of  lymph,  and  will  give  all  such  other 
instruction  as  is  requisite  for  the  scientific  and 
successful  performance  of  vaccination  and  re-vac- 
cination. During  his  course  of  instruction,  he 
will  make  provision  to  ensure  that  always  some 
cases  come  for  inspection  vu  the  10th,  as  well  as 
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on  the  8th  day  ;  and,  for  the  purpose  of  shewiDg 
these  cases  to  his  pupils,  he  will  give,  on  the  day 
appointed  for  their  coming,  a  second  weekly 
attendance  at  his  station.  He  will  further  enable 
and  direct  each  pupil  to  see  at  least  six  eases  of 
vaccination  on  at  least  two  other  days  of  their 
progress  ;  viz.,  both  before  the  Hth  and  after  the 
10th  day.  In  the  Teacher's  presence,  and  under 
his  direction,  any  Pupil,  aged  not  less  that  18 
years,  may  take  part  in  vaccinating  ;  but  not  till 
he  have  attended  the  station  on  at  least  two  vac- 
einating-days. 

•  Any  person,  desirous  of  being  admitted  as  pnpil 
at  an  educational  vaccinating-station,  shall  pay  & 
fee  not  exceeding  one  guinea,  and  thereupon 
receive  a  ticket  entitling  him  to  attend  the  public 
vaccinations  of  the  Teacher.  When  the  Pupil 
has  attended  at  the  station,  during  the  times  of 
vaccinating  and  teaching,  for  at  least  six  weeks,  - 
the  Teacher,  if  satisfied  of  his  proficiency,  shall, 
on  receiving  back  his  ticket,  but  without  further 
payment,  give  him  a  certificate  in  the  appointed 
form. 

At  stations  where  the  'jTeacher  is  also  authorised 
to  give  certificates  of  proficiency  in  vaccination  to 
persons  whom  he  has  not  himself  instructed 
therein,  such  persons  will,  on  appointed  occasions, 
he  examined  by  the  Teacher,  on  pa3rment  of  a  fee 
not  exceeding  one  guinea,  and  if  he  find  them 
competent,  receive  certificates  accordingly.

the  latter  ; — that,  from  amons^  vaccinated  subjects 
presented  for  sighth-day  inspection,  be  can  select, 
ani  give  reasons  for  preferring,  those  who  are 
fittest  to  furnish  lymph  ;'^that,  besides  being 
thoroughly  familiar  with  all  local  changes  whii^ 
from  first  to  last,  normidly  ensue  on  vaccination, 
he  has  learnt  what  causes  may  accelerate  or  retard 
the  local  changes,  or  give  them  undue  severity, 
or  otherwise  render  them  irregular ; — ^that  he  is 
wellMnformed  as  to  the  constitutional  effects  of 
vaccination  (including  the  eruptions  which  some- 
times follow  it)  and  as  to  the  treatment  which 
cases  of  vaccination,  under  various  circumstances, 
may  require  ; — that  he  knows  how  far  the  protec- 
tive influence  of  vaccination  is  affected  by  lapse 
of  time,  and  how  far  by  the  mode  in  which  vacci- 
nation is  performed  especially  by  the  number  or 
size  of  vesicles,  and  knows  generally  under  what 
circumstances  re-vaccination  is  to  be  recom- 
mended ;— finally,  that  he  is  acquainted  with  the 
laws  and  regulations  relative  to  public  vacdnation, 
and  understands  the  local  arrangements  which 
are  necessary  for  maintaining  a  constant  supply  of 
lymph.
